Whither Are We Drifting? 

[The following brief history of the Federal enactment com- 
monly known as tbe Comstock postal law, was first published 
in Lucifer several years ago. Believing this statement of the 
facts of bistory aad the arguments based thereon tobe as timely 
now as when first published, tbe article is reproduced this week 
in the bope that it may belp ta rouse the sleeping public mind 
ta a sense of the dangers that threaten the real FALLADICM of 
bumaa liberty here in the United States—rue rasroox OY THY 
Pens 

Taken in connection with the report of Anthony Comestock's 
lecture in Brooklyo, New York, on Sunday, Dec. 7, this article 
should be widely circulated nod carefolly read by all who would 
not themselves bë slaves, M. H] 

No law ever enacted. has contributed more to bring tbe 
whole body of the law into coptempt and disrepute than the 
infamous law which ls knows us the Comstock Law. No 
honest prosecution has ever takes place under this law. No 
case can Le pointed to of a conviction under this low which bas 
beca honestly prosecuted foran hooext perpos, Not can it he 
shown that any posishmeut indicted ander this law has cree 
had the effect of making the victim any better or the community 
any parer. This law was passed March 3 1873 by trickery and ` 
fraud in tbe confusion and wproar of the closing bours of the 
most corrupt Congress ever convened in. this country. It was 
passed witbont debate betweca ove and two o clock on Sanday 
moroiog, March 2, and signed by tbe presideot Monday aight, 
with no thought or deliberation oa tbe part of anybody, amid 
avast namber of bills of all sorta. Ope of tbe in fividanls io- 
terested in pashiog this vile law through this debaucbed Con- 
kresë was Comstock himself, of whom it is not necessary bere 
to say anythiog, Another was a theologkal bypocrite who 
publicly announced that be believed in deceit. Another, wasa 
person who violated the law bimself aod through hie money or 
personal Ínfloence managed to escape prosecution aod RO scot 
fee. And there were others of morals equally eccentric whose 
trickery abicd in the passage of this law, i

“No one who reads even the comparatively brief reports of 
the Associated Presa can fail to se the baste acd confusion 
which prevail daring tbe closing bours of Congress, It la idle to 
deny that this condition of things gives rise to many opportuui« 
ties for fraud and that some of these opportunities are used id 
only too probable. Bat if Congress were composed, in both 
branches, of perfectly immaculate men it would be impossible to 
avoid great injury to the public interests under tbe existing 
method of doing business, Tbe bills which are crowded at the 
last are precisely those which it is most desirable should be de- 
liberateiy considered, and tbe true scope and effect which it is 
least possible to penetrate by harried examination."

The history of those times is too well known to leave a 
doubt as to the way in which the enactment of the Comstock 
Law was procared. Aod baviog thus gotten their law the 
filthy gang for whose usc it was made violate every principle of 
honesty and decency and ceforce their Law to silence argumenta 
which they cannot otherwise answer, to suppress thoeght, to 
threaten Science, to pry into the conbdeoces of the mails and to 
limit liberty. 


And now, just a few questions: 

Whither are we drifting? 

Are the masss of the American people asleep, that they 
tamely submit to sach robbery of their inalienable rights"? 

Where are tbe landmarks" of that liberty for tbe vindica- 
tion of which the American Repablic was founded? 

Of what avail are our moch Inaded “Declaration” and oor 
“ National Constitution“ when their most vital principles are 
openly, boastingly, outraged by a semireligious Association 
through laws of its own formulatiog?—laws that make it and 
ite agenta the irresponsible censors over public morals? 

Where are the safeguards against theologie despotism—(rom 
which our forefathers dod —whea the citizen is subject to arrest 
and imprisonment and his property seized and destroyed, with. 
out even the form of trial—bot merely on the “information * ot 
a spy and blackmailer sent out by the aforesaid semi religious 
Association scifatylcd the * Society for the Prevention of Vice"? 

Then, If the case should come to trial, where is the rational 
ground of hope that justice will be done to the accused when it 
is remembered that there is absolutely no standard as to what 
is “vicious,” in literature or in art, except the preconceived 
notions, the prejudices, of the prosecutor, the judge and the 
jurors? That is to say, when all that is needed to secure con. 
viction is to bring the sait before a judge and n jury whose 
prejadices are in favor of the prevailing theologic and against 
the scientific code of morality?

So far for the saintly Anthony. The above represents the 
substance, if not the words, of bis “lecture.” He was replied to 
by four eminent Preethiakere—Dr. Moecure D. Conway, Edwin 
C. Walker, Hagh O, Pentecost, and Heory Rowley, He was re- 
quested to read passages from tbe Bible which Mr, Walker 
would choose for bim; and asked if be would not read them io 
public or give them to his childreo, then why did be prosecute 
poor Mrs, Craddock but let the Bible go through the mail? 

Mr. Walker took him to task in regard to the Craddock case 
ned challenged him to prodoce his witnesses, or stand convicted 
of slandering the dead. Dr, Conway spoke with great feeling of 
Mrs. Craddock, and condemned Comstock and his methods 
severely. Mr, Pentecost admitting tbe indicted passage in 
Mrs. Craddock's pampblet to be “ obscene" from the Comstock- 
zan point of view, celled upon Comstock to suppress Walt 
Whitman, Shakespeare, the Bible, and other books whict were 
just a» " obscene " as Mrs. Craddock's booklet, 

Many other suggestions and questiona were fired at Com- 
stock, but to no purpose. Ta his reply be evaded every question, 
acd instead of dealing with tbe points raised by his critics be 
read ancient court decisions proving—what? That there was 
law io existence before be was born, and that he was not respon- 
sible forit. The audience became somewhat impatient, and be 
was asked why be did not prosecote the publishers of the Bible. 
He felt embarrassed and looked at tbe floor instead of at the 
audience, When the cries of “The Bible! Tbe Bible!" became 
insisteot,be murmured, "The Bible needs no defense," aod con- 
tinued bie talk about law, and necessity of protecting childres, 

Mr, Walker asked, "What had the eger yt Mr. Har- 
man for publisbing tbe Markland letter to do wi proto- 
tion of children?” No reply. Dr, Conway accused him of asiog 
decoy letters, but be expinined that he used only teat lettere—a 
perfectly bonorable and legitimate business! He made no offer 
to produce bis witnesses agaiost Mra. Craddock, aud did not 
even mention ber name in bis reply. In short, be proved to the 
satisfaction of all thinking and fair minded mes that be could 
not and would not defend bimeelt. You might as well talk ton 
wooden figure as to talk to bim, aod it seems that all attempt 
to bring him to reason is n waste of time. 

There arc people—and some of them are Freethinkers~who 
consider Comstock am hooest man. I will not say that be is 
dishoocst, But why did he evade all questions submitted to 
him? Where is the courage of bis coavictions? It was easy 
enough for him to give à "lectore" and present bis side, but an 
honest man meets every question squarely and fairly, and when 
we see one adopting Comstock's methods in replying to his 
critics, we may be justified in having some DOUBTA as to his 
honesty. ` Crave W, C.

Tbe question will be asked, How could free children be 
properly reared and educated in such a society as ours with its 
prejadice against them and their parents? 

I reply that this prejudice ix weakening in the great centers 
ot population coincidently with the spread of radica) industrial 
ideas, And the breaking op of old standards in general would be 
taken advantage of by those who would destroy the marriage 
tyranny. 

Bot still more could tbe process be advanced by some kind 
of national association of those devoted to the reformatios 
Then persons having free children would be able to reader sup- 
port to one another. Tbe children thas born might be regarded 
as the children of the association, to be received and assisted 
wherever they should go, Where there is a union of people 
with certain ideas the community is much less ardent in assail- 
ing them, because it feels the dignity of numbers and of organ- 
ized purpose. It in lees safe to assail an individual backe! by a 
national body thas one backed by nothing, 

The laws are to be fought and changed until all marriage 
laws are abolished. This also might be better done by union. 

There are uvdoubtedly great numbers who believe in abot 
ishing marriage and begetting free children. Am association 
formed let as say to establish a. permanent fund to help in the 
proper education of such offspring where the parents could not 
afford it, would bring many of these people, who are found ig 
all walks of life, to the front, 

It is time to face society oo this issue more solidly and 
squarely, and compe! it to understand our motives and views 
The uniform divorce law people aod Comstockians shoold not 
have the field to theroselves. And we cannot overcome them 
single banded.

Tarler in his summing up of tbe symposium va “How to Cure 
tbe Divorce Evil—the National Disgrace, ete. that for many 
weeks had appeared in the daily issues of tbe Hearst syndicate 
of papers, —New York, Chicago and San Francisco, 

As stated by Mr. Tayler there was oe point on which all, 
or nearly all, the writers upon this subject were agreed, and 
that was in demanding national legislation to deine what con- 
stitutes legal marriage, aud also what shculd constitute legal 
ground tor annulment of the marriage bond. 

This movement for a national divorce law I designated as a 
national POSITIVE wani law.—thus named for the reason that 
marriage—thoogh made originally by mun and for man's con- 
veniepce—is iocomparably more to woman than it ia to man, 

Maa is not, and cannot be, enslaved in marriage as woman 
can be and ja, enslaved. 

lo most men's lives marriage comes a» ao iocidcot—if it 
comes at all—nothing wore, 

To tbe average woman who marrics, marriage bë HER ALI! 

It includes all che; home, property, business, recreation, 
children, lover—or lovere—fricada, enemies, health or disease, 

culture or lack of culture, rationality or superstition, freedom 
or slavery, longevity or premature death, etc., etc. 

This « so, inevitably MUWE be so, simply because by orture's 
decree, natute”s Jivision of labor, woman is the RACK BUILDER ; 
the homemaker; and racereprodaction and homemaking are 
the aim, end and object of marriage-for woman. 

Tbat national supervision of marriage and divorce would 
mean more to women than to men is proved by the report that 
"as official from Washington has been diggiog throogh the 
records of the [Cook] County budding and has discovered that 
during tbe twelve months codiog Doc. I the number of divorces 
granted approached close to 2,000,” Three-fourthe of the ap 
plicants"—continoes the "^ Magusioe" editor of tbe Chicago 
“InterOcean "—" are women." 


lo ber symposium article, printed December 10, io the Chi 
cago “Examiner American,” Susan B. Anthooy urges that mar 
riage should pot be the whole of woman's life. sa it is now, 
" Woman," says Miss A., “whether married or single, must bë 
tree to act as her jadgaeat dictates, Marriage must bean 
incident in her life, as it le a mans, sod she must be educated 
to regard it as soch, and not us the chief cod nud aim * j 

The most radical of Anarchists could scarcely bave put the 
question of woman's freedom more clearly, more concisely, thas 
to say,” Woman, whetber married or siage, must be free to act 
as ber judgexcet dictates.” 

Can anything be more revolutionary than thia ^ 

What woold there be left of canon law marriage, statutory 
marriage, institutional marriage, if woman were always to act 
as ber jadgescot should dictate? 

Bat it is fair to ask, how much of woman's tinc and energy 
would be left for gainful paraqite, for bread«winning purveits, 
for works of popular education, for tbe business of the inventor, 
the machinist, the navigator, the explorer, ete., after the claims 
upon ber as race builder and homemaker bad beeo satisfied ? 

Troc, there are many women by natore more masculine than 
feminine—Miss Anthony berself for one, if I rend ber physical 
Hocaments aright—and for suck the work that naturally de- 
voltes upon man as ntan would be suitable, more saitable than 
race building or home-makiog. Mrs. Stanton tells us that while 
her children were in their minority she devoted herself to them, 
and whee they no longer needed ber care she gave ber chief 
coergies to public work, 

Bot these instances are clearly exceptional and caosot be 
succesafolly followed by tbe great majority of womankind. 

Race building - child bearing, child-rearing and home mak- 
ing, will never be mere incidents in woman's life so long as sbe ia 
WOMAN, and lives a truly normal lise.

Charity and the Trusts. 

Never before ia the blstory of Chicago bas "charity," public, 
and private, bees so generously lavish io ite efforts to supply 
the poor with a bountital “Christmas dioocr " as on the occa- 
vod of the eid winter festival for the year 1902, common cal- 
endar, or 302 of the Brunonian Era. Prominent among those 
who acted as almoners to the needy was the Chicago "Exam- 
ioer-American," which paper collected and distributed about six 
thousand dollars, amd spent the amount is purchase of the 
traditional "Christmas turkey," cakes, pics, fruit and otber 
accompaniments that would help to make the families of the 
very poor feel that for one day at least they could dire as well 
as their rich neighbors, 

Many other business firma, also individual donors and 
charitable associations, etc, ctc, vied with cach otber in the 
effort to make the poor, tbe improvident and uofortupate for- 
get their troubles and enjoy, for the time being, the luxury of 
liaviog enoogh to eat.

Now, while it may have a cynical sound the goestion seems 
not untimely to ask whetber the poor beneficiaries or tbe rich 
combinations, "tbe trusts,” profited most by this spectacalar 
giving of money in charity. 

Take for instance tbe item of ment. Turkies, geese, docks 
and chickens were plentiful, presomably, oa the farm, as in ordì- 
mary years. The samcof all otber kinds of desh meat. The cost 
of feed and care of these fowls was not greater during tbe sum» 
mer and fall of 1902 tham ia average years. The farmer, the 
poultry raiser, received but little more for their fowls, also for 
pigs, sheep and steers, than la average years. 

Why then should the consumer in Chicago be compelled to 
pay 22 cente per pouad for turkeys when tbe usual price at this 
scason of the year is 10 or 12 cents?

That tbe men who profit by com- 
binations to raise prices shoald be prominent as contributors to 
public charities le to be expected.

A Word from Voltairine de Cleyre. 


The doctrine of oonresistance, as taught by Leo Tolstoy 
and others who are called Anarchists, is receiving fresh impetas 
and ¡illustration from the attitude of Miss de Cleyre and ber 
friends, in Philadelphia and eJeewbere. 

As stated in last week's Lacider thie well-knowo apostle of 
Anarchiem was shot Dec. 19, by a man named Helscher. At 
rst it was thought Miss de Cleyre's wounds would prove fatal, 
but later reports give hope that she will recover. 

la acconi with ber acceptance and championship of the 
teachings attributed to the Nazarene, to Buddha and others of 
ancie t and modern times, the doctrine of forgiveness of injuries 
and of overcomiag evil with good, Miss de Cleyre declines to 
prosecute Ilelscber, bat on the contrary will do whet she can to 
shield bim from punishment a» a malefactor. She will not bea 
witness against bim, but with the belp ul ber friends will raise a 
fund to bire counsel to defend ber assailant when arraigocd on 
the charge of murder, or attempted murder, as the case may be, 

Moch space bas been given to reports of the shooting and 
its probable consequences, also to a history of the principals in 
the tragedy, by the daily press of Philadelphia, Miss de Cleyre's 
home, and otber eastern cities. In the Philadelphia “North 
American" of Dec, 24, appeared tbe followiog, as written or 
dictated by tbe wounded wcman berself: 


The boy who, they say, shot meis crazy. Lack of proper 
food and healthy labor made him so. He ooght to be put toto 
nnasylum. it wosld be an outrage against civilization if bc 
were sent to jail for an act which was the product of a diseased 
brain, 

Shortly before | was shot the young mao scot me a letter 
which was putdel—nothing to cat, no place to sleep, no work. 
Before that t bad not beara from bim for two years. 

He wanted to write and speak for the cause of Anarchy— 
individual liberty—but this was impossible, because, added to 
his lack of edacation, were the impractical, foolish plans of his 
unbalanced bead. He had good intentions. He wanted to 
make the world better, bat be did not know bow to appeal to 
the brains and hearts of men and women, At best he was only 
Bt to distribute literature for us, 

These things discouraged the craced mind of the boy, He 
did uot koow what be was doing. He was simply a lonatic, 
acting a» a man witha fever. | bad not seen him for two years, 
Suddenly, whee I was not thínkiog about bim, he appeared in 
front of me, and, E am told, shot me. 1 did not recognize him 
at the time, 

I hare no resentment toward the man. JI society were so 
constituted ss to allow every mau, woman and child to lead a 
normal life there would be no violence ja this world, It fills me 
with horror to think of the brutal acts dove in the name of gor- 


ernment. Every act of violence finds ite echo in another act of 
violemce. Tbe policeman's club breeds criminals, 

Contrary to public understanding, Anarchism menos “Peace 
on tarth, good will to men,” Acts of violence done in the name 
of Anarchy are caused by men abd women who forget to be 
pbilosophere—teachera of the prople—becanse their physical and 
mental sofferiaga drive them to desperation.

may be told to point his gun at his ncighboc and his friend, even 
at bis brotber or fatber; ifso be must obey commands. 

Theirs not to reason why, 
Theirs but to do and die, 
represente tbe code of ethics that governs a soldier's life. 

"And yet from men who believe in these ideals, mea who 
sacrifice thelr right of private judgment in the boliest matter 
that can weigh upon the conscience and the intellect, the taking 
of buman life,—men who place their lives, their consciences, their 
destinies, without question or besitation, into anotber's keeping, 
men whose trade is slaughter and whose cunning consists in 
their ability to kill their fellows,—from such men it is expected 
to build great cities aod rear a noble humanity! 

“ These teachings kad to destraction and death: the destruc: 
tion of the body and the destruction of the soul. Even on the 
plea of pbysical evolution in the long sweep of time, these men 
must give way to the patient, peaceful non-resistante, who love 
their brothers and believe la the sacredness of life. Long ago it 
war written down that He who takes the «word shall perish 
by tbe Nord. 

In his preface Mr. Darrow says the book was "inspired by 
the writings of Tolstoy, who was tbe first, and in fact tbe only, 
author of my acquaintance who ever seemed to place tbe 
doctrioe of nonresistance on a substantial basis.” 

As a wholesome conective of tbe military spirit now domin- 
ant everywhere, in this country and in Rorope this book is jn- 
valuable, and should be widely circulated and read, especially by 
the young of both sexes.

Moved by tbe agonics of those who are striving, at tbe cost 
of infinite white paper and barrels of ink, to solve the divorce 
problem, tbe United States Goverument bas come nobly to the 
rëscuc, The syllogism which it bas formulated runs something 
like this: Only married people yet divorced; divorce is an evil; 
ergo, whatever lenda to it should be abolished; go to, we will 
do what w« can to discourage marriage, 

With this philanthropic object in view the postmaster-gco- 
eral bas published an edict that any woman who marries from 
this time and forever after must bold ber peace and lose ber job, 
and, cleaving to tbe individual whom she has preferred before 
the post-office, she must forsake everyone else and cleave to bim 
only. Not for her is the gladsome payroll made out of a Satur- 
day night. Never more will ber eyes be gladdened by tbe sight 
ofan envelope, U she will get married, let it be at ber own risk. 

The postmaster has even gone a step furtber than this. He 
has called for a list of husbands; women who have husbands 
concealed about their premises are required to bring them to 
the blessed. light of day, and show cause why they should be 
allowed such a laxory, The man may have been partinlly dis- 
membered by a railroad wreck; he may be the remains of a 
number of battles fought during our several wars; he may have 
broken down in health, or base lost his money, or contracted 
tuberculosis, and be may besick and feeble, and heartbroken 
that the burden of bread-winalng has fallen on the shoulders of 
his wife, but all that makes no difference. He has several alter- 
native» placed before bim by the government. He can go off 
and die, or be can get a divorce, or be can fall back on biblical 
authority and tryA bram's little trick, nnd say she is bis sister, 
This is always dangerous; it proved so even in tbe days of 
Abrabam. The invalid husband bas no rights that the govern» 
ment feels called on to respect; be may sot be able to do any- 
thing cise, but be can make his wife love ber situation and his 
children go hungry. 

Not long ago a similar order was issued in a Westero city in 
regard to married teachers, and it has always been a question 
likely to come up at any time. Mr. Payne says be is not op- 
posed to marriage. He goes on the supposition that in every 
family tbe man should be the bread winoer, aod that beis, If 
tbe woman works, it is jost out of vanity and a desire to bave 
jam for the bread provided by the man, or perhaps from sheer 
spite, to keep some otber woman from getting the place. “Two 
salaries to ope family are too much.“ Parcotbetically, it might 
be said that when one salary is coough, that may be true, but 
how many times does the single salary leave a good wide 
margin for the rainy day? Subtract rent und provisions and 
clothes and school, shoes and doctors’ bills for six from $100 a 
mooth, and mark tbe net deficit, And very few clerks get $100 
a month.

There is an erroneous impression that basioess women are 
not domestic in their tastes, do pot care for “all the comforts 
of a home,” cannot keep house, or boil water withoat scorebieg 
it, and are devotedly foad of boarding houses, Which jë non. 
sense. A certain married man in this town once described him- 
“if as “a thoroughly domesticated animal" When he was 
through for the day be wanted to go home and nowbere else. 
The best restaurant in town had no attraction for bim; the 
theatre palled ip comparison wità a concert by bis own fireside, 
He wanted to leave “dowa town" and forget about it, That 
is exactly the sentiment of ninety-nine out of every one bundred 
womeo who work, If they can afford a home, it is generally 
the delight of their lives; into it they pot all the enthusiasm 
which a man gives to whatever hobby be may bave—pipes, or 
music, or study, or athletics. A woman's bome, whether it is 
one room or a palace, is ber ready made, foreordained hobby. 
There are exceptions to this rule, of course, but they are scarcer 
than the fleas on a Mexican canine, 

It is said that all the people in the world can be divided into 
three classes of insects, so far as work is concerned. The rarest 
class belong to the ant tribe. The ant, by the way, bas the 
largest brain compared to its bulk of any living creature, The 
ckphaot is an idiot by comparison. The ant people work for 
themselves and the aut bill; it i» said that there are no "poor" 
anta.

Well, let ua see about this, Breo, Whitman. Artis a very 
inclosive term. 

Does sex include the coal famine in Chicago? 

Does sex inclade South Clark street and the Stock Yards dis 
trict, with tbeir squalor, their swarme of grimy, Alclad, i- 
kempt, dwarfed, ilte), ill-hoased and halfkwarmod women and 
children, aod their ccowdsofblear eyed, becraad-tobacco-soaked, 
generally idle, improvident and often criminal men? 

Does sex include the Board of Trade Bailing, with its yell- 
ing, howling, stamping, bellowing mob of high class gamblers, 
gamblers in stocks and bonds, and in the material out of which 
bread, the " staff of Fie,” is made? 

Does sex include * Fifth A reooc," New York, and tbe elect 
*400'*?—al»o Cherry Street, same city, where ebildren swarm 
like rabbit» in a warren, cach tamily averaging five oc six chil- 
drea, whereas the average in Fifth Avenue te less than ove child 
to the family ? 

Does sex include President Baer of Reading Railroad, the 
partoer of God in the management of the business affairs of 
this conat ry ?

The answer to all these queries, as I think, must, withost 
besitation, be an affirmative one. 

Take, for instance, the last illustrátion—tbe Iynchiog of 
negrocs, for the crime of rape, or attempted rape upwa 
the persons of white women. The men accused. of this crime 
were begotten and born in slavery, or their parents were, The 
relation of master to slave authorised and condoned the crime 
of rape, Tbe female dave dared not to refuse her master, or 
the master’s fricod and boon companion. No slave could 
in court against a white man. Slaves had no rights the superior 
race were bound to respect. What wonder theo that the first 
generation of megroes bora io freedom—or in what they are told 
is feredom—shonki exbibit a disposition to eves up matters a 
little 2—to pay tbe debt contracted by the white race io its own 
coins, or to say, with Shylock, " The villainy you do teach mel 
will execute?" 

Daring ber long stay among the unciviliced negroes of 
Central Africa, Mrs. Pecoch Sheldon tells us she never koew or 
beard of a case of rexual outrage, This would «em to show 
that it i» their sexual association with the white race that bas 
caused tbe dexceodants of ocgro slaves to commit outrages tech 
as lead to the still greater crime of lynching, by the socalled 
superior race, 

Take, as another illustration, the coal (amine in Chicago. 
Here is a paragraph taken from the Chicago " Examiner" of 
Saturday morning Jan. 3: 

“Some of the people who are shouting for coal these days of 
famine have been abie thus far to bear up ander the shortage;

The family ie the product of one of the basie instincts, the 
instinct of racepreservation, The race is preserved and per: 
petunted by and through the attraction, the appetite, tbe desire, 
the differentiation, called sex, Modern family life ia indissolably 
connected with marriage, Marriage means monopoly of sex 
especially the sex of woman, What more natural then, than 
that the prodoct of this primary institution, the family, should 
be like the institution itself, monopolistic? 

If the family be built apoa tbe monopolistic privciple—the 
principle of exclusive ownership of My the ex- 
clusive ownership by man—as the bead of the family—of tbe 
person of woman, the child-builder of the family, what else can 
we expect than that the progeny resulting from such institution 
should be monopolistic in tendency, narrowly selfish, greedy in 
business matters, unsympathetic with or for the sorrows and 
misfortunes of others? 
= In like manner, and in still greater degree, tbe infuepce of 
the mother upon tbe unborn cbildis towards monopoly of all 
things desirable in life, because of the fact that she bolda the 
fetal organism in ber keepiog—in the most iotimate of all pos- 
sible embraces, for the period of pine fatefol months, subject, 
every moment of this time, to the direct moulding inflvence of 
every thought, every emotion of the maternal brain and beart, 
What wonder then that the monopolistic iden, the idea of ex- 
clusive ownership of at least one man, shonld be so ingrained in 
the warp and woof of the onborp child that throogh all its after 
life the grasping, greedy, narrowly selfish, monopolistic idea 
should he the leading characteristic of the human beiog thus 
begotten and thus environed during the most impressible period 
of mortal life. 

The period of lactation also, of nursing, should not be over- 
looked; the period when the child imbibes the maternal thought 
and desire with his mother’s milk.” toquotea familiar proverb. 

That the economic envirooment of the mother, and father 
also, daring the antenatal period the never coding strugyle to 
keep the wolf from tbe door, will have moch to do with creating 
n “hoggish man or woman in adolt life, i» doubthes very 
tree, bot ns between the two, the more basic influence, the more 
fundamental, la the more important in accountiog for the pre 
dominant traits of adult life. 

The weight of great names goes far with some people, The 
subject is mosh too large for one article io Lucifer. 1 dove for 
this week by quoting a few paragraphs from Grant Allen, the 
author of The Woman Who Did," They are the closing parm- 
graphs of tbe booklet, The New Hedonism ”: 

Asceticism surrounds sex with all gross and vulgar images, 
Hedonism seeks to surround it with all graceful and noble aod 
clevatiag associations, 

The bedonist, therefore, recogeizes in the sex-instinet the 
origin and basis of all that is best and highest within us. He ix 
not ashamed of it, like the bereits who find that ancleanlioess 
is next to godliness, and holt fresh lineo an abomination. He is 
not afraid of it, like the timid moralists who think our instiocts 
and impalses were given us by benven in order that we might 
disobey them, He facer facts, and fears no phantoms. His ob- 
jeet will always be so to use tbese fanctiona as not to abuse 
them, either by enforced abstinence or by ac uiescence in a hate 
tal regime of vice, disease and practical slavery for a large body 
of women, He knows that to be pure is not to be an anchorite, 
and that chastity means a profound disinclination tn give the 
body where tbe heart is not given in unison. 

Hitherto the evolation of sex relations has all been upward 
—from tribal promiscuity and " marriage by capture.” through 
polyandry and polygamy, to an imperfect monogamy. Why 
should we suppose all this is going now to be reversed, and that 
evolution is going suddeoly to change, and to rash us violently 
down a steep place into the sca in a retrograde direction? 
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Most people imagine that if we cease to believe a Lie, it will 
beall ap“ with us. Tbe flood gates will be opeocd, 1 have 
no such craven fear of the Truth or ita consequences, f bold 
rather, with the apostle, that tbe Truth will make us frec—and 
I do not shrink from freedom, 

I do not believe that our existing system of marriage and 
barlotry—or, ought we not rather to say, of barlotry and mar- 
riage ?—is a divioc institution, No doubt, when any large pro- 
portion of us are enlighteoed bedonists, our sex relations will be 
remodelled, They would stand remodelling. An evening walk 
from Charing Cross by Leicester square to Piccadilly circus will 
serve to abow the most abandoned optimist that they are not 
quite perfect. A system which culminates ia the divorce court, 
the action for breach of promise, seductioo, prostitution, infan- 
tickle, abortion, desertion, cruelty, busband-poisoning, wik- 
kicking, contagious disease, suicide, illegitimacy, unnatoral 
vice, the Strand by night, the London dance balle, might sorely 
be bettered by tbe wit of man. 

Helonism, I believe, may introduce a new system. Bat 
bedonista venture to hope that it will not include tbe selling of 
sell into loveless union for a night orfor a lifetime; the beariog of 
children by a mother to a man she despises or loathes or shrinks 
from the production by force, sanctioned by law, of hereditary 
drenkards, hereditary epileptike, hereditary comsumptives, 
bereditary criminals, 

We shall expect in the fature a parer and truer relation be- 
tween father aod mother, between parent and child. We shall 
expect some sanctity to attach to the idea of paternity, some 
thooght and care tobe given beforehand to the duties of mother. 
hood, We will not admit that the chonce union of two unfit 
persons, who oogbt never to have made themselves parents at 
all, or ought never to bave made themselves. parents with one 
asother, can be rendered holy awd harmless by tbe hands of a 
priest extended to bless a hougbt love, or a bargain of impare 
marriage, 

In one word, for the first time ia the history of the race, we 
shall evolve the totally new iden of responsibility, we shali in- 
clude the two antithetical, but correlative, duties of a moral 
abstiococe from fatherhood or motberhood on the part of the 
unfit, and a moral obligation to fatherhood and motherhood on 
the part of the noblest, tbe purest, the sanest, the healthiest, the 
most able among us. We will not doom to forced cetibacy half 
our finest mothers, 

If this be a low view of the sexual fonction, Lam content to 
abide by it. [t seems to me, at any rate, a good deal better than 
the one whose resulta meet my eye every day lo the morning 
papers.

A letter in Miss de Cleyre'n familiar writing was received a 
few days ago. Though it was not written for publication, we 
feel justified in quoting from it, as tbe writer is known and ad- 
mired aod loved by many of our readers.

1 have boco sitting up for three days now, and hope 
to go home ot the end of the week, Whether any of the ballets 
may have to be extracted later iv a matter for my sorgeon to 
decide, Being shot is a very corious sensation! 

“The boy who did it is, and has been, ever since I knew blas, 
weak in tbe bend-pieve, I hope you paid no attention to the 
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nonsense which I am told appeared in the papers about lore- 
stol. Nothing of the kind, He bad always a mild, gentle. and 
generous disposition but troubled with firs of melaneboly, And 
though be used to talk all sorts of zonsense, I never thought be 
would ever handle weapons of any kind. 

"He was brought up just ns most of oar Russian Jewish 
boys, and there is nothing in his antecedents to explain bis 
¢raziness, Nor had be any bad habits,’ That he 18 crazy is 
sure, [ wish I could save him from prison or from a State 
Asylum; bat 1 dos't know how I can." 

The Philadelphia papersdevoted many columns to the affair, 
and many absurd statements and conjectures were made, Of 
course it is the business of reporters to make a “good story,” 
and pander to the morbid tastes of the publie. Thus the reports

The Chinaman, who did not understand Ressian, did pot know 
how to answer, wherespon the Cossack, exasperated at the 
other's not replying to him, discharged his gun directly into the 
Chinaman's belly. The Russian fled precipitately and the poor 
Chinaman was carried to the military hospital, 

WISH Ey TO PUNISH SOLDIER, 

This occurrence affected the general disagrecably, With 
him, indeed, it was a question of gaining over the Chinese by 
mildness, the government having the intention of annexíng the 
country. Hence he thought to counteract the bad impression 
which the incident must necessarily have produced on the Chi» 
nese by ordering a severe judicial inquiry aed punishing the 
offender in an exemplary wander The inquiry assumed a 
highly dramatic character, from the glaring juxtaposition of 
Chinese morality with Eoropean “justice.” 

To declare the identity of the marderer, the military judge 
of inquiry weot to the hospital to interrogate the wounded 
man, who was near bis death agoor. The interpreter was a 
Russian.

Even the hardened soals of the Cossack othcers were pro: 
foundly moved by the spectacle of this majestic death, Once 
again the divine thought of Buddha had conquered the died 
aud sanguinary Themis. Asia, incarnated in the murdered 
body of the Chinese peasant, humiliated Europe, proud of ber 
culture; and there are four tundred million peasants over there.

Nut the legal tie i» not all that is required to make a slave of 
aman or woman io marriage. Theceis the ages o'didea of own» 
ership which frequently i» as strongly assertive in so-called "free 
marriages” an ia thope sanctioned by tbe law. And this idea of 
Ownership i» mot the exclasive characteristic of tbe man, Fully 
as olles, if not oftener, it is offensively manifested by the woman, 
This is not surprising when tbe fact of woman's economic de- 
pendence on man ix considered, la such cases she feels that sbe 
will lose Lee means of sustenance if ber sex mate should abandon 
her, But even among women who are selfsupportiog—yes 
even among those who practically support the whole family 
joclacling the “man of the hoase"— you will generally fied that 
fecling of ownership of tbe man and resentment if be show atten: 
tion to à woman whom she believes be cousiders more attract- 
ive Perhaps in such à case she feels. that, so long as she works 
hard to bay him clothes, curars and beer, she is paying a good 
prive for him and is justified iu ber feeling of ownership, 

Vet there are still other cases, to my personal knowledge 
where both the woman and the man arë economically independ» 
ent, where cither w nid be foancully as well off without the 
other, but nevertheless the iden of ownership is there, like a ty 
in the oiotmeot, to mar tbeir happinces, 


ln such a care, either in legal or feve marriage, there is 
always the relation of owner and owned. | recall a case of that 
kind in whieh the man is an old-time contribator to Luciter. 
tle said to me recently: 

“My wife can do jast as sbe pleases, but if she goes with 
any other man sht bas got to leave me,” with the accent os 
the "got" That man's Bert (legal) wife secured a divorce from 
him on the ground of his alleged intimacy with one of her 
friends, Vet, to bear him tell it, bis first wife made a slave of 
him Ofcourse he has ao idea that he is making a slave of his 
“soni (legal) wile. 

' Bat," he might answer, “she and | bave made an agrec- 
meat that cach will be exclasively true to the other so long as 
we live together, That certalaly is a free contract aad is 
merely the condition va which we agree to live together,” 

What stronger tie is involved ia lezal marriage? 

Another instauce [now recall is where a woman is not ncc- 
emarily dependent oa the man, although be does support her, 
clothe ber and actually pay her for ber household labor more 
than he would pay a housekeeper, (locidentally 1 might in- 
quire how masy married men pay their wives as much as they 
would pay a housekeeper for the same work.) Her parents ure 
well-to-do anil sbe would not suffer any Gnancial loss worthy of 
consideration if sbe sboald return to them, The aan allows her 
the utmost freedom. It bappeas, however, that she cares little 
for the society of any other man except him, She is nu excellent 
housekeeper, is as affectionate ns most women are, bat she is 
unhappy if he docs not give ber all or acarty all tbe time he bas 
datside of his regular busiocss bours. He i» not in love with 
any other woman, so far a» I koow—asd he has gives me much 
of hw conSdence—bot he does like the society of women, lo 
order for him to find congenial society outside of his owa resi 
dence it occasionally de necessary for him to le or practice 
deception, things which bis soul abhors and which would not be 
necessary Hebe felt the same towards him as she did before ther 
assumed the relation of husband and wife. Few girle before 
marriage nak or expect their beaux to tell where they € 
evening when they are not calling on their sweethearts. € tle 
who do ask such questions are likely to make tiresome wires. 
Yet even those who do not before marringe are almost certain 


to think that it is tbeir "right" to ask and have ttuthful ane 
wers to such queries after marriage, This is troc whether it be 
a legal marriage or a mere agreement to live together, In 
either case such a woman will feel that the man “belongs” to 
her, lu sach a case, 1 ask, isit the woman or the man who is 
the slave? 

Tbe tie of affection is moch stronger than the legal tër. Also 
it can be, and too often is, far more tyrannoos. 

I cite these cases because I think they prove that the aboli- 
tion of legal marriage is not a care for the enslavement of 
woman—at least not an instantaneous cure. Aad also to prove 
that the tyranny depends more on the natures of the persons 
involved than on the conditions imposed by law or by agree 
ment, Personally | regard legal marriage as a relic of barbar: 
em. If it must be tolerated it should at least be made dissolu- 
ble by mutual consent. 

Bat the root of tyranny lies much deeper than mere legal 
sanction, The notion of ownershipof the sex mate is older than 
mao and exists eveo among animals of many species. It prob- 
ably is beneficial to those animals among which it prevails, or it 
would not have persisted through so many countlessceaturies of 
evolatioa. Bat, like the nippleson a man's breast, uch foclinga of 
ownership are no longer beacicial in any way to the progress 
ofevolution. They arc mere remindere of what we once were. 
To tolerate such feelings, if it be possible to suppress them, is as 
absurd as it would be for a man to bonst of the fact that he 
could suckle a child from hi» own breast, There are men who 
van do so; I believe teratologists call them gynecomasts, mean» 
ing a man with a woman's breast, but soch A creature is re 
garded as a monstrosity, a reversion to a primitive type. 

The feding of ownership of another person is also, if not n 
reversion to a past type, at least a useless and even pernicious 
persistcoce of such a type, But, as I have written this to insist, 
that feeling exists in spite of law, not because of it.

Replies to Critics. 
MESTRAINMENT YA GOVERNMENT. 


In Free Society," Chicago, Dec. 28, 1902, appears the fol- 
lowing paragraph signed, C. L. Jae. 
"Before Friend Simpson write» another article to prove 
that Anarchism affords scope for organization to 'restrain' 
“invasive” individaals, 1 hope be will read Moses Harman's 
reply to Emma Goldman in Lucifer Vol, VI., No. 49, Mr, Har- 
man says: * When certain citizens of Kansas complaioci that 1 
had sent to them an immoral document, namely Lucifer, con» 
taining a plainly worded account of and protest against marital 
Outrage, it the property selected arbiters bad decided that the 
complaint was valid and that I hod co legal or moral right to 
barrow ap the feelings of my enbacribers and patrons by sach 
recitals, then it would have been competent for sach arbitration 
board to ansess damages in dollars and cents and 1 
would have been enjoined not to cad any more such literature 
to the plaintiffs in the care, Failure to obey the injunctions, 
the awards, of boards of arbitration, would, I presume, be 
panished under freedom, by the boycott, by loss of social 
standing, and by loss of finnacial patronage on the part of all 
who subscribe to or sapport the priocipal of arbitration, 
Anarchists, and some who are not Anarchists, bave been in the 
habit of considering Mr. Harman's persecution a singularly 
Kross outrage. Bat he appears to taken very differeot view of 
it himself. * Properly selected arbiters’ are defined in another 
part of his article as ‘arbiters selected by the disputante them- 
selves,’ Now a jury consists of citizens, whose names are fortui- 
tously drawn from the politist, subject to u great many arbit- 
rary challenges for cause. It is di It to sec bow, ia practise, 
we could get nearer selection by the disputanta themseives than 
this, There must be a limit somewhere, or a dispotant who 
knew himself to be wroog would never allow a trial. Mr. Har- 
man's case, therefore, a ra to have been tried ía much the 
way be would desire; and if ‘all who robseribe to or support 
the iple of arbitration" had agreed to boycott bim for dis- 
regarding the injunctions of tbe board of ratore, ns he cere 
tainly did, his sitoation would be much worse than it is. It 
was the support of those who accept tbe prap, or think 
they do, for probably most of them vaguely perceive that it 
works nothing but governmental tyranny in practise, which 
AA ta Reaping: në vegjë a pentence 
which, tho’ severe, waa far r than the one be pro, 


. R. B. Kerr, à well-kaowa reader of asd coatribator to 
Lucifer, said, not very long since, ia that admirable journal of 
sexual reform, that he approved of Anarchistic literature, 
because bumorists ice few nid oagbt to be encouraged. 1t he 
gets bis ideas of Auarcbistie theory [com such portions of. Luci- 
ter n» that here cited, his grounds of approbation ate well put.“ 


I have quoted tbe entire reference to myself by Bro. James, 
so that readers of Lucifer can compare what [ really did say in 
whole No. 048, with tbe * comment” of a man who is commonly 
considered good autbority a» a teacher of Avarchism. 

To point out a few only of the mistakes of my critic 1 will 
say thet instead of looking upon the action of my persecutor» 
in Kansas as right and proper I referred, in my reply to Miss 
Goldman, to what 1 considered a parallel case, namely, that of 
the wolf against the lamb, and said that if the nrbitratore 
chosen by plaintiff and defendant “should decide that the 
vhorge [of defiliog the water by the lamb) was sustained by 
the fact», even though tbe water rau from the wolf towards the 
lamb, then the wolf would gain bis suit and the lamb be re 
strained from repeating n like offense in future,” 

This illastration was given to show that in my own case, 
also in that of Mra, Craddock, a properly selected board of 
arbitration would be as little likely to decide against the de 
fendants a» n similarly chosen board would be to decide against 
the lamb, in the case related by Asop; bot that if the arbiters 
SHOULD s0 decide, our appeal ander freedom would be to the 
common sense of mankind instead 0* to a court appointed and 
supported by politics aod militarisnt.

As to juries: To maintain that there i» any similarity 
det wee the metbod of selecting a jury, under “goverameoet'” 
amd the selection of arbitrators under freedom, reminds us that 
once upon a time a logician proved that a ehestaat borse and a 
horsechestnut are one and the same! 

Whatever may be the THkoxv in regard to jurice we all 
know that they are xot usualiy composed of “citizens drawn 
fortuitously from tbe poll list.” Take the case of the mea 
accom of Anarchism and hanged ax Anarchists in Chicago. 

The bailiff who summoned men to act as jarors to try the 
Anarchists said, "I know what Lam aboot, und those men will 
MAXO, a^ sure as fate,” 

Theory and practice are seldom found working together in 
the business affairs of this world and especially in politics, 
Juries are an esscutial part of politics. 

Of all oar irrational superstitions, basded down from 
ignorant and brutish ancestry, our present jury system 1$ onc 
of the most absurd and irrational, The theory i» that a man 
charged with crime should be tried by a “jury of his peers — 
equals—and that to prevent partiality or favoritim the jurors 
—SWHAKERS, should be selected by lot "—"forteitoasly," and 
that when qualified by cath—that is, sworn on the word of 
God," on their belict in rewanis and punishments in a fature 
lite,—then, when enclosed within the sacred walla of tbe Jury 
room" these men drawn by chance from the ignorant, the super: 
stitious and more or less criminally inclined masses, become, all 
of a sudden, “good men and truc" dowered with wisdom, 
honesty nod impartiality so far beyond such qualifications in 
the average citizen that qocstions involving the life, the death, 
the liberty or life-loog imprisonment, the home, the family—all 
the carthly hopes, of the accused, cas be safely cotrasted in their 
care aod keeping. 

Such is the theory, but in vercrion the jurs—as la my own 
cave and that of Mra, Craddock—is used by the judge simply as 
à convenient catepaw, or scapegoat, to carry the odium that 
might otherwise attach to hie own arbitrary unjust and tyran- 


nical rulings. 
To show that 1 was talking not of government but of free 


dom I said, “the principle of arbitration as against government 

by authority of officials backed by professional butchers sod 

cut-throats—the sinodiog urmies and navies of the world,’ 
Apparently it did not suit the purpose of Bro, lame to 
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quote my argument against goveromeot aod in favor of re 
straloment by voluntary associations of those “who do not 
wish to be inyarfed—aessulted, robbed ormurdered." Bvidently 
it suited his purpose better to misquore a few disconnected sen: 
tences and, by removing them (roo thelë “setting” convict me 
of advocating government-of man by-man under a new name. 

The object of my reply to Mise Goldman was to show the 
difference between government and restrainmeni: that by ety- 
mology they are radically antagonistic; that the first mesos to 
‘steer a ship; to order, to manage, to condoct;" while the sec- 
ond means to “bind, to stop, to stay." 

Government is essentially acoumssyk, NYASI, while re 
strajoment i» casentially DUPENSICE; it means to stop, to stay, 
Lo Limit aggression; ued yet Miss Goldman, and apparently C. 
L. James woold have us believe that the two words mean ope 
and the same thing.

It ie not a theory only but an observed fact that an increas- 
ing number of persona are not satisfied with soch comforts in 
sex relations as are supplied by Paritan marriage and by the 
seldom-named institution which supplements it. Moreover, 
these malcontents are noticeably high in character and ability, 
in self-cootrol and nltruiscs. 

Many of our men and wooren suffer utuch from a ses system 
that was made in the past and is unsuited to tbe preseot; and 
some of the best sufer most. 1 will describe one class of these 
only out of many.

Exclusive sex possession in marriage is a marked character: 
istic of the most primitive races of men, and also of the mam 
like apes, The facts collected by Westermarck in bis History 
ef Human Marriage” point to mouogamy being the prevailiog 
form of marriage in the rodest buman tribes. If the course of 
evolution were towards exclasiviem away from varictiam, we 
should find promiscuity Bourishiog in the lowest races and in 
the primitive ages of human history. 

Exclusive monogamy is no doubt based on jealoosy, an 
instinct which bas played a great part all over the animal world 
in developing fighting power, inducieg combats by which the 
weaker males were weeded out or given a back place. Tbe ex- 
clasivists who uphold duciling, as 1 bave known some do, can 
certainly claim long descent. 

That exclusive love sbould have been exalted iato sach a 
high virtoc appears to result from (1) the belief, probably cor- 
rect, that Puritan marriage among primitive peoples favors 
rapid increase of progeny, u very important consideratio in 
the militant stage of society; (2) the satisfaction that Puritan 
marriage affords to the simpler feelings of primitive buman 
nature; and (3) tbe dignity accruing to numerous persoas in 
more complex conditions of society, who, beiag capable of only 
the simplest form of love, are enabled to label their deficiencies 
"virtue," and to insist that more gifted persons are “ senanal.’* 

In the ages preceding oor own, it was troc enough that chil- 
drea io plenty were as arrows in the hand of a giant. Bat the 
military era is passing away.

No amount of the physiological knowledge that Dr. Foote, 
Dr, Greer, or any other generous-minded doctor would give wa 
(abort of risk of imprisonment to bimaelf), or that tbe whole 
medical profession will gladly give us in tbe fature, when it will 
not be made their interest to mystify us, could help us in the 
choice of such a partner, though it may greatly belp as la other 
ways, Adaptation can ooly be tested by experiment, 

The marriage of true minds cannot be made dependent 
on bodily adaptation, We must face the fact that in highly 
developed races, character and temperament are so various that 
bodily and mental adaptation to another can often not be 
found in the same individual, 

The problem presented by so deepecated a feeling as 
jealousy cannot be ignored; but the sting of jealousy will be 
almost gone when socicty does not mete out pralse7to the furi- 
ously jealous and the pity which is akin tocontempt to tbe

in this week's Lucifer. 


Yes, I recognize the fact that from time komemorial there 
has been regulation, or at least attempted regulation, of sex 
and of reproduction or of parenthood, by scthcovstituted regu- 
latore—prieste, legislators, judges, mogistrates—that is, there 
has been regulation of the fountain of life by those who sooght 
to control or govern the masses in their own interest.

Coal! Famine in Chicago. 

Of recent developments in that department of ethics called 
economics and commercialism, in that part of the English- 
speaking world called tbe United States of America, none have 
attracted more attention than has tbe shortage in the supply 
of coal, and the high prices demanded hy dealers therein, caus- 
ing suffering nod death among the poor in cities and large 
towns, sach as has never before been known since coal took the 
place of wood as fuel in this country. 

Por some weeks the big Chicago dailies have been largely 
filled with reports of the privation and suffering from this 
source, and with accounts relating to efforts. made by the 
charitaldy inclined, towards relieving the suſſer in g. and also 
the efforts made to ascertain who it i» or what it is that has 
caused the shortage and the phenomenally high prices, 

More than ten thousand dollar» have been contmbated to 
what is called the Mayor's Paed,” and spent in relieving the 
immediate wants of those who are too poor to bay coal at 
present prices, The Chicago “ Examiner-American" has col- 
lected several thousand do'lars for this purpose, and has shipped 
two or three train loads. of coal from Southern Minois to tbe 
tity and cansed it to be distributed to the freezing and famish- 
ing inbabitants—for in many cases the lack of food is felt quite 
ns severely na tbe lack of coal, 

As brief statement of the present situation I clip the follow- 
ing from “The later Ocean” summary regarding the coaland- 
food famine now prevailing in this opulent Christian city: 

“ Despite tbe rise in temperature many cases of catreme sui- 
fering among the poor of Chicago attributable to the coal 
famine were called to the attention of charitable organizations 
and the police yesterday, Persons whose pride has restrained 
them from making their destitution known, the police say, are 

king down under the long strain and are asking for assist- 
ance, The persons who are now asking for belp are lo the most 
desperate circumstances, said Si Mayor, secretary. of police, as 
he sorted a stack of several hundred reports of destitution, We 
have weg Le assisted over 200 cases. The applications 
for fuel ate sing somewhat, but the list of those suffering 
from hanger is increasing if anything," 

From the same summary it appears that county officials 
can get coal at last year’s prices, or even at a lower price: 

“While the private citizen, the manofacturer, and the la 
consumer of coal are paying between two and three times t 
amount they paid last year for coat, William McLaren, county 
superintendent of public service, yesterday issued a statement 
showing that the hunt is not spending so much for coal as 
last year," 

The explanation of this unexpected. difference in favor of 
Conk county woold Sem to be competition among large deal- 
ers in coal to secure the advantage, the prestige, of supplying 
the couoty institutions with fuel. It is aot because of previous 
contract, since the fact is notorious that contractors. have uni- 
formly refased to fill contracts made before the late unprece- 
dented rise in prices. 

Comment scems useless in a case like this. M, H.

Socialism and Individualism, 

I think that R. N. Kerr, in bis article entitled Au Uncoa- 
scious Socialist," is entirely too optimistic as to the degree of 
change of opinion» which ha» taken place in the Socialistic 
ranks. f bave no doubt that the more intelligent of the leaders 
of Socialism recognize the need of making large concessions to 
Iodividualism, but I do not believe that they represent Socialism 
any more than the Voitarians represent orthodox Christianity. 

I judge so from what | read in Socialistic literature, ami 
from conversations with such socialists as 1 come in contact 
with, A» to literature, the last book I read is Le Regime 
Socialiste, by Renard, voe of the leaders of Sccial tun in France. 
While M, Renard recogolnes the need of respecting individuality 
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in politics, his economic program is destructive of all economic 
individoality, and after reading my book," In Brighter Climes,” 
where I represent exactly the ideas expressed im my fermer 
article, be wrote me that it was good enough as far as it weot, 
bat that it did not go far enough. Aud ns to my Soctaliatic 
friends, | have yet to find one who realizes that the orthodox 
Socialistic program will in any way curtail personal liberty. 

A short explanation of what will be tbe social institutioos 
towards which we are unconsciogsly tending, will help your 
renders to clearly understand my position, and tbe motives 
which guide me in my reform work. 

V thiok that in a century or two—more or less—society will 
have abolished private capitalism, and replaced it hy public 
ownership of tbe enterprises which require large capital; the 
nation, states and cities each taking charge of those enterprises 
which they are severally best qualified to manage, This trans- 
fer from the private capitalist to the public, will come in answer 
to a demand for better economic organization, 

But concorrently with this transfer, there will be a demand 
for more individual independence, which will find its best ex- 
pression by the organization of commanities founded upon the 
individualistic plan, Within these commanitics, the sex owner- 
ship of the present marriage could not waist, and there would 
be no enforcement of rutes, as a condition of their snccess will 
he, that each individnal shall have attained that degree of de- 
velopment where be con be allowed to bea law unto himself, 
without endangering the welfare of the community. 

Ta these communities, some of the dreams of the orthodox 
Socialiste will be realived. There will be no wages, no money, 
po rent, no profit, no inberitance, no widowbood, no orphans, 
for in them the communistic motto: “Prom cach according to 
bis ability, to all according to their needs," will ind its fall ex- 
pression, And in these same communities, some of the dreams 
oi the Philosophical Avarchists will be realized. They will be 
purely voluntary associations, from which any one can secede 
whenever they choose; there will be tbe largest amount of per- 
sonal independence for each. individual, all being trusted to 
engage in such work as may be needed, selectiog that which 
each feels he is best qualified to do, there will be no enforced 
family ties, the whole community being a large family, giving 
fall play to a wide range of attractions. 

Besides belping the realization of social desires, these com. 
munities will offer other special advantages, such as economy 
in protection, favorable conditions of distribution, special facil 
ities for the bringing up of children, taking care of the sick and 
promoting social enjoy menta. 

On account of the advantages, | feel conëdent that such 
communities will eventually be organixed,bot I also believe that 
many trials will be made, and many years will pass before they 
cun be à success, becanse, unlike most reformers, I do not believe 
that any advance in social progress can be made until a safi: 
cient number of pereoos bave attained the needed development 
ofcharacter. The material for successful communism does not 
exist at this time, and 1 claim that tbe best reform work is 
done, not by preaching new social doctrines, but by teaching 
the individuale what i» the improvement of character they 
neci), before they can have better social institutions.

Is Woman a Responsible Being? 

Tbere are nations still in existence where women are denied 
the possession of a soal; but these nations are not civilized 
nations, yet Lam not sure that either Germans or Eo glishmen 
really admit that women are beings possessed of a mind. 

I have constantly beard Baglishmea of “the good old 
school” say: “Ifa man steals my borse, my dog my poultry 
I baye bim arrested and he gets a few months imprisonment 
if be steals my wife be remains at large, unmolcsted. Vet, is not 
my wife my most valuable property?" Aud that good English- 
man is absolately persuaded that bis argument isonanswera ble 

Tbe other day, io a German paper, I rend the following ex. 
quisitely delicious remark: We have a treaty of extradition 
with Switrerlasd, If tbe man Giron had stolen the least va lua, 
ble horse of the Crown Prince of Saxony we could have bad him 
arrested ia Geneva and returned to us; bat as he stole only the 
wife of that Prince, the mother of his children, we can do 
nothing.” 

Prom all this we are bound to conclu de that, in tbe eyes o 
many Germans and Eaglisboren, a woman js like a borse or any 
other animal, a thing, a “brute of no anderstanding,” a being 
without a miod, In my igoorance I thought that when women 
left their busbamde to follow other men tbey were, rightly or 

wroeyly, umng their own minds, acting on their own responsi- 
bility, avd on their good or bad judgment. 
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will be. Yet notbiog else could be expected, in a great majority 
of cases, than lore turned to hate. Tbe marriage couch is tbe 
grave of love, for the simple reason that the lovers have not 
beco lastructed oo this point, and in their ignorance they des 
troy their ardent love and mutual attraction for cach other, 
and ture them to hate and repugaance. 

MT am at all qualified to judge in these matters I would say 
that it is not always excessive indulgence in the sex act that 
causes repoguance to develop, bat the constant contact of the 
persons. This, I take it is the main cause for the death of lore, 
aod main cause of the desire of both to be released from thenow 
galling marriage bonds. 

If the young were properly instructed in sex matters so that 
they understood fully the powers and functions of their beisg, 
and learned ia time the great benefit which would result from 
restraining tbeir sensuous desires, there woald no doubt be 
hundreds who would go through life together, reasonably 
happy and content with cach other, where there are dozens 
now, It should also be thoroughly impressed upon the youth 
of both sexes, but upon the male sex lu particular, that there in 
no prostitution except where the sex act is indulged without 
reciprocal love, and that sach indolgence ie a crime against 
nature, 

Another caose for divore la the double standard of morals 
which is still recognized for men and women, Tbe man may 
browse sround as he likes and iodolge his animal propensities 
to his sensual heart's content, bat bis wife though capable of 
loving more than one man, with a pure love, dare not indulge 
her desires, for once even, anless she is willing to take the chance 
of being found out and forever thercafter barred from * respect» 
able society." A single misstep «-called, tor the woman, 
whether single or married seals her doom, so far as her standing 
in society i» concerned, but the man may take ever so many 
missteps and even boast of it, yet bis social standiug is not 
affected thereby, All this impresses the woman with the idea 
that she is looked upon by men as inferior to them, and that 
abe mast be beld iu subjection, which naturally enough increases 
her resentment, ber rebellion. 

The main cause of opposition to divorce laws seems to be 
the laxness of these laws. Opponents of divorce would force 
people to live together, whether possible to do so or not. Som 
of them are cren advocating the establishaent of the whippia 
post for the purpose of flogging wife deserters, just as if such 
ctuelt y would revive and rehabilitate a love long since dead aod 
passed beyond all hope of resurrection. 

No matter how stringent divorce laws may be made, those 
Who can no longer live together will separate, even if one or 
both of the parties be obliged to leave the state or conotry, and 
if sach separation and descrtion should be made an extradit- 
able offense it would no doubt have the effect of increasing the 
number of enicides and murders. 

Do away with legalized monogamic marriage and allow 
men and women to make tbeir own marriage cootracts, with 
power to rewcind on proper notice, aad the problem will be 
solved.

month, aod pails him away with bim. He docs not say to the 
animal: "f like you; 1 will treat you better than your master, 
will you come with me?” He steals him, ay be would an inani 
mate thing. 

When a man asks a woman to elope with him he says to 
ber: "E love you, | know you love me, lenye your husband. 
who makes you unbappy, and come with me, wbo will make 
you happy.” Sbe reflects, and, through feelings of despair, of 
love, of passion, abe yicide aod answers: " Yes, 1 will“ 

Now, ber resolation may be most reprehensible. ber condact 
immoral; she may be a fool, anything you like, bot she is not 
carried off by force: abe acts of ber owe accord and free will, and 
is, 1 imagine, prepared to meet the consequences of her actions, 

I bave heard an English magistrate say to a man whose 
wife was accused of disorderty coodocti * You should Took after 
your wife better than you do, and in fature | will make you 
responsible for what sbe does. To-day, I will impose a fiae of 
ten shilliogw. If you pay it 1 will set her free.” 

Now, this argument would be fairly good if the accused bad 
been a dog. | should understand a magistrate saying to a 
man: "Yoordog is a nuisance and a source of danger to yoor 
neighbors; if be causes any more damage, if | hear ayala that be 
has killed your ocigbbor's cat, caten bis poultry or bitten his 
childrea, I will hold you responsible, and make you pav the 
damages, plus some compensation,“ Hot a wife! inasmoch as, 
miod you, whea a woman has committed a morder in Eogland 
it is she that is banged, not her husband. 

I believe that women are quite prepared to accept the re 
sponsibility of their actions, The emancipation of women 
should be an accomplisbed fact by the declaration that sbe can 
do evil as weil as good. And I am sare that if she wants credit 
tor whatever good she does, she is also ready to accept the con- 
sequences of che mischief, to berself or to others, which sbe may 
make.

Cause and Cure of Married Misery. 

Tbe question of Marriage and Divorce poems now to be up 
for final discussion and solution, as was the chattel slave ques 
tion, in this country, doriag the twenty years prior to its final 
settlement, by the abolishment of the iostitution. 

Although at that tice the fugitive slave law and Dred Scott 
decision had the appearance of more effectually intrenching the 
“divine institution," they were really its dying kick. So also, 
in all probability, shall we see a National Divorce Law passed 
within the next tew years which will satisfy its adherente that 
nothing more is needed to forever establish the divine institution 
of Christian marriage through “holy wedlock.” The institu- 
tion, however, is doomed, and if not totally abolished will be so 
modified that nothing of ite present binding and grioding force 
will be left. 

There seems to be some diversity of opinion as to tbe peine 
cipal cause, or casses, of divorce, among tbe opponents as well 
as Its adrocates, Susan B. Anthony, for instance, sayx “The 
trouble commences when be asserts bis right and sbe rebels 
against it. This ie usually the beginning of a battle which is 
unequal from the fret to last. He bas gospel, law and pablic 
sentiant on bis side; she has nothiag bat her ontraged «case of 

wee." This statement no Joubt contains a great deal of 
truth, bat let us see whether this really is the beginning of the 
trouble that usaally ends with the woman's defeat As long as 
the magnetic force of the male and the electric force of the female 
are still unimpuired they contine to attract, the two towards 
cach other, and there is no assertion of rights and no rebellion, 
— > wa as these forces are neutralized, and the two ya 
marriage ceremony begin to repel each other, 

. ead the nidis of tbe woman 

And how do these forces become neutralized? It is by cos. 
stant contact and cobabitation. Always sleeping in the same 
bed, and never once suspecting what the result of such habit 
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so, They have simply bren accastomed to take it for granted, 
Those who think goveromrat promotes discord, are ready to 
give reasons for thinking nu, 


There ave two principal forms of discord-—Sorcign and 


domestic, It can scarcely be disputed that almost all war and 
quarreling among nations is made by goveromeats. 

There is absolutely no statistical or other evidence to show 
that domestic discond is made any lesa by law and government, 
A few attempts to show any such thiog—as when in England, 
some years ago, the dogging acts were said to have diminished 
crime —soon proved fallacious, The best penological writers— 
Wises, Drahms, Havelock Ellis, e. g, acknowledge, with 
remarkable frankness, that neither humane discipline por severe 
works any permancat decrease in erime. 

What statistics, taken for a few successive decades, really do 
show is as follows: 

1, The annual amount of each and all crime floctuates, like 
that of rain, snow, or thunder, 

> 


2. similarly, the average of nonnal amounts in each coun» 
try le extremely constant. 

8, Even the degree of deviation from the average is more 
regolar than for most physical phenomena, Suicide might be 
supposed one of the most capricions among crimes, But, when 
Buckle wrote bis History of Civilization, theavicile average, for 
a year, ia London, had long hees known as 240; and the actual 
rate circled about this Ned center, at the almost exact radius 
of 26—from 266, maximum, in the panic year 1845, to 213 in 
1840; nav, the very weapons used were more predictable than 
the number of hail storms or unusually cod days. 

4. By slow degrees, great changes occur. Bot law does 
not sem to have any connection with them, The modern Ital- 
ian character, it has beca remarked, almost exactly reverses the 
ancient Roman, We explain this by remarking that natural 
scicetion must, in each generation, for ceaturies, have thinned 
out the typical specimens of so pugnacious a people as the 
Romans, 

5. The causes of minor fluctuations are kus obvious. They 
areclearly very different from what might be guessed, Thus sui- 
cide in more common la hot weatber than cold, indicating a con- 
nection with “mideumavr madness" rather than with safer- 
ing. Yet madocss is not, as charitable juries would have it, at 
all proved by suicide, Disappointment in love very oftco lenda 
to self-destruction, sever to insanity. 

6. Among great standing causes of crime, onc la penal law, 
The penologiets, especially since Degeneracy began to be scienti» 
fically studied, are singularly unanimous in agrecing that while 
tbe number of Bora, and Historical criminals proper, can ooly 
be affected by slow processes of evolation, Occasional and Im- 
pulsive criminala, are made virtually habitual by punishment 
alone. 

As to Christianity, it certainly is not responsible for degra- 
dation of women, which reaches a lower point than anywhere 
else in countries where Christianity was never pecacbed. MI 
forms of ignorance and superstition co-operate to binder the 
slow advance of civiliration—none more energetically than 
government worship. C. L. James.

Some Home Matters. 

Eorrow Locirme—As yao say you wish to bear from the 
“Sturm Center.” and as Comrade Morton is busy in our school, 
teaching the young idea not to shoot I will volunteer a few 
items. -First of all, there is no storm here now. A friend won- 
ders about “Discontent,” and wema to think I am the most 
irrepressible one bete. Not go. I have bot oocline to go 00, 
and cannot stand still; tbe others have many tines of work, 
families to support, land to clear, roads to make, and other 
public work to do, 

For years Discontent” was publisbed under great disad- 
vantages, those engaged in the direct work, got ooly their 
board, going from bouse to bonse a week nt a place for that. 
The small receipts sometimes bardly paid for paper ard port- 
age. The printing was dore by band, two men of the group 
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who did the publishing, runsing the press two pages at a time, 
40 that twice a week men who worked hard at other things, 
would leave their needed work for this labor of love; sometimes 
one couple and sometimes another, bot the printing must be 
done no matter what or who elve suffered, and when tbe list 
locreased dering the pending of the trials, I have koown tbe 
comrades, after a long, hard days! work, ran the press till nearly 
midnight. 

There is plenty of other work being Jone, public work that 
does not pay in dollars and cents, Within the year there has 
been a pile driver built, a floating walk 465 feet long to where 
tbe boat Inpds, roads have been opened and partly worked, and 
now they are patting op a ball 62x60 and two stories high, the 
lower story for school room and printing office, and the upper 
dor for lectures, dancing, exbibitions, ete. Please remember 
that we bare only about a hundred people here, men, women 
and children, and that all this work i» voluntary, Some of our 
number who have lots are not here yet, some are away at work 
to get tbe means to build oa and improve their lota.

Por maoy years Locifer*s editor and leading coatributors 
have been concentrating their reformatory efforts upon the 
theme that seems to them most primary, fondamental, and 
therefore most necessary to be frit attended to, We have 
argued that it is quite useless, and offen worse than aseless, to 
attempt to remove secoodary and superficial causes while tbe 
basic cause of trouble remains unmolested and in fall force, 

Take the popular methods of removing poverty, vice and 
erime, by works of charity, by preachiog, by punishments, such 
as fines, jails, pesitentiarics, hangings. While all these remedies 
are tricd, with constantly increasing seal aod cost in time, 
labor and money, the sum total of poverty, vice and crime is 
also increasing in still greater ratio, 

In Chicago, for instance, we are taking mach credit to oar- 
selves for keepiag alive thousands of families, aod now the 
mayor aud city council have passed an ordinance to set apart 
$25,000 of the people's money to establish a municipal “coal 
yard," from which coal is to be dispensed at cost to those able 
to pay, and PREK to those who can not pay. Thenatural result 
of this plan will be to increase the number of those who wily 
report themselves unable to pay. Naturally, logically, those 
people having once accepted charity will be less averse to takiog 
tbeir places permanently in the pauper class. More and atill 
more readily will they argue that the rich, having robbed them 
oftheir money and their opportunities to be self-supportiog, 
should now support thea through municipal bounty, mach as 
the recipients of "pensions" look upoo the aid they revive 
from '* goverament ” as their righttal pues. 

And thas year by year. the proportion of adults who hare 
fallen by the way and have become à public charge, will jo. 
crease, and in the same ratio will also increase the aclé-approba- 
tion of the coal barons, the manipelators of the Pood: Trust 
and all other trusts, because of the fact that throagh taxation 
they will be obliged to support, out of their personal profits, so 
large an army of dependent poupers. 

So much for the effect of charity, municipal and otberwite, 
upoa those pow living. What of its effect upon the uxnorx? 

] oced not say that this latter view of the case is incom- 
parably the more disheartening; iocomparably tbe more 
terrible.

If the “city fathers" and all charitably inctined citizens were 
to tura a deaf car to tbe calle for help, a large proportion of the 
very poor would citber die outright else become inmates of hop 
pitals, poor farms, cte., aod thus be prevented from reprodociog 
their kind, As it is charity will keep sufficient vitality im the 
bodies of these unfortunates, these more or less improvident and 
incapable adulta, to enable them to reprodace a new crop of 
mental, moral and physical imbeciles=a new crop of such as 
de vet should be born—a crop of the “born tired,” bora without 
desire to live, except it be to wreak vengeance spon the class or 
classes who, or which, by prenatal instinct they teel to be their 
hereditary enemies. 

If not born with bate and revenge in their hearts sufficicot 
to make them fore-doomed criminals, that i», crimnale in tbe 
eyes of the present capitalistic rulers, they are born fore-duomed 
SLAVES, voting slaves and Gghting slaves, with too little reas 
oning power, and too little energy to make effective and intelli- 
gent fighters for better conditions, better systema of economics, 
politica or ethical equities in general. 

To soch human material a» this tbe poblic school is a curse, 
because inculcating goverament-worbip, called “patriotism,” 
which means obedience to capitalism. 

For such the Suoday school and ortbodox church teachings 
are simply cords and chains to make perpetual their slavery, 
meatal, moral and physical.

The Fall of Nations Through Marriage. 


At first view the thought of nations falling because of the 
marriage system will secun strained. This iden is the very 
opposite of that built into our moral and political treatiees, 
where we learz that the family is the groand-work and pre- 
server of the state, Yet on the contrary, the family is one of 
the present causes for the disintegration of states and nations. 

The family iv the only "honorable" mode for children to 
reach the world; children are necessary to keep up sations and 
races; the family is becoming objectionable and distastefal to 
increasingly large numbers; these people avoid the family and 
therefore bare no children. Heoce the population falls off, and 
the nation gradually dies from within, France is so dying. It 
is said that England has about reached the stationary point. 
We only keep our population up and increasing by foreign 
arrivals, with the result of rapidly dilating American blood into 
something else, Probably this dilation is good, for the only 
great thing American blood ever did was to throw off British 
sovereignty ja the Eightecoth Century, and since then it has 
steadily succumbed to the lowest European ideals until the 
climax of the unspeakably degrading Philippine war. We are 
now asa nation a mob of such weaklings that we base Jost 
velt govecomeot, having gives the most wretched of mea, grecd y 
ward politicians called statesmen, tbe business of nominating 
and electing our public officers in their committee rooms, and of 
making all oar laws for us. Eighty millions of this character- 
less mob of ours have fallen at the feet of a few piratical rob- 
bers. who by trusts and every form]of legalized chicanery have 
en the great multitude to a cowardice and slavery beyond 

lef. 


Now the few Sghters against this degeneration are radicals. 
They are barred from any kind of commercial success by so 
fighting the iniquitous tyrants. How are they tohavechildren? 
Another element, which I may call the next best, does not üght, 
bat recognizes that men enn not have principle and secceed. 
Hence they limit the number of their children, preferring not të 
bring innocent beings into this berce hell of social struggle. 
Two classes are leit to mainly people the country: the most sel- 
fish and coarse, and the ignorant and raw, What will be the 
nature of the American people after a period of this repro- 
duction (1) by the worst and (2) the rawest? 

If there were not the grievous stigma upon free children a

connter movement might grow up, The first two elements of 
population, tbe radicals nod the thoaghtful next-best, might 
begin to produce offspriog from a perception of their duty to 
do so, Hope for the fature lies just bete. The absurd prejudice 
agaist non-marriage born children being removed, the truly 
better elements would begia to bave their proper quota of 
births, The tendency woold be for these to increase just as that 
of the other class, the selfish anid coarse, it to decrease. The 
blood of the nation wovld gradually change in character 
through this procese, a bigher type replacing the lower type. 
Through the increment of intelligent births a vital force to- 
ward a right revolution of the world would be supplied. 

A Free Association Society, a non Marriage Society, or call 
it by what name you will, i» the great need. | know people 
who do not believe in marrige bat who drift into 11 because 
they have no encouragement toforei a anion without it. Others 
on tbe contrary do not yield and bave no children, It isclear 
that if aogthing considerable is to be accomplished in the ways 
suggested there must be associative action. If plaia tendencies 
ko on in civilized nations it may be that tbe sense of world 
obligation will before long have to be called in to keep the pop- 
ulation of the Aryan or Western world even stationary. If it 
falls off seriously the Chinese asd other Eastern races will 
submerge and swallow up the West, This sense of duty will 
appeal to the better ratber than the worse type.

No one understands this ns 
thoroogbly a» the men and women who are looking toward a 
better and nobler order of society, Yet while they are perfectly 
convinced that social institutions must change with the trans 
formation of the economic basis that produced them, even tbese

If Mrs. Tomar had never written anytbing else, | would be 

thaokfal to her for writing in her book the phrase: “I bad 
learned the lesson of not driving myself.” The reason | am 
thankful to ber is baute | have beca looking for just such a 
pbrase to express one of tbe most common mistakes made by 
woma. 
Men are driven by circumstances; womea drive themselves, 
Every man who has his way to make in tbe world has to adapt 
his steps to tbe pace set by competition, but tbe women who 
keep house—aod they are the great majority —can set their owa 
pace and can as they please go fast or slow. 

I have boca fighting this battle for nearly twenty years. 
Every time a woman of my acquaintance complained in my 
hearing of too much work, or of lack of time to rest, or read or 
for any other enjoyment she coveted, | bare promptly remarked 
to her that if she wanted to she could bave all the time she de- 
sired, and was as promptly met by the cutting rejoinder that 1 
knew not what I was talkiog about. 

Thereapoa we would jola issue, as the lawyers would say 
and | was casily defeated so long as we dealt in generalities, but 
whenever I could finally come to particulars, and discuss the 
details of their work, they would always be forced to acknowl: 
edge that they did a lot of things which were really not neces 
sary, and which in 50 way added to their happiness or that of 
their family. 

la time past I used to believe that such an acknowledgwsent 
would be followed by a change ia their conduct; that womes 
who complained of lack of time, and acknowledged that much 
of their work could be dispensed with, would surely pot tao 
and two together, and leave off some uf their unnecessary work. 

Bat slowly I found that the rerl reason for this self driving 
of women is their lack of in dependence of character; that few of 
them are strong enough to resist the influence of acquired habits 
and of adverse public opinion, so us to live according to the dic 
tates of their beat judgment. And 1 found farther more that 
lack of independence, and not lack of koowledye, is the real 
cause of the slow march of social improvement.

The following paragraphs selected at random, will give the 
reader a fairly good idea of the author's style and drift: 

Go with me, please, to a photographer and tdi him vou 
wact your likeness. He will iret take a piece of glass of the 
required size und poor upon it a liquid solution which flows 
eveoly over the surface and hardens in the atmospbere, He then 
takes it into the dark room and immerses it in a solution of 
nitrate of silver. He takes it into tbe dark room for the same 
reason that potatoes are planted in the ground; the needed 
chemical action cannot be bad in the light, and the silver in 
solution combines with tbe chemicals in the coating of tbe plate 
making it exceedingly sensitive. 

The meaning of sensitive is well understood and yet an illus 
tration will not be out of place. The atmosphere moves in 
waves, Hold up your band aod you do not feel them, but uu- 
cover the nerve of a tooth and then see! The air-wares make 
vo impression upon tbe hand but they cut right into tbe nerve 
of the tooth causing intense pain, The serve is sensitive; the 
hand is not. , 

The plate remains in the silver bath until so sensitised that 
the atmospheric waves will make au impression upon it. Iu the 
mean time, you take tbe desired position and wben ready, the 
sensitised plate is so handled that no light can reach it bat that 
Which, in striking your person, is thrown back apon the leas of 
tbe camera and passing throagh it, reaches tbe prepared plate, 
thes making the impression of your face and form upon it. 

Had not that plate been chemically scositized there would 
have been no impressio, but the work is not yet complete, 
Tbe impression must be fixed, made permanent, so the slide to 
the little box which holds the plate and which has beea with- 
drawn to admit the light from tbe lens, is closed and taken back 
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into tbe dark room. Here it goes tbroogb a process called 
developing, bringing out, for though the impression bas beca 
made it does not yet show any more than tbe character of a 
child sbows at birth, 

Presently the artist comes out and says: “You will have 
to sit again, this impression is spoiled." 

“ Why, what's tbe matter?“ 

"There is a dy upon your sose,” 

“Yes, one lit there just as you uncovered. the leas, but could 
you not develop tbe picture withoat tt?" 

"No, whatever comes within range of the leas will show,” 
is tbe reply. 

Now for the application. Have you never heard tbe remark: 
“As nervous as a woman?" Men say this in contempt of what 
they consider evidence of our wenkuess. The remark is evidence 
not only of their igoorance bat of oars. Did woman generally

The above is perbaps a» fair a statement as bus hitherto 
been written in bebalf of those who would exclude the Mormon 
apostle from the American House of Lords commoniy called the 
V, S. Senate. 1 have heard the Mormons preach and pray, and 
find very little difference between tbeir modes of worship and 
those of the average and popular Christian secta, Tbe main 
objection to tbe Mormons seems to be that they stick more 
closely to the teachings of the Christian Wille than do their op- 
podents. They believe in the Abrahamic doctrine of plarality 
of wives, and Abraham was the Father of the Faithful," ac 
cording to Saint Paul, 

They also believe in aed try to follow the example of David 
—the “man after God's own brart," ond the example of his 
royal son Solomon, though I never beard of a Mormon Elder 
who kept a harem of one thousand women. They also believe 
in the Bible doctrine of Communism, and practice the same toa 
moch greater extent tban do the older sects calling themselves 
Christian, 

Yes, the Mormons believe in and practice polygamy, or 
plurality of wives, na did these exemplars (*ensamples" ax Paul 
called them) in ancient or Bible times, and are honest enough to 
say so, bat, so far as I keow, their polygamous doctrines and 
practice are not made compulsory, A man may be a mosoga- 
mist in theory aad practice, and still be n goot Christian; that 
is, a good member of the Mormon church, 

How is it among Christians of tbe Roosevelt and W.C.T.U. 
variety? 

A man or woman ie the United States or in England may 
believe in polygamy or in polyandry, that is, in ploral mar 
riages, but if they honestly attempt to put their doctrines into 
Practice they subject themselves to legal prosecntion mud ia 
prisonment as malefactors. 

The logical consequence is defeat of natural selection; sup 
pression of bealthíul attractions or desires: hypocrisies ever)” 
where; bogesty ia marital life the rare exception; the dooble 
standard of sex-morality everywhere: soductions commos] 
bastardy frequent : child abaodoment in every town aad dy 
prostitution of body and soul both within and without the 
marriage pale, 

On the other band, if the testimony of the Gentiles” them 
selves are to be believed, most if not all of these evils were prac 
tically unknown in Mormondom previous to the attempts of 
the U. 8, government to enforce modern Christian sta 
of marital morality in Utah.

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That most men are pluraliste, in practice at least, at some 
time id their lives will be admitted by all who have bad oppor- 
tuniticëto know the facts, and if they give assent in word, to 
what they know to be the demanda of civil law and of religious 
standards in this tbe most important of all human relations 
while in their practice they violate the legal and religious codes, 
what can we expect but à reign of hypocrisy and deception in 
every department of social life, and of poblic or business affairs? 


Except for the benefit of new readers I need not add that in 
thus defending the Mormons against their brother and sister” 
Christians, I do xo defend polygamy as euch, nor any of the 
pecallar tenets of the “Latter Day Saints" Polygamy is a 
form of marriage, Marriage is a social, a socialistic, instita- 
tion. As an institution marriage is cither “sacramental "— 
that is, religious, or civil, that is, secular or belonging to the 
State, In either case the morriage institution is opposed to 
what is known an Anarchism, Acarchists are individualists, 
and believe tbat all Jaws regalating the private afairsof women 
and men are invasive, meddlesome, tyrannical and despotic, 
nod would be much more“ honored in the breach thauin the 
observance.’ 

As to whether the opponents or friends of the Mormons 
have most need to hold their noses when ventilating the results 
of honest polygamy on the ore hand and those of dishovest 
polygamy and state enforced monogamy on the other, there te 
certainly much room for difference of opinion. 

Anarchists very naturally look upon this comparison of 
merits and demerits of the two systeqas a case of * pot calliog 
kettle black," Both are black enough from the standpoint of 
him who believes in. minding one's owe business and allowing 
all others to do the same. 


To estimating the comparative evils of state-entorced mon- 
ogamy and legalized bot not compulsory polygamy there are 
several things to be considered. First, that enforced monogamy 
leads to two extremes, namely, sex starvation, with its loog 
train of peurastbenic and other diseases, ita suicides and prem- 
ature deaths, on the one band, and on the other, sex-abuse 
shroagh excess, resulting in satiety, disgust, hatred, disease, 
suicides, murders, and premature death of its victime—mainly 
women, and worst of all, saddest of all, in a debasod heredity, 
a viciously or crimically inclined endowment, for the children 
born under this regime of sex-abase from a husband who bas 
no other means of satisfying the cravings of aboormal sex 
passion, an inappeasable sex appetite. 

Second. Voluntary yet legalized polygamy gives to every 
woman a fighting chance to be elected to matrimonial honors 
—or disbonors, a» the case may be, and therefore to the possible 
participation in tbe bonors and pleasores of motherbood,

Secession Under Socialism—Woman and Socialism. 


It seems to be tairly well established that the Socialists of 
today not ooly advocate the self-goverument of the group, bat 
are perfectly ready to allow individual secession, The recent 
partial canvass of leaders ia tbe movement instituted by J. 
William Lloyd confirms this view, and 1 bave little doubt that 
a complete canvass would demonstrate that State Socialism 
finds advocacy as an iden! only in a certain wing of the Demo- 
cratie party. 

Under capitalistic rule, the right of secession would natur- 
ally scem highly desirable, and yet, as a matter of fact, very 
few,in America at least, have eren attempted wa secede, the 
vast mejority of Anarchists, Socialists, and the like preferriog 
to bear with tbe evils of private ownership and ;capitalistic 
&overnment, rather than seek comparative liberty in colonies 
or in places remote from the advantages that are to beobtained 


most of un, be we Socialists or Anarchists, prefer to atay with 
our fellow» ratber than eck liberty in isolation. Someof us 
make a god of liberty, but we do not like to worship alone, 

Thus, whether Anarchists or Socialists, we bave concluded 
to stay with capitalism that we may abolish it, ratber than 
depart from it and leave it to what may theo befall, It is this 
action, taken despite the extreme evils of capitalism, that in 
responsible for the fact that Socialiets asa role have paid but 
little attention to the question of possible secession from the 
co-operative commonwealth. Socialista believe that tbe aboli- 
tion of the private owoershipof capital will mean more freedom, 
not less; and so believing, they are justified in assuming that 
the right of individual pocession, now rarely availed of, will then 
bea matter of even. less practical importance. Today we have 
scarcely a soggertion of majority rule outside the New Eogland 
town meeting and clube and organizations of various kinds (all 
voluntary gatherings); bat with the introduction of majority 
rule in economic affairs, together with the moral power given 
tbe minority or misoritirs through the initiative, referendum 
and proportional representation, we shall have taken a very 
long step away from tbe irresponsible despotism of the capital- 
ist and bis political puppets. That with this added liberty 
there would be an inerensed tendency toward individual recet- 
sion, it is not reasonable to suppor. 1 refer mainly to “indir. 
iduni * secession for the reason that the right of the group to 
do as it pleases is virtually admitted by the Socialists of the 
world, 

There is nothing more certain than that tbe Socialist party 
of the United States is an aggregation of persona held together 
by purely voluntary ties, All of these persona agree upon a 
number of points, nod substantially agree npon a number of 
otber points. They areucanimous iv agreeing that the existing 
private ownership of capital is an invasion of their (and every- 
body's) rigbts. They ate practically onaniasoms in the idea that 
this continual invasion of their rights ie carried on by force, 
and is to be resisted. They maintain that those who profit by 
private ownership are actually, aod those who defeod the aye 
tem, morally, responsible for nine tenths of the ignorance, crime, 
slavery and suffering that existe, They claim that they are 
justibed in driving back tbeir invaders at the carticst opportu» 
nity by the means that scems to them the most practicable (the 
ballot) and ip assuring for themselves the results of their own 
toll. Socialista are not noo resistants; neitber are they lora- 
ders; they simply demand the products of their labor and the 
tools with which to work. And this bas been termed “ the 
coming slavery! If Socialism be slavery, what word expresses 
capitalism? 

While it is true that under Socialism tbe individual may 
secole (io other words, refuse to work) from the organization 
or group, tbe point usually overlooked by tbose who think they 
will want to secede is that those who will not do their share of 
the work cannot bavea share of the combined product of the 
organization or group from which they secede, In other words, 
they cannot withdraw from the dutics of society without for 
{citing the comforts and conveniences of society. And this fact, 
in my opinion, thes as now, will operate against any desire to 
secede. It will be casier to stay by, and endeavor to correct 
objectionable features by an appeal to the moral sense of the 
community, 

Some of the opponents of Socialism upon the ground of 
abridged libertics may profit by a general application of 
Benj. R. Tucker's remark in the January isor of “Liberty,” 
to the effet that the capitalista and clergy shrieking for 
the liberty of the “seab” to work, while technically right, are 
bat stealing tbe livery of heaven to serve the devil in. 

While 1 believe thoroughly in the work of Locifer—and in 
additiog think that but few papers in the English language are 
edited as tairly—aeverthelesy, it seems to me that there can be 
no true ecx frecdom without tbe absolute economic inlepend- 
ence of the individual, and that thie ie largely impossible under 
the competitive system, Men and women may have the 
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ideal of freedom, bat they can attaia to it only in a very limited 
degree until Socialiam gives them tbe fruits of tbeir own labor. 

1 think that a census of the radical women of the Usited 
States would show that a majority of them are in ill-bealtb, 
dependent upon others, or in reccipt of an income derived from 
investments that renders work unnecessary. In other words, 
very few of them are wholly self-supporting: a langer number 
are partly selfsupporting, or have been partly or wholly saf- 
supporting at some time during their lives.

Be consis- 
tent. Mary Wollstonecralt has never been accorded ber rightfol 
place in American literature of independence. A woman of 
giant intellect, indomitable will and energy, aa everactive stu- 
ident of all that hindered the development of tbe race, she had no 
equal one hundred scar» ago. Her scathing answers to Burke 
were printed as the " Vindication of the Kights of Man,” before 
Thomas Paine gaye hi» book to tbe world. But the latter was 
the most forceful and commanded greater attention, It is in 
“The Vindication of tbe Rights of Women" that Mary Woll- 
stonccraft has made a record for all time. 

She was mercilessly ccasured, roasted, toasted aod denounced 
by all the civilized or uavivilized world. it was an unbeard-of, 
audacious thing fora woman to presume to declare any rights 
for her sex, especially in Eogland at that time, bat Mary wrote 
for the coming centuries and ber * Rights of Women" might 
well become a text book for this century. One excerpt 1 give. 
When speaking of the frail, sickly girls of fashionable society, 
sbe says: 

“Tam fully persuaded that we should bear of nope of these 
intantine airs, if girls were allowed to take suflicicat exercise and 
were not confined in close room till tbeie mus les are relaxed 
nod their digestion destroyed, M fear in girls was treated in the 
same manner as cowardice in boys, we should quickly sce more 
dignified women. It is true they could not be called tbe sweet 
flowers that smile in the walk of man, bat tbey woald be far 
more respectable members of society, and discharge the impor- 
tant duties of life by the light of their own reason, “Educate 
women like men” says Rousscau, aud the more they resemble 
oar aex the less power will they have over us. This is just the 
very point I aim at. 1 do not wish them to have power over 
men, but over themselves," 

Mary knew from bitter experience tbe numerous obstacles in 
the way of women being treated as “rational humana beings. 
She did not attribute this “to cases of masculine tyranny nor 
feminine incompetency bat to the fandamental misconception of 
the relation of the sexes." 

This was one of the dynamite bomba, this “lone defenseless

The Regulation of Sex—a Reply. 


la No. 953 the editor of Locifer does me thebonor of making 
answer to an interrogation pat under circumstances as related; 
inasmach, however, as he took no notes and others were endea- 
voring to secare bis attention at tbe same time, it is quite excu- 
sable if he failed to remember the exact import of my words. 
Here ts what I said, as aearly as | can now recall: 

“As far back as history goes or oar historical ege can pene- 
trate. the intercourse between the sexes has always been regu- 
lated. Now, io view of the nature of men as they actually are, 
if all such regolations were absolutely abolished, would not the 
inevitable consequeoce be wholesale rape or wholesale venal 
prostitution? And if so, is not woman to that extent protected 
even if such a system implies a certain measure of what some 
call “legalized rape" and prostitution in marriage”? 

And now, in elucidation of my meaning I will say that my 
miad's eye went fartber back than the time when tbe priesthood 
aud tbc state demanded the regulation of the relations between 
the sexes, Long before tbe rise of the two institutions named 
and before monogamy or "legal" marriage was heard of, there 
prevailed a secemmg freedom ia the sex relations equivaleat to 
promiscuity; nevertheless, the tribes developed and imposed 
upon their members a variety of systems of marriage relations 
even though there was oo other authority than public opinion 
I cannot, for lack of space, go into details here, but any oae in 
terested may get tbe facts und theories. referred to ia a nutsbell 
ina little book recently publisbed (and sold by Mr. Harman) 
entitled “Tbe Origio of tbe Family," by Engels. At that period 
of development there was no "family" nor property, and men, 
and women bad a comparatively wide range of choice;* still, 
there were limits that could not be overstepped with impunity, 
Such formes of "group marriages” arestill in rogue among some 
savages of the present day, 

in the above light, I hope the good editor of Locifer may 
fied time and space to revise bis reply, since the one given does 
not fit the case, and T, certainly, do not accept the proposition 
that the State declares the marriage institution “divine,” for 
the State is in distinct conflict with the cergy and bases its de- 
mani ou strictly social grounds, | also deny in toto the oft-re- 
peated assertion that marriage wa iustituted by the priesthood 
for selfish parposes, fora study of this problem shows as how 
the regulation of the sexual relation was the result of slow de- 
velopment, predicated upos social necessity, and tbe priesthood 
later on took bold of existing conditions and translated them 
into formal Jaws, thereby making out of an instinctive instita- 
tion one consciously recognized and less likely to change, 

That I am in favor of liberalizieg marriage and divorce 
laws, the editor is aware, but I also am onc of the vast majonty 
who hold the State to be a social necessity and wao recognize 
that the permencace of the State is based upon the monoga- 
mous family, aye, that the very future of civibzation is wrapped 
up ia this institution—imperfect though it be,—as there is 
nothing pericet ia this world.

Cardinal Gibbons on Divorce. 


The morning issue of the Chicago “ Examiner- American " 
contains, for its first page leader, a double-headed report of a 
sermon in Baltimore by “his eminence" Cardinal Gibbons, one 
of the very highest of the Roman Catholic dignitaries in this 
country. The subject of this sermon was "Christ, the Only 
Enduriog Name in History, and the Only True Reformer of 
Society.” 

The “Bxraminer American” quotes the following as the 
more significant and noteworthy of tbe Cardinal's sermon: 


Cbrist is the oaly living force that can regenerate society. 
He is tbe ro social reformer. The nation is sick, aod 
the malady ts all tbe more dangerous because tbe patieot is 

in Of the disease, 

“If Christianity is the bigbest type of civilizatioa—and who 
can deny ic?—then is it not true that we are retrograding 
instead of advancing io certain lines? 

“There is a barbarism more dense than the barbarism of the 
savage tribes of the forest, For tbe children of the forest, 
tought by vet ya of nature, adore the Great Spirit. 

“I speak of a barbarism which climinates God and an over- 
ruliog Providence from the moral government of the world, 
w takes no account of a life to come and of the respon» 
sibilities attached to it. 

“There is a social scourge more bligbting aed more destruc- 
tive of family life than Mormonism, It is the fcarfal increase in 
the number of divorce mills throughout tbe United States. 

“These mulls, like tbe mills of tbe gods, are slowly, but 
surely, grinding the domestic altars of the nation. 

“Husband and wife are separated on the most Bimsy pre: 
texts, and, as if the different states of tbe Union were not snf- 
ficiently accommodatiog in this respect, South Dakota bas the 
unenviable distinction of granticg a divorce for the mere asking 
on tbe sole condition of a brief sojoura within ber borders. 

“I can conceive no pene more pathetic, no appeals more 
touching to oor syapatbics, than the contemplation of a child 

g into tbe years of discretion, secing ber father and 
mother estranged from one other. 

^ Her little heart is yearning for love. She longs to embrace 
both parents, but she finds that sbe cannot give ber affection to 
one without exciting the resentment or displensare of tbe other, 

“Oh, thou who art, cast a ray of Thy divine light upon oar 
beloved country, that the spiritual and. moral growth of the 
nation may keep vvith itë material ty. Teach us 
te realize tbe fact that saving N cousists in knowing 
aud worshipping Thee, the only true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom Thou has sent." 


Can we wonder that there is a widespread agitation for 
national divorce laws, national regulation of marriage, when 
utterances such as the above are given prominence in tbe lead. 
iog daily papers? The Roman Catholic cburch is the only 
organization that is constant, consistent and persistent in its 
demand for the denial, abolition, of divorce, nod for the sacras 
mental view Of marriage—indissoluble monogamic marriage—as 


the only basis or standard of morality in the sex-relationa of 
women and men. The various Protestant churches 

this fact and with few exceptions they aporosch if not adopt 
the Roman Catbolic view, as the highest and best. Even 
Spiritualists, and many who call themselves Liberals and Free- 
thinkers align themectves with tbe army of reaction upon this 
question, and will doubtless be found voting for national regu-

At the time of makiog this answer Col. Ingersoll! seems to 
have believed that the only way to destroy theologie saperrati- 
tion is by direct attack; by logical argument; by tbe keen shafts 
of sarcasm and ridicule; by the arguments drawn from physical 
science and plain common sense. 

That these modes of attack and these weapons have their 
value, their place, in the warfare against church superstition 
will doubtless be admitted by ali, but that they are the only, or 
the best methods and weapons, is an open question, It we are 
to jodge by his last public lecture, even this master of ridicule 
and of logical argameot saw the need of something else, before 
the close of bis extraordinary career as an icorociast. 

In bis last public lecture, his address before the Free Raig- 
ious Association of Boston, nasvvering bis own question as to 
" What is Religion"? Robert G. Ingersoll, the world renowned 
Agooatic, and champion of Freethought, seemed to reconstruct 
bis Hoe of assault upon the stroogholds of theologi superstition. 
One of those who beard this address, delivered while in fall pos- 
session of the ripened powers of this intellectual giant, tells us 
be prefaced his new departare in words like these: 

^" Lam sow about to say what I hacc long wanted to say, 
but have not sald. It is this: "—Then proceeding he gave atter 
ance to language that cannot be construed to mean other than 
the most pronounced blasphemy against the main support of 
the power of the charch—cason law marriage:

Ignorance, poverty and vice are populating the world. 
The gutter is a narsery. People unable even to support tbem- 
selves fill the teoements, the buts, and hovels with children.

intelligent enough to think about consequences or to feel respon- 
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sibility, At tbe same time they do not want children, because a 
child i» à curse, afcorse to them and to itself. The babe is not

These weapons of relora are sub- 
stantially ascless, Criminals, tramps, beggars, and failures arc 
locreasing every day, The prisons, jails, poorbosises, and asy- 
lums arc crowded, Religion is helpless. Law cao punish, but it 
can ncither reform criminals nor prevent crime. The tide of vice 
is rising. The wor that is cow being waged against the forces 
of evil is as hopeless as the battle of the refiies against the 
dark bes of night. 

"There is but one bope, Ignorance, poverty, and vice must 
stop populating the world. This cannot be done by moral sua- 
sion. This cannot be done by talk or example. This cannot be 
done by religion or by law, by priest or hangman. This cannot 
be done by force, physical or moral, To accomplish this there i» 
but one way.

Moral Education of the Young. 

Among modern writers upon tbe regulation of human con- 
duct nove is more often quoted tban is Herbert Spencer. Now 
that there is a call for light from Lociſer's readers upon thy 
matter of the right education of children, tbe following selection 
from Spencer's popular treatise entitled Edocatloc—[Intellec- 
teal, Moral and Physical," is bere reprodoced as being replete 
with helpful suggestions. M.H. 


Do not expect from a chidd any great amount of moral good- 
ness. Daring early years every civilized man passes through 
that phase of character exhibited by the barbarous race from 
which he is descended. As the child's features—fat nose, for. 
ward-opening nostrils, large lips, wide-apart eyes, absent 
frontal sinus, etc.—resemble for a time those of tbe savage, so, 
too, do his instincts. Hence the tendencies to cruelty, to thier- 
ing, to lying, so general among children—tendeocies which, even 
without the aid of discipline, will become more or less modified 
just as the features do. The popular idea that childrea are “in- 
nocent," while it may be true in so lar as it refers to evil knowl- 
edge, is totally false in so far as it refers to evil impulses, as half 
as hour's observation in the aursery will prove to auy one, 
Boys when left to themselves, as at a public school, treat cach 
other far more brutally than men do; and were they left to 
themselves at an carlier age their bratality woald be still more 


Not only je it unwise to set up'a high standard for juvenile 
good conduct, but itiseveo unwise to use very urgent incite. 
ments to such good cosiluct. Already most people recoguize the 
detrimental results of intellectual precocity; but there remains 
to be recognized the truth that there is a moral precocity which 
is also detrimental, Our higber moral facaltics, like our higber 
intellectual ones, are comparatively complex. By consequence 
they are both comparatively late in tbeir evolution, And with 
the ove as with other, a very early activity produced by stimu- 
lution will be at the expense of the fature character. Hence the 
pot uncommon fact that those who during childhood were fa: 
stanced as models of juvenile goodness, by and by undergo some 
disastrone and seemingly ¡inexplicable change and end by being 


ate resalts, Constantly bear in mind tbe fact that a higher 
morality, like a higher intelligence, mast be reached by a slow 
growth; and yoo will then have more patience with those im- 
perfections of sature which yonr child hourly displays. You 
will be less prone to that constant scoldiog, and threatening, 
and forbidding, by which many parents induce a chronic domes- 
tie irritation, la the foolish hope that they will tbus make 
their children what ther should be. 

This comparatively liberal form of domestic government, 
which docs not seek despotically to regulate all the details of a 
child's conduct, necessarily results from the system for which we 
have been contending. Satisfy yourself with seeing that your 
child always soffers the natural consequences cf his actions, aod 
you will avoid that excess of control in which so many parents 
err. Leave him wherever you can to the discipline of experience, 
nod you will so save him from that hothouse virtae which over- 
regulation produces in yielding natures, or that demoralizing 
notagouism which it produces in independent ones. 

By aiming in all cases to administer tbe natural reactions to 
your child's actions, you will put an advantageous check upon 
your own temper, The method of moral education pursued by 
many, we fear by most, parents, i» little else than that of vent- 
ing their anger in the way that first suggests itself. The slaps, 
and rough shokings, and sharp words, with which a mother 
commonly visits ber offspring's small offenses (many of them not 
offenses considered intelosically,) are very generally but the 
manifestations of her own ill-controlled feclings—result much 
more from the promptings of those feelings than from a wish 
to beocht the offenders. While they are injurious to her own 
character, these eballitions tend, by alienatiog ber children and 
by decreasing their respect for ber, to diminish ber influence over 
them, But br pausing in eacb case of transgression to consider 
what is tbe natural consequence, and how that natural coose- 
quence may best be brought bome to the transgressor, some 
little time is necessarily obtained for the mastery of yourself; the 
mere blind anger first aroused in you settles down into a less 
vebement feeling, and one not so likely to mislead vou. 

Do not, however, «ek to bebave as an atterly passionlees 
imstrument, Remember that besides the natural consequences 
of your child's conduct which the working of things tends to 
bring round on him, your own approbation or disapprobatioo 
is also a natural consequeoce, and ove of the ordained agencies 
for gaidiog bim. The error which we bare been combating is 
that of substitatiag parental Cisplcasure aod its artificial penal- 
ties, for the penaltics which nature has established, But while 
it should not be substituted for these natural penalties, it by no 
means follows thas it should not, in some form, accompany 
them. The secondary kind of posishment should not usurp tbe 


place of tbe primary kind; but, in moderation, it may rigb:ly 
so tthe primary kind. Such amount of disapproval, or 
sorrow, or indignation, as you feel, should be expressed in words 
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or manner or otberwise; rubject, of course, to the aporoyal of 
your jodgment. The degree and kind of Keeling produced in you 
will necessarily depend upon your own character, and it ia tbere 
fore useless to say it should be this or that. All that can be 
recommended is, that you should aim to modify the feeling into 
that which you believe ooght to be entertained, Beware, how- 
ever, of the two extremes; not only in respect. of the intensity, 
but in respect of the duration of your displeasure, On the one 
hand, anxiously avoid that weak impoldivesess, so general 
among mothers, which scolds and forgives almost in the same 
breath. On the other band, do not undaly contione to show 
estrangement of feeling lest you accustom your child to do with- 
out your friendship and so lose your infloence over bim. The 
moral reactions called forth from you by your cbild's actions, 
you should as much as possible nssimilate to those which you 
conceive would be called forth from a parent of perfect nature. 


Comment on " The Fall of Nations Through Marriage.“ 

If we agree for the sake of a starting point that tbe rearing 
of children in freedom is the true method, a» it is surely the final 
goal of the free people, we thea come to the question, How is 
this good work to be carried on under the poverty character- 
atic of the radical aod ia the face of the persecating mob? 

It seems clear that the antagonism of the mob is not to be 
overcome by organizing societies opealy delving the laws. A 
noa-marríage society, by whatever name, might be a soccesaful 
device for those who desire a propaganda of agitation aod mar- 
tyrdoni, but those who would devote themselves to the diffeult 
work of rearing children in freedom in the faceof tbecocmy must 
spare themselves unnecessary dangers and conflicts. Their need 
and the occd of the average radical is not for militant organiza- 
tion, bat fellowship and sympathy in the way of liviog, This 
they find in that informal, unorganized but free people scattered 
over the country who fec! their kinship with cach other, are 
secking to know and cultivate each other, and who thas form a 
spiritual brotherbood aad sisterhood which by sympathetic ap- 
proval and practice gives cocouragement and moral sapport to 
free sex expression, free anions and free parentage, Every large 
city bas ita group or groups of free people, and mattered liberals 
keep ia touch by corcespondence and through Lucifer.

Now wbi e 
the radical cannot change bis class, he can change bis enyiron- 
meat, He can step out of the enslaving and impoverishing 
wage-life of the city into tbe cumalative, ever-growing life 
of the country where child-raising is practicable, He cannot 
KO by himself, it is true; it must be done by associated 
effort. Home Colony shows the way. Where will you find 
An equal number of free meo nod women with so many 
children? The very general shrivkiog from colonizing ia 

childish and pathetic. It is like the helplessness of that 
foreign population which crowds our cities in feurfal por- 
erty aod can hardly be iaduced to live ia the country ja compar- 
ative comfort, A radical liviog alone in barren city rooms, con- 
fessiag bis loveliness, will yet object to the “isolation” of colony 
life. He is respectfully referred to Home Colony. Do the people 
there complaia of being lonely and cat of from “the advastages 
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of membership in society "? Another radical who works 
Lour a day for abosa objects to th: drudgery and ba 
working for berself and loved ones in a colony, Can it be 
hot and cold water in the house, the euticements of 
departwent stores, and the glamor of the theater, afer 
powerfol with us than car love of Freedom?

1 was much interested in the letter of Sadie A, Magoon, of 
Home, Wash, in Lucifer No. 954. Tbe right course to pursue in 
the goreroment and trainiog of children is an iuc that has 
weighe heavily upon me for scars, Hariog eight childreo, 
rangiog in age from seven to twenty years, and having been for 
several years past a student of Lucifer's doctrine, no obe will 
wonder that | am interested in tbe question of cbild govera- 
ment. 

Sadie Magoon says that “whipping brutalizes, and scold- 
ings are pearly as bad.” All tbe advocates of race improvement 
will perhaps readily grant this, bot when she contends strongly 
for “ reatraint,” and urges that childhood freedom be abridged, 
the question are., How ip this restraint to be effected? The

Tbe element of 
autbority would be lacking, and it would be merely the expres- 
sion of an opinion, So would be the parental mandote without 
the penalty in view. lo saying to the child, Study your let- 
son,” the parent not only expresses a wish, bot issoes a com- 
mood. However lovingly the with may be expressed, we all 
know that the study of the lesson is sometimes very distasteful 
to the child; so much so that the parent's wish is entirely disre- 
garded. Still, the study of the lesson is essential to the child's 
good, and whea the expression of the patent wish fails to pro- 
duce the proper effect, tbe next resort isthe command: and a 
command without a penalty—a whipping—to back it up is 
nothing more than the expression of a with, 

All true reformers want to see society reach that state of

And 
theo proceeds at some length to tell of the worse than brutal, 
worse than savage, treatment of the maa MeQande, who was 
“lynched” at Albany, N. Y., à few weeks ago and tortared in 
ways that would shame the Southern negro-barners; in fact, 
would put to shame the most barbarous savages of whom bis 
tory gives any account, all because McOoade's wife had been 
sent to a bospital to get treatment for a “scalp wooad received 
presumably in a family brawl,” 

Quoting from a Southera contempcrary, the Traveler" 
takes bis wedicine in this fashion: 

“In the early dnan the advent of the white man, and 
after the white man bad begun killing aod robbing tbe Indiana, 
these children of the forest retaliated and introduced tbe tortare 
at tbe stake, but no torture that was ever inflicted equalled ia 
savagery the torture intlicted on McQuade by supposedly civil- 
ized ple and ia the capital of the leading state of this nation, 
Our Northern contemporaries can leave the South to its sine for 
nwbile while looking at home for objects of censure."

Bot we all know that Bible classes, Bible catechisms and 
Sunday schools in which the Christian and Jewish Bible is the 
man soarce or standard of religious koowledge and of moral 
science are now so nearly universal that nose can escape their 
intlococe, whether high born or low, rich or poor, plebeian or 
aristocrat—eot to mention the mach lauded public (ree schools, in 
many of which the same collection of ancient mythe and falles 
is made a textbook, aod ia all of which schools reverence for 
these myths and fables is ioculcated as the fountain source of all 
morality. 

What, then, iu few words, is the Mible code of morals, tbe 
code that Henry Smith and all prefessing Christiane would 
have us to live and die by, and to cachew the morality taught by 
Thomas Paine in his “Age of Reason"? 

From infancy ouward I have been a careful reader of this 
ancient collection now revered as the " Word of God"—but 
whos many writers made no such claim—the collection com- 
monly called Tit BOOK (from the Greek words MO nin.os, meam- 
log “the book"), a» though there were no other book in the 
world—and | find its most esscatial and characteristic doetrise 
to be that of BANKRUPT ATOXEMENT!—the doctrine that a man 
may escape the payment of his just debts by pleading inability 
to pay aud by putting the burden of payment upoo some one else. 

This doctrine secas to have arisea in the anthropomorphic 
iden that the maker and roler of the earth and heavens was 
simply a big maa, with a man's unreasoniog passions—lore; 
hate, revenge, ete, That when man the creature fails in his daty 
to his creator and ruler be must cither die himself or cause some 
one cler to die in his stead, 

Hence the origin of bloody sacrifice. Many of the ancient 
tribes and mations were in the hobit of offering the lives of 
human beings as sacrifices to their gods; kings or chica woold 
offer their eldest socs as such sacrifice. The ancient Hebrews 
substituted lambs and kids—tbe “ firatlings of the (lock, withoot 
spot or blemísb," also bulls and beilers—hut that they sometimes 
offered up human sacrifices ls proved by such instances as Jepb- 
thah and bis daughter, and Abrabam and his son Isane. 

The Christian part of this ancient collection of myths, fables 
aod semi-bistoric stories, substitutes the bloody sacrifice of the 
“ Pirst-bora son of God" for the sacrifice of lambs, kids, rams, 
balls, ete. ete., though just why the son of Mary and the“ Holy 
Gbost" sbould be called the ri oN of God is not clear. Bat 
the important fact is that in tbe Christian system of ethics and 
of religion a man—a god-man, a I Ybato, so to speak—takes the 
place of quadrupeds and birds a» sacrificial offering id the 
scheme of atonement for the moral debts due from man tbe 
creature to God the creator, E, 

The chief writer of the books, letters and manuscripts com 
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prised in wiat ip called tbe “New Testament" is one Saul of 
Tarso», a city of Asla Minor—called Paul, or Saiot Paul. Jesus, 
the hero uf tbe Christian scheme,or cult, himself wrote oothing; 
veitber did he authorize any one to write bis personal history or 
to make a record of his teachings, his miractes, so-called, ot of 
his claim to be the bloody sacrifice most acceptable to tbe Jewish 
god, to appease bis insane wrath against bie ignoraot and 
erring children 

Paul's writings, or those attributed to him, are foll of this 
blood-atobeiment business, as when he says, Hebrews, x, 13-22: 
“ For if the blood of bulls and of goats and the ashes of an beifer 
sprivkling the unclean. anoctióctb to tbe parifying of the fesh; 
how much more shali the blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to God, purge your 
conscience from dead works to servethe living Gl. 
Without shedding of blood is no remission,” etc., eto, See the 
whole chapter and book, also most of the books of the New 
Testament. Jesus bimself is made to say, Matt, xii., 31-32: 
“All manoer of sia and blasphemy shall be forgives unto men, 
but the blespbemy against the Holy Ghost shali not be forgiven 
ento men . . . . veter in this world, nether la the world 
to come.” 

This phrase, * blaspbemy against tbe Holy Ghost," is com- 
moaly interpreted to mean refusal to accept tbe blood atooe- 
ment, the bankrupt atonemeut, of Jesus as the only means of 
caping the wrath of a sia-avengiog God."

Now then—to close this article, already too long what can 
we reasonably expect of a nation or people who accept this 
hood-atonement principle, this bankrupt atoocascot, às ita basis 
of human ethics, what but just tbe state of things we now see?

Why should we wonder at the worse than savage grod of 
the coal mine operators, the railromi trusts, the coal dealers’ 
trust, through whose united manipolationa thousands of iano» 
cent people perish by slow aspbyxiation la rooms from which 
the vital air is excloded because of the necessity of keeping out 
the cold?—to say nothiog of the slow starvation consequcot 
upon the doubling or treblog the cost of coal to the poor, who 
must buy their daily supplies of coni by the pail or basketfal? 

What wondes that legalized bankruptcy, to avoid payment 
of just debts, is so common that atatisticians agree that ninety- 
sexeo per cent of our merchants fail LEGALLY at some time in 
their business careers? 

What wonder that hypocrisy, deception, fraud, gambling 
schemes, “ get-rich-quick” schemes, eto etc. are so universal and 
so popular, whea the whole Christian scheme is built upon the 
plan that promises forgiveocss for all sins, all crimes aod misde- 
meanors except—eacept the one crime of U] in its scheme 
of blood-atonement ? 

Jesus is reported to bave said, “Think mot that I am come 
to send peace on earth; | am not come to send peace bot a 
sword. ... A man's foes shall be they of bis owp hoescbold.” 
In accord with these utterances I Deed not remind our readers 
that the history of Christian nations is mainly a bistory of 
ware of aggression, of conquest, of robberies aod murders by 
wholesale,

The 
only hope of keeping op tbe population as things are is to 
maintain a steady influx of foreigners. A certain part of those 
who come are the very lowest, the stag of criminal industrial 
conditions in Europe. 

The progressive deterioration of the American breed is what 
may be looked for a» a consequence. 

Hence we must inquire tbe causes of the falling native birth 
rate. 

Tbe chief one le the billionaire absorption of the wealth. 
Common people cannot live and bring up families decently. 
National resources go pot into rearing children and making 
them fine, but into tbe luxuries and waste of tbe rich. The ruin 
of the nation may result. It will resolt if this process is not 
stopped aod reversed. 

The deterioration of the Uoited States race for the pleasure 
of the few great wealth wasters returas no compensation to the 
people or to bumanity. These rich are not improved, bat are 
themselves depraved and degraded by the laxury and waste 
permitted them.

A few iofinitely worse than worth» 
lees rich rakes, All the coil and industry sod deprivation and 
suffering and lack of education and early broken health of the 
multitude gore on to manufacture and pamper a class of 
human Stomachs, who destroy their creators,

if it desires to survive, It means the abolition out of buman 
society for all time of the scrdid rich who vampire on the rest, 
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A revolution for thie purpose ie the most needed event for all 
civilized society.

la No. 953 Celia B. Whitehead says: “Mr, Kerr would 
have "Nature take ber course.” .. . . And please notice, bere, 
that nothiog can possibly be more contrary to * Nature's taking 
ber coarse’ than preveatives of conception.” 

| never laid it down as a general principle that nature 
should be allowed to take her course, for I am well aware that 
progress i» continually potting some of our natural instincts 
out of date, and making them pernicious instead of beneficial, 
Such, for instance, are the fighting and buntiog iostincts, which 
were once necessary to the very existence of the tace, and there- 
fore stroag in many people. Now, however, tbese instincts are 
no longer needed, and, being a cause of much misery, tbey 
should be repressed and gradually weeded out. 

With the sexual instinct it is different. This instinct also is 
stronger tban it need now be, inasmuch at tbe haman race is no 
longer decimated by war, famine, and plagae, to anything like 
the same extent as formerly. Among our ancestors extreme 
proliGcness was necessary to the continued existence of the fam- 
sU and tribe, and was therefore the highest of virtues. Now, it

is a nuisance. We still have the instinct that leads to it, bow- 
ever, and it is simply a question of convenience and ^ 
what to do with it. Unlike the Sghting and hunting instincts, 
sex is not n source of misery; on the coatrary, it affords perhaps 
more happiness than any otber instinct. It js therefore a good 
instinct to keep. and not one to be weeded oot at all. Tn note 
of the cases | bave named can we Mindly follow nature. But 
while in the case of the fighting and hunting iostincts we must 
cradicate the instinct altogether, in the case of sex we must keep 
the instinct aod simply prevent it» natural results, By so doing 
we get an admirable source of happiness without unpleasant 
consequences, 

If we never used an organ except for the function it was 
first evolved to perform, life would bea very doll affair. Dar- 
win has taught us that every one of our organs evolved and 
survived because it was useful ia the struggle for existence. 
That is to say, the original fanction of every organ we bave 
was to aid us either in Soding and catching food, or la escaping 
from enemies and other dangers, or in propagating aod nourish- 
ing the young. Are these the only functions for which we now 
use oor organs? Certainly not. Instead of only using our eyes 
to ace if somebody is coming to kill us, or to scan the horizon 
for deer and buffaloes, we look at pictures and statues, and revel 
in the benuties of nutare, We desecrate our cars by listesing to 
music. We abuse our intellects by playing games and acquiring 
knowledge, We climb mountains and run races for fun. Even 
the lower animals have acquired these dreadfal babits, and 
sometimes we sce a kitten expending in playing with ite ows 
tail the energy which nature gave it to usc in catching mice. 

Mrs. Whitehead will thus see what I mean by letting nature 
take her course I do not propose that every organ shallalways 
be used for the exact fanction for which it was evolred; on the 
contrary | believe that some should never be sò used. But 
because the struggle with our covironment bas become less 
severe, and no longer needs all our energies, I do not propose 
that we should not expend our energies at all. Let us expend 
our surplos cesergy in whatever way will give us most pleasare. 
Art, music, literature, science, brotherly love, are good ways for 
those who like them; but there is no reason wby any of them 
should be exalted above sex, 


Mrs. Whitehead further says: "I wisb Mr. Kerr wonld kind- 
ly explain his ‘system’ under which ‘sexuality would be a bean- 
tiful little stream flowing gently through the garden of love 
My system is expressed in one vyord—lrcedom. I believe that 
liberty is the mother of temperance, ax repression is the mother 
of excess, In my opinion sexual excess is doc mainly to two 
causes. The Gratis the extreme concealment of the baman body, 
which arouses at anbealthy curiosity, nnd makes tbe occasional 
uncovering of the body, in whole or in part, more exciting than 
it woald otherwise be, Bvery child should be accustomed from 
earliest childhood to the sight of the nude human body, male 
und female.

found a letter sigocd Hulda L. Potter Loomis, in reply to a cor- 
respondent signing him: or berself I.. Z. who in a previous 
issue had contended for the orthodox and conventional view of 
the sacredness of marriage and the sinfalness of divorce. To 
give our readers an idea of what is now being done by members 
of tbe National Pres» Writers“ Association the letter of Mrs. 
Loomis is herewith reproduced in Lucifer: 


If the letter of“ . z. on the eubject of marriage and divorce 
vras intended as ^ reply to a letter in a former issue of the 
"Chronicle" signed Harriet M. Closz, the writer thereof will 
have to make another attempt, and in his next. perhaps be will 
kindly inform your anxious readers where they may read the 
story of the marriage service which be claims was performed by 
the Creator in paradise" and also on what particular occasion 
Jesus the Redeemer” established it as a sacra nent. 

I have read the Garden of Eden story in the Bible many 
times and have thos far faded to discover that at the time Adam 
and Eve set up housekeeping cither God or the serpent, who are 
the only beings spoken of as being present, issuod a marriage 
license with either celestial or mundane seal upon it or presented 
them with a marriage certificate to guard against any possibili- 
ty of scandal among. thelr future neighbor. According to the 
Bible God simply created the woman oat of one of Adam's ribs 
and brought ber to bim. He dikn't even ask Adam: Wit 
thou have this woman to be thy wedded wife?" He did not so 
much as tell Adam she was bis wife. He let Adam give her a 
name, just as he let bim give names to the animals. So Adam 
said: “She shall be called woman, because she was taken out 
of man," and he is also credited with the saying that bas beco 
erroncously ascribed to God: "Therefore shall a man leave bis 
fatber and mother and shall cleave unto bis wife, and they shali 
be one desh.” 

There is no record of Eve's dissenting from the arrangement, 
which she might reasonably have done had there beca any other 
men there to compare old Adam's pusillanimous and cowardly 
spirit with, and she recognized the fact, doubtless, that it was a 
case of” Hobson's choice.” It was Adam or sotbing, and sbe 
set an example which many of her poor, weak sister» bave been 
following ever since, aod took what she could get. Bat we are 


. left to guess upon tbe question as to the number of years abe 


lived with him, for while the Bible tells us that after tbe murder 
ot Abel by bis brother Caio, Eve had another son, whom she 
called Setb, and “the days that Adam lived were 930 years, and 
he died,” there is no record of Eve's death or that sbe lived with 
Adam until be died. Thus your correspondent is moch too pte 
vious in bis criticism of Mrs. Closz, who appears to know what 
she is talking about or writing aboot when abe charges the 
wrongs of the establishment of the present marriage system to 
ecclesiaaticísm, which is the direct cause of world wide unhappi- 
ness and its logical, ultimate result, divorce.

Restrainment vs. Government—A Review. 

Free Society—a Periodical of Anarchist Thought, Work nod 
Literature," published every Sunday io Chicago, is one of 
Lucifer'a valued exchanges. It» issue for Peb, 21 is called Whole 
No. 402, consequently it is no ephemeral t asusbroom "" cater- 
prise. Asit claims tobe Formerly tbe Firebrand,” I infer that 
it numbers its issues from the rst number of tbe paper of that 
name, which periodical was begun by Henry Addis and J. H, 
Morris, a dozen or more years ago, in Portland, Oregon, and 
who, as will be remembered by many of our readers, suffered 
persecution and prosecution for their championship of freedom 
of speech and of prese, 

My object in this notice is not to give a history of the evolu- 
tios of “Pree Society” from awali begianings, but chiefly to 
refer to the fact that a few weeks ago I asked for nod wos ac- 
corded space in the successor of " The Pircbrand " for a short 
article on the subject of " Restrainment vs. Government," which 
article reads as follows: 

“The question as to what would or should follow tbe aboli- 
tion of the present regime commonly called tbe State, or the cap- 
italistic State, is obe that ie now engaging the attention of 
political reformers of all grades and shades of opinion. Some 
of these who call themselves ‘Socialists,’ ‘Social Democrats’ or 
State Socialists,’ would, by voting, capture the prestat ma- 
cbinery of government, including what are called the ' trosts'— 
the railways, the telegraph lines, the telephones, mines of coal 
and other useful minerals; the factories, packiog-hooses, ware- 
houses, banking institutions, ferms, orchards, grazing lands, 
ete., ete., and ha ve these all operated by ‘the government” for 
tbe benefit of tbe whole people instead of tbe comparative few— 
as now. 

“Another class of reformers equally honest and earnest, some. 
times termed Anarchists, call tbe scheme thus briefly outlined 
*paterual government, and will have nove of it, bat advocate 
instead simply the removal of ati governmental] man-made 
laws that limit or control individual action, leaving it to the 
natural sense of justice and to the influence of human sympathy 
that is, care for others, to keep people from robbing aad mar- 
dering each other. 

“To my thinking this latter pian is all right—in theory, and 
an between the two schemes I much prefer the second, bot iu 
there not a more practical way than either, and one that would 
appeal to the common sense of those who fear any and all radi- 
cal changes in government affairs /

until they have learned coough to govern their own acts and to 
respect the rigbts of others.

t wee were all born as KANE, mad as nearly perfect as to 
type, as are tbc beasts and binds in a state of nature, there 
would be little oced of compulsory restraint upon the actions of 
anyone; bet unfortunately, as we all know, under the 
interference of invasive goveroment, government by priests amë 
by political bosses called judges, legislators, etc., most of gg 
have been deprived of our natural right to be well born, our 
right to be born sane, bora with a sound mind in a sound body, 
Some of sa, for instance, are born kleptomaniace; some are born 
with homicidal prodivities so strong that we would ratber fight 
and kill our fellow buman beings, any duy, than to sit down to 
the enjoyment of a good dinner, Few of us are born y 
sane, that at some period of our lives we do not need compal- 
sory restraint to keep us from seriously hurting ourselves or our 
fricods and meighbors.

reliant and self governiog human being», during this ieterreg- 
mum we shall need, as I very bonestly think, co-operative asso- 
ciatioos of individuals, strictly voluntary associatione, that 
woold rightfally be called “the Restrainment," or perhaps "De 
feodment,” to take the place of our present plutocratie govere-

THE FATHERHOQD QUESTION. 


In response to your candid and generous admission that by 
tbe alterations you bave made la à recent paper, printed oyer 
the initials T. U. A., you may have done it Injustice; I will glad- 


ly take advantage of your offer of space to make corrections 
and will begin by saying that I do not regret tbe incident, as 
it bas given a clear indication of what points require more par- 
ticular elucidation. 

My object has been to demonstrate that by a rational in- 
terpretation of the phenomena of sexual reproduction, every 
prospective motber las the right, in the interest of ber child, to 
demand the creative service of the most suitable man in the com: 
munity, on certain conditions, the most important of which is, 
that by compliance the man shall make bimecif liable to no legal 
ot social penalties, Nature, itself, imposes aone, 

The intention of my first paragraph was to define what con- 
ditions are esscotial to the personal fitoess, that at any particu- 
lar moment makes the personal claim of “any woman" valid, 
You have left oot the aun which limits the " discrimination 
to the particular claim made. 

This matter of physical tnes is the critical point on which 
the whole theory and practice of paternal selection rests, It is 
a polot that every stripe of politician and moralist have done 
their utmost to confound by attaching to tbe duties of mater- 
nity the licentiousness of a prostitate. In fact, as far as it has 
been possible during the whole of the historic period, their sanc- 
tion has been refused to any maternity unless the other fonction 
has been conceded as well, In this conspiracy the modern scien 
tist has combined, by searching all natare with a microscope, to 
discover some sanction for placing this combination uoder the 
protection of the dictum, " What God has joined together let no 
mas put asunder." No sayiog has done better service for the 
devil than To the pure all things are pure,” Tbe truth is: To 
the igoorant, chastity and lewduces are alike; while to the 
“ pure,” i e, the knowing, nothing is pure that does not respond 
to the one ideal, 

There is an infallible test that will decide the status of any 
sexual action. What effect hanit upon the interests of posterity 
and upon the social development of mankind? In this function 
no condition is neutral; all are either good or evil. 

Under primordial conditions this "Atmos" must have been 
a resolt equally of the natural development of the buman specics 
as of all others, with which it is a result of the disinclination of 
the female to submit to the embrace of the male, except ata 
time when conception is certain; and from toe inability of the 
male to either suggest or compel an ondesired service. Under 
absolutely natural conditions, the sexual je@lousy of the males 
would prevent their toleration, far more their mutual as- 
sistance, of any attempted violation of a solitary female; while 
the natural gregariousness of the females would render them 
absolutely nnassailable, even by seduction. The probabiliticsare 
far greater that the first conception of the virgin would result 
from a forcible bolding to contact by a group of older matrons. 

1 did not wish to limit the application of my second parn- 
graph to “the camp of tbe Ieraclites," bot to extend it to “the 
whole world, tbe wilderoess of sin." Perbaps my meaning 
would bave been clearer if had written “naked to tbeirebame" 
in exposing tbe defective physical development resalting from 
tbe practice of "monogamic sodomy," The ordinary sense in 
wbicb the word "monogamy" is usod is to indicate one wife 
"anly," bot the root idea of the word is, to get a woman 
„alone, a necessary preliminary to monogamic utes. The word 
is vocal to the whole field of sexual prostitution, The bis- 
torie testimony to tbe practice of the vice of pederasty shouid, 
In an gaprejadiced mind, produce conviction that in tbe past the 
males bad not, as at present, free nocess to the females, 

It is this commerce ” dishonoriag their own bodies between 
themselves,” to which St. Paul allades as a vice more disastrous 
in its results than the otber—in the obvious &Itb of which men 
receive "in themselves” that rccompenee of their error that is 
meet," while by the other the evil results are inflicted upon the 
whole race. The “error” is one of cance, into which no 
races but tbe brutal or lonately uoobservant of Nature could 
baye fallen, Beasts of prey, whose sole interest in berbivorov 


animals is to dest them, might fail in the observance and 
imitation of vital act that are necessary to the natural en 
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joymeut and perfect devclopemut of the orgaos of generation, in 
which conditions these species obviously excel. Pailing this, 
notbing remains to tbe inbuman savage bat sexual rivalry car 
ried to the excess of morder. This is a developenect that must 
soon automatically correct itself by destroying the older and 
more vicious males and leaviag their function to the immatore, 
under the dominating control of a sex which, individually weak, 
is wbeo united unassailable. Any race of savages must have 
made immense progress toward hamanization before tbe males 
would even think of a loving contact with a fellow, that but for 
tbe dominance of monogamic ideals, might be tbe purest form 
of affection of which organic consciousness is capable. 

If we make a study of tbe respective development of beasts 
of prey and berbivorous animals, we may observe tbat while 
tbe young of the former expend most eoergy in games that in- 
sure them tbe strength and agility to seize their prey; and re- 
fresh themselves by long intervals of profound slumber, the 
others give tbeirs to exercises by which tbey may escape, and a 
great part of their period of rest is devoted to the muscular de- 
velopment of the organs of generation; nor do they appear to 
require the profound uoconscionsacss of alecp that is so necessa- 
ry to the carnivora.

Jealousy and Violent Theorizing. 


The place in animal evolution of sexonl jealousy is called in 
question by Mr. Adolf C. Vogeler,in No. 956, as if it were a new 
theory. Vet Darwin's statement of it (Origin of Species," 
Chapter IV., Natural Selection), bas never been refated, and | 
believe never controverted. 

According to this accepted theory, the males who were will- 
jog and able to fight aod overcome their rivals, that is, the jeal- 
ously pugnacious, were most successful in leaving numerous off- 
spriog: and thus through countless. generations in each succes- 
sive type, from fishes and even lower animals up to anthropoid 
apes, the heredity of jealousy bas been handed on, 

Those apes who are man's nearest animal relations are 
found with fally developed family life, including the busband 
ape, equipped with jealousy to defend hi» marital position; 
therefore, presumably man's apelike ancestors had also derel- 
oped the family, (Sce Darwin's "Descent of Mao Chapter 
XX.) 

Now, if we accept the views of Hachofen, McLennan, Lub- 
bock aod Morgao, whose theories on early man Engels adopted, 
aud who were generally accredited at the time Eogels wrote, in 
1894, we have to believe thatat tbis stage, when man developed 
from his ape. like ancestors, the powerfal instinct of jealousy was 
temporarily so moch in abeyance, and also family life so entirely 
discontinued and superseded as to permit of a period of tribal 
promiscuity, though both jealousy and the family are found uni- 
versal later on. 

The more credible theory is that of Sic Henry Maine, and 
many more recent sociologists, that the family was the original 
unit of seciety, that the tribe developed as an agglomeration of 
families, and that there never was à time of general tribal pro- 
salscuity. 

Of course we mast all admit with Darwin that "tbe manner 
of development of the marriage tie i» an obscure subject"; but 
it is certainly no violent assumption that marriage is funda- 
mentally connected with jealousy. 

Thos I must be exonerated from the charge of "violent 
theorizing.” And I would like to pass that charge on to our 
friend > Lucy Redbeffer” (or " Lucifer reader,” is it? or * Lucifer 
fed ber ?), who states the beiter view of woman's position 
but I rend Mhe? in the signature, in spite of its feminine form.

Habitual drunkards, consumptives, «yphilitics, and all types 
of degeocrates are also permitted to bring their kind freely into 
the world, to suffer theaselves and injure all, Such acts should 
be regarded as crimes, and be prevented. Society bas a right to 
say that incapables shall not be spawned upon it. Ina com. 
paratively short time by strictness in this regard these types 
could be removed from the buman breed, and be replaced by 
healthy (ndividoals. 

It will undonbtedly come to this, that if persona in this com 
dition do not volontarily abstain from giving lik to children 
whoem they arc certain to curse with their blight, they will be 
forced by society to do so, even if it requires life confinement or 
solation to a certain degree to accomplish it, Lunatics are of 
course incapable of selfcoatrol, and here all tainted persons 

hould be strictly prevented. Coosumptives sborten their live, 
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néulabe tsiyacourve, which requires physical vigor that it may 
be performed without injury. Uf the preveztive checks were 
taught to ali so that those who ought not to have children 
might still have a proper degree of sexaal life, a long step would 
be taken toward solving the problem of badiy.boru children. 
Women would protect themselves if they knew how and were 
taught that they should do so. This is one of the questions 
to be carefully considered by a sex college. 
Another is, How much sexual intercourse should people in- 
dulge? There is the most fantastic uncertainty aboot this, 
tbe books, medical and pseodo-medical—and in fact they are 
about all peendo—guess all sorts of guesses. Some say, only 
when children are wanted. Otbers declare that all sexnal com- 
munion is n positive loss to tbe physical vitality, and that it 
shortens life. Still others reply that it is a necessity of tbe nor- 
— being, it should be regulorly performed, and it lengthens 

Who can tell us? Who has ever made a scientific, an intelli- 
gent study of it? It would require large data, and sometimes 
dificult to obtain, Nevertheless even the ordinary doctor's 
books arc overloaded with relevant material, and it could be 
multiplied if tbe doctors were trained. 

Look at the sexual quacks who battes on tbe ignorant be- 
cause the sufferers do not koow where to bud the wise. 

Into these and a multitude of related subjects a college of sex 
would make n deep and patient investigation, giving tbe sexoal 
phenomena a place of at least as moch importance in the world 
asa pain in tbe stomach, The neglect of this field will be con- 
sidered by our descendants as one of our many titles to shame. 
We shall be dead, however, and only tbe suffering we have 
caused will live after us.

of having him address the audience. We went into tbe matter 
and in the course of the conversation be said with his usual 
fraokoess to me: "If T can drive a dagger into the beart of that 
old whore, the church, | shall have contributed my sbaPe to the 
liberty of men,”

lf our readers will compare what 1 said, not a partial ex- 
tract from same, in No, 956, with the language of Col, Ingersoll 
himself, as reported by one of tbe committee appoioted to wait 
upon him to solicit bis povrerful influence in bebalf of the coa- 
demoed champions of tbe Chicago workingmen, they will scc 
that I was much within bounds, While in that statement I pro» 
fessed only to give the substance of what the great orator was 
reported to have said, | really made the report much milder and 
far less harsh aod offensive than the original utterance appears 
to have been. 

It i» easy ax we all know, to state à balf-truth in such a way 
as to make it equivalent to a whole falsehood, le not this à 
case of this kind? M the Truth Seeker "—the man or the 
woman behind the c had reprodeced as much of my editorial 
as I have done of bis, his readers would have acen that 1 said 
much more in the great Agaostic's favor than I did in his repro 
bation, [a this regard the “ Truth Scckee " seems to follow the 
lines of policy adopted by the great partisan dailies. AN the 
good concerning its own beroe» and policies must be told and 
all the unfavorable facts denied or concealed. 

For myself, I have no beroes to worsbip and no policies, as 
such, to defend. I try to speak tbe truth in regard to men and 
things, living or dead, without fear or favor, wbenever 1 think 
it necessary to speak at all. 

I have little usc for the okl Latin maxim, De mortuis nil nisi 
bonum" say nothing of tbe dead except good." To me this is 
to) near akin to Asiatic ancestor worship to be usefal to tbe 
living or honorable, even, to tbe dead. The best use we can 
make of the departed is to study tbeir lives in tbe light of truth 
anë renson, avoiding their failures, their voces, their crimes, 
and emulating as far as possible their successes, their virtues, 
their gooduess and greatness, To do this their frailties must be 
kaovro, tbeir mistakes, their vices and crimes, as well as their 
merits, their virtues, their excelicacies. 

Wooderfal man as he was, Robert G. Ingersoll was no saint ; 
did not profess to be such. He was philosopherenosgh tokoow 
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that be was just as good and as bad, në bigh and as low, as 
wise aud as foolish, as small and as great, as his beredity aod 
his cavironment permitted him to be, and bence both praise and 
blame should be eliminated from the equation. 

When we remember that be wasalawver by occapation and 
a politician by training and inclination—a politician with abil- 
ities wad prospects of the vere highest —the wonder is not that 
be was loconstant, illogical, inconsistent aed fallible, but rather 
that be made as few mistakes as be did; tbe wonder is that the 
man vras not completely suok in tbe lawyer and tbe politician— 
as be so generally the case under like temptations,

To sum ap this question of veracity in few words: I have 
not sought controversy with the people, tbe “we,” who now 
conduct the “Truth Secker""—have never sought controversy 
with them oc with any other of my contemporaries. As a juor- 
nalist it is my business to tell the truth. as before said, ip regard 
to man and bis work—using man in the generic eme. exten - 
atiog nothing and setting nothing down in malice.” 

¿Robert Greene logersoli was eminently a poblic character, 
Asa lecturer aod writer for the public be had few equals, As a 
man, as an orator and an a writer be belongs to the public and 
is therefore a legitimate subject of criticism, His private life 
was not called in question hy myself or Mr. Quina, bot rather 
his attitude towards one of the most vital of the public ques- 
tions of the day and age. 1 bad beard the story often, and 
knowing the history of Col. Ingersoll’s connection with tbe Re- 
pablican party 1 did not doubt ite substantial trath, and there» 
fore considered mysezf quite justibed in using thi» episode in the 
way | did—to illustrate what | had reason to believe the evolo- 
tion of this great man's miod and character. 

Once more only: [look upon the memory of Robert G. In- 
Kersoll ag that of a brother, a brother beloved, à brothereogaged 
in similar work to my owo, and having a common aim. His 
specialty was the overthrow of ecdlesiasticism; be doubtless be- 
lieved it best to concentrate his forces wpos that alone, Only in 
his last appearance before the public did he declare himself upe- 
guivocally in favor of free motherbood and selfownership of wo 
man, the most important of all reforme, While still in the vigor 
of manbood his attacks of npoplexg had probably warned bim 
that it was time for hio to come out plainly and tell what be 
believed to be tbe “solution of the whole matter.” Thisdeclara- 
tion makes his memory doubly dear to me, 

Yes, Kobert G. Ingersoll was- my brotber, my younger 
brother, In life he was two yearsmv junior. At ooe of his later 
public appearances io Chicago | had the pleasure of taking him 
by the band, having beco introduced to him and his wife—my 
daughter and myseli—by Captain Robert C. Adem Now he is 
gone, while I still linger oa the shores of mortality, asd if wbeo 
I shall have followed bim those who remain behiod shall treat 
my memory as kindly and tenderly and yet as justly and truth- 
fully ae 1 have tried to treat that of Robert Green Togersoll I 
shall have no cause for complaint on that score, Emerson 
says, "A simple, manly character neod never make an apology."

The Evolution of Competition. 


M by “competitive system Edwin C. Walker means a con- 
dition of society in which every person competes against every 
other person, tben I agree with him that there probably never 
has been any ch competitive system; aud | furthermore main- 
tain that there never will be. Inthe nature of things, it is an 
impossibility. Even if there was an approach to it among cer: 
tain primitive peoples, the tribe and the family soon intervened, 
followed in duc time by the partnership, the company, the cor- 
poration and the trust. Each of these was an effort at protec 
tion, through voluntary co-operation, against the ever neren: 
ing severity of the competitive struggle, Each of these co-oper- 
ative efforts was advantageous to tbe co-opcrators, but was 
necessarily accompanied by intensified competition among the 
groups thus formed, At length certaio groups became so pow- 
erfol that tbey practically " held up” all the other groups 
petition hail reached its logical outcome, which is monopoly, 

This course of development was aided (bat not caused) by 
law, which is another way of sayiog that certain volontary 
groups were sufficiently intelligent and powerfal to hoodwink 
nod expropriate tbe rest of society in accordance with given 
formulae. These groups had two incentiver~private profit, and 
the power over others that comes only through private profit. 

Throughout the history of the world tbe voluntary group, 
with private profit for its incentive, bas beco the nost serious 
"menace to society. It has been the controlling force la war, re- 
ligion, government and industrial expropriatios, It will co- 
deavor to control law so long as law shali exist, asd in the 
absence of law will speedily find other means to perpetuate 
itself, Its blighting indeence will survive till private prot is no 
tore, No Czar can suppress the voluatary group and enforce 
the chimera of "' free competition,” 

We call the system of today the competitive system, because 
competition is now more deadly than ever before io the world's 
bistory—it i+ the competition of organized voluntary groups 
struggling with each other for the final mastery. Tbe next step 
mast be absolute monopoly, which means the virtual ownership 
of society by voluntary groupe; or else co-operation, which 
menos the abolition of private profit. and therefore the destruc 
tion of the inceative which readers the voluntary group so dan- 
xerous. Only under Socialism will tbe voluntary group cease to 
be a menace to the well being of society at large. Its fangs will 
then be drawn, and it must tarn from ways ol war to paths of 
peace. 

V am aware that there are some who cem to thiok that 
people cannot co-operate in the prodoction e food, dothiog and 
sbelter without making slaves of cach other. Such persons are 
apt to be interested in the amusing economics of C. I. fames.

Gaal legal right to determioe the gruend of his defense, and 
throegh the opinions of doctors concerning the relative effectsof 
prisons and asylums on people suffering from his peculiar form 
of insanity, the evidence as to his mental condition was not 
allowed to go before the court, there ie co doubt io the minds of 
his lawyers, bis friends or the p'irsicians who examined bim that 
bis is a case of paranoia, of progressive insanity, dating from 
his childhood. Dr. S. M. Dobia, graduate of the University of 
Zunch and practicing physician for some years ia this city, in 
whose house Herman Heteber lived for a considerable time, wan 
willing to go upon the witness stand and. testify as to the spe. 
eite nature of bie malady, I have talked with Dr. Dobis and 
read the report of his opinion offered to Lawyer Amram; it 
kave the pecaliar morbid physical tendencies of such cares, and 
described some of the different hallucisations to which Herman 
was subject. Amon them was the singular fantasy that I was 
an especial hater and persecutor of Jews. Now, as every one at 
all acquainted with me knows, my best friends happen to be 
Jews, and as to persecution, only an insane man could invest me 
with power to persecute anyone, The opielon of Dr. Dubin was 
coincided ia by the expert alienist taken to the prison to exam: 
ine him, and Dr, Steinbach, having read the report, also on- 
curred. Rat all agreed that in such canes, while recovery is 
at all times exceedingly doubtíal, the effect of an insane asylom 
would be to make them bopelces, What little chance there ie 
for recovery can be nourished better la the prison than in the 
asylam! Beautiful comment on State treatment of the ipande! 

This bang tbe judgment of lawyers amd doctors, oor unfor: 
tunate comrade went before the court në à sane man, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to almost the limit of the law, though 
it must have been upparcot toevery one there that his mind was 
"quer." The detective (und 1 want to say that so lar ns 1 
have any kaowledge this detective is a gentleman and an bonest 
and rather hamave man within the limite of his calling, which 
arc exceedingly straighteocd) testified. that when arrested and 
questioned Herman declared be had loved me, that | had 
broken his beart, and be had made wp his mind two mooths be 
fore that l deserved to die. I donot titok Mr. Crawford lied 
I presume their questions may have elicited answers like that; 
for the first presumption when a man sboots à woman is thor 
he was in love with ber. © exscoce of the grotesque! I koow 
that Comrade Mary Hansen saw him io the station house an 
hour after the shooting and sald: “ Why, Herman, why ever did 
you do thie?" he answered, " don't know; 1 had to” “Bot 
it anythioj was tbe matter with you, why did you never come" 
nod tell us anything? Mins de Cleyre did not even know you 
were in the city," =" Well, why dida’t she know? She ought to 
bave known. Nobody cared about me. 1 had nothing to cat 
for three days, and fourteen cents ia my pocket.” 

These were ballucinativas; there was no necessity of bis be- 
ing without food; ùe had beca working at Oppenb cimer's cigar 
factory uud bad not been discharged, 

But whether on that day or at uny otber time he fancied

himself in love with me, becertainly had pever been my “suitor,” 
never had said the word love to me and never did apything 
which any person of ordinary common scase could give a second 
{bought to as lovemaking. Ii iu the multiplicity of delusions 
which beset him the love delusion also took possession of bim, 1 
can no more account for it thas for any other of his fantasies, 
such a», for instance, the fancy one day when be found his pby- 
sician ill that it must be all due to worriaot ọn account of him, 
or tbe fancy in the prison that be bad given his lawyer a great 
dealof pain by his incivility. It is characteristicof such sufferers 
that they conceive the whole world to be turning about them · 
scires, and every action of everybody has some reference totem. 
When be spoke in his own defense in the court, be declared 
that be had been three times exdudod from the Social Science 
Club; that as tbe result of that exclusion be was usable to get 
work in the cigar factories of Philadelphia, and that when be 
went to other cities be was still parsucd by this exclusion? 
When the prosecotor asked bim what that had to do with his 
shooting me, be said be thought I was responsible for his exclu- 


Now tbe facts are that be was inrited to join tbe club at it» 
prescot formation; that became several times; agreed to do 
certain work distributing literature and afterwards concluded 
be would not do it; and after some weeks dropped oat of the 
club, saying to me that he did not feel able to take any active 
part at present, From that time till two weeks before the 
shooting, T neither saw nor heard. of him more than once or 
twice, agd about two yearsbad elapsed from the last time I bad 
wen bim when ove day about the Sth of December, I received 
from him a letter which was both laeghable and pitifal; laugh- 
able in its odd jumble of iucoberencies, pitiful in its great pain 
and stress. Onc sentence showed the suspicion of bis own con- 
dition, ruuntog thus: “It may be humor, bat it isn't so to me,” 
The burden of the letter was the exclusion fancy. I wrote bim 
at once that he was entirely mistaken; that he would be wel- 
come at the club any Monday evening; that he was morbid, 
and probably stayed alone too much, aod would do well to get 
out in company more. | neither saw him nor beard another 
voni until be shot me, 

That be bas today any serious realization of tbe nature of 
his act no one who has seco bim can believe, When I saw him 
at the prison, immediately after his sentence, he shook bands 
with me and commenced to say bow sorry be was that he had 
caused me so much suffering; | tried to pat it out of bis mind 
by saying: “Do not think of it any more; it is past; it was a 
misunderstanding, a mistake." "Yes," be answered, “E thiak, 
I feel ware, it was a mistake; it was foolish; it was boyish.” 

So much for the mental condition. As to the character of 
the boy, apart from his unsoundoe:s of mind (and T have said 
any time during the last six years that he was off"), there 
never lived a better intentioned, gentler, kinder, more geacrous 
soul. Large and beautiful aspirations tried to crowd their way 
through his poor, narrow, darkened intellect, and that le the 
great tragedy of it. Aud we must expect these things. The 
light of liberty must go straving through weary ways, tbrough 
chinks and crevices and cavernous depths and dimmed windows 
that distort aod discolor it; and the crippled life within will 
struggle feebly toward that one pale hope and break itself and 
others in its foredoomed hope to know and fec all, 

1 bope, therefore, that those of our comrades who judged 
matters in advance, those who allowed their reactionary seoti- 
menta to get the better of them (amd there were quite a number 
who did) will now see the unwisdom of speaking too soon, aod 
come out wjoarely aod say: "T spoke foolishly, and I take it 
back.” 

Lam about to do that myself concerning one foolish state 
meot which Comrade James says L made. | do not remember 
saying: * Vatiety is prostitution.” If I did, I spoke foolisbly 
and I take it back. i will say, bowever, that very much of the 
variety that bas been offered for my consideration is consider. 
ably worse than prostitotion, which latter has at least a com.

They always 
serk (much deeper. than Mr. Camberses) to see why buman 
natare is as it is, and come to tbe conclusion that humanity in 
its evolution has been prevented aod stifled proportionately as 
all necessary factors were withheld or denied to mankied by 
and through government, 

The Anarchist studies man, individually and collectively, as 
a revoltant of surrounding conditions, and comes to the concla- 
siou that these conditions, together with government—tbe very 
organ and meuns of perpetuatioj these conditione—prevent ha- 
manity's progress nod mast therefore be abolished. 

He also is aware of the effect of beredity or what science 
calis atavism, and in chorus with Elie Reclur he repeats: “It is 
not, however, owing to atavíam, but to the mere continuance of 
an old order of things, that so many of our ill-edacated classes, 
shepberds, agricultural laborers and even factory bands, are as 
little developed and live a life an little intellectual as savages.”

One of the notable books of the day is Nancy McKay Gor- 
don'a" Majesty of Sex," Eloqueotly yet temperately written 
by one whose breadth of vision is manifest in every page, and 
approaching the subject from that mystic side vow so popular, 
this book ought to bring tbe truth that sex is one of the great- 
est of human moral forces bome to thousands, The chief thesis 
of the book may be said to be that sex is potest for spiritual 
lite and unes even more than for mere physical pleasure and re 
production, It ie a brave book, as every work now seriously 
discussing sex must be, and the religious carnestocis of the 
author is as apparent as ber scholarly research, Sbe wields a 
se bije and poetic pea and the literary qualities of the work arc 
high. 

be moat nocient and interesting of all religions, the 
Phallic, is particularly treated of and, as it were, brought for- 
ward and adopted to modern life and tbougtt. 
i “Ip the remote ages, whea sex worship was incorporated 
nto a religious ritual, the best and highest thoogbts clustered 
around the subject of generation, elevating it to the pinnacle of 
holiness,” 

She insists that sun and sex worship existed together at the 
start: “ These two religions were so iaterblended that it is km- 
possible to separate them or give them a distinct definition," 
and that sun and sex worship ideas run all through the Bible 
narrative and the story of the Christ. “Jesus, the Christ," she 
saya, "so entangled his teachings with those of the earlier sun 
gods—Apollo, Osiris and Theie—that even bis birth bas become 
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confased with the day of tbe sun's rebirth; further, be suffered 
himself to be cracified on the cross which, nges before, was held 
in reverence all over the world as a sex symbol," 

” Sculptured over the temples of the Orient is tbe cross in its 
many forms, and it siguiñes the generative power. It was 
originally represented as a trinity, and for this reason a sacred- 
ness was attribated to the somber three.“ 

Here are some quotations which will give an idea of the sig- 
nificant scope and fine style of the work: 

The effectiveness of thought depends upon its wholesome- 
ness, its wholesomences upon its partaking of both a male and

Soul meets soul, and tbe touch of bodies proves of 
soulful profit, , . . . Both perceive the process of regenera 
tion, and embrace in the ecstacy of celestial knowledge, for Love 
only rules." . . . “Te is well for tbe sexes to labor in com- 
pany, for by so doing the positive and negative forces are ex- 
changed in loving and healing vibrations.” , . . . "In Nature 
this nuptial ceremony is forever taking place , . =- , “Min 
the perfect interaction of the two forces ever playiog and sweet- 
ly interplaying throagh all the channels of Being.” 

In brief, the argument in the book is that the higher natures 
will use the sex embrace intelligently as a menus of conceiving 
and begetting spiritual childrea—that is, great thoughts, true 
intuitions and perceptions, poetic and artistic inspirations, and 
in this I folly agree with her, Love will yet be consconusly used 
as tbe great Physician, the Artist, the Iospiration—it will be 
used consciously for physical and spiritual culture.

it Can Not Be Done. 


To those who, like myself, have been impressed by Morrison 
L Swift's article on a “College of Sex" I would recommend the 
second of Herbert ©. Wells" articles on “Mankind io the Mak- 
img," to be found in the Cosmopolitan for October, 1902. 
This writer is fully alive to the wretched condition of var pres 
ent birth-supply, aod the whole purpose of bis series of articles 
ls summed up in this declaration- We arc here to get better 
births and a better result from those births.” 

He recogulres the two ways of improving the birth supply: 
increase of parcotage among really superior men and vromen, 
and tbe climination of the unfit. Morcover, be is one who tbor- 
oughly belicres that progress can be accelerated by compulsion, 
that people can be iegislated into bygicoe, good sene, virtoc and 
intelligence. Nevertheless be declares that, aside from what 
may he accomplished by individuals, actiog as such, any direct 
attempt to control reproduction is impossible, “because of ig- 
norance—not the ignorance of the majority, but an absolute 
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want of knowledge.” He says much oo this line, conclading— 
“This missing science of beredity, thie unworked mine of koow!- 
edge on the borderiand of biology and anthropology, which for 
all practical porposes is as un worked now as it was ia the days 
of Plato, is, ia simple truth, ten times more important to 
bumanity than all the chemistry and physics, all the technical 
and industrial science that ever has been or ever will be dis- 
covered.” 

As to scientific breeding be says: “The first difficulty these 
theorists ignore is this: we are, an matter of fact, not a bit 
clear what points to breed for and what points to breed cut. 

“The analogy with the breeder of cattle is a very misleading 
one, He bas a very simple ideal to which he directe the entire 
pairing of his stock, He breeds for beet, be breeds for calves and 
milk, he breeds for a homogeneous, docile berd. Toward that 
ideal be goes simply and directly, slaeghtering and sparing, re- 
kardlese entirely of any divergent variation that moy arise 
beneath his control. A young calf with an incipient sense of 
bumor, with a bright and ioquiriog disposition, with a gift for 
atbleticiam or a qumotiv marked hide, has do sort of chance 
with bim ar all on that account. He cau throw these proffered 
gifts of Nature aside without hesitation, Which is just what 
our theoretical breeders of humanity cannot veotute to do. 
They do not want a homogeneous race in. the fatore at ail, 
They want n rich interplay of fece, strong and varied personali» 
ties, and that alters the natare of the problem absolutely." 

Even such point» as beauty, health, ability, genius, 
energy —qualities one might say universally to be bred for—<an- 
not be assured, for we know nothing of the laws that govera 
them. “Ne do not know the demrnia of what we bare, the 
human characteristics we are working upon to get that end. 
Tbe sentimentalized affinitics of young person» in theie spriog 
are just as likely to result in the improvement of the race in this 
respect as tbe whole science of anthropology ia ite present stage 
of evolution," 

On the other hand, in “the elimination of the unfit” we arc 
almost us much at sea. We do not know what qualities to 
breed out. Ofcrime be saye—"A criminal is no doobt of less 
personal value to the community than à. law-abidivg citizen of 
tbe same general calibre; bat it does not follow for ooc moment 
that be is of less value as a parent. His personal disaster may 
be due to the possesion of a bold and enterprisiog character, oi 
pride aod energy abore the needs of the position bis social sur- 
roundings force upon him, Another citizen may have all this 
man's desires and impolses, checked and sterilized by a lack of 
nervous energy, by an abject fear of the policemaa and of the 
conseqococes of the disapproval of his more prosperous fellow- 
citizens, 

“1 will frankly conices that for my own part I preter the 
wicked to tbe mean, and that I would rather trast the future to 
the former strain than to the latter. Whatever preference the 
reader may entertain, there remains this unmistakable objection 
to its application to breeding: that criminality is not a specific 
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simple quality, but à complex that may interfase with other 
complexes to give quite incalculable results in the offspring it 
produces. So that here again, ou the negative side, we find a 
general expression unserviceable for our aec." 

Alcobolism be regards as largely dependent upon tempera. 
ment. "Until we possess a far more subtle and thoroagh anal- 
yala of the drunkard's physique and mind than we have at pres- 
ent we have no justification whatever in artificial interventióo 
to locrease whatever eliminatory process may at presest be 
going on in this respect.” 

Of insanity he says: “The man in the street thinks madness 
wa fixed and defnite thing, as distinct from sanity as black is 
from white. Bat a very little reading of alienists will dissolve 
this clear assurance, Here again it seems possible that we have 
a number of states that we arc led to believe are simple because 
tbey arc gatbered togetber under tbe generic word madocas, bot 
which may represent a considerable variety of induced and cura- 
ble and nonheritable states oo the one hand and of the innate 
und incorable and heritable mental disproportionsoa theotber.'* 

He refers to Nordau's “ Degeoerntion,". which “did at least 
serve to sbow that if we can not call a man stupid we may 
almost invariably call bim mad with some show of reason. . . . 
The public read the book for tbe sake of its abuse, applied the 
intended conclusion to every success that awakened its envy, 
and failed altogether to sce how absolütely the definition of 
madoces was destroyed. Bat if madness is indeed simply genius 
net of hand, aod genius only madorss under adequate control; 
if imagination is a snare only to the unreasonable, and a disor- 
dered mind only an excess of intellectual enterprise—and really 
none of these things can be positively disproved,— then just as 
reasonable as the iden of suppreesing tbe reproduction of mad- 
ness is the idea of breeding it! Let us take all these dull, stag- 
want respectable people, one might say, who do nothing but 
soatorm to whatever rule isestablished about them and obetruct 
whatever change is proposed to them, whose chief quality is a 
sheer incapacity to imagine anything beyond their petty experi» 
eoces, and let us tell them plainly: “It is time a lunatic married 
into your family!’ Let no man rue away from this with the 
statement that I propose soch a thing should be done, but it is, 
at any rate in tbe present state of our knowledge, as reasonable 
a proposal to make as ¡ts quite frequently reiterated converse.” 

I wust refrain from further quotation. Kemi tbe article; it 
is worth while. All this empbasizes the need of kaowledge and 
is in accord with Morrison L Swift's atrosg article, but when 
the latter say», Such acts should be regarded as crimes and be 
prevented,” be assente 10 à principle which must be emphatically 
denied because of the danger of it. “Society has a right to aay 
that incapables shall not be spawned upon it,” on the surface 
seats to state a evident truth. but who can apply it? Who 
but individuals in the regulation of their own private conduct? 
This individual responsibility to society in the matter of repro- 
duction can hardly be too rtroogly insisted upos, but it is a re- 
spoasibility of the individual and must remain roch. Whenever 
aod wherever society aearps the responsibility of the individual 
the latter degecerates and the responsibility lapses. It is a çom- 
mon saying that “everybody's businces is nobody's business. 
aod institutional respoosihility becomes null and void, 

Kat this is not the worst danger, for this provision may be 
used as a means of persecution, Nay, I will go further and say 
it would be sure to be used for persecution, [t is not so very 
dificult nor «o very rure au oxcorreace for families to obtain 
incarceration in a madbouse of some member who is ín she way 
or whose ideas arë contrary to recognized opinions. Admit tbe 
principle that society may confine aod isolate the insane to pre- 
vent reproduction amë bow casy it will be to iocarcerate men 
ani women whose ideas and actions are not of the established 
onder of things’ 

We radicals should prod no illustration of the danger of this 
principle, Who among us would object to the suppression of 
really obscene literature? Here isa similar principle, and how 
does it result in action? Honest effort toward education i» 
hoonded to death, a few miserable blackmailers gaia a disbonor- 
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able liviag, aod filthy literature abounds. It can not be dope, 
save by individual responsibility ia freedom. 

Lam confident Morrison I Swift will recogosze the pertinence 
of this criticism aod admit that for once he allowed bis “real to 
outrun discretion.” 

His suggestion as to preventive cbceks—hat I have bad 
space enough. If oar editor will allow me I will permit myself 
the pleasure of dealing with that another time.

Moral Education of the Young. 

Of errors in edecation one of the worst is that of inconsist- 
eocy, Asin a community crimes multiply when there is no cer- 
tain administration of justice, to in a family an immense increase 
of transgressions resulta from a hesitating or irregular infliction 
of penalties, A weak mother, who perpetually threatens and 
rarely pertorase—who makes rules ia haste and repents of them 
at leisurc—who treats the same offense now with severity and 
sow with leniency, accordiog as tbe passing humor dictates, is 
laying up miseries both for berscl/ aod ber children. Sbeis make 
ing herself contemptible io their eyes; sbe ie setting them as ex- 
ample of uncontrolled fcelings; abe iseocouragiog them to trans- 
geess by the prospect of probable immonity: she is entailing 
endless squabbics and accompanying damage to ber own temper 
and the tempers of ber little oves; she is reducing their minds to 
a moral chaos, which after scar» of bitter caperience will with 
difficulty bring into order. Better even a barbarous fore of do- 
mestic government carried ost consistently, than a humane ove 
locoasistently carried ost. — Again we say, avoid coercive meas 
ures whesever it is possible to do so: but when you fied despot: 
ism really necessary, be despotic in good earnest, 

Bear constantly in mind the truth that tbe aim of your dis 
cipline should be to produce a self gorermag being, bot to pro- 
doce a being to be governed by others. Were your children fated 
to pase their lives as slaves, you could not too much accustom 
them to slavery dering their childhood; but as they are by and 
by to be free men, with no une to control their daily conduct, 
you cannot too mech accustom them to self control while they 
are still under vont eye. This it is which makes the system of 
discipline by natural consequences so especially appropriate to 
tbe social state which we io Eogland have now reached, Under 
early, tyrannical forms of society, when oot of the chief evils the 
citizen bad to fear was the anger of his superiors, it was well 
that during childbood parental vengenoce should be a predomi- 
nant means of government, But now that tbe citizen bas little 
to fear from avy ove—novy that the good or evil which be expe- 
riences througbout life is mainly that which in the nature of 
things results (rom his own conduct, it is desirable that from his 
bret years be should begia to learn, experimeotally, the good or 
evil consequences which natorally follow this or that conduct. 
Alm, therefore, to dimioish the amount of parental governmest 
as fast as you can substitate for it ja your child's mind that self. 
government arising from a foresight of results, In infancy a 
considerable amoant of absolutism is pecessary, A three-year: 
old urchin playing with au open razor cannot pe allowed to 
learn by this discipline of consequences, for the consequences 
may, in such case, be too serious. But as intelligence increases, 
the number of instances calliag for peremptory iuterſetence 
be and should be diminished, with the view of gradually ending 
them as maturity is approached, All periode of transition ure 
dangerous, and the most dangerous is the transition (com tbe 
restraiot of the family circle to tbe nonrestraiot of tbe world. 
Hence tbe importance of pursuing the policy we advocate, which, 
alike by cultivating a child's faculty of self-restraint, by contisa- 
ally increasing the degree in which it is left to ita self constraint, 
and by so bringing it, step by step, to a state of unaided seltre- 
straint, obliterates tbe ordinary sudden aod hazardous change 
por externally governed youth to internally governed mar 
turity. . 

Do not regret the exhibition of considerable self will on the 
part of your children. It is the correlative of that diminished 
coerciveness no conspicuous in modern edocation, The greater 
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tendency to assert freedom of action on tbe one side correspond s 
to the smaller tendency to tyrannize on the other. They both 
indicate an approach to the system of discipliot we contend for, 
under which children will be more and more led to rule them- 
selves by the cxpericoce of natural consequences, and they are 
both tbe accompaniments of our more advanced social state. 
The independent Eoglish boy is the father of the independent 
English man, aod you cannot have the last withoat the first. 
German teachers say that they bad rather manage a dozen Ger- 
mas boys than one English one, Shall we, therefore, wish that 
our boys had tbe manageableness of the German ones, and with 
it the submissiveness and political serfdom of adolt Germans + 


Or shall we not rather tolerate in our boys those feclings which

A Mistake Regarding Colonies. 


In 957 of Lucifer, under tbe caption of “All by Request,” 
Comrade C. L. James, amongst other things, costeode that the 
place for commonistic experimenta is in the city, and uses the 
colonists of Home, Wash., as an example, claimiog they have 
been persecuted there, but woold not have been in Chicago. 

This la a grotesque mistake, In tbe first place tbe life at 
Home is not communistic. In a city these comrades could not 
have established a community such as tbey Lave done; could 
not own the homes they live in; could not have gardens, chick» 
ens, cows, cte., and be their own emplovers, as they now largely 
arc 


Had they been in Chicago at the time of tbe assassination 01 
McKinley they would have beer hustled off to the police station 
cu masse, a» the “Free Society" group was, and tbe daily 
papers would have had accounts of the "capture of over onc 
hundred Aoarchists who were probably connected with the con- 
spiracy to kill the President." Let's use a little induction on 
this question. 

Washington is full of intensely loyal old pensioners, and it 
was from themi that the demand to persecute the Home com- 
rades sprang. Asit was, no children were dragged off to jail, 
and no women had their teeth knocked out, as was the case in 
Chicago. 

Had Home beca in Oregon the comrades would no* bave 
beea molested. When tbe Tacoma papers were raving to have 
Home broken up, the Portland papers rebaked them, contending 
that a peaceful, self-supporting community whose members 
minded their own business was not " dangerous," ond that the 
proposition to interfere with them was setting à dangerous ex- 
ample of lawlessness and violence. 

A community, powadays, in the country could have daily 
mail at the front gate, telephone service if desired, and good 
roads to ncarest market. They would also be away from the 
sneaking city detective, tbe authority-displaying policeman, the 
sidewalk inspector, street inspector and ™ health officer.” 

la tbe country they do not have to bunt for a boss, but can 
be self supporticg by home production. They would not ha ve to 
face a tent collector every month, oor bave their water supply 
abut off it they did not call promptly at a water olëce. ' 

Aside from these secondary considerations the fact remains 
that we depend, primarily, oa. production from the soil for our 
living. The further we get away from the soil the more depend- 
ent we become, With access to the soil we can become inibe- 
pendent, 

Tolstoi recommends a return to the soll. Kropotkin advo 
cates communal experiments in the immediate vicinity of a large 
city. For those who are so enamored of city life that country 
lite ts unendurable proximity toa suborban car linc is ungues- 
tionably the best, bat to thore who care more for liberty and 
wide opportunity to get close to mature, to co-operate freely and 
to live one's own life, than for window displays of merchandise, 
street pageants, prize fights and other alloremesta peculiar to 
the city, a "lodge in tbe wildernesa" will do, if the cooditions ot 
soil, climate, water, etc, aro there, dnd congenial companions 
apite their efforts to make life comfortable and joyous. 


Crowding to the city and forming secret societics ure to be 
deplored, while all efforts to cooperate one with another aod 
with nature to supply our wants with the fewest possible trans” 
fern of producta are to be commended and cocournged. 

There are locations to be bad in thes state where a commu- 
nity as numerous as the occ at Home could raise all the grain, 
stock, poultry, fruits aud vegetables needed by them aod have 
a surplus, and by utilizing a mountain stream make clothes, 
shoes and furniture and pat electric lights in every house, and be 
vomolested by neighbors or officers. W. H. Appts.

As to Primitive Marriage. 

Ata February meeting of the Boston Social Science Club a 
most interesting address on “The Relation of the Individual to 
Society” was given by George Willis Cooke, who is chiefy kaown 
as a literary lecturer and writer, but who is, as well, a student 
of sociology aod ethnology. 

Tbe theme of hie discourse was that tbe individun] la essen- 
tially and altogether a product of society. Physical heredity 
and social heredity make him what he la. The lecturer ex» 
pounded this idea very fully ant forcibly and dwelt for some 
length upon the origin of the human race. He contended that 
the human species was not developed from a strong species, liv- 
ing isolated in pairs, but from a tribal species; and that through 
this very grouping, this necessity for social life, bad arisen the 
conditions which made possible the development of the essec- 
tially human qualities, Prom a weak species, geouped together 
for delease and süstenanec, mau arose, a product of social con. 
ditions, and he bas always beca a social species. 

This is the latest conclusion of ethnology, and the recent 
evidence, the lecturer claimed, is strongly in favor of the group- 
marriage as the earliest form of human marriage, His presea- 
tation of the subject seemed so atropg and convincing to one of 
the audience that sbe questioned bim after the lecture on this 
point, as her own Opinion had been founded oz Westermarck's 
“History of Marriage," and was very mach that pat forth by 
Dora Forster in Lacifer 059. 

In reoly to inquirics the speaker stated that Westermarck is 
still regarded as authority on the subject of marriage, but that 
recent ethnological research has indicated conyincingly that be 
is in error as to the primitive marriage, Engel's work is foond- 
ed chiefly on researches which are now nearly fifty years old, 
and tbe advance of science in this department has been so rapid 
doring the past ten years that its conclusions have not got into 
books. One who would be really “up to-date" on the matter 
must read, not books, bat tbe printed reports of tbe various 
societies devoted to ethnological stady—such as the British 
Society of Anthropology and others, | am sorry Lam unable 
to recall the socictics be mentioned, but I offer this suggestion 
to those who, like myself, ha ve been interested in the issue rained 
by Dora Forster and Adolf Vogeler- Am CHAMFXEY.

The Editor and the Correspondent. 


It appears to me that C. L. James bas shown F. Combersey 
to be in serious error. Mr. Cambersey somehow obtained the 
notion that Pree Society offers a free platform for tbe discussion 
of Anarchy. Nothing of the sort. Pree Society is strictly for 
propaganda work, and discussion is allowed only at the sweet 
will of the various editors and correspondents who are engaged 
in tbe propaganda, Certain kinds of propaganda work suffer 
very seriously from free discussion, and natorally in such ta- 
stances the editorial right to shut off is freely and frequently exer- 
emet, I did not koovy that Mr, James was onc of the editors of 
Pree Society, but he scems to be in n position to say jast what 
sort of arguments may be use lia replying to him and also the 
time at which replic» may appear. That it may please Mr. 
James to possess and exercise such a power | do not dobt, but 
I frankly say that I am glad 1 do not have a similar advantage 
in the presentation of any "vindications" 1 may choose to 
make. 1 Mr, James wishes to vindicate Anarchy for the next 
fifty-two weeks in Free Society and can shat off all debate till be 
bas bad bis say, he certainly will succeed in vindicating his dis 
cretion, if nothing se. The principle is the same if bat two 
weeks are involved instead of fifty two. And if be cun say what 
kind of articles may appear—that this is foolish amd that is 
absurd, and only those must be printed that he does not con- 
sider foolish or absord—then be vindicates something, and that 
something is simply unconscionable dogmatism. Do not mis 
understand me. Free Society has a perfect right to follow ite 
own course. Its editors are conducting the paper, and maycon- 
duct it in thelr own wav. Lam simply calling the atteation of 
of people (through Mr. James’ remarks to Mr, Cambersey in 
No. 050 of Lucifer) to the manner la which they are doiog their 
work. 

It is no casy matter to edit a paper fairly, Lam well aware, 
and it scems to me that Moses Harman has attained that ideal 
as nearly as it is possible for any person todo. His propaganda 
has nothing to fear from discussion. Within the limits of the 
Comstock laws be allows criticism of any nature and at any 
time. To illustrate how thoroaghly 1 believe in bis fairness, |

nomic independence, The being who expects bis [or her] maia- 
tenance from another is ia. servitode. Bot to gain one's liveli- 
bood or to have an income is not to be free. And, if a proof of 
this is necessary, is it not found ia the current fact that women 
whose material fate is ia their own hands, eitber by their dowry 
or by their earnings abdicate their autonomy like the rest— 
witbout revolt?

It is an important subject and one on which most of us 
bare opinions. The selection from Herbert Speocer in No. 959 
was tbe best thing that could be said on the subject. People 
whe feel desperate aod make a great fuss because children are 
sometimes bad, whatever the training, shoald be comforted by 
the article as the writer explains it (the badness) as belonging 
naturally to the evolutionary growtb of children aod they get 
over it as they grow larger and their noses get tbe right shape. 

C. L. James gets a good deal of criticism but he is all right 
on this question, for be agrees with me. Children do not need 
so moch forcing as most people think.

She shoald have allowed ber little girl to wade in that icv 
water all she wanted to, Children were never made sick 
by rain or snow or cold or wet or ke if they play in 
them as long as they enjoy it, and have a chance to get 
and dry wben they are ready and want the dry clot 
warmth. Mr». Magoos did not say her child was 
going in the water three times. Why should she be 
trom the foarth or ditë, cr if she bad bees in së m 
tbree times all at once? That plan would have sa 
pairs of sboes and stockings. Why should the child be 
of that much pieasore? Think what a rare chance she to 
be insured against fature wettipgs, accidental or otherwise. 
Now abe is in danger of being made sick when she geta wet, 
which ie very likely to happen occasionally, Pew of us get 
through the world dry shod, and it i» of no great advantage to 
us if we do. 

It is an awful superstition mothers get. that wet and cold 
make children sick. They do get sick from them sometimes, it is 
true, bat it is the superstition, not tbe wet and cold, makes theni 
wo. Girls ate taught that it is particularly dangerous at certain 
times to be exposed to cold or wet or bad weather, and so, if 
they are obedient, they will be very careful, and when by accident 
they are so exposed they will be very sick, because that is the 
program me—and conventional lines must not be ignored. 

I never did a thing in my life with the direct perpose of sav- 
img or improviog my bealth, I oever refrained from doing any- 
thing I wanted to do oo account of a possible effect on my health. 
Lam not too old to remember bow 1 loved to wade ia water and 
paddle arouad in a bard rain; in fact, T enjoy it vet, and 1 would 
not cob my children of the same pleasure. I remember rolling 
in snow with the other children wben 1 was a child, and bow we 
enjoyed it. We didn't spoil any clothes, either, nor have to 
change. We were never prevented from doing aqything of that 
kind we wanted to do, and tbere was never a bunch of bealthier 
“kids” raised than we were. We never had to be called ia: we 
knew just whea we bad enough without any coercion or in- 
struction.

If it bad been me who told my two year-old baby to pkk sp 
some beans and she objected, the beans would have remaloed ca 
the floor until this time, if they hadn't got swept oat incident- 
ally, before I would have spaoked a single spaok for the sake of 
beans or obedience. 

I should consider it one of the greatest misfortunes of Me to 
have a thoroughly obedient child. A clubfoot or crospeves oc 
rickets would be a picakc in comparison. A little iocident le mal 
life to illustrate. Some little origbbor childrea came to vist 
mine ove day, a long time ago. Their grandma proposed t» 
take the whole gang to sce a new building, a abort block amy. 
The oldest visitor said: “Ob, no; we can’t go, for we diat 
ask mamma.” 

I told my children then I hoped they would never be s de 
pendent on my permission, or so devoid of judgweot of Une 
own that they would be afraid to step out of their tracks with 
out my consent. I wanted them never to lose a little pleas 
that came in their way through fear of what I would say ordo 

Nothing is so destructive of the growth of jadgment, of char 
acter, of individaality as a depeadcace on the will or judguest 
or authority of another.

Free Land and Free Motherhood. 


Borrox Lucier: Your article on Concentration“ in issue 
of Jan, 20 is good. lo fact, al! you write is good. I indorse 
nearly every word you write in your line. No one else can say 
and make as good arguments as you do in your special line, 

Bot there are other lines of reform that I think «qually fanda- 
meotal You would have an improved race of men and womea 
if your ideas of freedom were acted upon generally, But what 
would an improved race do without bomes—I mean somewhere 
tolive? Is not the earth as fundamental as life? 1 say, given 
free land, otber reforms will follow. 


Of course, vou are an Anarcbist, and Anarchy embraces all 
there is of good; but the sex subject, like tbe single-tax subject 
per se, is only a part of freedom, bowever important it be, 

Every organism, whetber vegetable, animal or social, must 
be foundationed on or in tbe earth. The organism of society, 
with its differential organs and functions, like n great tree, bas 
its tap root and ite brace roots. Freedom is its tap root aod 
free motberhood and free land are the brace roots of a sym- 
metrical and vigorous society, As you work for one along with 
Anarchy, I work for the other along with Anarchy. Both are in 
barmony with Anarchy. As you promote Auuteby by eliminat- 
iog marriage and other restrictive laws, I promote Anarchy by 
eliminatiog tariffs, income and other taxes by substituting what 
is termed, for want of a better name, the Single Tax—or taking 
of the ecopomic rent of land for all tbe people. There is nothing 
unanarchistic iu abolishioj all taxes, any more than abolisbiog 
marriage lawa. Both tend to freedom. Both are equally fanda- 
mental. 

Let every one concentrate his energies on his bobby if in bar- 
mony with freedom, with Anarchy. We should not throw a 
straw ia the way of any person or party that is going our way 
toAoarchy. All protests against laws arc Anarchistic in degree. 
Free men, free trade, free land, and free motherhood are parts 
and parcels of Anarchy. Let us work to obtain them—one or 
all of them—and not take issue with any of them, as I have seen 
Anarchists and even Pree Lovers do against Single Taxers. 

I advocate the Single Tax for one of the same reasons that 
you advocate tree motberhood—tbat it isoneof the longest steps 
thot can be taken toward ultimate freedom. It is an abolition 
of all taxes. It is not a tax at all in the sense that the dictiona- 
res define tax. The Single Tax simply expresses the modes 
operandi of collecting the economic rent or annual valve of land, 
that value given it by all the people, for a common fund, to be 
distributed to the people who prodoced tbe valve, even if not 
needed for governmental purposes. Of course, no ose would 
hold land out of ute aud pay as much economic rent to the public 
as another man owning an adjoining improved lot of the same 
value exclusive of improvements Such vacant land would be 
free for homes or business purposes. 

The term tax prejodices some Anarchists against the so- 
called Single Tax, preventing them from seeing that it would 
diminate more laws than anything that can be done by votes. 
It can be brought about so peaceably, so few would be pecuni- 
arily injured and so many benefited, that it is the most plausible, 

just and available political measure ever proposed. 
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But Lucifer is not a Sioyle Tax paper, avd will not make a 
lengthy argument for it, bot only suggest that all reformers who 
are working to eliminate goverament work in harmoay. You

Is Dora Absolved, or Involved? 


Dora Forster thinks she should be exonerated from the 
charge of violent theorizing on the question of jealousy being 
fuadamental with the monogamic union, beose she has Dar- 
win aod several other noted 000 në ber supporters. Rather 
shaky supports, howerer, since it is evident that pone of these 
wise ones really know anything about tbe matter they have 
sought to unravel, Darwin admitting that “the manner of de- 
velopment of the marriage tic is an obscure subject,” How the 
citing of these dont know " authorities absolves her from the 
charge la question I do not see. From my standpoint it looks 
as if Dora and the whole outfit might rightly be charged with 
violent theorizing. 

At least to a simple mind it looks like unasual theorizing to 
assume that the bare passion, jealousy, is fundamental with the 
divinest of human associations, namely, true marriage; that 
“the monogamic union is no doubt based on jealousy '—so 
other foundation for a monogamic union except jealousy. This 
is wbat Dora asserts, and what Darwin and others suggest. 

If they had said that jealousy, like envy, hatred, anger aod 
all the other evil passions that afflict humanity, is an accom- 
paniment of and is fundamental with ignorance, they woold 
have found none to dispute, for this is the truth, and it doesn't 
take a great mind to perceive it. However, it is usually tbe 
learned ones who overlook the simplest truths, and it is out of 
the mouths of babes nnd sucklings that praise will be perfected. 

Jenlouty is a transitory condition which the light of iotelli- 
gence will erentoally disintegrate and destroy, and to assume 
that this ephemeral notbiog is the basis on which renta tbe 
eternal truth called marriage, a truth whose roots strike back 

to the very beart of the divine nature (this is why Darwin found 
it an obscure subject), is in my estimation a type of violent the- 
oriziog, to say the least. Such theorizing, I think, would not be 
so rampaot had people learned to develop and trust tbeir intui- 
tions more, instead of depending wholly on sense impressions 
and "authorities" who usually are in the dark as much as 
others. 


Sexaal jealousy is a phase of fear, set ia motion by a short- 
sighted intellect; or an intelligence that fails to compass the 
whole truth. Its mode of care is not in the overthrow of the 
mooogamic ideal—tbat would do no good—but rather in tbe 
calighteaing of the individual mind to a broader expanse of 
truth. Enlighten tbe individual sufficiently and there will be no 
more jealousy, though I am inclinsd to think there would still 
be monogamy. 

In closing, | wish to thank Celia B. Whitehead for speaking 
ber true word for women. Yes, indeed, woman is something 
more than a species of live stock, and I do not imagine that the 
ideal race will be propagated by any livestock method. That 
was a dear brotber's suggestion, and I am sorry there was any 
woman to add ber "amen."

The methods of enslaviog the many for the benefit of theke 
have changed often as tbe years rolled on, but the most effective 
of all these methods has been, and is today, that of controlling 
sxx and EKrKODUCTION; by which control the ruling classe 
that is, the strong and cunning fev—have been aod sow am 
enabled to prevent the birth of a strong, brave and self-reliast 
wajoxmTY, Thos: 

Men—and women, too- come into the world by the sr“ 
sovre—that is, tbroogh the union of the feminine and masculise 
elements or forces.

Now theo, my proposition is, that if the cunning and pown- 
loving few can so control the mothers of the race as to prevent 
tbe free choice of fatherbood in tbe pivotal, the transcendentally 
FATEFUL moment of conception; aod if they can also control 
these mothers so that they will not be able to decide for them- 
scires whether they will or will not become mothers; and also 
so control the $eaacial and industrial enviroaments that ie tbe 
vast majority of cases of child bailding it will be a physical azd 
moral impossibility or tbe young and growing organism to 
come into life dowered with the best that nature nortaal nature 
een give to it, then it will be a matter of indifference to the 
cunning and power-loving few as to what laws may or may not 
be enacted by legislatures in regard to land, money, transporta- 
tion, truste, ctc., «tc., knowing fall well by all the lessons of the 
bistorx past that with an imbecile population, an casily mas- 
aged majority—the children of mothers too ign rant to keow 
tbeir rights, too weak and too cowardly to assert and maintais 
their right -t here will never be lacking means to obtain tbeir 
own selfish ends—cither by changing tbelaws or by ignoring and 
defying tbe laws. 

To the avaricious and power-loving, the cunning and cape 
ble few, it is always a matter of indifference as to what the form 
of political government may be—whether republican, demo- 
cratic, aristocratic, monarchie or imperialistic; ot what the re 
ligious creeds or forms of worship or method of hierarchie gow 
erument may be; or yet what educational systeme may prevail 
the ur. under any and all these varying conditions will be 
substantially the same just so long as motherhood is not free to 
do the best possible for the endowment of tbe prospective child. 
The result will still be poverty and slavery for the many, with 
wealth, power, case and luxury for the comparative few. 

I mentioned three conditions, granting which these results 
would follow. Asa matter of fact I need not have included the 
third, namely, the ecooomic environment, since with the denial 
of freedom in the matter of choice of fatberbood, and denial of 
the casting vote as to whether the woman shall become a 
mother at all, these two being denied, the bad economic con- 
tions follow with the certainty of natural causation, 

It is commonly asserted, and believed. by those who hare 
taken pains to find ont, that at least three-fourths of tbe chil- 
dren bora are UXWELCOME to the mother, if sot aleo to the 
fatber; that is, these children are compelled to PONT THRU WAY 
into life handicapped with the load of an environment of repel 
sion, a conscious or usconscious feeling on the part of the mother 
which says night and day to the coming child: 

“I don't wast you! I don't want yoo! I bate you foc 
coming! I hate vou! [hate you! [hate the man who for his 
Own sensuces gratification in a manner compels me to bea 


n 
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mother against my will, 1 HATI MELI for being so weak ax 
to yield against the dietates of my better jadgment, and I would 
rather nit than go through the ordeal of giving birth to an un- 


welcome child!"

One of the saddest of the sad occurrences of the year 1902 
was tbe untimely denth of one who had given many years of ber 
life to the study of sex—the study of the problem how to secure 
a better race by a better knowledge of the origin of life, (da C, 
Craddock,a woman of exceptionally bright intellectual powers; 
one who had won the respect, the friendship and love of hun- 
dreds if not thousands of tbe poblest and best of this land and 
of Bagtaod; a woman whose lectures bad been listened to or 
read by many thousands without a thought that there was 
anything '' obscene" or immoral in them, this woman was liter- 
aliz hounded to her grave by tbe agent of a society of meddiera 
in other people's basinese: a society of men who assume the

A Study in Natural History. 


Eorrok Locos: | am scndiog a clipping from the New 
York Evening Post—a very select, particular aod. proper (aon- 
sellow) journal—and you will perhaps fce] safe to reprint tbe 
article in Lucifer, although it parallels the writiog» of Ida C. 
Craddock, for which she was mardered by doe process of law. 

This interesting, and no doubt very scientific apd true. de- 
seription of tbe courtship, mating and propagation of fishes 
appears to be regarded ns proper. reading by tbe Post, and far 
be it from me to suggest that it is not no, bat I cannot be blind 
to the remarkable similarity of this description to that which 
readered Ida Craddock's pamphlets subject toindicteoent. Why 
shoold the amorous capers of black bass be good reading and a 
similar instruction for man as to " right marital living” be ín- 
iquitous? That's what puzzles this unsophisticated bead I 
carry. 

Would it not be well to bring this to tbe attention of all the 
overponctilione officials who took part in the many persecutions 
of Ida Craddock and ask them to give man a chance? 

The publication ol how fabes propagate” cannot be of any 
use to fishes and is only a matter of cutious interest to man, bat 
all facts in sexual physiology are likely to be of use to mankind, 
and no branch of that noblest study of mankind—man—is more 
hack ward and needed than just this. 

M we may be permitted to study and describe fishes in all 
their functions, permit us also to make a scientific study of our 
own sexual relations, with a view to instrocting every one in 
what constitutes “right marital living." Permit us aleo to find 
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oat what has been tbe error of our ways, and what we may or 
can do to render them more natural, for the increase of our own 
happiness and for the improvement of the race. 

There are more ways than one leading to” race suicide,” bat 
the enforcement of ignorance by the jailing or killing off of our 
teachers of sexual science is the cbief of them all. 

Long ogo Uncle Sam himself gave us a complete, unemasca- 
lated book on the horse, from the Department of Agriculture,

In a paper read by Dwight Lydell before tbe American Pisb- 
eries Society, and poblisbed by the United States Commission of 
Pisb and Fisheries, is the following interesting account of the 
bicediog habits of the black base: 

“The vests of the black bass are built by tbe male fish work- 
ing alone. The small-mootbed bass prefers a bottom of mixed 
sand and gravel, in which the stone ranges from about tbe size 
of a pea to that of one's fist. A» the spawning season ap 

tbe males are seen moving about ie water of two or 
three feet depth, seeking a suitable resting place. Each male 
tests the bottom in several places by rooting into it with his 
snout and fancing away the overlying mud or sand with bis 
tail. If be does not End gravel after going down three or foar 
inches, be seeks another place. Having found a evitable place, 
be cleans the sand and mud from the gravel by sweeping it with 
his tail, He then turas over the stones with bis soont and coo- 
tinues sweeping until the gravel over a circular spot some two 
feet in diameter is clean. The sand is swept toward the edge of 
the nest and there forme a few inches high, leaving the center of 
the nest concave like a saucer, The nest is usually located near 
a log or large rock, so as to be shielded from one side, It the 
bank is sheer and tbe water deep enough tbe nest may be built 
directly against tbe bank, If possible, it is placed so that the 
fish can reach deep water quickly at any time. 

“During nest building no females arc in sight, but when the 
pest is donc—and this takes from four to forty-eigbt hours—tbe 
male goes out into deep water and soon returns with a female. 
Then for a time—it may be for several bours—the male exerts 
himself to get the female into the nest and to bring ber into that 
state of excitement in which abe will lay ber egga. If she lies 
quiet he tures on his side avd passes beneath ber in such a way 
as to stroke ber belly in passing. 1f sbe delays too long be urges 
ber abend by biting ber on the bead or near the vent. It she at- 
tempts to escape he beads her off and torus ber back toward the 
mest, If, after all, she will not stay in the nest be drives her 
roughly away and brings another female, 

“Some fifteen to thirty minutes before the female is ready to 
enter the nest and spawn, ber excitement is made evident by a 
change of color. Ordinarily she appears to be of a uniform dark 
olive or brown above, changing to a light green below, The 
only markings readily seco are four stripes on cach cheek, but io 
reality tbe sides of tbe fish are mot tied with still darker spots 
on the dark olive background, The spots are arranged so as to 
form irregular, vertical bands like those on the perch, bot these 
are not usually visible. Now, as the excitement of tbe female 
increases, the background becomes paler and Goally changes to 
a light green or yellowish hue, so that the spoteand bands stand 
ont in strong relief. The whole surface of the fish becomes thas 
strongly mottled. This is a visible sign that the female will soon 
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spawn. The male undergocs a similar but less pronounced 
change of color. 

“Soon after this the female entera the nest and the male cos- 
tinoce to circle about ber, glide beneath ber, acid to bite ber 
gently on tbe bead and sides. At times be scizes her vent in his 
mouth and shakes it. When this has continued for a timespawn- 
ing takes place. The two fish turn so as to lie partly on thelr 
sides, with their rente together, and undergo a convulsive fet- 
tering movement lasting three to five seconds. During this time 
the eggs and wilt are extruded. The circling movements are 
then resumed, to be interrupted after a. few seconds by spawn 
ing. This alternate circling and spawning continue for aboot 
ten minutes. The male then drives the female away, biting her 
aod showing great ferocity. She does not return. The male, 
and the male only, now continues to guard the nest, fanning 
sediment from the eggs and repelling enemies, At 66 degrees 
Fahrenheit tbe eggs batch in Gre days, and the young éb 
swarm up from the bottom in twelve to thirteen days from the 
time of hatcbing.”

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The Tao of Lao-Tze—A Review. 


A most interesting and valuable little book is “The Plan- 
less or Intuitional Life,” by De. L. Miller, and this in »pite of 
poor type, poor paper, poor printing, and in every way unnt- 
tractive external prescatation. It is ia substance a comment: 
aty on Taoísm or the religion founded by Lao-Tze the ancient 
Chinese philoxopber, [t is somewhat startling in reading such 
a book to fad that thoughts which dave so receatly come to 
one, as out of one's inner consciousness, were clearly expressed 
by a alitered Chiosman 500 years before Christ, A great 
maoy Dawn Thought ideas aod a great many Christian ideas, 
too, were in the doctrine of this serene old Mongol. 

The doctrine of Lao Tre seems to have beca a sort of quiet- 
ism, it was the Tao (the Way). Life was One, expressed in 
paradoxes of separateness which were illasive. To take any 
extreme view, to have any extreme desire, was to increase the 
mistake of separateness, which mistake could only be corrected 
by breaking it by the emphasis of the opposite extreme, which 
breaking must canse suffering ia proportion to the intensity of 
the misconception or attachment which it destroyed. The 
Way was to rest serencly between extremes without intense 
desires, attachments, ambitions, realizing ever the illusion of 
scif nod the perfect sufficiency of the All-Inclasive, The life of 
the ange was to be simply that of a witoces of the divine 
order and perfect procedure. 

Sech a doctrine holds great truth if not carried too far. 
But even Lao-Tze had to go to an extreme in affrming bis 
Golden Mean. All will, purpose, desire and action of the intet- 
lect were to be repressed as enemics, and tbe ideal life was con- 
sciousness without action--stillness, peace and a thoagbtless 
contemplation and meditation on the Infinite. 

“When the cating and drinking bave been arranged, let one 
sit straight with his mouth shut and not allow a single thought 
to arise in bis mind. Let bim forget everything aad keep bis 
spinit with a settled purpose. Let bis hpa be glued together aod 
his teeth be firmly pressed against one another, Let him not 
look at anything with bis eyes, vor listen to a single sound. Let 
bim with all his mind watch over his inward feelings Let him 
draw long breaths and gradually emit them, without a break, 
dow seeming to breathe and now got. . During the twelve 
hours of the day let one's thoughts be constantly xed on abso- 
lote purity." .... "You must... . porge your mind, wash 
your spirit white as snow and sternly repress yoor knowledge." 
. » » "Vacancy, placidity, tastelessness, quictude, silence and 
non-action—tbis is tbe perfection of the Tao and its character- 
istics." 

This is tbe ideal, and sufficieatly absurd, but when true to 
its owo deepest logic and not carried to such an extreme there 
is wonderfo! troth and beauty in the Tao, with its peace, gea- 
tleness, calmness, spontaneity and absence of all affectation and 
pretence—it must lead inevitably to an honest, temperate, 
kindly, simple and contented life. The Tao in ite reasonable 
and unreasonable forms is like a key to the streogth and wenk- 
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ness of the Orient. There is much internal evidence, too, that 
in practice its reasonable form prevailed. The placid, coscilia- 
tory counteoance of some mild ee Celestial seems always look - 
ing at me from these sentences. Consider these bits: "To bim 
who holds in his band tbe Great Image the whole world repairs, 
Men resort to bim and receive no hurt, bot rest, peace and the 
feeling of ense." 

“Remember it, my disciples, act virteously and put away 
the practice of priding yourselves on your virtue. If yoa dothis, 
where can you go that you will not be loved?" 

"Tbe greatest politencss is to show no special respect for 
others; the greatest righteousness is to take no account of 
things; the greatest wisdom is to lay no plans; the greatest 
benerolence is to make no demonstration of affection; the great- 
est good faith is to give no pledge of sincerity.” 

“The great man exbibits the common sentiments of buman- 
ity by the anion ia himself of all its individualtica. Hence whea 
ideas come to him from without, though be bas his own decided 
view, be does not bold it with bigotry. When he gives out 
bis decisions which are correct the views of others do not op- 
pose them,” 

"Pat away yoor small wisdom and theo your great wisdom 
will be bngbt." 

"Look at the spring, the water of which rires aod over 
flows; it docs nothing, but it naturally acts so, So with the 
perfect mnn aod his virtue, He does not cultivate it and noth- 
ing evades its inflococe. He is like the heaven which is bigh of 
itself, like the carth which is solid of itself, ike the sun and moon 
which shine of themselves, What need is there to coltivate it? 
The most virtaous seems to feel bimself defective. The most vir- 
tuoes does not pride himself on his vistoe,” 

“There are three pirecioas things which | price and hold: the 
first is gentleoces; the second is economy ; the third is humility— 
not daring to take precedence of others. With geotleness I can 
be brave. With economy 1 can be liberal. Not presuming to 
take precedence of otbers, I cau make myself a vesset or means 
of the most distinguished services.” 

“ The ideas ol controversialiats seem as if bound fast with 
cords, showing that tbe mind is almost dead,” 

"Ifi look at a thing from another's point of view I do not 
sec it; only as I koow it myself do I know it.” 

“Bat that view involves both ar right and a wrong; and 
this view involves also a right and a wrong: Are there indeed 
or are there not two views, this aod that? They bave not 
found their point of correspondence, which is the pivot of the 
Tao, As oon as onc finds this pivot, he stands in the center of 
the ring, where be can respond without end to the changing 
views, .... to those affirming, . . . . to those denying.” 

“itis only the far-reaching in thought who know how to 


comprebeod widely differeot things ia their original unity.".... 


“Both sides of the question are admissable.”.... “Al things 
and late one, .... 
"Seek what you want in yours”... “Leta man nader-

“The sageis free from all eclf-display and therefore be shines; 
from self-assertion, and therefore he is distinguished; from self- 
boasting, and therefore bis merit is acknowledged; from self- 
complancy. and therefore be acquires superiority. It is because 
he is thus free from striviog that therefore no one in the world 
is able to strive with him.” 

How broad, cet, free and natural it all was. To lay aside greed, 
interference, fear and hate, to dropall pretences, lovingly sarren- 
der one's being to the corrents of the Great Life and let the 
spontancous goodoces of the inner natare flow to the sarface 
like a »priog-that was all. Truly tbis man was a divine 
teucher and his book a bible. Here were Pantheism ages be- 
fore Spinoza, gentleness and humility centuries. before Jesus, the 
spirit of liberty, freethougbt aud the law of tbe inner life thoo- 
sands of yen ra before tbe Anarchists. 

Dr. Miller has done a good nct to bring this work before us, 
but sometimes ! Sod bis commentaries harder to understand 
than the original. I cannot resist the suspicion that much of 
the doctrine he expovods is Millerism and not Taoism. Thus he 
calls this state of quietude to which the old sage would bring 
us "Cosmic Consciousness.” This is perhaps right as applied to 
the quest of Lac Tie when be advises the seance of rigidity and 
inaction, but much of the time be advises his disciples to strive 
to be like animals and pare infants, and the atate of these , if we 
are to follow Buçke, ia not that of Cosmic Consciousness bot 
simple consciousness, And on the whole I think this was what 
Lao-Tze really wanted—to lose self-conscioosness entirely and 
revert to instinct as tbe perfect guide and law. Bat Cosmic 
Consciousness as expounded by Backe is not loss of self con- 
sciousness but such ao colargemcot of self conecioneness that in 
its perfect form one attains universal consciousness, Of course 
there i» a sense in which these are the same, just as in a sense 
the flower and the root are one aod the same, but to advise a 
branch to go back to the root-stage instead of looking forward 
to the flower-stage would be a paralyzing doctrine, And bercis 
where Taoism and all Oricotalism is wrong. Tt isanprogressi ve. Its 
reverence is all “or antiquity. Its golden age is all behind and 
the soul must go back to attain. It makes a fool of the intel- 
lect and casts obloquy on the senses and tbe flesh, [ts vice is 
iodolence and its motto What's tbe os.

Monogamy and Heredity. 

In No, 960 Celia R. Whitebead saya "I do want to bër 
it understood tbat a woman is something more than a cow «c 
a mere procreative machine. Unless ber whole being gom ost 
to the maa with whom she associates in the creative ect uh 
unholy, ‘aasty’ to my mind — and Ido not believe à wont 
can shift ber whole mental and affectional attitude every 
two or three years. If she coald it would spoil ber for beings 
good mother.” 

Certainly, a woman is more than a cow or mere procesi 
ing machioe. Yet when sbe does assame tbe procreative fese 
tion, ber first duty isto take every precaution that ber child d 
be bora well. She should even be ready to set aside some el ber 
own whime and inclinations, in order to attain that end. 

I am not quite sure what Mrs. Whitehead means by “der 
whole belag. bat I suppose she means that tbe womas shoul 
not only feel physically attracted by the man: but should alsó hare 
more affection for him than for any other man. Ia short, Ma 
Whitebead seems to think that a woman should oaly colat 
with tbe man she would like to spend ber life with. Prose 
bly Mra, Whitebead would apply the same rule to men as 
women. And, as she very truly says, "a woman cassot vt 
ber whole mental aod añoctional attitude every two or the 
geara." From all which Iconclade that Mes. Wüitebeadetrosg- 
ty believes in monogamy. 

Now, is monogamy favorable to tbe production of the bat 
childrea? Mrs, Whitehead dislikes books and scocr; | vë 
therefore meet ber on the ground of everyday facts. What de 
the breeders say? As they devote their lives to the bannen 
their opinion should be worth a good deal. 1f monogamy i tit 
best way to breed men, it must alto be the best way to basi 
dogs and horses; for I presume Mrs. Whitchead will mot alee 
that tbe laws of animal heredity differ from those of heme 
heredity. 

Now, no breeder of dogs, horses, cattle, sheep, or any other 
kind of aniaal, woald ever dream of breeding on mosoganos 
principles. The very essence of successful breeding is thaw 
ful selection of very few animals to be fathers, and the ripe 
oas rejection of the great majority. Indeed, among many kish 
of domestic animals, most of the males are emasculated, ia o^ 
der to make sare that they do not breed. 

Monogamy is the very reverse of all this. Its principle u 
every woman should have ber children by a different father d 
every other woman. Scientific breeding demands that very kt 
shall be fathers; monogamy demands that all shall de futet 
and shall have an equal chance of leaving many offspring. Në 
sogamy is tbe absolute negation of all tent itte breeding. 

By following the method of selection and rejection for agë. 
breeders have worked miracles. Consider the varieties of dep 
the greyhound, the bloodhound, the balldog. the collie, the qu 
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et, All are us different from each otber as possible, aud yet 
each is perfectly fitted forits intended fanction. Yet all have 
been developed by selection and rejection from common species 
of wild dogs, very like tbe wolf. 

Breeders have wonderfully changed the mental aod moral, as 
well as the physical, qualities of animals. The very words tame 
and "wild" at once indicate the difference, for tbe change from 
wildness to tameness is nothing bot mental asd moral change. 
Savage as tbe wolf is, man bas, by selection alone, evolved the 
St. Bernard and the spaniel from a wolflike progenitor. Indeed 
the average dog, in spite of bis ferocious ancestry, is morally su- 
perior to the average man. Moreover, breeders have evolved 
many special mental qualities ia animals for certain parposes. 
The essential characteristics of the pointer and the turnspit dog 
are certain meatal qualities, 

The eminent agriculturist Youatt describes selection as 
"that which enables the agriculturist not only to modify the 
character of bis flock, bat to change it altogether. It is the ma- 
giciao's wand, by means of which be may sommos into life 
whatever form and mold be pleases." Lord Somerville, speak- 
ing of sheep breeders, says: “It would seem as if they had 
chalked out upon a wall a form perfect in itself, and then had 
given it existence.” 

As the laws of becedity are the same for man ns for other 
animale, we may accomplish equally great miracles by follow- 
ing tbe same methods. Of coarse I do not saggest the coercive 
methods of brocuers of animals; all that is necessary is to make 
cach woman free to do what sbe pleases with ber own person, 
and theo to educate ber la the wise choice of a father for her 
shild. 

Some people, including the editor, believe that this can be 
left to instinct alone. There i differ from them. 1 consider hu · 
man instinct very nareliable, because our environment bas late» 
ly undergone a complete revolution, and most of our instincts are 
still suited to ao older eovironment, Most women like men 
who are suited to the Gghting and buntiog stage of human pro- 
gress, but arenow out of date, Tbat is very natural, because 
women and their children depended, probably for hundreds of 
thousands of years, o2 having a strong man to protect tbem, 
Now we are out of that stage, and Gghting and hunting mea 
are of little use even onder oor competitive commercial system, 
while they will be worse than useless under the co-operative com» 
monwealth, Such men may very propërly be chosen as lovers, 
bot on no account na fathers, 

We can now form an idea of the relations of tbe sexes in the 
future, All will have a chance to be lovers, the consumptive, 
the crippled, the mentally aed morally obsolete. But parent. 
hood will be the fanction of only a few meo, and will also be 
confined to sound women. 

Will it be any hardship for men and women to adapt tbem- 
selves to these principles ofprocreation? Certainly not for men. 
In the first place it is not a physiological necessity for a man to 
he a (atber, as it often is fora woman to be a mother, Male 
instincts can be satis&cd without pateroity actually resulting. 
The average man is food ofcbildreo, but somebody ce chil- 
dren will do well eovogb. Neither would it be any bardship for 
aman to have children by several women. All men are varie 
tists by instinct, To a bealthy man all women are charmíog, 
albeit some are more so than otbers. 

But how about women? Would it be hard for a woman 
to forego being a mother by a physically discased or morally 
obsolete man to whom her whole being went out, and to be- 
come one by a man to whom her whole being did not go oot? 
It is difficult to say for certain, Until we have more of the 
new meo, we shall not know what the natural inclisations of 
women really are. lo the past women have doubtless been re- 
pelled by the treachery aud crucity of men, They have felt with 
Lillie D, White that * the bosom of humanity is such a cold place 
to rest on,” and their instinct bas beca to stick to a good man 
once obtained, like grim death, and drive off all other women, 
I think, however, that the sex movement has revealed the fact 
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that a great masy women are as fond of variety as any mas, 
and the love of change and variety is in all other matters so eni- 
versal that I canaot doubt it exists bere also, One cannot sup- 
pose that many women will be so uofortupately constituted as 
to feel a repagnance to intercourse with every man capable of 
making a good father. 

Mrs, Whitehead reminds us that children must be brought op 
well in addition to being bora well, Hut that is quite compat- 
ible with variety, Some years ago I met with a little girl who 
struck meas being the best behaved child I had ever soea, The 
lady | was with catirely agreed with me. Tbe mother of the 
child was a great varietist. From all I can ascertain about tbe 
shildrea of varictiats, they are at least as well bebaved as other 
chidren.

Concessions to Women. 


Discussing the progress of women in tbe Ninetrentb Century 
(Lacifer No, 959), I instanced five sigaificant concessions that 
had been made. These were: Edocation, salaried work, wife 
allowed to own property, motber guardian of her children, and 
tbe political franchises. 

None of these has been everywhere conceded, even in civil. 
ized countries, nor did I claim that tbey bad been, but tbe prin» 
ciple has in cach case practically won in Eoglish-speaking coon» 
tries. Lucy R. (ín No, 961) admits that the first four have been 
obtained, but she calls them a beggarly list: as to the last, the 
political franchises, sbe exempts it from being placed in the 
“beggarly list," bot claims that it has not been conceded. 

I cennot in a few words attempt to show the practical value 
and historical importance of cach of these, but I claim that the 
fact of their having been all obtained in one geoeration is an 
overwhelming proof of the advance of women in that time. 
History has never rushed on at a more rapid pace thac that, 
nor should any student of past history expect it. Such as ad- 
vance usually means a panse after st, Vet women are pushing 
the right to divorce without pause, 

I placed the most important of the list first: Education. 

1 have owned the name that Lucy R. is so good as to call 
cuphonious for so many years that I can remember the last 
fights in the struggle for the higher education of women in Eag» 
land; indeed | was myself a bumble combatant in these. The 
battle may now be forgotten, but no observer of social progress 
can doubt the value of its effects. 

Itisan astounding assertion that tbe political franchises 
are more important than education. Nevertheless, they bare 
tbeir value. Lucy R. says that women's suffrage “has not been 
conceded and likely never will be.” Tbe Parliamentary fran- 
chise bas been conceded throughoot the whole contineat of Aus 
tralia; also in New Zealand; also in four of the American 
States— Wyoming, Colorado, Utab, and Idaho, The women's 
municipal franchise is almost universal in all English-speaking 
countries outside of tbe United States. 

As onc proof that women appreciate tbe franchise, I may add 
that in the recent election for the Federal Parliament of Austra 
lia, the votes of men numbered 970,000 and those of women 
856,000. When it i» remembered that there are more men than 
women in Australia, this shows that women are thoroughly 
alive.

One is ata loss to decide whichis richerin humorous 
features of the two discussions now gayly porsuing their 
way in the daily press—one on the growing disinclina- 
tion of women to marry, the other on their fail 
ure, when they do marry, to produce a large number of 
children. More or less learocd editorials arc being written on 
these two subjects, and the readers of both genders are carding 
the papers with overflowing and unabatiog cal. Women in 


general are pursuing the even tenor of their way. sustained br. 

the consoling thought— I don't bave to,” In the good old 
times the woman who did not marry was unanimously declared 
to have made a failure of life and was regarded with pity not 
unmixed with contempt. The airs assumed by ber married sis- 
ters, po matter what sort of husband they bad drawn ia the 
matrimonial lottery, were galling in tbe catrome, while the" old 
maid” was the favorite sabject of the masculine gibe and jeer 
and the most fruitful topic for the paragrapber's wit, Now it 
is very often the anmarricd sister who pata on the airs and is 
an object of eavy to the wife tied down with family cares and 
financially an absolute dependent on the husband's bovaty, 
while the clever sayiogr and smart dojags of the " bachelor girl 
are tbe; delight of tbe space writers oa the daily papers. 

ACEY OF ptsrunss. 

With what joyfal amazement would the women oferea a 
xeocration ago have opened their eyes could they have foreseen 
the present day, when from press and platform, irom pulpit and 
Legislative halls, comes a cry of distress because women will aot 
marry. In at least a doren Legislatures bills have bwa intros 
duced to impose a tax on bachelors, in the hope that to escape 
its provisions, they would coerce the maids into marrying thea. 
As in no case, however, did the proposed annual tax equal the 
expense for one month of the average toasebold, it was scarcely 
calculated to causes stampede to the marriage altar. Hot sock 
A bin can never pass, for men, as à role, are magnanimous to 
their sex and most of the legisators are themselves married, 
Now such papers as the Chicago Tribune and the Washington 
Post are urgiog that the shoe be tried ou the other foot and 
that tbe spiosters be taxed. “Are they not encouraging tbe 
bachelors to live unto themselves?” asks the Tribune. "If so 
ought they not be taxed, too? If they are to enjoy celibacy, why 
1boald the bachelor not be allowed to enjoy italso”” "Letas 
give the bachelors a rest," says. the Pst,“ aod try the effect of 
a threat, at least, oa the fair ones.” 

THE OMT OP TUK MATTER. 

The gist of the whole matter is that for the first time in the 
history of mankiod woman is in a position to exercise a choice 
as to marriage. Solong as sbe was confronted with three ab 
ternatives—to marry, to starve or to live in endless dependence 
on relatives—sbe took the one that promised at least a chance 
of happiness. Men being then an absolute necessity it is not 
surprising that they rilol themselves away above par, lords of 
creation, summum bonum, ine qua nos and various other choice 
things in Greek, Hebrew aod Sanskrit, In their bearts, how: 
ever, they bad alway a doobt—almost a certainty—that there 
would be a very big slump of their stock if women outside of 
marriage were dot practically helpless. And so at their very 
first move toward indepeadeoce—the attempt to secure an eda» 
çation—they raised the cry "If you educate women they will 
sot marry." 

What is all this but a confession by men that ignoraoce and 
dependeoce on tbe part of women are essential to marriage? 
Does any self-respecting man want a wife on these terms? On 
this point United States Labor Commissioner Carroll D. Wright 
said in an address last weck 

" As the womao bas power given to her to support berself 
she will be less inclined to seek marriage relations simply for the 
purpose of securing what may sem to bea bome and protec 


tion, 
“The necessity under which many young women live of look- 


ing to marriage as a freedom from tbe bondage of some kinds of 
labor tends, in my mind, to tbe worst form of prostitution that 
exista. I cannot see mach difference, except ia degree, between a 
woman who selis her whole freedom and her soul to a man for 
life because he furnishes her certain cooveoiences aod one who 
tells ber temporary freedom and ber soul for a temporary remt- 
neration. 

“To my own mind one of the greatest boons, and obe of the 
sarest prophesies I can offer as to the industrial emancipation 
of woman. will be tbe frank admission on the part of chivalrie 
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men that she is the sole, rightful owner of berown being iu cvery 
respect, and that whatever companionship may exist between 
her and the man shali be as thoroughly honorable to her as to 
him,” 

If à man wishes to be married for comm rectal parposes be 
should upbohi tbe old regime, If he prefers to be married be- 
cause be is loved, respected and bis companionship is desired for 
life, let him exert his influence to have women educated, self- 
reliant, free and independent in every regard. Theo, if they wish 
to marry, as the vast majority will to the end of time, the rela» 
tion will be one of honor to both parties, If the agitation for 
" woman's rights” during the past fifty years had had no other 
result than to bring about a recogoltion of this ideal and aa ap 
proximation toward it, it would be fally worth all it has cost. 

WOMKK KEPCDIATE THE. DIVIXE COMMANDS, 

Next to the alleged divine command that all women most 
marry has come the otber one that, hariag done so, their chief 
occupation henceforth shoold be multiplying and replenishing 
the carth, A» a matter of fact, the latter decree should come 
frat, for in the Old Testament, which contains our only accepted 
record of direct revelation—at a time wheo the law givers bad 
personal commonkation with Jebovah—marriage was by no 
means a prerequisite of moltiplying and replenishing. lu the 
evolution of civilized life, however, the religions statutes which 
sanctioned polygamy gave way to those requiring monogamy, 
but as the one commanding women to increase and multiply 
was not repented, it has been pretty hard ou the wives to carry 
ita provisions to the limit. As women are slowly slipping off 
the bonds of superstition they are discovering that this law 
bas the remarkable peculiarity of providing greater peoaltics for 
obedience than for disobedience, and the more skeptical among 
them decided some time ago the author of it has bora masquer- 
ading under an alias for the past 6,000 years. 

Having lost their fear of being arraigoed before tbe high 
Court of Heaven for failure to devote all the available portion of 
their lives to increasing and maltiplying, and not recognizing 
the jurisdiction of any lower tribunal, the wiser among them 
now manage these matters according to the jadgment of the 
family council, Aad in the decision—let this fact pot be lost 
sight of—the husband has the same share as the wife. In the 
determination to limit the number of the offspring the two are 
equally responsible. There are probably several reasons why 
the men stand back aod let the women take all the censure— 
onc, because it is a delicate sobject to discos; another, because 
men still presumably have a traditional pride in the achieve 
ments of a ue tous progeay—altbough as this usually grows 
larger the lower one goes in the scale of intelligence and thrift, 
there seems to be no cause for pride—and, third, because tbe cus 
tom began with Adam of puttiog the blame o woman, The 
truth is that, in this day of strenuous demand on time, labor 
and parse, ncitber husbands nor wives feel equal to the borden 
of a large number of children and they do not intend to assume 
it. The editor» may lecture, tbe. preacbers may preach, the 
Presidents may issue prosunciamentos, bat they will not change 
the situation in tbe smallest degree. Intelligeat people bave 
learned that it is catirely possible to regulate the size of the fam 
ily witboat injury to health or morals, and they will regulate it, 

me o OF NLESSINOS TO WOMEN. 

This knowledge has proved tbe greatest of blessings to 
woman. It i» often said that motherbood is essential to the 
fullest development of her character, Geocrally speaking, this 
la true; bot it by no means follows that it is developed in direct 
ratio to the number of children. While a few children may, aod 
usually do, bring out the beautifol qualities of tbe mother in- 
stinet, they often multiply so rapidiy tbat beaith i» impaired, 
the nervous system brokes down, the patieoce worn threadbare 
and the pleasure of maternity is swallowed up in ita pains and 
vexations. The delights of reading, writing, society, travel, 
must be largely given up and the precious companionship be 
tweeo husband and wife must be sacrificed to the demande of the 
nursery, the growiog children aod thecoustantly increasing cares 
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of the household. Disappointment, irritation, discontent and 
depression are apt to result, and the mature which might bave 
been sweet, strong aad lovable under favoring circumstances 
often becomes soured, weakened and calloused. Hard conditions 
do not always prove the highest agent for perfecting character, 
NEED NOT DOOM HERSELF TO CELIUACY, 

If a husband is unfaithful, drunken or abusive the wife with 
n large brood of children is completely at his mercy, while if they 
are bat few the door of escape is open aod abe can hope herself to 
provide for their wants, If there is a physical, mental or moral 
taint from past geocrationn she need not suffer tbe agony of 
being tbe means of perpetuating it, If tbe vvoman have a talent 
which she can utilize for tbe good of humanity, if she bas spent 
years preparing herscf for some special work, she need not neces- 
sarily doom herself to celibacy, Now that aa immense family ia 
no longer the inevitable result of marriage, the wite may bave 
tbe desired quota of welcome children in it» en years and still 
possess the beyday of ber life to devote to whatever line of work 
or pleasare she desires. But so loog as she was beid under tbe 
ban of the alleged divine deeree, ** Thy desire shall be to thy hus- 
band and he shall role thee," reiterated by St, Paul, “Let the 
wife be in subjection to ber husband," and this desire, rule and 
subjection meant cootingous child-bearing: so long as the chief 
value placed on woman was as a breeder; #0 long as generation 
after generation were kept in a helpless and dependent position 
because of their many children, and motherbovd was used as à 
blockade for every advanced step they tried to take—so long as 
these conditions universally prevailed, there was no hope that 
the stream of their life could broaden beyond the norrow cbanoci 
of domestic routine. Tbe passiog of the large family is, there- 
fore. the most important factor is the development of woman 
as an individoni, an entity, a complete am equal half of the 
human race.

COMMENTS DY K, €, WALKER, 


In tbe Westminster Review (London) for March appears a 
paper by an Irish physician of the North of Ireland. Tbe author 
is W. R. MacDermott, M. H. and the article is entitled '* Insanity 
and Morality,” Taking a rural arca with which be was famil. 
lar, he listed the families in which insanity had appeared, once 
or oftener. He finds three causes for the prevalence of mental 
disorders (more than 50 per ecot of the families io tbe district 
investigated are infected): 1. The intermarriage of predisposed 
persons, 2. The postponement of marriage to an age at which 
tbe sexual function is enfeebled. 3. Marriage where children are 
produced as fast and as long as the natural process allows. 

Dr.MacDermott's conclading sentences are: “The physiolog- 
ical Hoentiousnces represented by elderly worn-out women in 
feeble bealth, bearing children when past their ability, was a 
common feature of tbe family life, This call it anything we like, 
is trangbt with consequences far more serious than anything the 
conventionaliat limits his terms of condemnation to, 

"I have said enough to indicate that physiological law and 
our conventional code of morality are visibly and plaioly at 
ene. Lam coavinced that until this view is acted on there is 
nothing for it but to build asylums for an ever-increasing crowd 
of louatice.”

M tbe matter were one of mere polemica, it would clearly be 
uojustifable for me to interfere between Adolf G. Vogeler and 
Dora Forster, But 1 suppose we arc all seekers for trath; and I 
do not exactly agree with either of them. That tbe antbropo- 
morpboid apes (some of them) are monogamous, only raises a 
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presumption that primitive man was. It does not at all refate 
the overwhelming proofs collected by Bacbofen, McLennan, 
Lobbock, et al., that bis social state was promiscoity, Por the 
antbropomorphoid ape is not “Darwin's grandpapa,” as the 
Mastang Liniment advertisement would have him, but a collat- 
eral branch —a sort of poor cousin- whose. family arrangements 
are quite independent of tbe other's, The immense difusion of 
the negritto tac rom Fiji to Central Africa, where it pot forth 
the negro branch,—together with the recent discoveries of dwarf 
skeletons in Burope, Central America, near the poles, ctc, iadi- 
cate that tbe simia who became car ancestors were little fel- 
lows, not at all able to compete with anthropomorpboid apes, 
for sex or anything elec, in tbe arena of individual physical force; 
but only by virtue of great ferocity, superior smartocás, and, 
last not least, extreme gregariousness. As regards sex, and 
everything cise, the institutions of their descendants give semis- 
takable marks of primitive communism. Sir Henry Maioe was 
too carly to koow this, and Westermarck is merely an apologist 
for existing customs. Moreover, the question whether these 
custome should now be considered good or bad, is just a» mech 
beside the facts of their evolution a» whether they are like thone 
of the aothropornorpboid apes, The brst use our dwarf acces 
tor made of his brains was to discover that the females, to 
whom all other animals are courteous, could be rendered very 
useful as slaves, Like all the rest of his litte property. be beld 
them in comm on—as bis descendants still do those who admit a 
male without securing ‘a protector.” This intimate union of 
the whole tribe was a chief secret of man's triomph over 
stronger animals. When, however, different tribes fought, the 
best warriors claimed and eventually got their own captives for 
tbemselves; thus setting op marriage besi e the older instita- 
tion of prostitution, without which, as an outlet to varietistic 
desire, it bas repeatedly proved incapable of existing, because it 
is Car less congenial to men and women than to tbe truly mon- 
ogamous animals which never have more than one mate. 

lo very similar ways, other kinde of private property en- 
croached on primitive communiso—the chief was tbe natural 
owner of tbe Low po one che could bend: the maker of weapons 
bad to be paid for making them by thom who wasted them 
Kod. Tbe best warriors at first took all the captives they 
could get; and polygamy accordingly prevails la most coan- 
tries. Bat in Europe, where land became private property,con- 
centrating possession also became a great object to tbe domi. 
nant class, bence monogamy and primogeniture. 

la tbe United States, where there i» no primogeniture or 
entail, we have seen polygamy revive. Times have changed. 
Prostitution, in it» day a result of gregariousorss, which gre- 
gariousbess gare us victory over the polygamous and mno- 
gamoos animals, has long beco considered ao uofortunate in- 
beritance, because it deteriorates the race. It e kept alive by 
its essentinioone to the offshoot of marriage, which, in time, i» 
prized by ralers, because it makes food for powder, 

When we conclude that we con put our bodies to other uses 
than manurioj others’ land; that for this reason we mast cease 
to breed like pigs; that marriage, cousequenily, “must go," 
and that prostitution, the older form of female slavery, may go 
with it, selective variety being substitute, we shall live up to 
the evident needs of our time, Bat State Socialism docs not lie 
along that rond. The first step is to realize that we wast no 
rulers. If these views are correct, jealousy will not be so difi- 
cult to conquer ax Dora Forster fears, Its prevalence, among 
human beings, is mainly factitious, And solidarity of pecuniary 
ioterest will come, not throogh arbitrary revival of primitive 
communism, but through that “overproduction” which our 
Napoleon» of finance dread. But how are we to take the first 
step? Exclusive devotees of free love say, we mast bave free 
mothers. Socialiste reply, we cannot have them in economic 
slavery. A vicious circle evidently! I say, a few Anarchists 
hare been born already, unfavorable as tbe conditions are; and 
their doctrine, in spite of persecution, is rapidly increasing, be. 
cause it suits the necds of an industrial age. As it spreads, ic 


will bring in both free women and an environment to seit them, 
Otherwise, | shonkd ace no hope. 

It is true that women have taken a somewhat active part ia 
the receot movement for their own emancipation, Bat they 
have never been so free since the fall of the Koman Empire as 
they were under its laws; and they were the chief zealots of the 
superstition which took that freedom from them, I am afraid 
women's zeal for their right to their own persons cannot be 
trusted. Their besetting sin is masochisnr, or sexual servility, 
as man’s is sadism, (sexual tyranny)—very naturally, consider 
ing tbeir avcestry, What can be trusted is the increase of 
knowledge, throagh inductive ioquiry. by menus of those indus 
trial arts which are readering obsolete old conditions, and will 
destroy institutions suited only to the past. That is why every 
mask noder which the Movement io. Favor of Igsorane war 
hide its hideous virage should be so nosparingiy aod indiscrim- 
inately pulled off by whoever would prevent our civilization 
from reaching a lapse into the new Dark Ages of" Eddypas."

Da. £owanps: [think your article beaded “ The Awfal Pate of 
Ecring Womceu the most hypocritical, cowardly, insulting and 
contemptible portrayal of the woes and vrretehednesa of an inno- 
cent, belpless and defenseless class of God's children that was 
ever published. 

My assertions are made from the following observations from 
your portrait on the front page of tbe Mental Advocate, [learn 
that you are not a youth or even a middic-aged mas, so you 
have bad years in which to learn; from your bome being in Chi- 
cago you cannot plead a narrow feld for observation; your 
being an editor shows you to bean edecated mas and a reader 
of the doings of the day; the “ Doctor ” before your name shows 
that, if you have been a practicing physician, you have had tbe 
opportanity to be what most, if not all, other doctor» are, al- 
most a priest to most of Syour women patients, so you know 
the begioning of the cause for their peeding vour services.

There must bea man in every 
ose of them. Think of it! Cogoticas thousands of men daily 
enticing womens from their homes, What a moostrous army 
daily starting out for Hades. They must be going there, for 
yoo say that a mao who misleads a confiding woman destroys 
himself, bis fature prospects of happioess, his morality and man- 
hood.

Just in strict confidence, Doctor, 
1 will tell you report says the last revisers of tbe Bible made a

It her husband vras ber protector why did he not protect 
ber from his own lust, which drove the fond love for bim out of 
ber heart and turned ber maidenbood ideal of home into a bell 
of last such as Swedenborg describes?

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and in that way thousands and thousands are thrown into the 
life you write of, and man decrecs them there, 

Those are nct all. Thousands more are stolen from their 
homes; thousands more caught by promises of employment. 
Nearly all office girls, clerks, bookkeepera and factory girls are 
worked upon by their male employers in every way that their 
slimy, snaky thoughts can devise, and in that way many an nm 
suspecting one is cast into that life witbout one error thongbt 
of her own. You call them soul-destroyed creatures.” If there 
is such athing asa "soukdestroyed creatore" it is the man 
whose thought bad deladed, deserted aud thea decreed an inno- 
cent girl into the “chaos and glare of an abandoned life,” 

Still those are not all, Man's law says a child bora out of 
wedlock is a bastard and illegitimate. As if it were possible for 
a child to be anything bat LEGITIMATE! [cas neebove there can 
be bastard and illegitimate parcots, and these lawmakers bave 
this way of covering their own tracks by laying the blame on 
the innocent and belpless ones, bat they cannot cover them from 
tbe Lord, for Christ said harlots were gathered into the kingdom 
of bea ven before such as tbey. If so-called legitimate girls Gad 
it hard to escape the life you write of, what of tbe so-called. ille- 
gitimate girls? Men coasider them their rightful prey from the 
start,

Children's Unions. 


An article on the “Children of the Coal Shadow," by Fran- 
cis H. Nichols, in McClure's Magazine, tells of the pitiful efforts 
made by the child workers for their own protection, The writer 
says in part: Puerile, and almost amusing, as are children's 
unions, they have in some instances met with saccess in advanc- 
ing wages aod io shortening hour» of labor. The secretary of 
a knitting union told me that during the three years of its ex- 
isteace the organization had by a series of demands and strikes 
obtained an advance of 15 percent. for every one of the 300 
employes. The girls who work in a squib factory were receiv- 
ing 70 cents per day. They asked theiremployer for an increase 
of G cenis in their daily wage. His refasal vras prompt and 
indignant. 

Theo,” said the president of the union, a girl aged 16, ” we 
served notice upon him that unless be gave us tbe raise within 
24 hours we would strike. We knew he bad lote of orders to 
fill, and be couldn't afford to sbat down. Thenext day be 
posted up a notice that hereafter we would be paid 75 cents a 
day, and we're getting it yet. That's what tbe union done.” 

It is, however, a peculiarity of children’s anions that they 
not infrequently declare a strike because of a grievance that has 
nothing directly to do with hours or wages. The child of the 
Coal Shadow submits uncomplainingly to an habitual treat- 
ment which in a country like China wonld be considered crael 
and intolerable. But when extra pressure is so brought to bear 
upon the little bumana machine that it is strained to the break- 
iog point; when the child's very life is threatened; theo, as a last 
resort, be turns for protection to the union, composed of chil- 
dren like himself, who share his sorrows and who can appre- 
ciate bin suffering. The 17-year-old president of a anion told 
me this story of the latest victory of ber district local : 

lathe performance of certain work in the factory a little 
girl was employed to operate a treadle, 

“She had to work all day long, and as sbe was growing 
pretty fast she began to get kind of erippled-like, She was lame 
in ove leg, and she was lopsided, one shoulder being higher 
than the other. By-and-by sbe got so bad that she had to lay 
off for a week and go to bed. While she was away the boss 
hired a big boy to work the treadle, and paid him, of course, 
considerable more than she was getting. Bat when she came 
back to work, be fired the boy and put ber on the treadle again. 
Our grievance committee waited on the boss, and asked him 
polite, asa favor, to give ber an easier job, because she was 
getting deformed. But be sald that be wouldn't bave no inter- 
ference with his business. He was an American citizen, ard no 
ove could dictate to bim, Theo I called a meeting of our local, 

„Girls, says 1, addressing them from the chair, all we 
stand for it—we, that believes in the rights of man? Shall we 
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stand for scciog her growing up a cripple, and the union not 
doing pothiog nor reaching out no band for to belp? I know 
that it's tough to strike now, because some of us is supporting 
our families, whose fathers is striking. Shall we stand for it?" 
They voted unanimous to strike if sbe wasn't took off the 
treadle. We had the resolution wrote oot nice on a typewriter. 
He thought it over for two day», and then he give in. The boy 
is working the treadle yet, and the girl is at tbe bench.

These are the exact words of the distinguished lecturer, u 
pearly as I can now recall them, a» given by bereclf at a reest 
meeting of the Chicago Society ef Anthropology.

miscuous, and very rarely are they known to be afflicted with 
aay of the forms of sexual insanity, such as affict tbe so-called 
superior race. As Darwin bas so clearly shown in his?! Descent 
of Man and Origin of Species," beasts and birds in a state of 
nature are SELECTIVA, not promiscuous; that is to say, tbe fe- 
male sélects the male with which abe desires to associate in the 
relation that produces offspring.

Tbe original meaning and, a» I maintain, the ooly correct 
meaniog of tbe word is, “that which is Lazo, set or fixed, like 
STATUTE, CONSTITUTION, from the Latin sratcenn,” and statuere 
means “to set, station, ordain.” 

MU these definitions are copied from Webster's Unabridged 
Dictionary.

My objection, therefore, to the use of the word Jaw when 
applied to the operations of nature is two-fold: 

(1) It i» vascientióc; it is not true to the original, the ety- 
mologie meaning or derivation of tbe word, as abown by all 
lexicographers. Law, by ite derivation, means a "rule of con- 
doct Lar down by a superior"—a rule that did not always 
exist; an enactment or statute that can be changed or repealed; 
a role that is not a sclf-acting force, but one that constantly re- 
quires an execotor and is of no force or value whatever without 
such executor. 

(2) As any ope can see, these cescotial characteristics do not 
apply to the operations of natare, as that word is understood 
by modera scientists. So loog asit was taught and believed 
that natute- the cosmos, the visible and tangible universe— was 
Mabe by a pre-existent, all-powerfol, al wise Creator there was 
some reason for assuming that tbe “ modes of motion ''—natural 
attraction and repolsion, light, beat, sound, cte.—were, id their 
origin, laws, enactments or statutes ordained and kept in force 
by the same power that created the earth, the solar orba and all 
contained tberein. 
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But modern science bas changed all this. When a French 
astropomer was asked why he bad left God out of his book the 
reply was: “I bad no sexo of that bypotbesisi ' 

That is to say, the “creation theory” bas been superseded 
by that of “evolution” as being more rational, more is accord 
with the facts of daily observation. 

If the evolution theory be the true explanation of the cos- 
mos, the universe of matter aod force, thea, so far as we can sc

Then natare must be self-existent, lawless and free, simply be- 
canse there is no creator, vo law-giver, outside of itself to which 
it might be supposed to be amenable, and to speak of * Laws of 
nature" is illogical, absurd, from tbe definitions and derivation 
of tbe word law. 

lí this line of reasoning be the true one, then Freethinkers, 
rationalists, libertarians give tbemselves and their cause away, 
and practically concede the ground in dispute between them- 
selves and theologians, when they talk of "lawsof nature.” To 
be consistent, logical and truthful. it seems to me, we should 
say the vacts of nature, the modes of action, or the forces of 
nature, These facts and forces, we all know, are not oar lords

preme delight of drinking the pure wine of existencc—a moment 
sweet of mad, hilarious gcc 

Baizabeth Child softly repeats the words of the Persian poct, 
great ia their comprebensive brevity: “Do you know where 
yos go after death? Give me some wine and go where you 
please.” 

As Dancan Stuart points oet with lively appreciation a 
bizarre brilliancy of costume, ora face anique in its daring esprit 
of baoyant mirth, he remarks: tte the Preach. They kaow 
bow to live, Ves, the Gallic spirit bas mastered the charm and 
grace of existence.” With ose of his characteristic gracefal mo- 
tions be turme to Miss Child and dashes upoa ber a Sceting 
gicam from the gray iotensity of eyes in whore depths soem 10 be 
concentrated centuries of chivaleoas devotion, Visioss of court - 
ly salons rise before ber mind's esc, and again, as oftes before, 
Etizabetb silently querie» what it ie that differentiates Duocan 
Stusrt, For this mao, while apparently living the undlomined 
epicurena life of the typical nineteenth century young man, të 
distinctly ieolated from the commonplace, 

* Yes," says Miss Child, Ihe that the secret of life is to 
give one’s self absoletuly to the moment. There is. perhaps no 
eager advice than that of the old pagan dictum, ' Carpe dicm." 

. "Well, as for myself, that jë my sole and only creed—one, too, 
which I had no difficulty in carryiag cat.” «miles Duncan, 


Bet Miss Child, not to be tarned aside from ber theme by 
this smiling personality, continors; “Modern thought is begin 
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ni ng to realize that there is such a thiog as life, Bot wbata 
force of ceyrtallized medievallam it bas to cootead against!” 

Mr. Staart always listened. to Miss Child's simplest utter- 
ances with a flattering attention. Hiv manoer, more potent 
than any words, coaveyed a sileat, though admiring, apprecia- 
tion. He realuzed that sbe belonged to a different type from 
that of most American women whom he had happened to meet. 
He smiled now at the recollection of the preestablished readi- 
ness with which be bad taken this woman, who not ooly had 
the temerity to defy " good form io ectertainiag ideas, bat also 
in declaring them. Bat his consummate delicacy was content 
not to penetrate the reserve which Miss Child persistently 
maintained regarding the personal details €f her existence. 

Elizabeth is wandering aboot the room, pausing sow aod 
theo before a picture. Suddenly. with feminine irrelevancy and 
disregard of logical sequence, with an socession of earnestness 
she exclaims: Hat oae may live on, appareatty placid, cat, 
driak, et cetera, and yet be wretched!”

But Mis Child, as tboagb hesitating to impos longer upon 
Lerself tbe barden of portentoas seriousness that she basevoked, 
withdraws opce agaia into the sheli of impartial abstraction, 
responding indifferently : * Oa, mmply by observation." 

Bat though this personal feeling is so cleverly disposed of, 
neither Elizabeth Child nor Dancan Stuart can forget this emo- 
tional episode, one of those rare momentary revelations of the 
undercarrenta of being. 

“Ob, Mr, Stuart, do look at this!" says Elizabeth with alit- 
tle shrick of laughter, “Do gare upon this Abel in resplesdeat 
blue doubler. And bebotd the towering battlements Would 
not the most obdarate critic bow before the audacity of tbe 
artist rising $0 soperior to sacred tradition 1” 

“An Abel with all the modera improvements." 

“Evideotly the artistic atmosphere i» inepiring you—bat shall 
we go?" 

"As you say,"

Chance, whose blundering inconsistencies religious leniency 
has reconciled in the convenient assumption Providence. occa - 
sionally surprises one with an unexpected turn of good fortune, 
Little did Elizabeth Child expect to tind within the conventional 
limits of a Philadelphia boording-bouse anything especially inm 
teresting in the way of personality. Her rst carsory glance at 
the well-garbed assemblage about the table, the common meet- 
hug ground of the guests (as the landlady persistently dubbed 
the denizens of her mansion), bad disposed Miss Child to mor- 
mur, Respectable Philistinism." Eventaally she classified. the 
young men in that large genus whose conception of existence is 
epitamiecd in the club. pretty giris, the theater, and the amass- 
iog of sufficient means to cojoy these expensive luxuries. The 
women were simply a serial contingation of the feminioc. A» 
regards familiarity with ideas or interest in these necessities to 
tbe endowed mind, there people might just as well have been 
dwelliag witbin the wilds of Africa as existing within the staid 
sohstantial brick ofa Philadelphia residence. Blizabeth con- 
gratulated herself upon the non committal impassivesess of 
countenance which she maintained at the look of innocent in- 
quiry with which Mr, Rushton, her opposite neighbor at table, 
met n cusuul reference of hera to Howells, He was rich in cheap 
wittichems and bad all the theatrical jargoo at the fiager. ends 
oi his well-kept hands with their immaculate nails, to which, in 
spite of his Philadelphia unreceptivity for authorship, she found 
herself giving involuntary admiration, 

What a travesty upon real life ie the stagnation of a crude 
iaternalism, with ite manufactured interests, flimsy gayety. 
meavingless because artificial! But the standpoint of alife with 
te E wedation in the realities of natare, and ove resting upon 
na veationality, acc so different that what seems meager, bar. 
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ren—o0A y, volgar—to the one, wears the aspect of success, even 
of brilliancy, to the otber. Por the one the words of Emerson 
have a living meaning: Nothing is at last sacred but the integ- 
rity of oar mioda. Abaolve you to yoursell and you shall have 
the euífeage of the world." To the other the conception of wach 
force of individaality is inconceivable, To Esizabeth Child je 
seemed a ladicrous freak of fate that ha ca Duncan Stuart amid 
the general impervioussess to what is genuine and inë io bomas 
character, Sbe remembered nerSrst impression of him. In fact, 
once seen and feit, that charm of manner, that hooyant grace of 
motion, would ever lager in the memory like some haunting 
strain of music, giving one ecstatic glimpse of all that is sweet 
in buman nature. And with ber sobtle sense of personality she 
gradually came to recognize that thi» outer refinement aod gra- 
chouaness of bearing emanated from the genunencts ul the inser 
mature, What a delight to listen to the seit refined utteranoes 
of Duncan Stuart's voice, so different from the harsh accents of 
affected atterance that too often greet one's care—the one result- 
ing from indiffercoce to what is considered too trifling a matter 
to merit attention, the other a lifeless imitation, In. fact, the 
materialized conception of life offers little «ope for appreciation 
of the clements catering into a potent individuality, revealing 
itself in many subtle geaces unknown to that course sense which 
must tangible exploit itself in splendid apparel and palatial 
mansions 

Oae evening as Blizabeth Child and Duncan Stuart were 
catering the parlor—a room, or rather show place, whose tr- 
quisite modernity seemed to bear the legend, “You may look, 
but you mustn't touch "—Miss Child, with that mockiog ligt- 
ness of tooc that often characterized her utterances, laughingly 
saidi” Well, Mr. Stuart, the atmosphere of à. boanding-house is 
not particularly enlivening, i» it?” 

"| might extend the dimensions ol your remark so as to 
include the whole of Philadelphia. A trifle wearisome, to say 
the least,” 

“Yes, its ancestry-<dustinden atmosphere makes one boag 
for a fresh breath of air occasionally,”

Elizabeth bad drifted gradually to the piano and wae idly 
touching tbe keys,

that is launched at me | shall have to deny its applxa- 
tion. I'm not critical, only very fond of music," As be stood 
before ber at this moment in an attitude of indescribable grace 
she noticed for the first time a certain bardocss about the lives 
of the mouth and in the eyes, io spite of their glowing intensity 
—which bad caused Bliznbeth”e friend Miss Mason to remerk 
to Mr. Stuart: “Ab, you baven't those eyes for nothing! "= 
something of reckless indiflerroce. Mra, Wiseman's tale recarred 
to her, which had recouated bow Mr, Stuart some five or sis 
years ago had married and, io the popular vernacolar, run away 
from bis home in Scotland, Alter Jess than a year's sojout in 
America, bis wife bad died ond he had been drives to despair, 
and had been saved from suicide, a» Mrs. Wiscwan affirmed, by 
Mr. Hill, who had made her conversant with this hare outline, 
Not a strikingly original history, and one which Miss Child's 
cultured taste would have ordinarily rejected as worthy only of 
the sentimentafiem of the idyllic romance, now so obsolete, Bot 
taken ja connection with the man and his unique persouality, 
this trite, unornamented schedule was transformed into a trag- 
oly. She felt ber fajtblese nineteenth century soul rising to the 
heights of tbe conception of the "grand passion,” Bat she 
kave no outward indication of what was going on in her mind, 
One of those subtle moods of sympathy, as potent and ines 
plicable as an electrical current, was for the time being unitoe 
these two individuals. 

To the casual observer Duncan Stuart doubtless appeared 
carelesaly gay and happy, a man of the world. He was motin 
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tbe babit of talkiog of himself, or of exploiting bis sentiments or 
posing as a melavcboly koigbt. Bat ose at all conversant with 
the laws controlling human nature would bare found in his im» 
pervious indilerence something infinitely sadder, more hopeless 
than any whining lamentation, 

Making an cort to speak simply and a» sbe really felt, 
Elizabeth sad in n spirit of true sympathy: “I think I under- 
stand, Mr. Stuart. When one tumoltuoos storm has swept o'er 
tbe soul, it is not cany to evolve from the deptha thus pesetrated 
a second enthusiasm. Ab! koove it all—' tbe long beartache. 
as Rossetti pots it; the frenzied despair which finally in very 
weariess of spirit settles into that barres inanity that absorbe 
the very lifeblood of effort. The uncompromising moralist, 
from bis a priori pinnaçie of ‘oaghts,” terms it weakness of will. 
The cold soul of the intellectual egotist malatains bere a» else- 
where ita perfect eqethorium of incredality.” 

Mr, Stuart evinced no surprise at this spontaneous outburst 
from Miss Child. Perhaps he had already divined that hers 
had beca no plecidly unemotiosal existeoce, He did not belong 
to that obtuerly a'solutespecies which requires all the statistics 
of time avid place in order to understand that another bas passed 
through à soglstirriog experience. With na exquisite delicacy 
and fioc consideration be took Blizabeth'e hand. “It is about 
all we have left, mpathy —isn't it?” 

"Mr. Stuart, would xou not really preler to suffer through 
your ideals than to be satisëcd with the orthodox values of 
ditet” 

"No, by no means no! I tbe ideals are not to be realized 
and are only provocative of pain £ think tbe vcriest. clod-hopper 
të to be envied.” 

"Hot why are they not to be realized?" 

“Ab! not being omoiscient, | cannot tell shat.” 

Here was just the difference in the effect of their respective 
Experiences upon these two persons. Elizabeth Child made ber- 
sdf doubly unhappy hy a futile rebellion against the incompe- 
tence of ber natare to reach unaided her highest conception of 
charncter, Daocan Stuart, inflexibly indifferent a» to the ethics 
of his failure, did not permit himself, save when some unusual 
stress of circemstances buried it upon him, to think aboot bis 
past ideals, bot systematically gave bimselfup to gettiog through 
the days as pleasantly ax possible. He lodulged rarely in any 
drama of the emotions. 

Bheabeth, thoogh intellectually a pore modern, was through 

her emotional nature allied with tbe past, and, bowever she 
might resent the gratuitous burden, was forced to admit that 
the feminine juberitu ace the imperative need of à close personal 
sympathy—was hers, She found berself alternately inspired and 
depressed by ber longing for that fine, aweet personality which 
meant so moch to ber. Iu ber best moments she admitted that 
ber absorbiog love for Ralph Mandon bad beca of inestimable 
value in regulatiog bee whole conception of life, Bot, ah! those 
days of dreary depression, when a dull letbargy seemed to lali 
every higher sense, were dificult to codure, Then aggressive 
hours of positive, desolating pain asserted themectyes, mingled 
with spamodic efforts to act—to rise superior to this morbid iu. 
ection and to make something of life otber than a passive, un 
fruitful revery. But Elizabeth bad not sofficient force to aai- 
mate daily existence; it seemed petty, sordid, aan; and ail too 
ensily she succumbed to its disillusioning power. Aod she was 
beginniog sadly to realize that she simply bad an artistic appre- 
bension of the fine aad beroic io the human character, but no 
moral stamina to live in accordance with ber convictions. 
When she thought of the calm aclf-poise which Ralph Mandoo 
opposed to the irritating trivialities of life, sever overcome by 
the bard and palofal exteroalitics which bis devotion to his con. 
victions entailed, it kept ber from sinking into faithless negation. 
Yes, Ralph Mandon bad character—character in the Emersonian 
vensc—at was impervious to the matecializing and vulgarizing 
infloceces of the day. 

Miss Child continued: “Possibly susceptibility to intense

MARY WOLLSTONECRAFT: A SYMPOSIUM. 


By Laura H. Earle. 

Mary Wollstonecraft'a latest biographer, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Robins Pennell, says 

“Those who jodge Mary Wollstonecraft by ber condoct, 
without inquiring into her motives, or reading ber book [she 
alludes to tbe " Viedication of the Rights of Woman”), aight 
conclude that what «be desired was the destruction of family tics, 
and, consequently, of moral order,” 

Thus does she defend a Mary Wollstonecraft. One may well 
say, " Defend me from my defenders.” 

We must judge people by their condoct. Condact i» ever a 
better guide to a man's character than are his writings. Mary 
Wollstonecraft's writings, in particolar, area long way behind 
her condoct of life. And her conduct was uot, as Mra. Pennell 
would impir, subversive of family ties, In spite of all that bas 
beca written and said on the subject, it is still somewhat. uncer 
tain just what it is that constitutes the Family. In this pe 
culiarity—lodefiniteness of form—it partakes of the nature of all 
the other objects of human worship, from time immemorial. 
But it is strange for ^ woman of our day, and a person of Mrs. 
Penncil’s evident enlightenment, to writein a strain asif the 
family did not exist except on a piece of parchment, aod within 
a finger-ring. 

Mary Wollstonecraft lived with Imlay as long as be would 
live with ber, and sbe bore him a child, to whom she was a de 
voted mother, This was surcly a family life, and à formal mar” 
ringe could not have made it more so, But, ia the disregard of 
what she considered meaningless forms, sbe showed the world 
what a brave spirit can do. The event proved the wisdom of 
the dissolrability of the bond, in this case, although the break 
in the connection brought grief to Mary. The time of ber union 
with Godwin was too short to pronoance what its character 
would have been had she lived ; but to bim also she bore a child; 
which makes it tolerably certain that bere, too, would bave been 
a family. 

Her letters to Imlay are charming. They make a strikiog 
picture of ber individuality at that time: impulsive, geocrous, 
affectionate, jealous and quick-tempered she was, Wemay ima- 
gine ber jealous in spite of ber reason, which could vot approve 
that failing of the weak, In one of the letters to Imlay she 
speaks of a certaia woman, balf-jestingly,tbos: — is a pretty 
woman (I cau admire, you know, a pretty womas, when I 
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am alone)" Again, she writes seriously: "If a wandering of 
tbe beart, or even a caprice of tbe imagination, detains you, 
there is an end of all my hopes of happioess, I could not forgive 
it if E would.” 

These remarks are interesting ns showing tbe point she had 
reached in mental derclopment, and as a possible indication of 
the weak link in the chain that bouod ber and Imlay. Her intel» 
lect, though strong, had not yet freed ber from the traditions of 
sex-ownersbip. This feeling in Mary must hare bees, to a man 
of the world like Imlay, almost unendurable, 

Mer passion for Imlay was sincere and deep; but, while ber 
earlier letters show ber exacting and jealous, the later ones 
make it evident that she had never known the man as be really 
was, Mrs. Penodi, speaking of this episode, calls it "the sad- 
est of all sad love stories": a very extreme statement; first, 
because this one is the counterpart of many—ove might say of 
most—love stories. Secondly, because we remember that the 
heroine of this story, although she suffered moch at her lover's 
desertion, was within tbe year in love with another—God win. 
A beart-break that is bealed within a year docs not sadden us 
excessively, But this sabmission to time and events only gives 
additional proof of Mrs Wollstooecraft's uncommon mental 
poise, Love is natural acd eternal: beart-bresk aboormal and 
pathologic. 

The circamstances of her later union with Godwin are eri- 
dence that Mary learned from life; that she outgrew much of 
the prejudice of possession in love, of which jealousy ie the out- 
ward sigo. Had abe lived longer, and she aod Godwin con- 
tinoed to maintain their independent manner of liviog, against 
the whole world's pressure, we should doubtless have seen the 
results in some really powerful work from Mary's pen. And 
Godwin bimself perhaps wouid not have become the melascholy 
picture that he was in Sbelley's eyes in later years, 

In this experiment of Mary's and Godwin's,—she la one 
bouse, be in another: visiting each other when they would, but 
cach respecting the other's privacy; each respecting the person- 
ality—ouy, the life-of tbe other - what chance was there not 
for a true lore to develop! 

So it is Mary Wollstonecraft's coodect and life that were 
epoch-making, rather than her writings. By ber independent 
action she doobtless belped women forward materially; indeed, 
thie influence is still working ia the world; while ber writings, 
bold as they were for ber time, have, I think, long ceased to be a 
motive power. These always suffered from a cambersome and 
pedantical style, There is, too, a weak veia of sentimentalism 
in what abe wrote for publication, which docs not appear, how- 
ever, in the perfectly natural letters to Imlay. 

Women have yet to find out that it is through action—by 
living—not by contemplation, reflection, nor even by writing, 
that the world is moved. When they are folly convinced of this, 
thee they will begin to be natural.

It is all right 
for a dog: to wear a collar with its owner's name on it, bat I 
bope the time will come when a woman will not thiok it peces- 
sary to put a man's name on ber visiting card. Nevertheless I 
"saw Godwin,” with the followiog result; Godwin, Mary 
Nollstonecraft, 1759-97; b. England; became teacher and gov- 
erncss, aod in 1786 published Thoughts on the Education of

Daughters’; afterwards Mary, a novel ; * Original Stories, anë 
translations from Lavater, Haviog great sympathy with the 
ideas that. instigated tbe Prench Revolution, she went to Paris, 
where she became the mistress of an American known as Imlay, 
He deserted her and William Godwin married ber, She died la 
her thirty-cighth year in giving birth to a daughter, who be 
came the wife of the poet Shelley.” 

A meager outline of a brief life! A» I read ita great vrave ol 
aloneness swept over me. Por the time | seemed to be Mary 
Wollstonecraft and to cry out, like the woman in Olive Schreis- 
ers " Three Dreamsin a Desert," "lam alone, Lam utterly alone” 
The little I bad learned interested me profowodly. 1 wanted to 
know more, Between the lines of that grudging, balfcontempty 
uous sketch was a great deal more than appeared in the fine 
themselves. Peefeering, always when possible, to get my infor- 
mation about a person from the person herself, } tried at the 
Denver Pablic Library to get Vindication of the Rights of We 
man.” It was not there; ocither was her " Memoirs," written 
by Godwin, The best I could do was to get her life, written by 
Blizabeth Robins Pennell. Tbe introdoction to this book begiss 
as follows: "Pew women have worked so faithfully for the 
cause of humanity as Mary Wollstonecraft, avd few have bees 
tbe objects of such bitter censure,” 

I read the book with a feeling of gratitude to those who la 
the columns of Lucifer brought me to seck to koow of this wow 
derfal woman, What can I write of her? Who, knowiag oll 
the ascertainable facts regarding ber heredity and carly environ 
ment, would have said: * These will produce a genias”? Who 
can analyze them now and show why they did produce a genios? 
Not I. sorely; and again the question comes, “What can T 
write?’ Lam impressed by ber extraordinary courage, pene 
verance, industry, clearsigbtedness, generosity, earnestness, af 
fection, bonor, nobility, refusal to be governed by the shame aod 
conventionalities of life, love of truth, sense of justice, immense 
self-reliance outside of the realm of affection and utter depend- 
toce within chat realm, and lotensity of thought and ferling. 
All tbesc she possessed or was possessed by in a remarkable de 
gree; bot most of all am I haunted by the misery that atteoded 
ber through life, One writer observes, “The calamities of ber 
life so miserably prove the improprietr of her doctriogs.” (I 
wooder if this writer called bimscif a Christian and if so how be 
«oostrued tbe “calamities that attended the life of Jesus of New 
areth and the lives of his immediate followers.) So impressed 
am | by ber suffering» that I have decided to leave other mat- 
ters too ther writers and touch only on this one phase of ber like. 

When | first read that sbe died at tbe age of thirty-eight it 
seemed a fact for almost infinite regret. After reading ber life 1 
regretted it no more, Herbappiness could be measured bya few 
months; ber misery only by many, macy years. Her intellect. 
ual and literary unfoldment gave promise of noble (ruitage com- 
pared with which the work abe had done seemed but a bedding; 
but I shrink from the thought of tbe suffering which was iser 
itable, To me it seems as if the shadows of her childbood aod 
youth bad so darkened ber life that only a superhuman buman 
love could lighten it, My terms may em paradoxical, Let 
me explain: Mary Wollstoaceraft was of a deeply religions na- 
ture, and her letters, especially the carlier ones, abound with 
expressions of ber depenilence on a divine Providence; bot she 
was also a striking example of what the poet meant when abe 
wrote— 

TA while the lips ask love divine, 
The beart asks love that’s human." 

Boro with an intense craving for love, which beitber ber 
father nor mother gave ber, with a refisement of nature that 
coald not tolerate coarseness, a love of truth that scorned dexp- 
tioa, and a passionate sease of justice, she was foredoomed to 
disappointment in affairs of tbe beart, 

For a abort time she was very bappy with Imlay, and Mrs. 
Pconel! say», regarding ber lite with Godwin; “In ber own house, 
sarrounded by husbaod and children, she would have been not 
only a great buta happy woman.” The calm created by ber 
more happy circumstances would have lessened ber pessiesistie 
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. €". [cannot share this thought. She had beca married 
less than a yenr when she wrote this to Godwin: Whatever 
tenderness you took away with you seems to bave evaporated 
on the jouruey. . The chance of your not coming shows 
so little consideration that, uoless you suppose me to be a stick 
or a stone, you have forgot to think, as wellas to feel, since you 
ha ve beca on the wing." 

Her biographer assures us that "tbis misunderstanding, 
bovrever, wax of short duratica, The ‘littl rift’ in their case 
never widened to make their life-music mote." 

But, my deor Mrs. Penacil, there were years and years to 
come, Mr. Godwin could not have kept bis love tuned up to 
concert piteli all the time, the shadows of childhood would have 
dosad around ber, he would have grown aweary trying to dis 
pel them, and another beart-breakiog separation, like that from 
Imlay, would have come. She was spaced that. Iam glad she 
died while she was still happy. 

At the close Mes, Pennell writes: Whether her principles 
and cooduct be applauded or condemned, she must always be 
hoaored for ber integeity of motive, ber fearlessness of action, 
and her faithful devotion to the cause of humanity.”

The rebellious cry of a slave i» sever an agrecable sound, 
and is never popular at the time itis beard. Beit ever ao ex- 
pressive, ever so strong, «ver so eloquent, the majority of the 
people will not Kstea to it, and many would like to sce the crier 
killed that his protests might be silenced, 

Sometimes, if in after years the slave and bis fellows should 
gain a modicam of freedom, the worth of tbe first rebel is rec- 
ognized and he receives a belated measure of appreciation nod 
praise. Only "success succeeds" and then the reviled rebel be- 
comes a hero, 

Mary Wollstonecraft was the first woman in these later 
centories to raise u cry for the “Rights of Women,” and really 
inaugurated tbe modern Woman's Rights movement. Tberighte 
that bave been claimed for women during the ceotury since Mary 
Wollstonecraft lived have been ridiculed, abased, misrepresented, 
tossed aside as worthless: yet, almost unconsciously to society, 
the conditions that warrant for womes all that she demanded 
bave slowly swept into existence, and even while we are laugh. 
ing at the “coming woman,” lo! abe is bete as the "new woman" 
and we accept ber wbetber or no, and find ourselves made as 
happy by her and as dearly loved as ever. And we fod ber so 
great. There is so much of ber; she is brave as well as geotle, 
wise as well as loving, self poiscd and self-respecting as well as 
selfsacriëciog aud faithfol, There are not eoough of her as yet, 
but she is still coming. There is a mew vitality io society, new 
thoughts stirring revivified minds, new and better loves spring: 
ing up and higher ideas of happiness comingintuexistence. And 
we are still improving. This new and better condition of affairs 
has had as one of its most powerful promoters the work of the 
brave band of women who were ia the first place aroused to 
action by the noble and energetic Mary Wollstosecraft. 

The demands made by the Woman's Rights societies may 
not always have heca wisely made; not always timely, and not 
always what women reully needed, But their ialfoence in bring. 
ing about better conditions for wowen can scarcely be estimated, 
While they demanded in strensous tones “the ballot for women.“ 
" representation with taxation” and, except in a few instances, 
have failed utterly, they have brought about what is far better, 
viz, the recognition of woman's rights to herself, to live ber 
own life, to development, tu a choice in the use of her powers in 
the world of industry, art and learning. 

Mary Wollstoweeraft’s claim for rights for women included 
all that bas come to het and more; she believed that «qual fran- 
chise would bring about a recoguition of ber equal rights to life, 
liberty aod the pursuit of happiness, sooner than anything else, 
It waa too soon thea for even the most advanced of thinkers to 
appreciate the fact that the ballot, like the scepter, is an instru- 
meat of despotism and no person living has a “God-given richt 


to usc it. This thought is heresy even now, but thoughtful peo- 
ple know it is troe. All the reasons that have ever beca urged 
against the usc of the ballot by women were well grounded ; but 
they weigh against its use by men as well, [t used to be said 
that woman ought not to expect the right of franchise because 
she could not carry à guo. Bat the truth is, that iotelligent 
human beings ought to ase ocitber. Onc is a form of violent 
coercion, so is tbe other. It is not a thing to be proud of—that 
of being trained to kill one's fellow beings; it is na more bonor- 
able to force one's fellows to obey laws and to Hive nader condi- 
tions which they despise; so it has been no great loss to women 
that they could neither carry a goo and fight like a soldier, vor 
cast a ballot like a politician. 

Women bave made these demaods asa groundwork for 
greater liberty in all elds; for equal opportunities, for the right 
to choose their vocations, their beliefs, their friends and tbeir 
lovers; and that they bave sot got what they asked for, bot 
have gained in some degree these bigher rights, isa grand ac- 
complishment. 

la the days when virtoous women were to be seen only in 
the home, when women were secluded, guarded, protected and 
commanded, and from whom only domesticity, fuitbfalness, teo- 
derocus to ber own, aod obedieace were expected, it was a 
mighty work to write such a book ns “The Rights of Woman”; 
and brave must bave beca the woman who “dared.” But hers 
was a large soul, and the brain that could conceive unaided the 
thoughts contained in it, worthy to be remembered through all 
the long ages to come alter her, Mary Wollstonecraft was one 
of the great women of that century; besides her wonderfal abil- 
ity she was loving, true, sympathetic, and she understood ber 
own natoreandlivel upto it. Bot like Thomas Paine, ber good 
works are forgotten because she advocated an unpopolar cause. 
Sbe has not been remembered as she should bare beca io this 
country: she belped to lay the foundation of such freedom, inde 
pendence, brave thinking as we possess, and should be remem- 
bered as a heroioe. But if only in the hearts of a few liberty- 
loving thinkers ber memory is held sacred, let it be with more 
intente revereoce and love, for that fact; may ber memory be 
kept green forever in the minds of all those who love liberty, 
equality and fraternity.

There are perbaps no two persons who have lived in the 
past two centuries who have buen more grossly misrepresented 
and malizocd than Mary Wollatonocraf: and Thomas Paine, 
yet tbe ideas of this woman and this man oo government, rè 
ligion and sociology have, after nearly 150 years of slow bat 
steady growth, been so iofused into tbe civilization of today 
that progress of the buman race would be impossible without 
them. 
The writings of this woman and man bave been mighty 
infecoces in directing the human mind to the solution of tbe 
problem of liberty. A scant measure of justice is now being ren- 
dered to the memory of Thomas Paine. His " Rights of Man,” 
while still denounced by pricsts and kings, is the political classic 
and guidebook of tbe republican spirit that is abroad in the 
earth. 

The rights of man was a utopian idea that bad baunted the 
human mind for ceotaries, but Thomas Paine first dared give 
voice to it. 

That woman bad buman rights had been merely hinted at 
in suppressed tones by Mary Astell, who lived a hundred years 
before Mary Wollstooccraft; later by Coodorcet, and a Hunga- 
rían woman whose name bas been lost to history; bat their 
words were so faint that they died in expression. 

On the 27th of April, 1759, Mary Wollstonecraft was born 
at Hoxton, England. She was destined to be a radiant proph- 
etess, to blaze a pew path for ber sex from that of deep subjec- 
tioa to mental and financial independence. The oppressions 
nod sorrows of ber sex fell like a pall upon her great heroic beart 

[coxrixvxo ox raos 125.) 
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The Wollstonecraft — 
A few weeks ago tbe plan of a memorial number of Lucifer 
la honor of the life and work of Mary Wollstonecraft was sug» 
gested by James B. Elliott of Philadelphia. lo this current issue 
of the Light Bearer oor readers see the result of that saggestion. 
Of the various contributions to this symposium | wish to 
say but little. They speak for themselves. But, believing that 
comparatively few of our readers ever saw any of the writings 
of this pioneer rebel against tbe sexual enslavement of woman, 
I wish to present a few extracts from tbe volume called “ Letters 
to Imlay," as characteristic specimens of ber style of writing 
and trend of ber thought. Among the earlier and less impas- 
sioned of these letters is tbe following: 


“Somoch for business! May venture totalk a little longer 
about less weighty affairs? How are yoo? | ha xe been follow» 
iag you all along the road this comfortless weather; for, when 
Lam abacot from those llore, my imagination is as lively a» if 
my seoses had never beea gratified by their preseoce-] was 
golog to say carex»—and why sboold I eot? I have found 
out that I have more mind than you, ia one respect; because T 
can, without any violent effort of reason, fied food for love in 
the same object, much longer than you can. Tbe way to my 
senses lë through my beart; but forgive me! I thiok there is a 
shorter cut to yours, 

^ With ninety-nine men oct of a hundred. a very sufficient dash 
of folly is necessary to render a woman piquante, a soft word 
for desirable; and, beyond these casual ebullitions of sympathy, 
few [men] look for enjoyment by fostering a passion in their 
hearts. One reason, in short, why | wish my whole sex to be- 
come wiser, is, that the foolish ones may not, by their pretty 
folly, rob those whose sensibility keeps down their vanity, of the 
few roses that afford them some solace in the thorny road of life. 

“1 do not koow how! fell into these reflections excepting one 
thought produced it—that these continual separations were nec- 
essary to warm your affection. Of late we are always separat- 
ing. Crack! crack! and away rou go! This joke wears the 
sallow cast of thought; for, though I began to write cheerfully, 
some melancholy tears have found their way into my eyes, that 
linger there, whilst a glow of tenderness at my heart whispers 
that you are one of the best creatores in the world, Pardon 
then tbe vagaries of a mind that has been almost ‘crazed by 
care, as well as "crossed in hapless love.“ and bear with me a 
little tooger! When we are settled in tbe country together, 
mere duties will open before me, and my beart, which now, 

trembling into peace, is agitated by every emotion that wakens 
the remembrance of o'd griefs, will karn to rest oa yours, with 
that digaity your character, not to talk of my Gwn, demanda. 

> Takecare of yourself, and write soon to your own girl (you 


may add dear, if you please) who sincerely loves you, asd wil 
try to convince you of it, by becoming bappier.” 

la this letter Mery Wollstonecraft speaks not for bendi - 
alone, bat for the vast majority of women ns well, wben she 
says: "The way to my senses is through my heart.” Nor is ber 

at fault when speaking of meo. Here we bave ost 
lined in few words the chief source of unhappiness to womss 
as woman. Woman's love is centnpetal, spiritual, enduring: 
whereas man's love is centrifugal, sensuous, cpberoerat, 

The chief cause, as I sce it, of this radical difference betwees 
women and men in their Jove natures is the equally radical dif. 
ence in the roles assigned by nature to tbe sexes, respectively, la 
the work of reproducing the race. If this be true, then 
would seem to be little, if any, hope that there will ever be as 
«nd to the pangs of jratousr, on the part of woman at least,» 
long as the race is reproduced in the way it now is and bas be 
in all the past. - 

The next quotation shows that Mary Wollstonecraft took 
the ground contended for by Locifer—that tbe mother is the 
natural owner of the child, and also, by logical inference, that 
woman is the rightfel owner of ber person. 1f not the owser of 
ber person—ber body—abe could not logically claim the owner 
ship of the prodoct of her body, Hence man's law gives the 
child to the unmarried mother, but to the father if the womas 
be married to him. Hence also the old legal maxim in the SO 
that the child of a negro slave motber is a slave, theagh the 
father be free and white. 

“Considering the care and anxiety à woman mast have 
about a child before it comes into the world, it seems to me, by 
a natural right, to belong to ber. When meo get immersed ia 
the world, they seem to lose all sensations, excepting those pee 
cary to coptinoc ur produce fife! Are these (be privileges of 
reason? Amongst the feathered race, whilst the ben keeps the 
young warm, ber mate stays by to cheer her; bat it is sudest 
for man to condescend to get a child, in order to daim it. A 
man isa tyrant! 

“You may now tell me, that, if it were not for me, you 
would be laoghiog away with some honest fellows in Loosdos, 
Tbe casual exercise of social sympathy is sot enough for me-l 
should not think such an beartless life worth preserving. 

“It is necessery to be in good bumor with you, to be pleased 
with tbe world.” 

Our space for this week being now foll, with several letters 
Jeft over, I will make only one more brief selection from Mary's 
letters to Imlay, illustrative of the agony that woman ever at 
fers from enrequited or slighted love: 

"] was very low-spirited last night, ready to quarrel with 
your chrerful temper, which makes absence casy to you. And 
why should | mince tbe matter? | was offeoded at your sot 
erco mentioning it. Ido not want to be loved like a goddem, 
but I wish to be necessary to you. God bless you." 

Italics in last paragraph are mine. These brief selections 
coatain a whole volume of sex ethics. M.H.

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aod Mary Wollstonecraft spoke la thunder tones, and the world 
is listening to this very hour and actiog oa ber ideas. 

This noble woman's life was pathetic and tragical in the 
extreme, She was a martyr to liberty. Her brief life of thirty 
eight years, loaded with iajustice, care and sorrow, illumines 
one of the noblest pages of buman history. 

Her life was one of mental agony, made so by the wrovgs 
and erucities that were heaped upon belpless women, and it 
seemed that cach new phase in her carcer bot eapbasized her 
carly impressions and fired her brain into rebellion against them. 

In ber own home and in the homes about her she learned 
tbe cruel lessons of life, apos which abe founded her moral creed. 
Her biographers record that ber father was a druokari, aud, al- 
though tbe son of a well-to do Buglish manufactarer, be reduced 
bis family to poverty by his riotoas living. It is recorded that 
ber father was the. terror and. the tyrant of his houschold, aod 
many a time the child Mary had thrown herself between ber 
father and mother, that sbe might receive the blows intended 
for tbe subjected, frightened mother, wbose bealth had been 
wrecked by bearing children to the brate who made them the 
victims of poverty and crucity. 

Mary Wollstonecraft in girlhood had but one bosom friend 
—Panny Blood, whose fatber too vras a drunkard, ber motber 
weak, incompetent, and sadly servile to her master, while their 
children were neglected and cruelly treated. There was nothing 
in the home of Mary Wollstonecraft, in the home of her friend, 
or the homes about her, to impress her with the sanctity of the 
marriage tie or the Messing» resulting from the subjection of 
women. 

Though these were conditions ía domestic life oenrly one 
hundred and fifty years ago, with all tbe religion and cdocation 
we bave today the momentous question arises, Are conditions 
much improved in our time? | leave it to the presa, which daily 
poblishes the appalling and grewwome facte, to answer the 
question, 

The close friendship between Pansy Blood and Mary Woll- 
stonecraft stimulated the latter's mental activity and aroused 
in her the determination to go iato the world to seek independ- 
ence. She was in torn lady's maid, companion, governess and 
teacher, yet all the time cherishing the idea of defying the world 
aod making literature ber profession, that she might otter the 
protests and ideas regarding the wrongs of women that boorly 
burned into ber brain and heart. 

A year's service to Lady Kingeboro, the leader of the exclu- 
sive set of her day, gave ber a glimpse of the condition of society 
women, of whom she said: " The wife, mother aod human crea- 
ture were all swallowed up by tbe factitious character, which 
an improper education and the vanity of beauty had prodoced, 
which was cuite feminine according to masculine ideas.” Thus 
equipped by contact with the actual conditions of ber sex, Mary 
Wollstonecraft gave ber message to the world. 

She was ns ardent a bater of shams as Carlyle, aud, as her 
experience and observation tanght her that the refinement and 
cruelty of injustice forced women into quiet submission aod pa- 
tient suffering by the conditions formulated by brute force, she 
rebelled against them with such power that the firetipped de- 
naociatiç ns of ber pea are echoing in our legal and domestic 
systema to this very bour. 

Mary Wollstonecraft painted the Doll's House ™ long before 
Ibsen and bis Norah were dreamed ot. She refuted the ideas of 
Hannab More and Mes. Barbauld that woman was made to be 
weck. submissive, and of all things religious, whose only duties 
were to worship God, aod serve and obey man, While such 
women writers were apologizing for their work, as if it were a 
womanly indiscretion, Mary Wollstooccraft seized bee pen and 
wrote her Vindication of the Rights of Woman." It appeared 
in 1792, and it electrified the Buropcan world aod was speedily 
translated into French and German, She was the frat woman 
in the world to make literature a profession, She became the 
literary star of London. and such men as Tallyrand, Johnson, 
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Sduthey, Thomas Paine and the literati of ber time paid homage 
to her genius and courage. 

This woman was handsome in person and an intellectual 
maguet. Southey, writing of her, ways: "Of all the lions or lit- 
erati | have seco here in London, Mary Wollstonecraft's face is 
the best, infinitely the best." 

The year sbe published hee “Rights of Woman" she went 
from London to Paris, and bere occurred the saddest episode in 
ber tragical life, She met, loved, and allied ber fate without the 
legal marriage ceremony toCaptain Gilbert Imlay, an American, 
a man totally anworthy of the devotioa of so grand a woman, 
and be proved himself a character that deserves ooly execration. 

After the publication of * Rightsof Woman” and her alliance 
with Imlay, the world poured upon her defenseless head its tor- 
rentsof abuse and obloquy. The writing of the book was a minor 
offense, bat ignoring the marriage ceremony wasa deadly crime, 
She was denounced as a “social outcast, "a byens in petti» 
coats,” aod Horace Walpole politely called ber a philosophizing 
serpent.” All thie while Imlay was trampling on ber love; and 
after bearing him ooe child, Fannie, being no longer able to bear 
his iodifference, heartless cruelty, and glaring immorality, abe 
severed ber relations from him, Twice in her beart-agony did 
sbe attempt to take ber own life, Tbe world was so cruel that, 
though steeped in sensualism, yoked to ignorance and tyranny, 
in after years it banted the lovely daughter of Mary Wollstone- 
craft to suicide because the pricst had oot sealed the marriage 
vows of her parents. 

When Mary Wollstonecraft met Imlay tbe world was ring- 
iog with ber literary fame, She had written ber * Education of 
Daughters," “Original Stories of Real Life," her celebrated let- 
ters to Borke aod Tallyrand, " Retlections on the French Rerolu- 
tion,” and ber “Rights of Woman.” The world was dazed at 
tbe spleo tor of her mental ability aod courage, but because she 
did not believe io the efficacy of words pronounced hy a priest 
to seal a onion of hearts, it sought to submerge ber pame and 
fame under its torrents of abuse. 

George Eliot, the master mind of bër century, who has as 
maoy commentators as Shakespeare; George Eliot, who gave 
the world not only a system of philosophy, but a religion, the 
key of which the future bolds; George Eliot, who discussed prob. 
lems of human life which might have porsied Plato, who was 
the idol of her generatioo—this woman, because she defied cos- 
tom sod entered iato conjuga! relations with George Henry 
Lewes without the sanction of the priest, was forced to pay the 
severe penalty of estrangement from friends, the loss of liberty 
of speech, the foremost rank amosg tbe women of ber time, aod 
a tomb in Westminster Abbey. 

Mary Wollstonecraft and George Eliot represent a combi- 
nation of mental strength, moral courage, and fidelity to princi- 
ple that is not recorded of men ía any age. 

Ignorant conservatism, whose handmaid is tyranny, scourged 
these mental titans with the scorpion whip, The oar was placed 
in their biceding bande an the only means of escape from the 
Nemesis that pursued them, yet the scourgers were unworthy to 
touch even the bem of their garments, 

The glaring injustice of a double code of morals isin fall 
force today and pollates our whole civilization. It is strongly 
exemplified in the case of the wroaged and hunted Princess 
Louise of Saxony, who has been denied a country and a name, 
and parsoed like a criminal, for deserting a brutal, immoral, ty- 
raunical husband for the companiooship of a man who in ber des- 
peration extended her kiodnesss and sympathy; yet the bus- 
baod of this unfortanate woman wears the parple and his titles, 
aod demands homage from his people. Another up-to-date casc 
is the expulsion of Lady Gordon from the Boglish court by 
Qacen Alexandra, whea the world has stamped King Edward 
Vil as one of the most notorious profligates of his time. 

Cooservatism with its lash is ever haotiag from tbe human 
brain and beart sincerity and mental and moral integrity, and we 
have the result lu tbe preseot state of society. Where humanity 
te robbed of natural human rights it will by some meaus obtain 
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privileges called illicit. Ah! if woman knew ber power, demand 
ing of meo the same moral status that men demand of ber, this 
would be a mighty lever in the solution of the sex problem. 
The leprosy of license and tbe tyranny over the mothers of the 
race have well nigh reduced our social structure to pandemoniom. 

A single code of morals was a strong key-note struck with 
such power by Mary Wollstonecraft that it startled the world 
because the idea had never been advanced before, She uttered 
this truth: “Tyranny, wherever it raises its brazen front, will 
undermine morality." 

Tbe last chapter ín tbe tragical life of this wonderful woman 
was her union with William God win, a writer of note and a de- 
fender of pure reason, They brought to each otber that good 
fricndsbip and intellectual companionship which she declared in 
her “ Vindication” were necessary to a happy union. When she 
found that for tbe second time she was to become a mother, a 
marriage ceremony was performed between Godwin and berself, 
mot that citber of them believed in it, but to save their child 
from tbe cruel stigma with which society bad branded her 
daughter, Fannie Imlay, and later drove her to suicide. 

On August 30, 1797, Mary Wollstonecraft gave birth to 
Mary God win, destined to become famous as Lady Mary Shelley, 
tbe wife of Percy Bysshe Shelley. She yielded up ber life in tbe 
birth of this daughter. She died on September 10, 1797, at the 
age of 38. 

It was a loss to the world that cannot be calculated that 
abe did not reach old age, for in her short bat stormy life abe ren- 
dered greater service to ber sex than any woman before ber time 
and blazed a path for those who followed her. Bat carly death 
was to her a happy release, as sbe was no doubt more blessed 
in the silence of death than in the stress and strife of a long life 
in conflict with a cruel world. Perhaps no fiercer battle was 
ever fought than that waged in the braia and heart of Mary 
Wollstonecraft. Her infloeoce has been woren into every effort 
for woman's emancipation since ber day. Under oar present 
domestic conditions it is at least unbecoming to censure any 
buman being for seeking a solution of the most vital of all prob- 
lems--tbe relation of tbe sexes. | 

It cannot be claimed by the most conservative that the mar- 
riage system instituted by Church and State bas been or is now 
a success, The trail of slavery, tyranny, misery, croelty, suicide 
and murder is over its catire history, and today io the United 
States, which claims to lead Christian civilization, conditions are 
such that a revolution in the social structure is inevitable, 

What if a Mary Wollstonecraft bad never spoken? The 
fangs of tyranny and injustice would bave beca driven deeper 
into the heart of woman, until she coald have given birth only 
to tyrants, cowards and slaves. But for tbe stern conviction 
and spleodid courage of a Mary Wollstooccraft, an Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton would have been an impossibility. 

Bot for tbe example of a Mary Wollstonecraft, women would 
never ha ve dared to discuss their wrongs in private or public; 
yet today from the platforms and through the press they are 
freely discussing the domestic, political and economic conditions 
of their sex, aud their protests against thar wrongs have 
reached tbe dignity of a demand and their bumas rights are 
being respected. 

Ifa Mary Wollstonecraft had neverspoken, 00 woman would 
dare challenge the chastity of a. busband in the divorce court. 
Under conservatism, chastity is a misine virtue, aud man con- 
sents that woman shall have a perpetual trust on it. Despite 
the protests of the alarmed clergy, the divorce court is bere and 
doing a thriving basivess, and is one of the most beneficent in- 
stitutions of our civilization. 

If the Romish doctrine of the indimolubility of the marriage 
tie reigned supreme, republican institotions would be impossible, 
anil the hope of liberty and justice would die in the human heart, 
This was the condition of tbe human race when the priest bad 
absolute power, Thea woman was without hope of release, the 
servile sexual slave of man, and she peopled the world with 
tyrants, cowards at! slaves, The miseries of enslaved mother 
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hood have ever been visited with a vengeance on offspring. 
This Mary Wollstonecraft realized. 

O blind, cold and cruel work!’ thoogh staggeriog unda 
your load of iguorance aod suffering, you have ever hated to 
prison and to death humanity's greatest benefactors, 

When Mary Godwin was sixteca years old, beside the lowly 
grave that beld the ashes of ber heroi mother, the daugbter of 
the woman who wrote the "V indication of the Rights of 
Woman" and of tbe man who wrote “Political Justice,” both 
of which bad stirred tbe bent ta of two nations, plighted ber love 
and allegiance to Percy Ryssbe Shelley, the greatest of Boglish 
lyriats—Shelley, who sat upon the throne in tbe palace of pocsy 
—Sbelley the immortal, whose mind followed the skylark inte 
the immaculate recesses of clouds and sonsete—Shellcy, whoo 
tered the sacred shrine of tbe human heart, struck its thrilling 
chords, and filled its sacred chalice with ecatasy—Shelley, who 
limned in lines of living light the melancholy face of Mary Wol- 
stonecraft in one of his greatest poems, the Cenci.” 

Surely this scene at ber grave was cooogh to stir the isms 
sate clay of the most beroic woman of her time.

After the snows of coc hundred and forty three winters have 
fallen upon tbe grave oH Mary Wolistonccraft, above the condes. 
nation of a bigoted and tyraanical world, the splendor of ber 
genius, the rublimity of ber courage, ber fidelity to principle, 
and tbe beart agony of her brief life, rise in majesty to redeem 
her from the faaite with hieb she bas been cbnrgeed. 

She lived ber life, and shed her light, aud its radiance will 
ever light the path to Liberty and Justice, and all women should 
garland her memory with gratitude.

I have a bad habit of giviog my books away, particularly 
books on reform—books which tell what ought most to be 
knows. | have just found in our city library a Life of Wüliam 
Godwin,” in wbicb I find that Mary Wollstonecraft became bis 
wife, bot ber life with bim was not long. A woman of intel 
geace and liberal opinions, both social and political, she was iu 
thought and practice far in advance of most people of ber time. 
Today everybody, especially woman, believes or supposes sht 
believes in equality of tbe sexes, and there i» comparativdy 
litte opposition to woman occupying any place which she Sada 
herself equal to—indeed, she bas mach less difficulty in takings 
place such as man occupies than does a persoo with colored skis 

I have given so much of my time and thought tz tbe wrong 
that deprives men of political power because of the color of thet 
skio, that my enthusiasm for Woman's Rights is somewhat tame 
as compared with the strenuous appeals of some workers forthe 
Rights of W. „but Ihave always strives for equality, as 
ing that the persons demanding equality be troc to the principle 
of equality in all things.

Sex Domination. 


The self.etyled lords of creation are carelessly veglectíal in 
viewing their vast domain. The best of it they have never nevo: 
the foture of it they have rarcly suspected; they invariably begin 
by treating with contempt the stone which is to become the 
bead of the corner; they occupy themselves with tries, aod ig- 
nore the largest issace of beppiness, 

Let us women avoid copying them iv these things. Let us 
measure atd reckon the facts of that important part of cres- 
tion, the domination of sex. 

There are two parts of this dominion; the ove is within the 
sexual relation, the other outside of it, or tbe social part. 

What place docs man bold in the first, the sexual relation? 
With his usual perversity, be chafes under the obligations that 
nature hoposes upon him. With óne scorn he exclaims (has not 
each one of us beard bim”): “Do not call this love, for this in 

Bat the vulgar tune 
Which all that breathe beneath the moon 
So accorately learn, so soon." 

Very good, sir; bot this " vulgar tune" happens to be the 
one which led the march of progress from the lowest to the bigh- 
est, and with infinite varieties scarcely yet dreamt of, it is going 
to lead us forther yet. Only to the immature, childish mind is 
this tune without its deep notes and its tenderest cadence. 
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The most candid of our poets said: 

"Man's love is of man's life a thing apart, 

"Tis woman's whole existence.” 
Modern readers of Byron have interpreted this asa grent compli- 
ment to weman, Let us confront the saying with the facts. If 
we put tbe word homo, or human being, for mao, it is troc that 
sexual love is "a thing apart," for everyone. It cas only be the 
whole existence of any one in tbe same way that the whole light 
of tbe landscape after the sun bas set may consist in tbe redec 
tion orafterglow stil! pervading and glorifying all things, That 
woman and not man should have realized this glorifyiog light 
in ber life is praise which few of us would venture to accept for 
all our sex: let us hope that some of us deserve it. 

My view is that it i» exactly in this “thing apart" that 
man, not woman, regas supreme, This is the one part of bis 
domain where he reigns undisputed, the one throne be can never 
abdicate, Vet be docs all he can to narrow and belittle hie 
position! 

The social advance of woman is the commoaest historical 
truism, Though there have been many halts, there bave been 
no retreats ia this onward progress. Where there is anything 
like a condition that we can congratalate ourselves is civiliza- 
tion," women rule. Every woman who has not been too fatally 
cramped by false social costoms, derived from past ages, can 
testify that sheisset under authority to say to this man, Come, 
and he cometh; and to another, Do this, and be doeth it. 

Where there is social lite, tbere is no escape for men from the 
domination of women. And they do not wish to escape it, All 
that was best in what old Europe meant by "a gentleman,” all 
that is highest lo what America (Hearen be praised!) means by 
"a man,” is involved in this, 

Every increase of civilization means an increase in this mon- 
strons regimen of women "—if any one wishes to describe it in 
the words which John Knox uses sgainst the rule of queens. 
And we have not to consider what we most fancy, but what is 
fact. 
Now, I conteod that men and women must acxpt tbe part 
assigned them. Man is and mast be the artist of sexual love. 
Every love-union originates in tbe mind of tbe man; the con- 
trolled expression of humanized love depende for ita quality on 
his meatal capacity; the consummation depends entirely on his 
will, As within the sex relations of individuals, man is master 
of the ceremonies, so be must serve the world by designing a 
fature love-ideal for the race. 

Woman has done and is doing whatever is possible on ber 
part to raise this love and humanize it, though it often falls 
below that of simple-minded beasts. She bas done much to sup- 
ply tbe common sense and the science of the sexual relation; but 
sex reform can only be accomplished by man using all bis artistic 
facolties to formulate a noble sex ideal, 

Man bas boasted that “the virtoe of woman is the finest in- 
vention of man." What he has really done is to exaggerate the 
crodest sex instiocts of women so as to make them accept the 
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position of sex-slaves gratefally, and believe they abould be 
“taboo” to every one but their master. And be has imposed 
the ignorance of a child as a lifelong curse upon many womca, 
to whom the very meaniog of virtue is thereby made an impos- 
sible ita. 

Tbe virtue of woman is het oven—feve virtue, not bond virtue: 
man bas ooly to learn to understand and respect it. 

Man cannot serve two mastere—that is, two ideals. There 
must be no setting up of onc standard for man and auotber for 
woman, He must not besatisSed to follow one idealin his 
youth and another in his matority. He it not to say, Never 
marry the woman you love," and then carry out this program 
by making occ woman his obedient slave and another bis vaap- 
proached divinity—to judgeby results thisis very unsatisfactory 
to both the buman beings between whom be divides bis atteo- 
tions, and is certainly fatal to all future idealiziog. He bas to 
build up an ideal that will $t all times of life, and that will in- 
volve none of his fellow-beings in either sexual slavery or sexual 
starvation. He has a great deal to do, and thesooner be begins 
the better it will be for his owa happiness and that of the race. 

The part assigned to womao, the social dominion of sex, is 
simpler. But I think she still bas to learn tbe responsibilities of 
power, and to perceive that just as the physical dominance of 
man in the past oecessitated the development of chivalry, so her 
own moral domination ia the present aod future demands from 
her the sympathy, the selfcootrol and tbe aspirations of tbe 
noblest sort of cbivalry.

A Colony in the East. 

In response to my request in a reccot Lucifer for opicions in 
regard to a colony ia the East like that at Home, Wash., | bare 
heard from tco interested persons. Six queries were presented, 
and the resolt is bere given. 

1. Would you like to see a colony similar to that at Home 
established in the eastern Uoited States? 

Nine replicd affirmatively; one advocated co-operatios in a 
business way witbout change of location by exchangiog mer- 
cbandise and services through tbe aid of trade checks. 

2. if no, in what state, and in what part of the state? 
First choices were as follows: Pour were not particular; 
one was not particular, but suggested ocar Boston; two sug- 
vested the Muryland coast; one suggested a southern rather 
than a northera state; one, soatbeastera Massachusetts; one, 
near Detroit, Mich; one, western Arkansas, It will be noted 
that two chose the Maryland coast, and | may add that tbe 
gentleman who favors a soutbero rather than a nortbern state 
is a resident of Maryland. Add in tbe four who are not partico- 
lar, aod there is a good lead for tbe Maryland coast. Second 
choices: Mouotaia region of North Carolina; Long Island, 

3. Mit shoald be located where you wish, would you join 
it at the start ? 

Three said tbey could not join at the start; four said possi- 
bly or probably; two said they could join later; one could join 
at start if colony suited in other respects. 

4. Would you prefer a location within twenty miles of a 
city or large town, or still farther from avy large community ? 

Pour preferred a location more than twenty miles away; 
two, within twenty miles; one, more than twenty if the colony 
is large and strong. but less if small and weak; three expressed 
no preference. 

5. Would you contribute moecy toward the purchase of 
land and the erection or purchase of buildings? 

Keplics were as follows: Une would contribete $1,500; one 
would contribute at least bis own share; two would contribute, 
bat did not state amounts; ove probably could contribute; two 
could not at present; one could pot at all; two neglected to say. 

6, What, in your opicion, is the best plas of operation for 
n colony of free people under presest conditions? 

This query brought forth a number of suggestions. Two 
suggested a summer colony on the camp meeting plan, to be 
abandoned during the wioter months, One thought several 
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small groups preferable to a single large one, Some thoogbtis- 
dustrial. cooperation should be the basia of the colony; ollen 
thought social ffecdoor sbould be the basis, and indostríal tele 
tions incidental, All, however, agreed that liberty, equality ud 
fraternity should be the fundamental prociples of association 

Asa practical plan upon which to work, and as c 
in a singular degree the ideas of nearly all who wrote me, I ber 
give the colony scbeme oatline! by James Haworth: 

"Avoid taking or getting any name, such as Anarchists, 
Free Lovers, etc, Have trustee buy town site, sag twenty acm 
or $0, and secure option os land around, Price of land mot ta 
exceed $10 per nore. Arrange by mortgage (to friends, if pomiki) 
for payment by installmests. Individual! boldings to be n 
outright, and to be limited totown lotaod ten acres. Nite d 
to contain sagitary clauses, and to be granted aod trasenë 
ooly on signed agreement to settle all differences by arbitration 
Government: Universal consent (except ope ortwo). Todastrin 
for individual enterprise; (1) Gardening, chickens, etc.; (2) fria 
growing; (3) wood-working, furniture, cte (4) printing ast 
pablishiog; (3) home school for Liberal children aod yost, 
with every precaution against interference: (8) vacation root 
and camp-acetiog for Liberale. industrie» 4, 5 aod 6 might 
terest non-resident friends and have the assistance of their age 
tal. Cooperation: Such as may voluntarily grow ep.” 

Necessarily the matter of industrial co operation will beos 
of great importance, but there need be but lit tie friction Fito 
understood, as suggested by Mr. Lloyd in bis letter to m 
“That practical isdividualism, co-operation or communia i 
left to the free choice of those concerned." la proportion es c 
operation proved itself agreeable tothe colonists, it would deze 
more and more members. 

Two or three correspondents suggested a meeting of thee 
interested is this matter. All the letters I received bare ber 
forwarded to Mr. Haworth, to whose original suggertion thy 
symposiom was doc, and some of thosc who are in a position ts 
make a more in the matter will doubtless hear from bim. | 
wish to thank the correspondcots of Lucifer who have so ey 
written me, and trust that this acknowledgment will take de 
place of personal replica. Uadoubtedly there is a strong set 
ment for a colony in the Bast.

District Assembly 49, Knights of Labor, appointed a commit 
tee to ace and request representative men of New York to inter 
cade with the Goveraor of Illinois, and as a member of that com 
mittee I saggested Col. Robert O. Ingersoll; Courtland Palast 
aod Patrick Ford of the Irish World.

Not for personal controversy nor for personal victory, bat 
for the sake of truth and fairness, do I publish this long iet- 
ter from a man who koows whereof be speaks, and whose word 
is uniz.peached aod unimpeacbable, so far as I have beard, by 
any who know him; a man who i» pow aod bas been for many 
years actively engaged in the work of economic and industrial 
emancipation of America's working men and womes. 

Looking at the matter from every point of view; reading 
Robert G. Ingersoll as I would myself be reoi—as a boman 


being subject to limitations; not asa taint, a hero, or a demi- 
god; not presomiag to sit la jadgment upon the man, or upon 
tbe motives that lay bebind his acts and wonde; or (if trying to 
reach the motive throagh the actor word) potting the best pos- 
sible construction upon tbe word and act, adopting this thooght, 
I would repeat, as Ibave often said before, E feel glad and tbaok- 
fol that Ingersoll tbe man and brother was not completely sub- 
merged and lost in logersoli the lawyer awl partisan politician. 
Inevitably the life of the lawyer and politician tends to destroy 
thelast vestige of conscience and of buman sympathy ; to harden, 
to ossify, to petrify tbe heart, the finer human feelings; to 
make of the most noble specimen of manbood a “mechanized 
antomatos,” with no higher ambition than the acquisition of 
wealth and fame and power—it le because of this knowledge 
that all tbe surviving friends of tbe great religious liberator 
skoold rejoice that the real life of Robert Ingersoll wa» vastly 
better than were many of bir public utterances. 

“Acts speak louder than words His intercession with 
Oglesby for the lives of tbe Anarchists far ont weighs his public 
utterances against Anarchy. 

And now that Ingersoll's voice is no longer beard among 
men, tbe tendency is to caxowum him, to make of him the 
patron saint of the American Freethought movement. 

A strong effort is evidently being made to fetmulate a Creed 
of Infidelity with the sayings of Ingersoll an the basis of that 
creed, just as the reported sayings of the Nazarene are made the 
basis of the Christian creeds. Naturally enoogh, too, as in the 
case of the Christian creeds, the worst sayings, the least humane 
and least philosophic of tbe sayings of the great agnostic leader 
are being used as the basis of such Infidel creed, instead of the 
more hamane and philosophic. 

For example, we are told by Mr. Macdonald that in answer 
toquestiona asked by himself in regard to the trial and execation 
of the Anarchists logersoll replied, in part: 

“There is no place for aa Anarchist in the United States. 
There is no excuse for any resort to force; and it le — 
to use language too harsh or too bitter in denouncing the spirit 
of Anarchy in tbis country. But no matter bow bad a man is, 
he has tbe right to be fairly tried, and if he cannot be fairly tried 
then there is anarchy on the bench. So | was opposed to the ex- 
ecution of those meo. | thought it would have been far better 
to commute the punishment to imprisonment. and I said so: 
and I aot only said so, bat I wrote a letter to Governor Ogies- 
by in which 1 urged tbe commatation of tbe death sentence. In 
my judgment, a great mistake was made. I am on tbe side of 
mercy, and if I ever make mistakes I hope they will all be on 
thar side, I bave not the slightest ayeipathr for the feeling for 
revenge. Neither have I ever admitted, aod 1 never shall, that 
every citizen bas not tbe right to give bis opicion on all that 
may be done by any servant of the people, by any inser. or bi 
any court. by any o however small or great. Es man 
the United States e a sovereign, and a king can freely speak 
bis mind,”

interview. At iteclose Mr, Macdonald says: 

* After reading that, we do not believe any ove will believe 
Mr. Quion, Roman Catholic labor kader, aed if Mr. Harman 
bas no better authority than he cites, we fancy his allegations 
against the Colonel will be credited by few."

A few weeks ago, when replying to a crjticisus in these col- 
numos, | said, " Lucifer stands alone in maiotainiog that by fur 
the most important of all liberties, most vital of all rights aod 
privileges, is tbe liberty or tbe right to be bora well," ete. In 
thus saying I must bave forgotten, momatarily at least, that 
our friends at Home, Wash., bad resurrected, under other names, 
the papers called Discontent and Clotbed with the Sen. 

It will be remembered that so great was tbe popular outery 
against the Home colonists immediately after the assassination 
of William McKinley that our paternal goveroment was induced 
tbereby to suspend or abolish tbe postoffice at that place, and 
that in consequence of this act of patersal despotism tbe two 
papers mentioned suspended pablication. 

Absorbed in tbe work of getting oat our owa weekly 
Morning Star, and handicapped with the chronic illness of its 
editor—an iliness that compels frequent and protracted absence 
from office—we have failed to mention, except incidentally, the 
restoration of postal privileges to tbe Anarchist colony oo 
the Pacific coast, and the revival of tbe two radical journals 
aforesaid. 

Now, to make amende to some extent at least for this omis- 
sion, | wish to say ín addition to the brief reference given to 
Mra, Waisbrooker and her journal in last week's Lucifer—repeat- 
ing in part what I have often said before in these columaos—] say 
that no one deserves more honorable mention as a lecturer acd 
writer on lines of radical reform than does the veteran editor of 
Foundation Principles; which journal was begun by her twenty 
years ago, or tbercaboota, at Clinton, lowa, aed although sev- 
eral times suspeoded because of the poor bealth of its editor 
and because of inadquate support, it bas done a. work lor Free 
dom of Motbers and for tbe right to be Born Well that it i» 
quite impossible to estimate in words or $gures, aed no one 
can or will give a beartier welcome to ite reappearance on the 
stage of contemporary journalism thon is herewith exteoded 
from Locifer's office, and no one will be better pleased to bear of 
its complete soccess, financial or otherwise, than will the writer 
of these lines.

The Unclean Crowd. 


In No. 965 Edward Stern says: “Lam real glad to note 
that Celia could spare sufficient time from her dishwashing to 
throw some nice ivory suds over the unclean crowd." 

As I koow that good people are always intensely interested 
in anything naughty, I think it may be worth while to give a 
little history of this unclean crowd, Of course I need not men- 
tion those of ite members who write for Lucifer, for I am sure 
the good people never miss a word of what they write, I shall 
speak only of past history, 

The first distinguisbed member of the unclean crowd was 
Plato, He is usually called the “divine,” because of the won- 
derfal elevation of his miad. “His language is that of an im- 
mortal spirit, rather than a man,” says Shelley. But unforta- 
vately be was not sound on the ser question, He wanted to 
introduce varietism into his ideal republic. It was state super 
vised varictism, to be sure; but that was to be expected from a 
writer of bis day. That Plato wasa pretty tough member of 
the unclean crowd may be gathered from the following words in 
the "Symposium," which no doubt related tothe romantic loves 
of members of the same sex so common ia those days, but bare 
an equally clear appbcation to tbe loves of opposite sexes: 
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“ He who aspires to love rightly ought from bia earliest 
youth to seek am intercourse. with beautifal forms, and firat to 
make a single form the object of his love, and therein to gen- 
erate intellectual exercises, He ought, theo, to consider that 
beauty in whatever form it resides is the brother of that beauty 
which subsists in another form; and if be ought to persue that 
which is beautiful ia form, it would be absurd to imagine that 
beauty is not obe and the same thing in all forms, and he would 
therefore remit much of his ardent preference towards one 
through his perception of the multitude of claims upon his love.“ 

Plato stood alone in antiquity, bowever, Me anticipated 
most of the great movements of oor day in thought, but soth- 
ing could then takeshapeionction. Abcient civilization decayed 
and fell, and then we had the Dark Ages, which were completely 
dominated by the clean crowd. Atlast came the Renaissance 
and the Reformation, during both of which the unclean crowd 
was once more in evidence. Several religions sects of the Refor- 
mation completely believed jo freedom and variety. But the 
clean crowd was wide awake, aod although it burned 100,000 
witches in Germany alone during the bret century of tbe Refor- 
mation, it bad also time to exterminate the uncican crowd of 
that period entirely. 

Then came the Preach Revolution, and since then the unclean 
crowd, like otber bodies of wicked people, has spread over land 
and sea, so that it can no longer be persecated with any hope of 
success, 

The first very emirent member of the modern uoclean crowd 
was tbe poet and artist, William Blake, whose “Garden of 
Love” is well knows. Bat be was soon eclipsed by his great 
mocessor, Percy Bysshe Shelley, who set forth tbe whole gospel 
of varietism in tbe three immortal staezas of " Epipsycbidion," 
which begin as follows: 

“I never was attached to that great sect 
Whose doctrine i», that cach one should select 
Out of tbe crowd a mistress or a friend, 
And all tbe rest, though fair and wise, commend 
To cold oblivion, thoegb it i» in the code 
Of modera morals, aod the beaten road 
Which those poor slaves with weary footsteps trend 
22 travel to their home among the dead 
y the broad highway of the world, and so, 

Wick one chai friend, perhaps a jealous foe, 
The dreariest and the longest journey go,” 

In spite of his wicked thoughts, Shelley bad a wonderfol 
poner of imposing on those around bim. One of his greatest 
friends was Hogg, the most cynical of Conservatives, and unimi- 
peachably clean, Yet he could vot help speaking of Shelley aa 
follows: 

“Ta no individual perhaps was tbe moral sense ever more 
completely developed than in Shelley; in no being was the per: 
ception of right aad wropg more acute, 

As his love of intellectual pursuits was vebemeot, and the 
vigor of his genius almost celestial, so were the purity and sanc- 
tity of his life most conspicuons. 

“I bare bad the happiocssto associate with some of the 
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best specimens of gentlemen; but with all dae deference to those 
persona (may my candor and my preference be pardoned), I can 
afërm that Shelley was almost the only example I have yet 
found that was never wanting, even in the most minute particu- 
lar, of tbe infinite and various observances of pure, entire and 
perfect gentility, 

“Shelley was actually offended, and indeed more indignant 
than would appear consistent with the singular mildness of his 
nature, nt a coarse and awkward jest, especially if it were im- 
modest or uncicanly: in the latter case his anger was unbounded 
aod his uneasiness preeminent.” 

Another friend of Shelley was Captain Trelawney, a traveler 
who had roughed it all over the world and cared little for poetry 
or ideals. Vet be says of Shelley: To form a just idea of bis 
poetry, you should have witnessed his daily life; his words and 
actions best illustrated his writings. The cynic Byron acknowl- 
edged bim to be the best and ablest man be had ever known. 
Tbe truth was, Sbelley loved everything better tham himself." 

Shelley had even the cffrontery to contend that frecdom and 
variety would havea most conobling inflsenceon women. Near 
the end of the third act of “ Prometheus Unbound * be gives this 
description of tbem as tbey will be in tbe golden age: 

“And women, too, frank, beautiful and kind 

As the free heaven which rains fresh light and dew 
On the wide earth. past; gentle radiaot forms, 
From custom's evil taint exempt and pare; 
Speaking the wisdom once they could not think, 
Looking emotions once they feared to feel, 

And changed to all which once they dared not be, 
Yet being now, made carth like heaven." 

It is pleasant to think that soch atrocious sentiments did 
not remain unpunisbed by tbe clean crowd. A number of Ed- 
ward Sterns arose to scourge the offender, and ope of them pub - 
lisbed in tbe Literary Gazette the following criticism, which 
will live forever as an example of the humor and- penetration 
of the clean crowd: 

We feel as if onc of the darkestof the Sends bad been clothed 
with a human body to enable hic to gratity his comity against 
the human race, and as if tbe supernatural atrocity of bis bate 
were only heightened by his power to do injury. So stroogly 
has this impression dwelt upon our minds that we absolutely 
asked à friend, who had seen this individual, to describe bim--as 
if a cloven hoof, or born, or flames from tbe mouth must have 
marked the external appearance of so bitter an enemy of 


mankind." 
After Shelley the uoclean crowd grew very fast. For some 


time its most striking figere was Robert Owen, who, though 
older than Shelley, came later into the movement. Owen was 
the greatest philanthropist of his age, the founder of infant 
nrboola, the father of co-operation, tbe man who worked his 
laborers three bours less a day than any of his competitors, add 
who doring a crisis in the cotton trade paid all his labour full 
wages for four months while the milla were shut down. Bat tbe 
devil got hold of him, too. Hear what Frederick Eogels says 
about Owen: 

“As long as be was simply a philanthropist he wasrewarded 
with nothing but wealth, applause, bonor and glory. He was 
the most popular man in Europe. Not only mea of his own 
class, but statesmen and princes listened to him approvingly. 
But wben he came out with his Communist tbeories, that was 
quite another thing. Three great obstacles seemed to bim es- 
pecially to block the path to social reform: private property, 
religion, the present form of marriage. He koew what coa- 
fronted him if he attacked thesc—outlavery, excommunication 
from official society, the loss of bis whole social position. But 
nothing of all this prevented bim from attacking them without 
fear of consequences.” 

There are many other members of the uoclean crowd that 
one would like to speak of. It might be bardly right to class 
Joba Stuart Mill with the crowd, for although he denounced 
marringe ns the last surviving form of slavery, and advocated 
unlimited freedom to try social experiments, be never expressed 

a preference for variety. We may call bim half. clean. But 
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George Henry Lewes, Swinbarne, William Morris, the authors 
oi" Tbe Truth About Love,” Grant Allen, Edward Carpenter 
and many otbers would be worth describing if onc had space. 1

A Free Woman's Duties, 

Althoagh I know that Celia R. Whitchend is perfectly capa» 
bie of taking care of berself and ber side of the question, and el 
answering R. B. Kerr properly, [cannot resist taking a slight 
part in tbe controversy myself. 

For this reason: | have been so many times 
since I took an interest in social questions which is aboot forty 
years ago—at the assuraoce with which so many radicalges 
have presumed to tell free women what they ought todo. lt 
seems that it is so ingrained in tbe fiber of à man's makeup to 
advise, control and guide women, that in tbe very act of Sghting 
for woman's freedom be must drag in a lot of paradoxical staff 
about a free woman's duties. 

1 do not believe in any man's right to compel women to do 
anything “for tbe sake of having ber children well born -t 
even in bis advising her in regard to it. For several reasons: 

The first is that in our present stage of progression nobody 
koows anything about the law of bercdity or prenatal infisesce. 
Some pretend they know, but the final outcome is seldom what 
the parents or any one clise expected or prepared fer, A womas, 

a buman mother, cannot be compared to a horse, a cowora 
shcep. Dyer D. Lum used to sas, " You cannot train bomas 
beings on barnyani morals." There may be socha thing m 
* scienti&c breeding among domestic animals, but as yet thew 
is no such thivg among human beings. The surroundings, coe 
ditions, psychic influences, tbe relation to others of the bumas 
mother, are so complex, so intermingled, ate so varied and so 
changeable, that itis impossible to formulate a law that you 
can always count og. Thus onc mother will refrain from tood 
ing intoxicating driok for fear of imparting a taste for it to ber 
unborn child; another will drink it when she fancies she base 
craving for it, for the same reasos, And one child is as Hey të 
bea drunkard as the other, or the reverse. And I believe it 
generally conceded that bereditary influences do not count much 
agaist sarroundings after the child is born. So, astbecmei | 
as doubtful as is religion, who has auy right to advise otep | 
gest any particular plan orcourse of conduct as regards the we | 
fare of unborn children ? | 
Anotheris: You have no right to ask a mother to make | 


sacri$ces for unborn children—that is, personal sacrifices of ber 
feelings, rights, tastes and inclinations, I protest against asy 
woman's being expected to “become a mother to a masto | 
whom ber * whole being did not go out," for the sake ofa fetert | 
child." I would not ask ber to give op one single " whim oris 
clination of ber own" just for the supposed good of ber coming | 
child. | 
Another reason ls; that an argument for variety fot the 
sake of the welfare of ſutute children islike " speakiog two word 
for rourselí and one for the child.“ It seems that men like vade 
ty, but whether it i» a natural trait that would remais wede 
tbe best and freest conditions is yet to be seen. I believe that it 
comes from long centuries of pandering to the passions of mes, 
of conceding that men's passions are of so moch importan, 
until pow he isan aboormal creature, mostly run to animal | 
instincts and a Gerce greediness for nen sensations, Perhapi 
tbe companion and lover of tbe future free woman will beat 
altogether different sort of being. Women are more lochped të 
constancy and, as Mrs, Whitebend says, a truc woman whe 
develops in an all-around, well-poised manner docs not want to 
—cannot, even—" change ber whole affeetional and mental att 
tode every two or three years," even for tbe sake of tbe wellar 
of her children. She should not be required to do so, Anything 
that interferes with the individual's first duty to herself is wrong 
Bat I believe that all this talk about a mother's sacrificing 
her own wishes and desires, giving up all ber own “whims asi 
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inclinations’ for the sake of well-bora children, is useless, Since 
we canaot nny of us define a lioe of conduct, of thought and 
action that will positively insure perfectly born children, it 
seems to me the next best thing ls for every woman to do tbe 
very best she can for berself, If free and unprejudiced, abe will 
naturally do this: Sbe will look out for ber own bealtb and 
happiness, ber own best development, ber own highest thoughts 
and emotions. She will not be advised or cajoled into becoming 
a mother by a man she does not love merely because tbe man is 
a health animal. Such paresthood would be robbed of all that 
is sweet and tender and spiritual—all that makes it beautiful, 
and would probably have as deleterious an effect on the child as 
anything could, 

As to women's choosing sick or weak men as fathers because 
they love them—that isa diffcult question and cannot be settled 
offhand. 1certainiy would not coerce the woman iato my way 
of thioking about it, whatever that way might be. I know a 
aweet-souled little widow with as pretty, bealthy and good a 
child as I ever saw anywhere, After she was married a few 
mooths ber busband began to show symptoms of consumption, 
and finally the doctors declared that be was doomed to die 
sooner or later, The wife's friends warved ber to be careful and 
avoid pregnancy as the child might ioberit the father's weakness. 
She said: 

MILI must lose my beloved husband, the next geste hap- 
pioess I con have io this world is to bear a child that is his. 1 
will not let it inherit anything that can injure it; it will bea 
child of such love thatitcansot go wrong. If} may, | shali bear 
a child by him." 

And she did: the sweet little girl is ber greatest comfort and 
happiness today, Who would have had a right to forbid her 
indulging ber great wisb? Surely not any lover of liberty. 

I am willing to leave tbe whole subject to free and enlight- 
coed women, anadvised by "free" men who delight in telling 
{ree women what they must do. Lung M. Houmas,

Ingersoll and the Anarchists Important Testimony. 

Any one reading tbe communication of Mr, Quinn, writ- 
ten some four years ago [printed in last week's Lucifer), 
will sec at once that it was a defense of Colonel Ingersoll's posi- 
tion in relation to tbe charge made at the time of his death 
—that be refased to defend the Auarchists because their friends 
could not offer him a sufficient fee, As I was somewhat isti- 
mately acquainted with Mr, Ingersoll and had met him at divers 
times during 1896.87, it will perhaps be of some interest to tbe 
radical element to learn just what the Colonel did think and fecl 
regarding this historic tragedy which is destined to pass into 
history — thanks to Governor Joba P. Altgcld —as a judicia! 
crime. 

I frst met the Colonel and was introduced to him by Cap- 
taio William P. Black, counsel for the defendants, at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, Chicago, sbortly after the conviction of the An- 
arcbists in Jadge Cary's court, There is no doubt in my mind 
that Captain Black solicited bim to eater the case at that time, 
Bat his refusal to do so was never oa tbe ground that thcir 
friemis had not sufficient funda to satisfy bis demands. He 
declined to enter the case upon tbe broad ground that, as the 
foremost Iafidel in the country, sach a combiaation would be 
unfortunate for the men. Said he: “The tocsin bas already been 
sounded by press and pulpit that Anarchism is tbe logical frait 
of logersolliun: and the doctrine of no God, no accountability 
to a Supreme Power, must inevitably lead tono government, no 
authority on carth. Now, were | to associate myself with this 
case this same press and pulpit would at once raise tbe cry, ' We 
have got the whole brood together now, Atbeists and Anarch- 
ists,’ and they would raise such a storm that pothiog on carth 
could withstand it. Scbüling," continocd Ingersoll, “you mast 
ket a lawyer of national reputation who is a pillar of the church 
and who can cover these men with bis conservative lie and 
Character,” 

This all goes to show that Ingersoll himself did not believe 

that these men bada fair trial. On tbe contrary, be fully real - 
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ized that tbe entire machinery of justice was perverted to satisy 
thë implacable ery for blood, and that this was in all likelibood 
to be kept up belore the courts of last resort. 

At bis own reqocst I called upon bim the next cyening at the 
Grand Paciëc and had dinner with bim. During tbe conversa- 
tioo bis law partoer from New York asked me if I did not think 
the Supreme Court of Illinois would reverse the case. “No,” 
said J, “the press has kept up such a how! that these judges 
—who are but human—vrill be afraid to do what is right.” 1 
then told how the jury that had tried the case had been picked, 
being composed largely of foremen and superintendents of large 
establishments, who did not wish to incur the displeasure of 
their millionaire employers. Colonel," said 1, “if ever I am 
tried for my life in this town I would prefer to have twelve mil- 
liooaires for my jury rather than twelve of their understrappers; 
for if there was but one man among them with a conscience who 
believed me innocent he could give me the benefit of his judgment 
without karing the wrath of a superior.” 

This statement made quite an impression on the Colonel, 
and after a slight pause he said: “Schilliog, you are right. 
Never get tried by the other fcllow's hired man; if you do you 
will get left every time. When I die and appear before tbe bar 
of Heavco for judgascot, if God will come forward himsdí and 
listen to my story 1'l stand a show. Bat if be will turn me over 
to one of his clerks | will be gone." 

When tbe Supreme Court of this state affirmed the verdict of 
tbe Jower court the Defense Committee sent me East to engage 
Generals Prior of New York and Butler of Boston, and I again 
met Ingersoll several times; once at his home, 400 Fifth Avenue. 
He showed the warmest possible interest in the case and his 
sympathies were with tbese men and their friends. Not that be 
ever expressed himself is favor of Anarchism; but be believed 
that these men were entitled to a fair trial, and that as social 
agitators and political revolationists, however mistaken in 
thought or in method, they were actoated by humanitarian 
considerations. 

Shortly before the execution of these mea he wrote me the 


following letter:

“My Duar SOHILLING:—I shall write Oglesby the best letter 
Teas. Do not say a word aboot it until after he decides one 
way or the other. It will bea great mistake to lang tbese men. 
nu Pel oak rao ees me AI edi v 

giceby has as m sical courage as any man in world. 
He has a good beart. His instincts are noble and all bis tenden- 
cies ate toward tbe right. I have tbe greatest respect for hien. 
The only fear I have is that be will be overawed by the general 
feeling by the demand of the upper classes. 

"hope that you can some of the rich bankers, mer- 
chants and capitalists to write him. 

“It would be far better to commute this terrible sentence to 
imprisonment, and I — the Governor can be made to sec this. 
As à rule power is blind, 

"| hope that que will say nothing about my letter to the 
Goveraor. I can do more good if nothing is said. If be refuses 
to interfere, then I wantit known that I did what I could to 

t the execution of these men. 

“Treat this as confidential. Yours always,

A few days before the execution be sigocd pablicly a petition, 
together with Courtland Palmer and T. B. Wakeman, in New 
York, asking Governor Oglesby to commute the sentences, 

But while tbe foregoing shows that Mr. lagersoll's conduct 
in relation to tbe executed and imprisoned Agarchiste should 
satisfy tbe most fastidious radical, be never claimed to be made 
up of the metal that forms the martyr. The first time | met him 
at the Grand Pacific be said to me: “Schilling, I woulda't give 
my life or the life of my wife or the life of either of my children to 
make an Eden of this d— world." Wheol remonstrated and 
remioded bim of the many blessings we of this age enjoy because 
of the sacrifices that the heroic soola of the past bad made, he 
said: Oh.

Tbe new Roman Catholic Archbishop of Chicago, Quigley by 
name, is thus reported by the Chicago Tribune of May 5: 

“Since I have sen the western parochial schools I have 
come to the conclusion that in fifty years, if things go on as 1 
wee they are going on at present, the Catholic Church will actual 
own the west.” 

The Tribune calls this ao optimistic declaration.” 

Yea, certainly; it is ao optimistic view of the future—for the 
Roman Catholic Church—but how aboat the rest of the people of 
the west 7 

Jodging the ſatute by the past, where will be liberty of speech, 
of press, and of action when the Catholic Church owns the 
country?

All this is nothing new. Fot many years those wbo have 
observed the signs of the times have known that the single ais 
of the Roman Catholic officials is universal domination throogt 
and by the control of the United States. r 

And this control is to be gained by first capturing the polit 
ical organizations of the great centers of population, k, 
fall well that as go tbe cities so will go the country. 

The only new or remarkable feature of this “optimist 
utterance of Archbishop Quigley isita boldoess, its frankness, ka 
unblushing avowat of what most people who read already 
know, that the Roman Catholic church is essentially a political 
organization, and that it already holds the balance of power a 
Chicago, in New York, in San Francisco—in all the large ctim, 
and therefore in all the American states. 

It means that no man can be elected to the office of Pres 
dent of the United States against the will of tbe Roman Cathe 
lic hierarchy. 

It means that no important measure can be enacted into 
law by the American Congress, or by any etate legislatore, that 
docs not have tbe sanction of the Roman Catholic cbarcb. 

It means that no great economic question, soch as the coal 
strike in Pennsylvania, can be settled contrary to the wisbes asd 
interesta of Rome. 

And what are the wishes and interests of Rome ia tbe mat- 
ter of economics—in the matter of industry and finance! 

Ido not deed to say that these interests are identical with 
the interesta of the money kings, the plutocratic exploiters of 
labor, the world over. Rome is too shrewd not to know that 
next in importance to control over sex, and reproduction of the 
race, is control over the production of the necessaries upos 
which the race must feed, and by which it must be warmed, else 
perish from the earth. 

Hence the Roman hierarchy, and the daily papers under their 
control, lose no opportunity to denoutce and miarcprescot the 
doctrines and purposes of the Anarchists and Socialiste of the 
country, who are the only people who demand and work for the 
equal right of all to the carth and what it contains. Take this 
utterance of Archbishop Corrigan, last November in New York, 
as quoted approvingly by the Chicago Chronicle: 
romote fraternity. Christianity aloot 
Socialism is not Christianity. All the leaders of 
Socialism bave been to Christianity. All of them arr 
agnostics or infidels or against religion." 

Commenting upon this authoritative utterance of the R 
an bierarchy the Chronicle said; 

It is strange that the history of the world makes appareety 
so little im 2 tbe — of avowed Socialists, They 

at to a Utopia that bas never beca even 
ly, without dismal failure. They claim, as Archbisbop 
says, that in their respective beebives there will be eo room 
droves. Bat, as the same critic lucidly points out, rights anë 
duties have never been and never can be made equal among së 
men.“ 

Here, a» in a nutshell, we have the difference stated, the coe 
tention outlined, that now divides the Roman Catbotic Ner- 
archy on the one hand—together with its allies, the plotocrat 
in politics, the Repablican and Democratic parties, including the 
vast majority of so-called Freethinkers, Atheists, Aguostics, Lib 
eral Christians, Spiritualists, Protestant sects, Jews, ete. ete. 
and on tbe other hand the Philosopbic Anarchists and Scientife 
Socialists--for, as George D. Herron very clearly shows, the alt · 
mate nim of these two great divisions of the army of progres 
are one and the same. 

The Roman hierarchy and its allies stand for txgocatrtr dl 
“righte and duties.” They would have privilege for the few, 
wealth and honors for the few, rulership for tbe few, and obef 
ence and servitude, exploitation, and comparative poverty ft 
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tbe many, while Philosophie Anarchism and Scientific Socialism 
stand for rouatiry of rights and privileges for ALL, including, of 
course, the most important of all rights and privileges, that of 
being born well, aod special privileges for none.

When taking a comprehensive view of tbe situation—of the 
outlook, it le necessary to discard prejodice and look at the 
questions involved from every conceivable standpoint. la order 
to judge impartially we must first pat ourselves in the place, a« 
far ns possible, of the “other felluw"—qmust put on his glasses 
and take efficient time to get into sympathetic relations with 
bim or her whom we, at first view, were ready to condemn, 

Claiming to be honest and truthtoving ourselves, we should 
grant the same to all others, bowever widely differing from 
ourselves. 

The most noteworthy object lesson in political economy that 
has been acen in this country for some months or years past, is 
the settlement of tbe coal miners’ strike ia Peansylvaoia. The 
capitalist press of the country, ns well as many labor papers, 
hailed the award as a triumph for the mivers, mainly because of 
the tea per cent increase in wages. 

Commenting oa the award of the Arbitration Commission, 
the International Socialist Review of this city bas this to say: 

"Some months ago when the arbitration committee was 
first elected we pointed out that tbe miners would receive just 
what the proletariat has always received in a contest with ita 
masters what it was able to toke. There is at least, some 
doubt if in this case the United Miners have not received even 
less than they could have taken had the t gone oa, 

Just how sincere the capitalist press have been in declaring 
tbe decision to be a great tor the strikers is scen by an 
extract from a private telegram which has come into our hands 
which was sent out by a well-known ërm of Wall street brokers 
to their customers, After giving tbe terms of tbe Commission 
report they say of tbe demands: * All of tbese, particularly five, 
six, cigbt and nine, are absolutely in favor of operators, The 
bret and second clauses were offered by Mr, Baer three months 
rtve ‘five, six, eight and nine,” which they favor, are the 
clauses concerning check hmen, directing tbe payment by 
operators directly to mine laborers, aaa boycott 
and of blacklist, So much for tbe present, When we come to 
consider the fature we are confronted with the i 
stated above that the contending parties will y wbat 
they are able to take, There Mao fen an ide of citber of the 
parties to enforce the decisions of tbe Commission, In so far as 

o veromental power will be called into use it is upon tbe side of 
the operators. There will uadoubtedly be another fight before 
this recogaition is granted.” 

According to this view—which seems to be substantially the 
same as that taken by the great majority of labor papers that 
come to this office— very little if anything bas been gaiced by the 
people ia the award of the arbitrators of tbe coal strike. In 
fact, the belief seems growing that the misers were bumbogged, 
deluded, cheated, and their condition made more hopeless thas 
before, because put under additional bonds to support a robber 
system, the system that pots into the hands of a few the owner- 
ship and control of the sources of wealth, the tools of produc- 
tion, tbe means of distribution and the fixing of prices of the 
products of labor. 

Tbe truth and justice of this view is seco bere ia Chicago in 
the fact that the pricejof antbracite coal is now 50c more per ton 
than it was à year ago, And the fartber fact that the local deal- 
er» are informed by the operators that the price will be advanced 
10 cents per month till September. :

When it is added that the platocratic trusts are getting in 
their work in the same way, io all lines of production and distri- 
bation, of things necessary to life and comfort, it will be seen 
that the outlook for the future is not very encouraging, aod once 
more the basic truth comes home to us that the institutions of 
every nation or community are as good aod as bad as the peo- 
ple who make or who passively endure such institutions, and 
that tbe only rational grouod of kope is tbe desire for and the 
demand for conditions wader which a better race of people can 
be born. The first aod most important of these conditions, T 


need not repeat, is freedom of motberbood —abolition of mascu- 
line domination in the realm of creative energy. 

This consideration, as | sec it, is the most potent argument 
for a radical change in economic laws, ioclading land aud money 
laws, and until WOMAN nuxsxkir awakes to a realisation of ber 
responsibility ia this matter there is little ground for hope that 
any permapeat change for the better will be achieved through 
change of political action or from refusal to act, as our non- 
voters are doing. M.H.

lam glad to ece that Adeline Champocy, whoa we “have 
loved long since, and lost awhile," lë ooce more writing in Luci- 
ter. ln No. 062 she deals with the articic of H. O. Wells on 
“Mankind in the Making.” which appeared in the Cosmopol. 
tan for October, 1902. The article was interesting, as a sige of 
tbe times, but Wells raises a great maap difficulties which cem 
to me imaginary, 

He says: “ Evenwoch polete as beauty, health ability, gcoius, 
energy—qualitics one might say oniversally to be bred for—an- 
not be assored, for we koow nothing of the laws that govern 
them.” We know onelaw that governs them—” like begets like * 
~and that is enough. Breeders know nothing of tbe laws that 
make a pointer bat; but they koow that if tbe parents are 
pure bred pointers, tbe offspring will point. They do vot koow 
much of the laws that makea race horse fast, but they know 
that if both parents are fast borses of good pedigree, the child 
will likely be the same. This reasoning applies to ali the quali- 
ties mentioned by Wells. We sec every day in our lives that 
every one of them is inberited, and all, cacept perhaps genios, 
could be produced by breeding as casily ma most of the qualities 
artificially produced by breeders and gardeners, 

Wells correctly points out that the breeding of good men 
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would be rather more complex than that of many animale. A 
race horse is bred for speed alone, a sheep for wool sod meat 
alone; while man requires many qualities: Rut some animale are 
also bred for many qualities, Polpters and greyhounds may be 
selected for one favetion O, bot à Newfcondland or mastiff» 
not a highly specialized avimal, and must possess a great many 
mental, moral and physical virtots Yet these dogs bave boca 
developed by gradual selection from a wolf like ancestor, 

It is possible to select for a hundred qualities. together, as 
well as for ose. But it takes more time to select for the hundred. 
If many points are wanted, it i» oectassary to takea kiod of gen- 
eral average of the merits of the apimal. Bat selection in this 
way is not only possible, but particularly easy where partir un- 
conscious. A professional breeder's eye might not beas good ns 
a woman's in averaging op a mán'* virtues, although he could 
select better for ooe point, As base said, women must learn 
to avoid certain traits of male character adapted. toa past 
covirosment ; if they orce learn that, their enconscious selection 
may be better than the best professionel selection,

Prostitution, 

There is not in all the wide realm of nature an instance of 
prostitution outside the buman family, Woman e tbe only pros 
titate. Why is this so, and how did it come to be so? 

la primitive times, when bomen kiod was beginning to be 
man was—0s be continues to be—stronger than woman, and as 
be bad no scruple about using hisexira strength to gain his ends 
be easily dominated ber, and ber oply defense was ber cunuing 
and his desire. 

Now, a» with most males, his physical desire toward ber 
was coatinooos, while her» toward bim was periodic, as with 
most females, and this gave rise to conflict, for vo female [will 
ingly) admits tbe male except at these periods, 

Man added to the physical ufgéncy of these desires an in- 
creasingly active magioation, anë so became more pressing in 
his demanda. At the same time woman was acquiriog cunning, 
and she found that by yielding to him these pleasures at other 
than the natural periods sbe could avert bis anger and esca pe ili 
treatment. She yielded, and added much to tbe physical picas- 
ures of life and laid. the foundation for the bumanization and 
socialization ot this faoction. 

Bet there was a penalty to be paid, for by this action ber 
desires became continuous and to tome e, tt independent of her 
periods, Nothing like this obtains anywhere ciscia nature—that 
a physiological function has been diverted from its original por- 
pose and been increased a hasdred fold. And this is prostitution 
abd to this extent all women are prostitutes, And this contio- 
ved prostitution bas had the effect of preventing ber from devel- 
oping her character along certaio hoes. Mer instincts are weak 
er than in otber animals; «be is a poorer motber and more road- 
ily abandons ber young. She has leas force of character, and 
when sbe is left to ber own deviçev, the turmsatonce to tbe more 
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pronounced forms of prostitution, for there is no other means 
she finds so congenial, If her moral character bad beca devel- 
oped she need not have taken to this course. There is po force 
outside berself that compels ber to do so, 

Woman has only rudimentary moral sense and knows little 
about principles. To her justice ja nothing; abe would be quite 
willing to disturb. the order of the universe fora mere whim, 

Of shame she only learns from some man sbe bas grown to 


ve. 

All this is the commonplace philosophy of the modern novel, 
which comes as pear truth as any other form of writing. Take 
Trilby, Da Maurier's beroine—large-limbed, placid, receptive, she 
firat felt shame and a desire to be decent whea she saw "Little 
Billie's" horrified face at the door of the class room, where she 
was posing entirely naked before twenty or tbirty half grown 
men, At that moment, dropping the poised pitcher, she ceased 
to be n mere animal and became human. 

Or take that scene in Hardy's novel where Tess, beautiful 
animal, after baviog beard the "moral man," Angel Clare, tell 
of bis one fault, makes, in the simplest and most unconscious 
way, her confession of moral imbecility as Quite a matter of 
course, until she discovers that Angel has become horrified by 
the recital. After she bas shown us the state of ber moral vacu- 
ity we are not surorised at the case with which she returns to 
ber betrayer," or the equal case with which she murders him 
and gocs back to Angel Clare, 

Now I am satisfied that some women, that many women, 
have grown to a higher moral plane than this, and I am cqenlly 
sare that all women will do so. Bot meantime this is the prob- 
lem. bow to wean them from prostitution and build up charac- 
ter. This will not be dove by preteodiog that the prostitute is 
ns good as the chaste woman and that inconstancy is a virtue, 
It will be done, I hope, through giving thew freedom end belping 
them to acquire a sense of decency and responsibility. Aad 
above all by honoring the chaste woman and making her hfc 
beautiful aod happy.

Origin of the Marriage Tie. 

In Lucifer 066 Dora Forster proposes to men question, She 
anys: “She believes intuition a superior guide, Will she tell us 
by meansof intuition how the institution of marriage arose, and 
what primitive feelings required and originated the marriage 
bond?” 

I can imagine a bit of sarcasm aoimating this proposition, 
but even so, what of it?

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The scientist, Prof. Elmer Gates, spore truly when be said, 
* Whatever problema are solved by the fature. will be solved by 
consciousness, whether these probleme relate to the objective ce 
subjective world." lo other words, the simple desire on the part 
of the fature man tu solve a problem caraestiy adhered to will 
enable bim to appropriate from out the omnipotent reservoir of 
inGnite wisdom such truth ns will meet his demand, This truth 
will coter into or become a part of his con*ciousorss, To becom 
scious is to know inwardly. He will know nod fec) within his- 
pelf the trath be sought and desired. 

Tt was la this way that Jesus the Chris! grew in wisdon 
with no other effort thao a mental-spiritual onc, and it de je t 
way, first throogh the guidance of blind instinct, and secondly, 
through a cooscious fotuitive appropriation of evidence that 
corroborated instinct that | have solved to my own perfect nat:

| juclioe to believe that these diverse views belong to two 
different periods of history and to different countries, The 
experience of Byron was of old and highly developed societies, 
and largely of southern peoples, untinged with poritanim, 
amoog whom free love was more or les avowed, He depicts 
women as enjoying variety as much a» men enjoy it, and bot 
httle capable of combising deep or intellectual fricodship with 
love. 

Moses Harman sees women the daughters of a seif-denying 
and deeply puritanical northera race, building up a new nation 
in a new country, aod with whom free love, though frequent ot 
recent years, i» carefolly concealed. Moreover this race was 
lately won to that most important and modera ideal—the co- 
education of men and womens, both in college aed in the world, 
It is clear that education deepens the power of women for endur- 
ing friendship nod for comradeship with men as bome partoers : 
thus peritanisa seems to hare secured a victory, and women tu 
be confirmed la paritanism, It is not yetclearly seen that eqoal- 
ity of education su beightens love relations as to lift the love of 
both men and women into a higher plane than before in history 
nod that the higher mind demands more varied satisfaction, 

It bas been said that be who knows only ooc language does 
pot know that one, It is equally true that be who bas known 
bat one lover docs not know that one. 

Mose» Harman pronounces the Jove of men sensuons and 
changeable as compared with that of women, [deny that it is 
either morc sensuous or more changeable than that of women 
where both sexes ore free. And [ am glad to deny it, for, as he 
rigbtly remarks, the chances of establishing love on a rational 
social basis are much diminished if mea and women differ as 
wid.ly as bo thinks, 

No believer in freedom denonoces eitber the sensuous or 
the changeable as wicked: but every true believer in freedom 
knows that only a combination of the joys of soul and sense 
make tbe highest love relation; and that the man or woman 
who has gained a life friend at the same time as à Jover has 
achieved more than one who has gained a lover for a time only.

“The Majesty of Sex," by Nancy McKay Gordos, author of 
" Her Bungalow,” “ Soccess, Woman Revealed," 

This is one of the many attempts by modern thinkers to 
solve the mystery of existence, and by so doiog to fod a way 
out of the tangle, the labyriothine mates in which bumapity is 
now struggling. suffering, fighting and dyiog—dying prema- 
torely and leaving little if any rational ground of bope that pos- 
terity will profit by tbe errors, the mistakes, tbe sufferiogs ami 
lallores of the past and tbe passing. 

Evidently tbe author of “The Majesty of Sex agrees with 
Walt Whitman when he says, “Sex contains all!" aod that 
therefore in order to understand anything we must br - t under 
stand sex. [n ber preface Mrs. Gordon telle us she bas ovt 
revealed a secret. “for there la no secret save that which the soul 
waveile for itself... ~ But for all those who are seeking the 
heart of things the book will prove elocidative, . . . The Sci 
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ence of Regeorration may be taught up toa certain point; when 
this is reached each individual must do the work bimaclf. .. - - 
This book is written for and given to those who desire to know 
the way." 

In accord with the plan thas oatlined 1 find the book sag- 
gestive, rather than clearly demonstrative, and to those who 
care to make a study of the suggestions therein contained the 
work will doubtless prove of much value. lastead of trying to 
give an exhaustive analysis of * The Majesty of Sex," I select as 
characteristic of the author's style and trend of though? tbe l- 
lowing paragraphs, found oo pages 100-1:

In bis book Mau versus the State," and under tbe head 
"Tbe New Toryism," Herbert Spencer says: 

"Most of tbose who now pass as Liberals are Tories of a 
new type." 

This was said of the political reformers ia Eogland, bot dues 
not this remark apply with «qual truth to tbe agitators for 
reform on all lises-- political, religious, socisliatic, or moralistic, 
in all countries and in all times? 

la politics, for instance: The so-called Repablican party io 
the United States was once a liberal or progressive party, lts 
leading thought was liberty, Irecdlom-frecdom from class die- 
tinctions, ” free soil," free speech and free MEN; equal rights for 
all aod special privileges for none; and tbough never wholly 
consistent with this ideal it was the advocacy of freedom and 
justice that evcotaally carried the Republican party to succeas 
at the polls and on the bloody battlcfelde of civil war. 

Then came renction. With eoceess came corruption, With 
success came love of power and sclf-oggrandizement, Thea came 
denial of and persecotion of tbe very principles that bad carried 
the Republican party to tbe pinnacle of political greatness, and 
today the once hiberal-minded leaders of that party are simply 
“ tories af a pew type!" 

Take the history of all great religious movements, Christian. 
ity for instance, Near two thousand years ago the Greço- Roman 
civilization had reached its culmination and had begun to decline 
—drunk with its own political triumphs, Ao important part of 
this civilization was its religious cult or culte, which bad grad- 
ually grown up from primitive forms of Natureworship, Sun- 


worship, Sex-worship, ete, From simple, incspensive, Boe 
invasive modes of worsbip tbese colts had become 
expensive, corrupt and power lovieg hierarchies, and becanse of 
this corruption and love of power there srowe a desire in many 
minds for religious reform. Then, as supply for this demand foc 
reform, came Christiapity--bora and nurtured in the far Bast 
(cradle and breeding ground of all the great religions of the 
world)—Cbristianity, teachiag the saving power of poverty, të 
self-sacrifice, of von-resistance to evil, and especially teaching 
the virtue of faith in vicarious sacrifice: teaching mankind that 
insteod of bloody sacrifice of lambe, goats, bulls and heifers, 
repeated every year in the temples for the sins of a few, weh 
look for salvation to a single bloody sacrifice, offered mp one 
only, that of the "Son of God” himself, not for a single tribe 
or vation, but for the sins of the whole world, 

This new religion—or rather this revamping of several older 
forma of religion, including San-worship and Ses-worship-com- 
pared so favorably in many ways with the Greco Roman myth 
ology thea dominant inthe Roman Empire that it spread rapidly, 
especially among the poorer, less cultured and less fashionable 
classes, until in the fourth ceatury of the Christian Bra the 
Koman Emperor Constantine, finding that none of tbe Pegas 
priesthoods would graot him remission for bis almost unheard 
of crimes (so it is said), decided to adopt the Christian religion 
as the religioo of his empire, because it alone of all religions then 
known offered absolution for ALL crimes, so matter how ben 
or revolting to tbe moral sease of civilized human beings. 


Bat now, astbeshowmen say, * Presto, change!" Nosooser 
does the oew religion, the religion of poverty, of selí-denial, the 
religion whose reputed founder said “My kingdom is notof this 
world," tbe religion whose devotees hal endured all maneer of 
persecution even unto death, rather than compromise with the 
rulers of this world—a0 sooner bad Christianity become the 
established religion of tbe Romas Empire than it became itself 
tbe persecutor of all who would not accept its doctrines, itself 
adopted the rituals, the forma of splendor, to catch the eye and 
hold the allegiance of the unthinking masses, which forme aed 
ceremonies it had so persistently condemned in othere—ia short, 
no sooner had Christianity achieved, or succumbed to, world 
success than it became conservative, reactionary, po 
wealth loving, false to the principles of brotherhood, of humanity 
apd justice that for more than two centuries it had champlosed. 

The "Liberale" In religion bad now become " Tories of a 
neve type." 
. . . 

Many otber illastrations might casily be given to show the 
inevitable tendency of material success to change a forward 
movement to one of reaction, and the liberal exponents of sech 
forward movement to tories of a type but slightly different from 
that which they themscives unspariogly denounce. The” Reor 
mation.“ headed by Luther, Melancthon, Joho Calvin aed 
otbera, i$ a conspicaous case in point; the history of Oliver 
Cromwell and bie Puritans la another; the Wesleyan movemest 
in England and America ls another; the French Revolurion” 
of a hundred years ago fë another. 

Dol need to explain the object or purpose of this lioe of 
argument? 

Most of oor reader» know something of the organisation 
and objecta of what was at first called the National Liberal 
League in Philadelphia during the Centennial” year celebrat. 
ing the ose bundredth year of “American Independence.” The 
organizers of that League, impressed with the conviction that 
the governmeot and people of the United States bad been false to 
the principles enubcia ted in the Jeffersonian " Declaration of lode 
pendence" —first promulgated from the steps of Indepeodenre 
Mall in Philadelphia, Joly 4, 1776, just one hundred years before 
~impressed with this conviction, these organizers, beaded by 
Prancis Ellinwood Abbot, formalated what might be called a 
new decluration of independence to take the place of the obl, 
which had failed to realize or prácticalize the purpose of ita fram 
ete and siguers. 
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This new declaration took the form of what are called the 
NINE DEMANDS OF LIBERALINM, 
and read» as follows: 

1. " Wedemand that churches and other ecclesiastical prop: 
erty shall no longer Le exempt from taxatioa. 

2, “We demand that the employment of chaplains in Con- 
grens, in stato logislatures, in the navy and militia, and in peis- 
ons, asylums and all other institut wapported by pablic 
money, shall be discontinued. 

3, "Wedemand that all poblic a tions for educa. 
tional and charitable institotions of a r character shali 
«cate. 

4, "We demand that all religious services now sustained 
by the governmecat shall be abolished; and especially that the 
use of the Bible in the public schools, wbetber ostensibly as a 
kod or avowedly as a book of religions worship, be 

V i 

fj, "We demand that the appointment, by the President of 
the United States or by the Goversors of the various states, of 
all religious festivals and fasts shall wholly cease, 

6. We demavd that the judicial oath ía the courts aod in 
all other departments of the government shall be abolished, and 
that simple affirmation under tbe palos and penalties of perjury 
shall be established in its stead. 

7. "We demand that all laws directly or indirectly infore- 
ing the observance of Sunday as the Sabbath shali be repeated. 

S, We demand that all laws looking to the foforcement 
of Christian” morality shall be abrogated, and that all laws 
shall becooformed to the requirements of natural morality, equal 
tights and impartial liberty. 

9, We demand that not only in the Covstitetion of the 
United States and of tbe several states, but also in tbe 
administration of the same, no privileges or advantage shall be 
conceded to Christianity or any other religion; that our 
entire political system shall be fouoded and administered os a 
porely secular basis: amd that whatever changes shall prove 
pocessary to this cod shall be consistently, untlinchinglv and 
promptly made." 

This declaration or platform of principles was adopted by 
the National Liberal Congress that assembled at Philadel- 
phia July 1, 2776, At the International Congress of Preethink- 
ers held in Chicago during the World's Pair this declaration 
was re-aflirmod, prefaced by this resolution, introduced by Cap- 
tain Robert C. Adams of Montreal, Canada: 

“ Resolved, That as in 1776 tbe potrioteof America declared 
their iadependence of the Ning, we, the Frectbinkerr of the world 
assembled ja convention in Chicago, is the year 1893, do hereby 
declare our independence of the church.“ 

This declaration of independence of church control, com- 
monly called the Nine Demands of Liberalism,” is divisible into 
two well defiocd parte: First, the clawses or sections which 
demand the abolition of inequality ia matters religious or theo- 
logic; and second, abolition of the lawsiatended to inforce Cheis- 


tian morality. 8 


Ever since the days of Voltaire, especially ever since the fret 
Preach Revolution, it has been easy and even popolar to attack 
the church on the theologic side, but not so on the moralistic 
side. Most Frecthinkersstill indorse Christian morality. Heoce 
it is not straoge that the American Secularists have made their 
fight almost wholly against charch exemption from taxation, 
Sanday laws, Bible in poblic schools, chaplalacies at public ex- 
pense, state or national ald to church schools aod charities, 
Judicial oaths, etċ., but bave said almost notbing in regard to 
lawa intended to inforce Christian morality in regard to the reta- 
tions of the sexes—that is, in regard to sex and tbe reproduction 
of the race, 

This statement, however, is much too mild. It is mach 
nearer the truth to say that the popular leaders of Preethooght 
are today found fighting on the side of the church, in favor 
of Christian standards of morality. Spraking of this question 
of liberty la morals, Moncure D. Conway la thas reported when 
addressing the Congress of the American Secular Union im New 
York, November, 1897: 

“Theological liberty bas bees secured. bot the Lather of 
morality has not yet apocared. Thie ie to be oor sext great 
achievement. The law bas no more right to dictate a man's 
vent one 
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Men are not to be made virtuous by act of Congress, nor by 
police. When individual cbaracterand coodoct, witbout wo 
to others, are left perfectly free, there will be a development 
nobler men and women re will be more Ingersolls. There 
will be greater moral as well as intellectual progress," 

Whether la thas saying Dr. Conway meant to administer a 
rebote to the organization be was then addressing 1 know not. 

The American Secular Union and Freethought Federation re 
the sncceesor to the National Liberal League, the organization 
that formulated and adopted the declaration called tbe Nine 
Demands of Liberalism, Section Right of which demands that all 
“laws looking to she enforcement of Christian morality be abro- 
gated, and that all laws shall be conformed to the requirements 
of natural morality, equal rights aod impartial Hberty.” 

Does not this cover tbe whole rt“

As T sec it, this section of the new declaration of Independ- 
ence, formalated and adopte! by the American Freetbinkers and 
Liberal Christians, cte., at the Philadelphia Centennial of 1876, 
and reaffirmed by tbe "Feeethinkera. of the world assembled in 
conveotion in Chicago in the year 1893," is iocomparabls the 
most importaat of all the sections of that iostrument, Fairly 
and logically interpreted it includes all tbe rest of the demands 
and yet, so far as [can now recall, very little has been said in 
its defense by the leading Peecthooght joarnala and orators of 
America, for many years past. Oa the contrary, as charged in 
the following indictment found in a late editorial of the Demon- 
strator, Home, Washington, some of these journals arc now 
arrayed on the side of Christian moralista Mr, Morton says: 

“The Freethinkere, who are especially hatefol to the plotters 
for asserting so positively the great principle of independent 
thinking, are less calpably indifferent than the Socialiste; but 
there ja grave reason for apprehending that muny of them are 
far from seriously alive to the issue that confronta us, One of 
them, C. C. Moore, although himself a repeated victim of perse: 
catioa, has constantly aided in the gross miscepresentation of 
Anarchists aud Freclóvers, and hax called for the suppression of 
their right to free expression. Another, a distioguished member 
of the old guard, T. B. Wakeman, so for forgets himself as to 
— the call for discrimipation against Reed Smoot, merd 

ase be is a Mormon, tberchy admitting a principle whic 
would destroy all freedom of religious bebef, A third, II. L. 
Green, ts even afraid to exchange with Locikr, and vo far from 
belpiog to protect sex reformers in their rights, loses no og por: 
tenity to malign and injare thea, It is — fair to say that 
many otber Preethinkers are in tbe front rank of the battle for 
liberty. And well they may be; for nothing less than their utter 
extermination will satisfy tbe forces of reaction.” 

One of those mentioned by Morton, H. L. Green, editor of 
tbe Freethoaght Magaziae of this city, the largest and perhaps 
tbe oldest of the magazines claiming to represent American Free- 
thought, bas fot many years euonciated the dictum that none 
should be reckooed Preethinkers except such as indorsed Robert 
G. Ingersoll'a well-keowa atterance in regard to tbe marriage 
institution, and when McKinley wae assassianted recommended 
in his journal that all Anarchists be deported from the United 
States aod prohibited trom ever returning, 

Ja view of these facts, and of many of like nature that could 
be cited, did space permit, të it not fair and just to apply to cer- 
tain leaders of the Secular movement la America the saying of 
Spencer that macy who now call tbemselyes Liberals are Tories 
of a new type?

Death of Albert Chavannes. 

Prom Mrs. Cecile Chavannes welearn that Albert Chavanocs 
of Kuoxville, Tenn., well-koown to most of our readers as a 
writer on reform subjects, is no longer among tbe living. Her 
letter is dated May 5, but the exact dateof her husband's demise 
is not giveu, The immediate cause of death was a " complica: 
tion of kidney andstomach trouble.” Tbe followiog items taken 
from a somewhat extended notice ia one of the Knoxville papers 
will be read with interest by many of his sarviving friends: 

"Albert Chavanses, aged sixty-seven, died at bis home, 308 


North Fourth avenue, yesterday after no illness of ive 
weeks. His denth removes from the city ooc of its best known 


men, 

“Albert Chavannes was born in Lausanne, Switzerland, Fed- 
ruary 22, 1836. He wastbeson of Rev. Adrian Chavannes, aod 
come to America with his parcats ía 1848 and settled near 
Knoxville, April 9, 1857, he married Miss Cecile Bolli, His oc- 
«upation was that of a farmer until tbe last few years of his hfc, 
which be devoted to writing and publisbing bis works co social 
and philosoybical subjects. 

“In businers affairs be was very successful, He was the 
owner of the Chavannes addition to KGN vile, and a large stock- 
bolder in the Chavanocs Lumber company, which is one of the 
largest in the country, His name was a synonym of business 
integrity ani fairness, and bis dealings with tbe poor were char- 
acterized by great kiodoess and sympathy. 

"He was an original and independent thinker of great intel- 
lectoal power, and was the author of a series of works on philo- 
sophical and social questions. Among bis best known works 
arc "Stodies in Sociology," and '"Meotal Science,” the latter 
being published last year, and containing in nal and coworn- 
trated form the result of his life's study and research. He was 
the author also of several novela dealing with the same ques 
tions contained in his works.”

The Fatherhood Question. 

la No. 969 of Lucifer Lizzie M. Holmes appears to assume 
a “class conscious" struggle between the sexes—an assomption 
wellfounded if we are members of conservative society, but 
which among radicals ought to have given place to something 
better, It seems reasonable that men and women shoald freely 
exchange ideas withoot offense, and there is apparently no valid 
reason why a woman should spurn advice simply because it 
comes from a man, or vice versa, If there are radical men who 
attempt to "compel " women to do this or that, then for them 
no condemnation can be too strong. for radicalism means noth- 
img union it means liberty; but if such iodividanis exist, they 
seem little disposed to show themselves in thecolumns of Lucifer. 

That no man has a right to advise any woman cooceralog 
ber actions affecting the coming child i» a somewhat norel 
proposition, It appears to involve the assumption that a wo- 
man basa child all by herself; that the man is not a factor in 
the proceeding; that motherhood is everything and fatherhood 
motbing, or at best merely an ornamental function. History 
does not strengthen Mrs. Holmes” view o£ tbe situation, All the 
the children the world has known asything about bave bad 
fathers a» well as mothers. Possibly some day genealogical 
trees will start from e bottle of potassium bichromate aod the 
pereonial lic about the doctor bringing the baby will become the 
simple truth, bot in the meantime man is quite an indispensable 
factor in the matter of babies. Tbes, too, it occasionally hap- 
peas that parents are in love with each other, and lovers have a 
habit of looking after ench other's welfare; of considering and 
advising cach other is regard to mutual affairs; of smoothing, 
so far ns possible, cach other's pathways, Parthermore, there 
are rare instances on record in which the prospective parents 
ba vt loved the chili before ita birth scarcely less than after; bave 
made for it those little or big sacrifices which lovers are wont to 
make for cach otber just for the pleasare it gives; have wished 
health and happiness for the child, and have tried, however mis 
takeoly, todo those things whicb would ease the journey for the 
little one thrust uncoosentiogiy into tbe world at the bebest of 
blind parental instinct. Perhaps this co-operation of the father 
with the mother is not appreciated by Mrs. Holmes—but I trast 
it is, and that instead of endeavoring toexpel man from tbe solar 
system sbe will try to persuade him to ad vise in the spirit of the 
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radical lover, instead of the conservative tyrant. Man may be 
a bad lot—ns bed as government—but I plead for bis reforma- 
tion instead of his abolitioo; not from any personal motive, of 
course, but merely in the interest of future generations. 

Mrs. Holmes appears to regard variety esa discase by which 
men have the misfortane to be affected. The operations of a so- 
Getty consisting of varietist mes aod monogamic women bas 
always been a mystery to me. The most obvious solution of 
the difficulty is that the few women who have tried variety like 
it so well that they willingly make up in expression what they 
lack in numbers. A Jess obvious, bat more troc, solution is that 
womes asa rule cooccal their practice of variety more effectually 
and persistently than do men. I bave koown women who ar- 
dently advocated monogamy in public, bot were varietists in 
their private lives, Womenare not to be blamed for this strongly 
developed sense of conccalment. It is tbe natural outcome of 
commercialism and the resulting dependence of woman upon man 
for support, With industrial liberty, I fear Mrs. Holmes would 
nod the women almost as badly contamioated with notions of 
sex-Bbert y as the men, 

Believing as she does, Mrs. Holmes should find no fault with 
humanity as it existe today, Homes and hospitals are filled 
with the victims of all kinds of inberited bodily ailments; sasi- 
taríums and insane asylumaare overflowing with mental wrecks 
of every degree, from the mildly foolish to the raving mad; con- 
sumption os the one hand aod insanity on the other stalk 
through generation after generation, laying their withering touch 
upoo the child at tbe very moment of conception; and we are 
asked to stand idly by and make no effort to atem the horrible 
tide of suffering, lest some little desire or petty whim ofour own 
be for a moment interfered with. Itis too late to dispate the 
facts of heredity; the time for that is over; the day has come 
when intelligence and self-control murt take the place of igoo- 
rance and aimless passion; whee alittle common bamanity must 
be abown today to tbe babies of tomorrow.

In last week's Lucifera quotation was made (roman address 
by Moacure D. Conway, before a convention of Preethiokera in 
New York, November, 1897, This quoted utterance of a world- 
famous historian, essayist, orator and scientist deserves more 
attention than it bas yet received from the Freethought papers 
and lecturers of America and the world. 

Ia the address referred to Dr. Conway adverted to tbe fact 
that be had been in nearly every country in tbe world and had 
found more personal freedom in other countries than ia America, 
the boasted laod of liberty. Comparing religions liberty with 
the modicum of liberty in morals enjoyed by tbe people of this 
country, the apeaker said: 

“ Theological liberty has been secured, bot the Luther of 
morality has not yet appeared, This is to be oor sext great 
achievement. The law has no more right to te a man's 
morality than his religion, The law exista solely to prevent one 
from injuring others, whether by bis . Aa morality. 
Men are not to be made virtoous by act of Congress, nor by 
police. When individual character and condoct, withoot wrong 
to others, are left perfectly tree, there will be a development of 
nobler mra and womeo, There will be more logersolís, There 
will be greater moral as well as iotellectoal progress.” 

In the same booklet from which this noble utterance was 
taken is found part of an address delivered by Mr. Conway in 
London during the Bradlaugh- Besant-Truelove fight with the 
Enelisb government over the "Fruits of Philosophy." This 
booklet is called “The Demands of Liberalism,” and is pub- 
lished by the Truth Seeker, New York. A characteristic para- 
graph of Mr, Conway's London address reads as follows: 

“ Liberty of thought involves liberty of speech, ^ 
and Se pao action." Liberty is no — sacred Patet 
cises the creed of a community than when it criticises moral 
institutions. Freedom of thought were an empty name if it did 
not carry with it the freedom that brings thought to bear upon 
the social laws aud customs founded on past aed iet

Mr. Conway pots morality nud immorality upos the uam 
footing as to rights with religion and irreligion—as matin 
with which statute law sbould have notblug todo, It ssowm 
longer lawful to subject a mao to ineo! imprisonment beau 
he disbelieves la the Trinitarian's God, or because be believes 
no God at all, bat it is stili lawful to imprison bias for 
with two women as bis wives. The women may be quite sat 
fied with the arrangement; they and their children may deco 
tented and happy, living lo the same house with one MA UNE 
different houses—but the wishes of the women ami their chiller 
must pot be consulted. The jalge says he isa criminal esë 
should be punished as such. 

In the case of belief and worship it is impossible to show 
who it is that is injured by the heretic in religion, so ales la the 
case of the heretics in morals itis impossible to show mbali 
igjered by nonconformity to the popular cade that says po mas 
can have more thas one wife.

My friendly critic thinks me mostly in tbe wroog as to In- 
gereoll; that he did not mean by "institutional marriage what 
Land others mean by that term, AsIscc it, Robert G. Ingersoll 
was as unrcliable, as illogical on the question of sex morality as 
Henry Ward Beccher was ou tbe subject of Christian theology.

“Let ba train our guns on the enemy instead of cach other,” 
says the editor of the Torch of Reason and President of tbe Lib- 
eral University of Kansas City, Mo. With this sentiment 1 am 
in hearty accord. But in order to traia our guns on the enemy 
we must first find oat who are the real eocmy and who tbe real 
friends of l'reethougbt—of Liberty and Justice. 

We as Precthinkers have as yet no creed, no Bible, unless 
what are koowo as the Nice Demands of Liberalism may be 
called auch. Since the death ot Robert G. Ingersoll a persistent 
effort is being made to canonize him and formulate his expressed 
opinions into a creed of Preetboogbt and to rule oat of the Froe- 
thought ranks all who will not accept without question such 
parts of the utterances of the great agnostic orator as the self- 
elected. guardians of his name and fame choose to select as the 
authorized version of what be himself tought and believed. 

The question to be settled, first of all as it seems to me, is 

WHO ARE THE PREERTUINKERS? 
Who is it that logically stand by the principles enunciated ia 
the Nine Demands of Liberalism, and who are traitors to the 
priociples therein counciated ? 

The Eighth Section of these demands, embodying all the 
the others, reads: 

"We demand that all laws looking to the enforcement of 
‘Christian’ morality be abrogated, and tbat all laws shaji be 
conformed to the requirements of natural morality, equal rights 
and imoartial liberty.” 

That Robert G. lagersoll was not a consistent exponent and 
defender of this central plaok in the platform of Freethought 
oceda not to be repeated. He was himself an Asarchist in relig» 
ion be wanted and would tolerate no rulers iu religions matters; 
but in morals and politics he denounord tbe people who wanted 
to be a law unto themselves. As reported by Bugeoe Macdoa- 
ald, logersoll said, “ There is no place in the United States for an 
Anarchist,” and yet becoukl say, Hach man in the United States 
is a sovereign, and a king can freely speak bis owa mind.” 


In a general way Ingersoll eodorsed and subscribed to the 
demaod that all laws shall be conformed to the reqoirementu of 
equal rights and impartial liberty and yet he wasa distinguished 
member of the Republican party, the party of high tariffs, of 
trusts, of privileges for the few and exploitation for tbe many. 

Ingersoll denounced all politicians as prostitutes, quite um- 
conscious that ia so doing be included himself. 

As a politician and lawyer—a lawyer in these latter days iv 
necessarily a politician, thoagh all politicians are not mecessa- 
rily lawyers—it was needfol to success that he should be able to 
declaim cloquently in favor of political liberty and equal rights 
for all, and yet in bis pubbc career he found himself compelled to 
conform to a code of morals aod of popular policy that shows 
these eloquent declamations to be “ glittering generalities"" that 
mean just nothiog at all!

Often iu tbese coluthns, us our readers may remember, I have 
given logersoll credit for being better than bis political ereed 
aod affiliations would lead ns to expect ; better, far better than 
hia vocation as A lawyer tended to make bim—for if ali poli 
ticiane are prostitutes, as charged by logersoll himself, does not 
this remark apply with equal truth to lawyers? But after all is 
said that can truthfully be said in bis favor, the question must 
still be met, What did Ingersoll po, and what did be effectively 
say, to change tbe ey*TxM that robs aod codaves tbe working 
masses ? 

While gratefully rememberiog all tbat be did to destroy 
slavery to creed and dogma, we cannot forget that Ingersoll's 
interests and associations were witb the exploiting classes and 
not with the exploited masses, and that his deeds of charity, of 
which we often hear, only belped to rivet more firmly the chains 
of industrial slavery. 

Words are cheap; if acts do not correspond words are coth- 
ing. No man ever said harder things of the system “hat makes 
millionaires and paapers than did Jobn J. Ingalls, Republican 
Senator from Kansas; and yet, not long before be died, in a 
publie speech Ingalls frankly confessed that bis deepest grief was 
that there was not just one more millicanire—hiniselit 

These are some of the reasons that make it absolutely neces- 
sary to discriminate, when tbe life and teachings of the great 
agnostic orator and iconoclast are beld up for imitation and 
adoption, Brother Wakeman tells us be has “not swallowed 
Ingersoll whole,” and asks me to reprint his editorial upon the 
"Curse of Great Men." This I will try to do in next week's Lu» 
citer, and asa fitting close for this week's discussion of the " New 
Toryism ” question will reproduce part of Ingersoll’s last public 
lectore, a lecture in which, as I think, be tried to give the “rem 
ody" that be bad refused to give in bis speech at Central Music 
Hall in this city, referred to by Brother Quina la bis recent 
letter:

A Few Facts and Statistics on Vaccination. 


Ja his paper, Good Health, Dr, |. H. Kellog—an eminent au. 
thority, at tbe bead of the largest institotion of the kind in the 
world--priots the following: 

"Vaccination it not a preventive of smallpox, and it does 
transmit other diseases.” 

From the bulletin of the Chicago Board of Health, 1902, 1 
take this: 


* Deaths from typhoid fever 193, increase of &3 over A 
of tbe preceding year. There were but nine cases of «m x 
discovered in the city for the same month, None bad ever been 
vaccinated, and there were bo deaths.” 

From the annual report of the Board of Health of Massa- 
cbusetts I take the following, and bere we find the disease stead- 
ily increasing under compalsory vaccination: 

The total somber of smallpox cases ia Massachusetts from 
1883 to 1897, inclusive, a period of 14 years, was 1,407; deaths, 
117. From 1897 to 1901, a period of 4 years, deaths from 
costumption, 26,172; pocumonia, 24,059; cancer, 9,562; ee 
theria and croup, 6,320; whooping cough, 1,393; measles, $ 
smallpox, 117. 

Of the twelve diseases recorded I And tbat with tbe single 
exception of measles, in 1598, the annual death rate of every dis- 
ease recorded far exceeded the sum total of deaths by smallpox 
for the entire four years,

The Women Makers of Chains, 

* Beight Music io the Hammers, but its Undertooe the Dirge 
of English Womanbood i” 

This is the Springfield Republican's hendiog of a strikiog 
article from the London Mall on the life of the women chain- 
makers of England. It isso graphic and suggestive that we 
copy it in part: 

“The fires of the forges shine from Cradley Heath, from 
Cradley, from Quarry Bank, from Lye and Stoarbridge, aod 
from the rest of the surrounding towns, 

“The wind carries to the car the sound of quick striking 
hammers. You will bear the dull hammer thad as the hammer 
pounds the metal just soft feom the fire, You will bear the 
hammerthod getting sharper and sharper, as the metal hardens 
on the polot of the anvil, till in the end the thud bas changed to 
a bright-sounding, ringiag blow. And you will bear voices 
—voives clear and bright of sound, The workers in iron are 
singing at their anvils. Their voices mingle with the quick 
blows of the hammers. You bear voices and hammer-blows, 
and the faint, driving swish of bellows briogiog up the beat of 
the fires. In the air i» the sharp, bealthful smell of iron. 

“You are bere in the midst of forges extending oot and 
aroand for miles and miles, The forgeis a fine place. Init are 
bred men. It brings out to the fall tbe strength and beft and 
power of tbe body, And you are here in the country of the 
forge- where iron i» beaten aod welded and put into shape. 
Before you A» you walk along the tire of a forge is shining. A» 
you approach, the swish of the bellows loses ita faintness, and 
the blows of the hammers become louder and loader, and the 
fires become brighter and brighter, And bere is tbe forge and 
here ate the workers. They ate women—women makiog chains. 

* Miles aod miles of chain. Itis made link by link, link by 
link-and the work goes on from day to day, from week to 
week, from year to year, from generation to generation. It is 
as Wf all the chala of the world was made in this country of 
moke and fire and darkucss, This black place, T his tremes- 
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dous, far-spreading forge. This vast smithy, wherein women 
bammer and beat and weld iron, Wherein women forge chains 
tor England, Wherein women forge chains for themselves and 
their children and for their children's children. 

"Link by fink. On the work goes. Link by link. Hear the 
surrounding sound of quick -atrikiog hammers. Youbearit from 
the distance—yoo hear it from near by—it is behind you—it is 
before you—it is around yos. An all-surroandiog, strange 
sound, A sound that has indosed within it a curious inner 
sound. A sool-sound fall of sadness nnd tragedy, It underlies 
the loud, mingling riog of the hammers, Itisbenenth tbe bright, 
dear, sharp, outer sounds, This moarnfol soul-sound, it is as a 
dige 

"Making chain, Hammering, beating, weldieg iron all 
through the day and into the darkocas, The forge is a strange 
place for a motber—the woman. 

“Here is an old, bent, gray-haired woman makiog chain. 
Her hammer quickly beats and beads the white-hot iroo into 
shape. lo a moment she bas finished and closed up the weld, 
and another link is added to tbe long chain that les in a heap 
by the side of the little forge where abe is working. She turas 
to tbe fire, aod as she turns tbe end of the chain falls on the heap 
with a doll rattle. With the old, bent, gray-baired woman are 
working ber daughter and granddaughter, Three generations. 

“Here in a forge. farther on, is a little boy. He is no more 
than two years old, and he i» sitting upon the cinders within a 
foot of the fire where bis motber is working. The mother keeps 
an eye on ber boy as she works quickly at the anvil. He is too 
little to be left by bimseli at home, and so she must keep bim 
bere, She must watch him aud keep guard over him as she 
works bere at the forge, She must rear him and tend bim, and 
still sbe must make chain. The little boy is half-asicep as he sits 
by tbe glare of the forge. It is near to cight o'clock at night, 
anditis time that he was in bed, Bat bis mother must still 
work on. 

“Here a girl is working ata forge. Her left band grasps 
the handle of the bellows as she blows the fire uo to a white 
heat. She iv a good4ooking girl, and a young man stands near 
her, talking to her a» she works. One cannot bear what he is 
saying to her because of the sound from the blows of the ham- 
mcr, but the light from the forge shines in ber face, And the 
expression of ber face tells as plain as words could tell that she 
is listening to the old story the beautifal old story that is ever 
mew, He is making love to her. He also makes chain, bat 
he bas stopped work some bours before, and he has come to see 
his girl. She must work on till eight o'clock, After that she 
will be free to go fora walk with bim, 

“The wise and good meo who make the laws of England 
havea consideration for tbe womea who make chalo. They 
realize that boasework must be done and that children must 
somehow be looked after, and so they ha vc hecu generous enough 
to allow the woman to do a man's work at the forge and at the 
same time to do a woman's work at bome, She can work up 
to eight o'clock at night. Š 
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“The wages a woman can earn at makisg chain ate at the 
most something less than vine abillings a week. This is her ar- 
«rage power of earning. For this she must work at least sixty 
hours in the week. And she must work as hard as she can the 
whole time. Prom morning till night ber hammer most go. 
She must get up very early ia the morning, so as to get an bour 
or so for ber bousework before she goes to the forge. And then 
she must work again in tbe house after eight o'clock at night, 
Misa life of darkness. And still tbe women do sot know. 
They sing as they bammer tbe links of the chain that winds 
— themselyes and their children. Bat tbe slave never 

Bows. 

“And so tbe fires of the forges shine from Cradley Heath, 
from Cradley, from Quarry Bank, from Lye and Stourbridge, 
and from tbe rest cf the surrouodiog towns, And the women 
go on making the links of a great, great chain. They are forg» 
ing a tremendous, sinister, dark chain ia a place of smoke and 
fire and darkness. 

“How the Gres of the forges shine! How clear through tbe 
distance comes tbe ring of the bright-sounding hammers!" 

The lot of these women is emblematic of that of women 
everywhere, Asa sex they are the victima of a false routine 
enslaved by the power of custom and tbe selëshoces and preju- 
dices of society. They accept the apparent necessities of their 
lives, and help to forge the chains which bind tbemselves and 
their sisters, And, strangest of all, they sing as they doso! In 
this complicity with false conditions they are to be pitied ratber 
than blamed. Women are the iodostrial "antis" of the human 
race. Ina sense quite opposite to that of Emerson, they “ac- 
cept the society of tbeir contemporaries and the consec tion of 
— And so the old abuses linger I. H. B. in Woman's 


Note and Comment. 

Jo No. 970 of Lucifer R. B, Kerr bits the nail on tbe bead in 
regard to H. G. Wells" assumption that it is impracticable to 
breed for better men and women, Wells bas enlisted himself as 
a champion of all the mental and physical incompetents who, 
often realizing well enough that they are not (it to have children, 
nevertbeless are slaves to parental instinct, and only want a 
» little psacdo-sclentific sophistry to case their consciences 
while they indolge tbeir selfishness, Kerr has summed up the 
matter so clearly and concisely that I will not attempt to add 
anything farther. 

In regard to prostitution, definitions scem to differ, 

Brown regards the assumed diversoin of a physiological fanction 
from its original purpose, together with its increase in amount, 
as prostitution. According to his view, there may be both 
mutual love and financial independence, but if there bas been 
with the woman a diversion of the physiological function from 
its original purpose, then the woman is a prostitute, Anybody 
may define prostitution as be chooses, but if we accept Mr. 
Brown's definition we most be prepared to admit that tbe 
whole course of evolution, from monad toman, bas been agrand 
triumphal march of prostitution. Consider the fonctions of the 
monad, then consider the functions of the man that has come 
from tbe mosad, and you will find that diversion of fune- 
tions from their original purposes constitutes the entire 
difference between the two. A more accurate definition of prow 
titution is the exchange of love or passion for something otber 
tban love or passion. According to thia defivition, Mr. Brown 
is right in stating that prostitution docs not exist outside the 
human family; bot according to his on definition, prostitution 
exists in all forms of life, aod even if he revise his conception of 
the term to include only diversion of the sexual fupction, be will 
find the common fowls of the barnyard perpetual refutations of 
the limitations he places upon the scope of tbe term as defined 
by himself, [suppose Mr. Brown isan imperialist. fis view 
of the status of womankind is strikingly like that of the Repobli- 
cans toward “the nation's wards," the Pilipinos—a shame- 
less and immoral sex, that some day we may be able to lift to a 
bigher plane. Mr. Brown must not blash at the idea of Trilby 
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posing nude before male artists. When beauty iscombined wth 
podity, shame ie the last sensation be should fed.

and it is implied that the same methods applied to huma ro | 
production would yield like desirable results. 

There are reasons for belicving this assumption to bea s> 
taken ope. In tbe first place, animal beredity is moch simple 
thas human, and it is much casier to take account of the facton 
that make op the problem. The object of the breeder ia to ie 
prove tbe animal physically, and the intellectual and peysk 
factors, while present of course, do not interest him so mad 
In the race-horse it is speed be looks for, and this be obtai st 
tbe expense of some other qualities, as strength and enden 
and while be gets speed, the animal is not improved all arosai | 
The highly bred animal is less able to take care of itself tharë | 
the one that bas sot been so improved, The improvement hi 
all cases for the service of an alicn species aod is of po ve | 
tbe animal itself. 

Take tbe pointer dog. His ability to point is not oer of m. | 
use to himself, but it actually unfits bim to survive except be le 
taken care of by man. Thus all improvement madein the eng 
of animals is for tbe beocfit of man and to tbe detriment of de | 
animal itself. 

Again the gain is not brought about by the dog or boncë 
eil bat by a superior intelligence acting on an inferior, asi 
always at tbe expense of the ioferior's freedom of expremie. 
When breeding animals man creates or adjusts their carie

If it is proposed to improve the breed of men ia this lop-sidet 
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way, there may be some wisdom in applying cattlebreeding 
methods to him, but a» the object is rather to produce fully 
rounded personalities, witb fixity and strength of character und 


purpose, it may properly called rot." And this even though it 


was sure to succeed, which it is not; for other factors, mot new 
indeed, but in different combinations, ha ve to be taken more into 
account, Por while in the case of animals the intellectuni and 
psychic factors play a small part, in the case of men they almost 
dominate tbe physical, We bave men and women with poorly 
developed bodies who have commanding intellectual and psychic 
powers, aod these are much more useful and desirable qualities 
than any amount of mere muscle, I seed only mention in- 
stances like Napoleon, Newton and Moses Meudelssoho, 

I thick that mere physical factors bave lesa share in deter- 
mining choice now than in earlier periods, partly because we 
dresa differeotly and are able to make good any deficieney by 
padding and other devices of the tailor and dressmaker, A wo- 
man may be smitten by a pairof padded shoulders, just as a 
man may fall in love with one or other of those protuberances 
which women «o mach affect. At any rate, if selection is passing 
from tbe physical to the psychic and intellectual stage, then it 
will become increasingly difficult to determine beforehand what 
the ootcome of any union will be, and the usclessness of any sci. 
entific or authoritative interference will become more aed more 
apparcot. 

Then an to scientibc breeding of human kind there is one ob- 
jection that is conclusive, nnd tha: is that it woald require tbe 
submission of men and women tosome directing authority which 
would not only have power to advise but also to enforce it» de- 
cisions, "This is the most grotesque idea that ever catered the 
mind of man, and is not matter for refutation, but only for plain 
statement. That some scientificor political board should roond 
us up, look us over, and decide which should breed and which 
should not! As with horses and hogs and dogs, so with men 
and women—tbe herdsman, tbe gentleman farmer, the amateur 
breeder are to isolate us, feed us on scientific food, select the 
mates and seasonafor breeding. There might besome complaint 
by the rejected — best therefore to castrate the males aod. spay 
tbe females and make a scicotific job of it. 

I beg leave to entera mild protest against any one being 
«mpowered to manage these matters for me.

In bis lectures to which I have listened he speaks with 
as moch assurance that be knows the limitations of science, ef 
nature, as does the most bigoted theologian whea speaking el 
the fondamentals of his creed. 

WAKEMAN 0X INOENSOLL? 

In the new Liberal University that is being established by 
the friends of Freethought at Kansas City, Mo, and of vrhish 
Brother Wakeman is pow president, there is to be an “Inges 
Chair," an Ingersoll professorship. Punds are being collected 
not only to endow the university on n plan quite similar to that 
of the sectarian universitics of the country, but also to eodow à 
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particular professorship to be called by the name of the great 
American Agnostic orator. 

Does this mean that Ingersoll is to be the patron saint of the 
new university, the prophet of science and Freethought, and 
that the professors must teach only such doctrines. as those 
taught io the authorized editions of Ingersoll's works?

tbe whim of tbe billionaire Octopas, with a few scratches of his 
pen, to produce such scare. 

Whether tbe Republican party managers can persuade the 
aaid Octopus to postpone bis financial squeeze till they can get 


another four year’ lease on the governmental farm, remains to

Appalling Calamities. 

Last year the civilized world was borrified by reports of 
death and devastation by foods of lava emitted from craters 
of volcanoes in the West Iodies, These almost unparalleled dis- 
asters were followed by great Moods of water in many sections 
ol the United States and elsewhere involving immense damage to 
crops, and causing the loss of many lives. Now the press dis- 
patebes from tbe great Middle West bring news of greater loss 
of life aod property than ever before known ín tbat part of tbe 
country, caused by overflow of the Kaw riverand otber streams 
tribotary to tbe Missoari and Mississippi. 

The greatest destruction of life is at North Topeka, Kansas, 
n city of fifteen thousand people, nearly all of which was de- 
stroyed by flood and fire; the number of lives lost being esti- 


mated at from 170 to 250; loss of property estimated at four. 


millions. At Kansas City from Sfteco to fifty lives are reported 
lost, with nn estimated destruction of six millions worth of pro- 
perty. At other points io Kansas, Missouri, Towa and Indian 
Territory many deaths and great destraction of property are 
reported, including many millions of dollars sto farmers aod to 
tailways. 

At this writiog-Mooday morning, June 1, the reports ate 
too meager to be very satisfactory, but enough is reasonably 
certain to Jastify tbe statement that no such disaster was ever 
before seen in the great Middle West since settled by the 
Caucasian race. M, H,

Justice to the Unborn. 


In No, 969 Lizzie M. Holmes takes me to task for giving my 
opinion na to the steps which must be taken in order that chil- 
dren may be bora well, She gives several reasons for her dis- 
approval, one being that "in our present stage of progression 
nobody knows anything about tbe laws of beredity or prenatal 
iullococe.” 

So far as prenatal indloence is concerned, Mrs. Holmes is 
right; indeed, most biologists are at least skeptical about the 
existence of any such thing. With heredity it is very diferent. 
Here we are on firm ground, for, although there is mach we do 
not know about heredity, yet we are sure of the great essential 
fact that like begets like. 

Mrs, Holmes scems to concede without reserve the fact of 
animal beredity and tbe astonishing achievements of breeders. 
But she holds the old theological view, that a certain mammal 
«aliod man is essentially diflerent from otber animals, She be- 
licven that a law which operates with absolute uniformity from 
the lowest plant to the highest ape suddenly stops at man, 
aod that we cannot argue from animal to human heredity. 

On the contrary, | assert that tbe aforesaid law of beredity 
applies as strictly to man as to all other animals, and bas been 
observed ia all ages so to apply. 

In the first place, we observe that baman porents always 
have human children. Moreover, we know that race charac- 
ter» ace transmitted with perfect regularity. Negroes beget 
negroes, and whites beget whites. These are strange coinci- 
dences, if like does not beget like. 

We also sec every day that personal features are transmitted. 
When a baby is born, the first question ls whether it in like its 
fatber or its mother, The fact that parents and children, broth- 
ers and sisters, resemble each other, is so well koown that I 
need not dwell on it. 

But what about mental beredity? Well, what about it? 
Do we not constantly bear it said that So-and-So bas “the 
Smith temper," or “the Wilson manner," or “the Brown self- 
ishnesa'7 Is it possible that any one bas not observed tbe 
mental as well a» the physical resemblances which run in fam- 
illes? 

Portunately we have statistica to verify our observations. 
Great musical talent is very exceptional, while the faculty of 
musical composition is so rare that the appearance by mere 
accident of two musical composers in one family would be a 
strange phenomenon, Yet in two or three geocratioos the 
family of Bach produced no less than one bundred bighly skilled 
musicians, of whom at least three or four bad a genius for 
musical composition. Whoerer wants plenty of facts about 
mental heredity should read Galton'e ” Hereditary Genios.” 

It is equally clear that vicious propensitics roa is families. 
Everybody has beard of tbe Jakes family, of which coasilerably 
more than a bundred criminal, insane or drunken members have 
been traced. 1 vras reading only a few wecka Ago of a professor 
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in Bonn who bas traced the descent of several bundred drunk- 
ards from one drunken woman of the cighteenth century. 

Bat, says Mrs. Holmes, "1 believe it is generally conceded 
that hereditary influences do not count mech against surroand- 
ings after the child is born.” I should like to koow the name of 
any biologist who ever conceded anything of the sort. Mean - 
while, let me quote from one who did not. 

In bis “Life and Lettere" ., page 22) Charles Darwin 
says: "Tam inclined to agree with Prancis Galton in believing 
that education and envircoment produce only a small effect on 
the mind of any one, and that most of our qualities are innate.” 
I thiok that this is exaggerated, but it is truc every day we sce 
the failure aod wreck of those who have every advantage of sur- 
roandiogs and the success of those Oha sone, Immediately 
atter readiog Mrs, Holmes” article I took up the Clarion and read 
one of the famous articles of Robert Hlatebſotd on Science and 
Religion," Surely Blatebford is a wonderful example of what 
can be done iu spite of bad surroundings. He was brougbt up 
ia the deepest poverty. He says in ” Merrie England”: “I bave 
picked up half a dozen empty bottles off as many ashpite, whea 
x child, and sold them for a peany to buy conl, I bave gone out 
maay a time to buy a quarter of au ounce of tea aod a farthiog'a 
worth of milk," Yet without any assistaoce be has become the 
best journalist in Eogland and the author of the most succesafal 
Socialist book ever written. That i» heredity, uot envirooment. 

Why, theo, ls it that so many people are less certain about 
buman than animal beredity? Tbe reason is simple. Each one 
of us bas two parents, foor grandparents, cight grest.grand- 
parents, sixteen great-great-grandparents, and soon. Notooly 
are we likely to iaberit from cither parent, bat it is very prob- 
able that we shall inberit qualities that were latent iti our par- 
ents, bat appeared ia our remoter ancestors. Nothing iè more 
common than a boy who is liker his grandfather than his 
father, To have a perfectly exact knowledge of a man's bered- 
ity we shonid know all aboot every ancestor for many georra- 
tions. We bare that knowledge about raccborses, prize dogs 
andother well-bred animals; bat | doubt if tbere is a man living 
who koows anything about all bie sixteca great great. grand 
parents. In the future, however, as much interest will be taken 
ja breeding men as in breeding borses, and then foll particulars 
of pedigree will be carefully preserved. 

Of course, heredity i» not an exact science, You may take 
tbe two best racehorses of the year and breed from them, bot 
you cannot be sare that the foal will ever win tbe Derby. It is 
merely a science of averages and approximations, bot that has 
not hipdered breeders from effecting cevolotions by skilifol selec- 
tion. itis the same with wen. Ve cannot say that tbe son of 
tall parents wili be tall, bat we can sas that the average beight 
of tbe children of tall parcate is greater than that of the children 
of short parents, and that the best chance for a child to be tall 
is to have tall parents and ancestors. 

When we koow that like begets like, we know all we need 
to accomplish any miracle of brecdiog. Whatever quality we 
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wish to develop, we have to keep on breeding from people 
who possess that quality ad we sball develop it to any extent 
we please, 

No otber responsibility js so great as that of parenthood. 

We are descended from creatures that lived many millions of 
years ago, and millions of years hence the world will be flied by 
the descendunts of those who are liviog now. I am convinced 
that bappiness and misery depend more on inberited temperament 
tban on Any external conditions. The philosophy of pessimism 
was written by Sebopenhaner and Von Hartmann, who had 
everything they could wish for; while a poor Italian orgaa- 
grinder is often the happiest of mes. Tbe ooly way to be happy 
is to bave happy parents and grandparents, and that is much 
the same as baviojg healthy ones, At the risk of inceosing Mrs. 
Holmes still farther, I would suggest that all who think of 
becomiog parents should remember that the happiness or misery 
of all future generations depend to some extent on their action.

Evrrox Locker: It is a long while since I have written any- 
thing to Lucifer, for reasons which those who have read it voce 
October last must understand, though they do not know as 
much about them as you and I. The contents of No. 970 have 
roused me, howerer, to make another effort.

But now comes Carrie Austin, and explains that “the mar. 
rage question“ i» one of those which "wili not yield to the

And how does le 
keow it? 

By tbe exercise of the lower faculties of the bomas mini, 
which barely yield a grain of truth for a lifetime speot ia thelr 
application "—by the metbod of indaction—the method of werk, 
of patience, of observation, of experiment, of record, which alese 
bas ever enabled any one to learn anything. 

Similarly, Dora Forster sees clearly that no light le shed de 
the scxeal problem by such assertions as that “the magnet 
tie” originated ia "the divine instinct," by virtoe of which mas 
would be like bis Pather- Mother parcat—so blended that they 
represent “one God!" Sbeis aware the real origin of marriage 
can be learned only by such “childish man-made methods” as 
history and archeology—which show that it originated ie the 
exclusive claims of big chiefs to captives. She understands that 
such qoestioos as wbetber woman's love tende more or lem të 
variety thao man's arenot to be decided by “instinct,” but osiy 
by a very wide induction, taking due account of all difiere 
in environment. She even appears to see through a very coa- 
mon error—that of confounding variety and mutability, zel 
either, but especially tbe former, with sensuality.

If you doubt this is analogous to tbe method by which 
sexual relations have been regulated, till science (largely medi 
cal) began to deal with them, Carrie Austio shall be witsem 
that it is, She says, lodeed, sbe wanta no laws to enforce ab 
surdity ia either case. But you wil! catch a Tartar if you be, 
lieve it. Nonsense anbacked by laws bas no show agalot 
science. Vivisection and anti-toxins are driving the destroying 
angel of cholera and tbe sweet little cherab which presides over 
diphtheria off tbe cartb, with the Abbe Edgeworth's vale 
tion, "Ascead to heaven—nobody wants you bere!” 
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Then what is the Movement ia Favor of Ipooraoce going to 
do about it? I you wish to know read the Animal's Defender, 
and you will aoon leara that tbe Movement in Favor of 1gno- 
ranoc is always for “more laws,” and more Comstocks to en- 
force them or to levy blackmail upon condition of leaving them 
unenforced. The Movement in Pavor of Ignorance ls a brote; 
and as it appeals from reason, the faculty of man, to iostinct, 
the faculty which connects man with brute, so it will always, 
os occasion, appeal from that to force, in which the beute i» 
entirely unveiled.

Character and Heredity. 

So much that is plcasiog to peruse and valuable to know 
has appeared from various peus that Toften wish to extend com- 
mendation to the L. geiler editors and contributors, but must 
desist and offer a little constructive criticism instead. 

Adeline Champocy and otbers endeavoring to clarify their 
thioking may God it profitable to bave the following points pot 
belore them for consideration: 

The first law of beredity, “like begets like," persists in all 
reproduction, with variations of d'ffering degrees, 

The fact that all bees of one breed are practically alike ia 
consequence of this law of beredity may pot apply any more 
strictly in the acieace of the reproduction of the ho man race than 
Mit were n fact that every iodividoni bee differed from every 
other, 

Reasoning by analogies, by comparisons, is often so mislead- 
ing, la fact, all dogmas persist on the strength of analogice 
that appeal to most minds as logical. 

The strength of the heredity argument as related to manlies 
in the point-blank fact that among the many animals like begets 
like with euch force that these inberited tendcocies control the 
conduct nud character of the subject through life. Generally 
spenking, thie is tbe argoment, with ita boundless examples 
among horses, dogs, bovioes and other species of animals. 

By analogy we proceed to prove that it holds good among 
meo, Hut note that these most conspicuous examples are oft- 
times the abuormal. Among mankind about three-fifths of 
those born into the world die before five years old; among the 
survivors not many are weaklings or abnormal, but note how 
conspicuously an inberited weakness appears among the surviv- 
ing few! Aboormal cccatricities may be accentuated, aod some 
of these, uch as appear to us as evidences of strength of charac- 


ter are really abnormalities, and more often, perhaps, nceeler, 
ated in development by the approbation of others rather than 
by unusual bereditary codowment, 

The conclusion that among the human race physical char- 
acteristics Closely correspond to tbe irat law of beredity may 
be well substantiated. That it does not operate or has not bees 
operated as strictly a» among the vertebrates mentioned before 
is quite evident. It seems to me that the fact is this, In our 
comparisons with avimals we forget that man has a brain—a 
cerebrum, and not simply a cercbellum, 

Among physiologists, psychologists, and phrenologists it ia 
known that whatever fonction the little brain or cerebellum 
may have, it is at least the nervous sent of sex, just as the cere 
brum is the nervous source of oor sight-sccing power, if I under- 
stand correctly. It may not becontrary to sclenti&c conclusions 
to say that tbe little brain is the motor that fornisbes nervous 
«oergy to control our voluntary and involuntary motions. It 
is preeminently the braia of the animal, In racehorsesit is inor- 
dinately large, since their power of motion is so much culti- 
vated. This cultivation lends vigor to hereditary traits in repro- 
duction that perbaps could not be acquired by man with bis 
complex brain. It is probably the seat and soorce of instinct 
and of instinctive impulses, Animal characteristics may con- 
form to thelaw of heredity, and consequently the more abnormal 
the recipient of hereditary traits, the more bis mental caliber, 
his character and consequently his condoct will conform to these 
inherited traits. The kleptomaniac is an abnormality; the 
dawdliog idiot, actosted bat by inberited animal instincts, is 
another. The idiot is heit to an abnormal cerebrum. 

Given a healthy body anda normal brain, and the force of 
environment will defy all the known laws of heredity ns far as 
meatal characteristics are concerned, 

Mi and my brother are reared by the same mother, nursed 
at the same breast, raised in the same surroundings under the 
same roof, heredity should make us alike. We are accustomed 
to account for opposing traits in children of the same parents 
witha mental assurance that is exasperatiog. If “it's inber- 
Med,” why am not combative like my brother? If it is not, 
then we have a thousand factors that may account for this dis: 
parity in disposition. 

Who can say with assured certainty that some character- 
istics are like those of the father, others of the mother, by rea- 
son of heredity, when all these factors of sorrounding» aod 
association would tend to cure that result? Who can say 
that it may not be a little of both? Is not the conclusion valid 
that the force of environment isinvaluable, and the best known, 
most definite and most available factor we cun deal with? 

Then, fathers, mothers, friends, and brotbers, let us search 
to apply this factor of environment to the largest advantage. 

nvironment bas no efect on an idiot—that is proof posi- 
tiveto heredity, so let us beware! Too much heredity, you 
know, might not mend the world, By better environment I do 
not mean to ignore the prenatal, since iguorance in that realm 
bas originated all the world's idiote (excepting unavoidable 
misfortunes), While ignoring the power of circumstances, the fac- 
tors of covironment, has manufactured most of tbe world's 
fools. Lineist that our chief source of remedy for buman mal- 
formations in mentality must come from correct postnatal care 
and training. 1 

You canbot breed men like animals in any way, aod even 
could you crystallize mental characteristics so that their repro- 
duction could be fashioned after that which operates in reprodoc- 
ing animal instinct we would not choose the result, 

Enforced motherhood is an unendurable sla «but a State- 
enforced and a Statesupervised sexuality would be slavery 


gone insane. e : 

Love defines the method and ioclades the choicest heredity 
in its results. Individual judgment must be the only criterion. 
As Lizzie Holmes says, let the individual jedgment be free, 
but allow Mr. Kerr and Mr. Wells to teach what they can, 
while we, cach of us, will judge ofits merits and abide by the 
result. 

With the normal man environment determines cbaracter, bis 
condoct and his fate: beredity bis physique, his bralth, perhaps 
(and these factors are tbe cbief tbat heredity can claim), bat ax 
against environment are, as I believe, far the least.

1 joined that movement in 1879, and helped to form local 
leagues in Kansas. | worked with tbe national orgaoizatioo 
until it left me—left me by adopting tbe tactica of reaction, of 
conservatism; until I saw that tbe leaders of the movement bad 
become “ Tories of a new type,” to quote Herbert Spencer. 

Frectboogbt journalism is not casy; it imposes duties that 
are not always pleasant.

of this persecotion tbe Freetbinkers of America rallied to the 
support of the Truth Seeker aod made it the leading Preethought 
weekly io America, if not in the world, so far as paironage and 
size are concerned, It is doubtless true that in the last twenty» 
five years D. M, Denoett's paper has been the recipient of more 
volunteer fioancial aid than bas any other Freethought paper ín 
the United States, if not more than have all other such papers 
put togetber— vei y largely because the Truth Secker was believed 
to represent wa did no otber journal tbe principle of freedom of 
speech, press aod mails, in defense of which ita founder suffered 
imprisonment, 

Another very efficient cause of its financial success was the 
fact that the Truth Seeker made a specialty of publisbiog and 
circulating the works of Robert O. logersoll, the most popular 
of American Preethooght writers nod orators, 10 the language 
of T. B. Wakeman, the present editor of the Truth Secker cem: 
to have "swallowed Ingersoll whole. An old-time friend and 
supporter of the Truth Seeker, n personal friend of D. M. Ben- 
nett, writes me in a private letter: '' Eogeoc is thoroagbly com- 
mitted to Loyecsoll and can sce no weakoess in tbe hero to whom 
he devotes bis worship,” 

It is because of their devotion to Ingervoll that this present 
controversy was begun between the editors of the Truth Sceker 
anë Preethought Magazine, and myself, As our readers know, 
thle discussion, so far as it bas bren personal, was not of my 
seeking. I have stood on the defensive, simply claiming my right 
as n journalist and citizen to criticise the great Agaostic orator 
on bis attitede toward the laboring massce—but making this 
criticism the introduction to an article two columns in length 
which was almost wholly favorable to the name aod fame of 
Ingersoll, which fact was entirely ignored by my opponents.

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wonders at the end of the story if ber troubles haven't really 
degun.

Maurice Le llilond, in L'Aufote, delivers a telling Mow at 
the yellow journalism of France, which Liberty translates as of 
equal pertizence in America, where a Craddock la driven to øsi- 
cide nada Hearst le pent to congress. 

Independent writers, free minds, critica of art, are engaged at 
presect in carrying on a vigorous campaign against pornographic 
prints, against those unclean publications which for some time 
have been Gooding us with the best jente and the silliest otaceni- 
ties, We had already the press of the cross and the prem of ibe 
sabor, the Uosinesa press and the lricg press; now we possess the 
presa ef stupidity and ugliness, And perbapa this last must be 
regarded as a new Instrument of oppression and servitude. For 
to let the people wallow in aljection, vice and stupidity is surety 
an excellent means of Mifling lt» generous ardors, of checking ita 
Just rebelilena Is gorging them with fih, we appease their 
appetite for Justice and truth, 

Bat it le pot simply the salacious press that wo should 
denounce and brand la the name of beauty, There la also that 
hideous trafic in pictures which hawks over the estire country 
the taste for blood, tbe mad passion for murder; there are ali 
those illustrated supplements, all those vile <bromos, which have 
made a specialty of the reproduction ef scenes of murder and of 
tbe most repugnant features of the day's pews, 

Even among apparently peaceful mations there seems to 
exist a mort of otacure taste for carsage and bloofy butchery. 
Octave Mirbeau, ln bla “Jardin des Supplices,” has written 
definite pages on this very subject. And we must confess that 
the nowspaper report» of executions, or the views of massacres 
whkh the popular journals spread abrosd with an atrocious 
exuberance of coloring—that alf this distressing literature, in 
fact, lë as dangerous to pabio morality sa the worst forma of 
pornography, however tase. 

For my part, I am always astonisbed that the reproduction 
of the espential arts of life, that the splendid rites of fecundity 
and love are beld la disgrace by certain moralista, whereas ¢ram- 
tists, palaters and poets are permitted to glorify to their brart» 
content the act that kille We remember the scandal created, on 
the appearance of "La Terre” by that magolficent canticle of 
pagas efuslos. Dut the same people who can not bear the sight 
of living vakedpen never tire of pictures of battle and torture, 
regale (hemaelvos with (he serials in the daily papers asd go 
sbatmelesaly to the rourgue to experience enwbolesome, eickesing 
joya. : ty 

tt la in death that rottesoëse revides— sot in love, as pro 
elalmed by ascetic morality aod monstrous Catholic. “Sin,” 
say» Camille Lemonaler, in one of his finest books, “is born la 
the shadow of the altar, of the dark frenzy of the worship of 
death, ultimate symbol of virgiaity, pole and sterile like virginity, 
monstrous antioomy in fhe apirtize torrent of amorous sub

are only the aperitivos of debauchery, 

But two thousand years of Christianity weigh, alas! upon 
our shoulders, we arë stili submissive to the grim atarina of 
the Middle Ages, asd romantic literature, which grew so rapidly 
im that vast charnolhouee, tho First Empire, contributed met à 
little to stimulate our morbid taste for death. 2

Not with impunity did Stendhal write: “At Rome a busbasë 
la able to kili kis wife's lover withoot ceremony; that is why 
Rome bas the ascendency over Italy”: not with impunity cout 
alte ery: “Where And energy lu Paris” There a dagger wa 
curiosity which they hang to a gihied mall" These paradonss 
have gradually Intoxicated us, so that pov Franco need bo more 
envy the passions! tragedies of ferocious Spaln or the vendetus 
of sensual Italy. 

Dramas of cloak and sword, sosh as "Les Chevaliers de 
Broalllard,” "La Tour de Neale, "La [Dame de Mocisorean” 
«tc, have furnished to entire generations examples of slaughter 
and lessons in throat<utting. Wearing Veortian manties, cherry 
colored capa, and satin doublets, ibe gentemen and gallast 
Knights of this repertoire gained app'ause for the same exploits 
for which the police of today pursue and condemn the Apaches 
of Belleville and the Italian frontier. For between tha Toledo 
blade and the ferruled knife there la a difference only ta ferm 
and manufacture.

and examples of invasive meldlesomeness 
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Ani for ali of these invasions of personal liberty a large 
section of tbe self-styled Freethinkers are to blame—directy and 
tadirectly Lo disme. These men are not Liberals, so far as liberty 
15 morals |» cotcerped, but “Tories of a new type,” to quote 
again from Herbert Spencer's “Man Versus the State.” By their 
arrogant, Digeted amd intolerast wtterances la favor of statute 
morality they give ald and comfort to the enemies of personal 
liberty, although ia thelr own lives they often pay very little 
regard to the spirit and letter of the laws that eaforce “Paritan” 
ideas la regard to marriage and the sex relations in general. 

BMateenforced religion resulta, aa all admit, ia wholesale 
hypocriales, perjuries, hate, murdere—all the crimes of the cab 
endar; much more does stateenforced morality, especially in the 
matter of satisfying sexual peeda, the reproductive instinct, 
result in wholesale hypocrisies, perjuries, bate, feuds, wars 
between familles, races and uatione—in Gna, all the crimes of the 
calendar. 

If the institution called the state were organised for the direct 
purpose of promoting criminality, viciousnesa, imbecility and 
degeneracy it could in no way falau itë mission better than it 
new dota by enforcing its artifcial brand of sex morality, by 
which enforcement freedom of choice is denied; natural seleo 
tion is defeated in tbe moat important of all lines of human con 
doct, that of reprodection, resulting in the survival of the unnt, 
the multiplication of the least wortby to live, and tbe diminution 
of the better specimens of the raco—thus handicapping human 
progress in the moet effective way possible, namely: by denying 
the right to be bore well through freedom ef parenthood.

“MORAL IMBECILITY.” 


Tess, or— George Brown. 

A man once wrote a "faithful presentation" ef a “Pure Wom 
An," and he called her "Tess of the D'Urbervilies" It was po 
sentimental feminine romancer, bot a man and a reallat, who pot 
forth this remarkable story. It was that cleareyed and clear 
minded Hardy who bas given us the powerful arralgament of 
conventional virtus of "Two oo a Tower,” whore “Jude” has 
started us out of our moral self-complaceocy,—that Hardy who 
with fine artistic akili has revealed to us life, and the stress and 
the limitations of it, and the damning burden of tbe mora! code 

Another man has come forvani—tes Lucifer, 970—w!th the 
assertion that "Woman has only rudimentary moral sense and 
knows little about principles. To her justice la nothing 
Of shame sho only earns from some man shë has grown to love” 
In support of this be instances “that sorce In Hardy's novel where 
Tess, beastiful animal, after baving beard the "moral man,’ 
Angel Clare, tell of his ope fanit, makes, In tbe simplest and most 
unconscions way, ber confession of moral imbecility as quite a 
matter of course, until she discovers that Angel has become horrt 
Ged by the recital. After abe bas chown wa the atate of her moral 
vacuity we are oot surprised at the ease with which she goce 
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back to her 'betrayer, or the equal esse with which «be murders 
bim and ches back to Angel Clare” 

Reading with a broader mind than this detrartor has shown, 
let us consult Hardy closely and nes If Tess illustrated George 
Brown's claims as to the natural depravity of women, As to ber 
aneo of shame: Alec D'Urtervilie bad gratifed his lurtfol pas 
sion by taking advantage of her ignorance, her belplesunesa, her 
secse of the gratitode she owed hini, and «be had ssccumbed to 
fate anë tho sense Of powerlessness which benomba a youog and 
innocent girl when she finds hererlf in the grasp of a passionate 
anë masterful man Three weeks after that night in the chales, 
when she is returning to Mariott, she «peaks to him thus: 

“If 1 bad gone for love of you, It I had ever sincerely loved 
ee, If I loved you still, I should pot so loathe and hate myself for 
my wakas së I do now I did not understand yoor 
I cannot take anything from 

1 should be your mature to go on doing that, and 1 wos't!” 
Bee her Gushing and tingling in every perve of her beautiful 
body aa the theological «ign paloter dishgures the country land: 
scape with his monstrous texte of damnation. Hear ber heart 
broken cry-— Oh mother, my mother! How could I be expected 
to know? I was a child when f left this house four mosths ago.

Just thin, that she had been ignorant of evil, and è n=, 
wherefore Nature had burdened ber young body with the conse 
queoces of another's cruel lust Hie "fall" bad been a Geeting 
Indulgence of the senses; his soul had not teen touched.

For a long time I bave thoweht that many of Ingerety 
devoted disciplos never seemed to be able to form a corted 
Judgment of dis work. No man ot bla generation did more fur 
the cause of religious freedom and the general prinetplet el 
justice abd liberty, but when it came to the question ef econemie 
er political Justice Ingersoll fel! very short Of courte, ta di» 
cessing this question, one must arsume a certain potet of view. 
From the standpoint of the ultra comsereative, thie charge canat 


be made, but from the standpoint of the liberal and progressive 
people of the world, who are working for greater justice aad op 


portunity to the poor, certainty legerso!l's work amd attitude 
wee very discoernaging 

Hila great work wwa in the line of religions freedom; to this 
he added considerable knowledge of the eciences apd general 
literature; but 1 think be bas few admirers who are ae bunte 
by nis Drilliancy sa to Claim that bë ever made any carefel staty 
ot indastrial or political questions it lë not pecesmary to shty 
that Jugersot! always gave his political inBucnce to the reaction 
ary causes; be was not even consistent with bimesi Maaf 
times, in the abecoce of political campalgna be epoke tery 
stroogty against a high protective tariff; he apokea for comssencial 
freedom with thë same brilllancy with which ho advocated intel

Colonel Ingorsoil'a writings are Sed with brilliant pleas 
for jimike for the common people, for the working man, but 
they are soch pias as have ever been made by AI! kinds of peo 
ple, regardless Of thelr real coavietion or any sentiments that 
they actually have The fact remalsë that throogh all bis iite, 
la whatever political situation, be did give his powers and his 
influence to the Repubiicam: party; that, bowever often they 
changed their policy, or however diferent from any opinion that 
be beli in the absence of political campaigns, be could stili ever 
be relied upon to fill espugementa and make speeches for tbe 
support of thia party. 

Many almirera of Ingersoll bave always felt sorrow and bumii 
lation that a man of his beilllancy amë breadth of view did not 
take Up the pressis questions that were no important during the 
later quarter of bis life anë could not emancipate himself from 
a politica! party which the vast majority of progressive people 
believe to bo the fos of liberal and humane ides 
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“Race Suicide.” 

A writer of strong convirtiona and a power of expressing 
them with vigor. who calls himself. “Paterfamilias,” contributes 
Lo the current North American na article entitled “Rave Suicide 
and Common Senet,” in which ko strenuowsly controrerta the 
recent utterances of the President upon tbe former subject He 
uses very pisin language, almost plaloer than we Can venture 
to reproduce. Anë kin cogeiusion is that the disinotion in the 
average size of the families of American parent la mot only 
not az Unmixed evil, but comes very pear to belay an unmixed 
good. 

It is à satisfaction to have this aide of the cate so strongly 
pot It le evident that the Presideot's Afro-American fellow 
citizens commend themselves much more strongly to him, in this 
particular polnt of good citizenship, than his fellow citizens of 
Caucasian extraction. But this comparison ls by vo means to 
tbe avantage of the colored population, for thelr fecandity is aa 
manifestly a proof of improvidesce and recklessness as la the 
diminished site of white familles a proof of predente The 
President has inculcated the rearing of chtidren ^ to the limit” 
së not oaly a civic bot almost a religions duty, It waa a civic 
duty to King Lear in the play, ta well as to Frederick the Great 
and Napoleon Bonaparte in actual history. Upon this subject exch 
of these great commanders, both of whom regarded the children 
et the people simply in the light of food for powder, expressed 
himself with candid brutality. But it wax a religious duty to the 
Americans of two or three generations ago. Our writer in the 
North American, while confessing hia childish pursles sa to 
which of the things enjoined in the Books of Moses wore still 
binding, sets forth that he never had any doslt that the injunc 
tion to “multiply and replenish the earth” was à commandment 
et continuons obligation. It la indeed, strange that this lojase 
Mou ehould bave been so regarded [n an agricultural and espe 
cially a Calvinistic community, for, taken 1n connection with the 
Calvinirtic creed, it enjoined people to lead lives of toll and 
penory In order to bring Into the world the largest number of 
children to apend their lives also In toi] and penury and, accord 
ing to an almost overwhelming probability, to follow that exte 
tence by an eternity in hell, 

Perhaps the strongest point of our writer's article ix his con- 
(raat between the conditions of hia youth, when patriarchal 
familles were the rule, and the present conditions, in which, to 
the disgust of the Prealdent, they are the rare exception. That 
was the time, be says, when a woman of thirty was accounted 
old, aged by the pains and peril» of bearing and rearing children, 
whereas à women of thirty in our happier conditions la still 
young. and at forty fire not yet old There were, doubtless, në 
anybody whose memory goo» back far enough esz remember, 
happy exceptions in which, by the special bounty of nature, the 
mother of a great family had serene and cheerful age, bot the 
rule andoubtediy waa that before what we new count as middie 
lite she bad become a weary and derpalriag dredge As many 
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children as can be reared and educated so äs to give them thelr 
fuir share of the chances of life are as mëny. Wo may say, As any 
pradent parents would desire to be responsible for, and it i» 
extremely unlikely that any puesber of tbe Presidents alloca 
tons, however vikoroni, will have a statieticaly detectabie ta- 
flvence 05 the birth rate of the United States —New York Times, 
June 4, 1903.

Absolute Mberty-that ia the undispoted right to de, say and 
think na one desires, Irrespective of the effect likely to result 
to ethers tberefrom—ia only compatible with an existence lived 
apart from the rest of mankind 

Bo soon sa we come to the consideration of cases where even 
two individuals stand in relationship towards esch other, then 
thë maximum of individual liberty allowable të the freedom to do 
A^ ome pleases, provided that freedom does not involve infringe- 
ment upon the equal liberty of the Individual associated with. 

If the association la entered into freely, without actual or 
implied compulsion, and the alternative të return to former con. 
ditions remains always avallable to all parties, then no infringe 
ment of personal liberty resulta from such an association. 

The true formula of liberty among associated persona la, 
"The right of every individual to do a» he pleases, provided he 
does not infringe upon the equal right of others”; and mot, na la 
sometimes stated, "The right of every individual to do as he 
pleases, provided ho be willing to take thë consequences of his 
actions” This latter maxim in actual practice resalta in the 
oppression of the weak by the strong The existing social organ- 
ization ts a fair sample of a general acceptance and following of 
the latter maxim. 

Individuals In the community have teen and are desirous 
of poseeming themselves of wealth earned by otbere In order 
to accomplish thie they have persuaded the masses of the people 
lo sanction and assist im the establishment of am organization 
which they call a government, by decelving the people into bellev- 
ing that such an Institution would be beneficial to all, Once the 
organization started, they have used it to aslët them and also 
protect them In thelr efforta to exploit others. Recognizing that 
sosh actions would probably result la a revolt among the op- 
pressed, they bave devised the maintaining of armed forces with 
which to further protect themselves, and by nystematloslly trala- 
ing rising generations to believe that this is a Junt order of soci: 
ety and by appeals to the people's love of the liberty they are 
supposed to enjoy they have succeoded in averting from them- 
selves the vengeance of those who are victimised by the social 
organization. 
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The privileged classes undoabtediy are reaping the result of 
their actions, and show so unwillingness to do so. 

Ove could scarcely desire a better example than modern cos- 
ditions of the Inevitable result of unrestricted Individual liberty 
among semiedacated people, unequal in mental and physical 
qualities. 

Unless there exista the recognition on the part of the individ 
wale of the necessity of respecting the equal Hberty of all others, 
there is certain to rowalt an tavasion of libertien. 

Probahly someone will mak, Why do people choose to dwell 
in commenitios if association of individuale necessarily means 
restriction of individual liberty? 

This question brings us to the consideration of another 
factor. While it ls tros that the Individual living disassociated 
from all human beings has the Right to do as bë pleases, be bar 
pot always the Power, Thua he may be desirous of rapidly trans 
ferrieg himself to some distant locality, but not being endowed 
with wings, his progress wil] necessarily be slow, unless artificial 
means of transportation are available. Thie la only one of the 
many Instances which could be cited where an unalded individual 
la powerless to overcome obstacles which can be eurmounted by 
collective effort. 

The solitary individual, aided only by such mechatical con - 
trivances sa be la able to produce and operate for himself, must, 
at best, content himself with a crude and rough exleteore, and 
even then will have very little relief from the ardeous toll Ia: 
volved In the procuring of his requisite sustenance, Nor can he 
effectually secure himself or bin products from destruction by 
animal violence, storma or Satural disaster. 

It la to secure these advantages, which are unattainable ex- 
cept through combined effort, that men are willing to relinquish 
their claim to abeolvte liberty is order to live in communities, 

Boclety renders possible tbe saving of human labor and ener 
gies by the application of mechanical power to productive labor, 
thereby affording to ita members relief from constant toll 

Should catastrophe overtake a locality, destroying tbe prod- 
uce of the people, society renders pomible the immediate tran» 
ference of commodities from distant localities, (hus protecting its 
members from starvation. 

Further, it la society which enables us to indulge la that 
exchange of thoughts, hopes, and aspirations from which we de 
rive so much happiness, and our ery for liberty la bat as audible 
acknowledgment that liberty la essential to real happiness 

The position of the isolated individual ls analogous to that of 
the average cíticos of a “democratic republic,” who nominaliy 
has the right to attain to tbe highest posta of bonor, but la ta 
reality at the mercy of those who control the legislative machin- 
ery; be has jodicial liberty to do na ho pleases, bat la surrounded 
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by forces which, unasded, he cannot control, and without the cos- 
trol of which be ja unable to give effect to ble rights. 

The true test, therefore, to be applied la determining the 
value of any particular society la, How much real liberty doas it 
aftord to each and every individual member? 

it will readily be conceded that the supplying of the material 
needs of a community can be better accomplished by cooperative 
effort than by separate Individual action. Where production t+ 
carried on by processes which entall the subdivision of labor it ia 
essential to liberty that sach production be cooperatively organ 
ized, because the life of the individual de largely dependent upon 
the opportunities to procure sustenance being afforóed him; 
therefore unless he be given a coatrolliog power la determining 
the methods to be adopted in supplying that sustenance hia 1941 
vidual liberty to live la subject to infringement. 
tions upon which he is dejwodeot for the necessities of life, 

Modern commercial organizations do not admit the right of 
the individual. as such, to any voice in the control of those opera 

When the true function of commerce and industry—the sup 
plying of the material wants of the community—is more widely 
recognized, it will be possible to organize production and Ci» 
tribation in the interesta of the entire community. If this were 
done the advantages of participating la such an organization 
would be so apparent that few would choose to remain outside. 
Should any one, however, prefer to remain obtalde po one need 
object, aluco the power of individuals to exploit others, economi- 
cally, would be taken away by tbe existence of the cooperative 
organization. 

We thua see that economic freedom can be secured by co 
operation, Let us now turn our attention to the question of secur- 
ing freedom of conscience, or the liberty to act as we please in 
matters outside the province of the porely economic. 

If we probe deep enough into human actions we shall And 
that they result fundamentally from the desire of the individual 
to attain to personal bappinera However much the actions may 
difer outwardly, the controlling motive ls, la every case, the 
desire for happiness 

This fact should not escape the memory la discuming quer 
tons relative to the right of individuals to personal liberty; 
because by reducing all actions to a common motive, it elini- 
nates the question of morality and the confusion which would 
probably result it that question was introduced. 

ln dealing with the invasion of individual liberty in the 
spbere of economies, | pointed owt that the invaders are assisted 
and protected by legal enactments; in that sphere which is gen 
erally termed the moral the power conferred by legal enactments 
la supplemented by what la known as “conventional morality," or 
the rule of Mrs. Grundy. 

1 have stated that the law relative to individual liberty in 
social life was the right of the individual to do as he pleases, 
provided he does sot infringe upon the equal liberty of others, 
anë pointed to existing economie conditions së afording an 
example of the result of the operation of unrestricted personal 
liberty. A close examination will convince us that this same lo- 
dulgence in unrestrained personal liberty la responsible for the 
tyrannical oppression exerted over individuals by conventional 
law.

On the other hand, it may be doubted whether in certain par- 
tentar» the race would be benefited by selection exercised by 
women. [t de rather questionable 1f Infellectea] men would be 
Inatinctively chosen by the average woman, But most women are 
easily influenced by publie opidion, and would be likely to choose 
men who were highly thought of in the community, in preference 
to those who bad no prestige. Very likely this induence would 
enable men of exceptional Intellect to leave a good many of- 


“prinë. 
But far more potent influences would soon be at work. As ` 


soon ns the idea gets abroad that every woman should try to have 
the best possible children it will become a matter both of homor 
and of emulation to excel in this respect. When 5 per cent of the, 
women in the country have an Intense feeling abont the wicked: 
mesa of bringing people into the wortd to be miserable, the feel 
ing will spread In no time to the other 95 per cent. Carelesunem 
in choosing a father wil! soon be considered a hatefol vice. More 
over, the pride and glory of a woman will be to have a child per- 
fect in mind and body. Emúlation and competition between 
women “lli be quickened to the utmost, until at last nó woman 
will be satisfied with any but the best possible father for her 
eblid. This may go on until all the children are bred from a 
„all percentage of the men, and selection becomes aa rigorous aa 
it now la in the breeding of prize animale. 

Mr. Brown also polata out that breeders often develop ane 
quality at the expense of others hy extreme specialization. As he 
say», the speed of the racehorse has teen increased at the expense 
of strength and durante. Put undoe apeclalization ls pot a meo 
eteary result of selection General Improvement, rather thas 
specialization, would resol from the free cholce of women. It 
would, for instance, be difficult to got a long series of women, 
extending over many generations, to breed for mathematical tal 
ent alone. But nearly every woman would have an eye to beauty, 
strength, height, livelioess, Kindness, Intelligence, aod many 
other virtues, and the result voolë be a general improvement io 
all these qualities, without unde specialization in any. This is 
exactly what Is wanted.

Tbe editorial page of thë Chicago Examiner, Joly 1, cow- 
tains an article by "The Marquis de Castellano,” entitled “Studies 
of the Fair Sex—Woman and the Divorce Question.” While tbe 
writer says he “believes that divorce should be admitted by lave, 
the whole alm of the doublo<olumn articie appears to be to show 
the immorality, the viciousnese, if not the criminality, sinfulnens 
or wickedbews inherent |» divorce. Here lë a specimen para: 
graph. 

"Few people will believe that women apply to the courts for 
divorce out of sbeer virtoous impulse, It la true that la certain 
clasees of society people smile at virtue Yet it becomes the 
female sex so admirably. ls there anything that enbances the 
beauty of a maiden so much as ber modesty? Physical beauty 
la mot all; we also yearn for a certain amount of moral beauty." 

And here ts another, like unto it, showing that, according to 
Castellane, the proper standard of virtue, of modesty, of sexual 
honewty and honor, la found la outward compliance with the 
requirements of the monogamie marriage code: 

“There can be no longer any talk of divorce being a means 
of protecting virtue. Be a hypoerite as long as you like and pre 
tend to honor virtue, but de not claim that you are combating 
vice by having recourse to divorce. Virtoe and divorce bare no 
kinship between them. Before you leave your first bestand it 
may be that the prospect of divorce bas already encouraged you 
to choose the second. 
woman who applies for divorce. It leaves Ber free. Bot what 
about ber honor?” 

According to this reasoning it la virtuous, modest, honorable 
Abd honest in a woman to pastivety submit ber body to the sex 
embraces of a man she does not love, and can neither respect nor 
honor, provided she be married to him; and vicious, immodest, 
dishonest and dishonorable to sexually meet a man she ardently 
loves, highly honors and sincerely reepects, but to whom she ts 
not married.

troe example and teacher of woman The morality that 1 have 
found among people je the appearance and pretension of morality. 
"They Ko to such lengtha of immorality as they think they can and 
mot be found out. To have the name of being a moral person, i» 
the Meal And what la "morality"? it fë a standard of life set 
up by priests and ministers and adopted by rociety, for society 
alme to appear to live as the church decrees 

Now, why do people care only to appear to be living morally? 
‘There are two reasons They do not feel or see the hares of the 
life that is probibited; the second reason la that they live almost 
wholly on the senanal plane, and they really desire ali the picas 
ure they can get on that plane, for they have developed no higher 
life and cannot believe that the joys and delights of the sou! 
plane are deeper and sweeter and give to the body a higher degree 
of delightful sensation than le ever known or dreamed of on the 
anima) or physical plane. 

There are some men and women who strive to live this 
“moral” life because they belleve it la thelr duty: others who 
strive to live it because they believe God commanded it and 
some who believe harm will come to themselves and others if 
they do not live it they belleve it le the tree way to live, But 
these are few, They are conscientious people Here, perhaps, la 
where Mr. Brown gets bis idea of woman taking her morality from 
man. It is not the "moral! nature” of woman, but her belief iu 
religious authority, church authority; she takes ber religion, and 
from that her morality, from the reigning powers But it doss not 
oxprews her moral nature; her moral mature teaches ber very 
different things, but she haa not dared to listen to it or follow It 

This lë what ls the matter with the morals of the women of 
the present day; (hey have taken (hem [rom men, When they 
begin to seek in the light that is within for thelr religion and 
their morals, and live It, their true nature will be in evidence. 

It la not that woman has no moral natere, but that abe looks 
to man as wiper than herself, especially meo In authority, When 
her nalure rebele, she represses it, and thinks thero la something 
wroeg with herself. Man is forever telling woman what her duty 
ta, and she believes him; many times she referer, but sho believes 
she la refusing to do her duty. 

The fart lë that woman's moral maturo la truer thas man’s; 
it is finer, deeper, higher. The reason of this la that Intaitión 
le always truer than reason, Love in life, and [ntaltion ta from 
tho higher or soni plane, love of love, while reason is from the 
intellect, love of reason. The intellect deals with appearances, 
the external world; intuition comes from an Intelligence above 
the appearance, above the visible external; It comes from tho real 
which la above tho visible, People who reason never get far from 
the external lotellectual plane, All who progress continuously 
is the external plane do so by the ald of reason; those who also 
progress to a higher plane do it hy the enlightening ald of 
intuition, 

If there waa no higher plane it could not exist In the minds 


ol men, man cannot conceive of anything that la not. 1f there 
war no progression amd no evolution of the bumas moe except 
in a straight line, there would be only the physical world, and 
man could not dream or imagioe anything except development io 
the physical, There la an Intellect, and reason from it, with each 
plane of development; there le the physical, external world and 
ita iotetligence—mind—and resson; the higher we call “spirit 
wal,” and that has lts objectivo world, Its Intelligence anë reason. 
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When man has fully developed into tbe higher, Mat becomes ble 
home, or arth, and (he external world; and the at higher 
plane is hila spiritual or [nviaibie world, which be can become 
cognizant of only by developing greater power, a higher degree 
ot tife 

Woman has been largely an emotional creature, guided 
neither hy lntultion ner reason, because she has looked to the 
mas and let bim guide her.

George Sand, George Kliot, anë others who sought through 
Weir books to portray life aa It jë, were tabooed by society and

But we have the volce of history to tell us that la all re 
ferm movements women have always come to tbe front Their 
rade love of justice, thelr pity for the oppressed, have mado 
them ready to do and dare in the interests of humanity. Te

Dorn to a 
heritage of poverty (economic) —born Deir to a theologie creed 
that postulates an eternity of hopeless suffering for the non «elect, 
1 saw bot little In life to encourage a laughing mood. Whether 1 
regarded myself a» numbered with the elect. the pardoned, or 
met, made lite difference. With a naturally affectionale, emo 
tional sympathetic makeup, | could not bear the idea of ac 
cepting beaven for myself if my friends were to be shut up in 
bell Let me share their fate, whether lt be hell or heaven, was 
my creed. 

Hence } was not surprised to learo that the Nazareoe sever 
laughed; that be was called “The man of sorrows and acquainted 
with grief,” since the burden of his gospel was “Strait is the 
cate and narrow the way that leadetb unto life, and few there be 
that foil IL” and, "wide la the gate and broad is the way that 
ieuteth to destruction, and many there be which go in thereat.” 
"Many are called; few are chomwa.” “These shall xo away loto 
everlasting punlabment prepared for the devil amd bis angela" 
“How shall ye e«ape tbe damustion of bell?” 

This is the gospel of peesimism, of death and despalr, worse 
thas that of Schopenhager, the gospel of damnation—of hell in 
the original packages, to to apeak—consequeotiy a gospel that 
calis for “weeping and walling,” anë mot for «miles and joyous

One of the mort potent causes that drove me from the church 
wae the terrible lack of agreement between the professed belief 
and the dally deportment of church goers, "How can you” 1 
mentally queried, "how la It poesibje that you church people can 
be smiling and jovial—cheerful and bappy—trivial, witty and 
even hilarious, when you know that many of your acquaintances, 
many even of your nearest abd dearest friends are bow writh 
ing in the flames of neverending hell, or at leant are in great 
danger of such fatet Your bellef e mere pretense, olse you are 
awfully lacking either in humanity or sanity, or both." 

For a very similar reason, | fod it hard to be glad, smiling 
cheerful, witty or Joyous, knowing-—not simply belleviog—that à 
very large per cont of the people now living in buman bodies are 
in det hell of physical or mental suffering and that tor 
many of these damnod ones there lë absolutely mo hope, except 
wurh hope a» may be offered by the “death angel.” 

The truly great, because traly altruistic and sympathetic, 
Horace Mann once lectured on the theme, “Where Do God's 
Children Dueli” With his wide experience and observation none 
knew better than he that a very large proportion of the chiliren 
—the grown up children a» well as infante—now om this planet 
are living in hell. Horace Mann labored, wrote, Jectored, lived 
acd died im tbe hope and bellef that the free school system of 
which he was the great apostle, would do much to abolish the 
helle of this world. Were he living today he would doubtiess 
see and acknowledge that a reform more fundamental than that 
ot popular education la needed to remove the hells of our so 
called civilization. Ne would see and know that the founds- 
tone upon which these halla are bullt—monopoly of money, 
monopoly ef land. mémepoly of machinery and transportation, 
and, worst of all, because wnderlying and producing all the 
others, monopoly of ser, control and regulation of sex and repro 
duction by Church, State and Grundy—he would aee that ali 
these foundations amd feeders of earthly bells are quite as &rmiy 
fixed nad secure today as before the Inaaguration of the public 
free school systemi, If not more so.

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Yes, the world owes much to that robust, rebel, yet very 
politic and conventienal representative ef the "Latin soul,” Vol 
taire, who by the shafts of ridicule brought the Church to itë 
knees and compelled a reconmrurtion of tte methods of fighting 
Beroties and heresy, but what of that other Latin soul, repre 
sented by Monsignor Poeci, now slowly dying in the Vatican? If 
Voltaire were dying today, would the world he helped to liberty 
of conscience bonor bim as it now honors thë man who nearly 
died of grief and mortification because of the honore palë to 
heresy when Brono'» monument was Unveiled in Rome a few 
yrars ago? The story la told that the Pope lay all day on the 
old atone floor of the Vatican to express hls griet and horror te 
cause of the rebake adminictered hy tho secular government to 
himself sed to bie chnreb by bonorírg ome of the mort distin 
auisbed of that eburch's victima the inhumarly murdered Gor 
Sata Bruno 

Even in America, the so-calied Land of Freedom, tbe Latin 
wu) reprerentine the greatest of all the enemies of freedom 
and equality, the Roman Church, receives a thousand fold more 
honor than dors the memory of Bruno end Voltalre, who worked 
so bard and borg, each lo his own way, to make freedom and 
Justice possible, showing that something besides langhter ie 
heeded to destroy the despotism of religiones enperstition. 

Whether Demooritue, the laughing Greek, or his great rival, 
Meraelitus, the weeplng man, was the better philosopher there le 
room for differeoce of opinion, but if the legend be true which 
ways that George Washingten never «mid during the seven 
years he commanded the “Continental army,” that fact would be 
to me proof of his sanity and humanity, rather than of the re 
verse, and, finally, | confess to much wympatby and respect with 
and for the Hebrew prophet who prayed that hje head misht be 
waters and his eyes a fountain of tears, because he saw so much

The object of making these quotations was to sbow the 
danger Of elevating any man (o the position of & god; of an 
infallibje authority; a bero, an ideal, an idol, to be worshiped, 
emulatod, absorbed, asalimilated with or to, fo ali things. 

Many more sayings of similar porport could bo quoted to 
show that necessarily and jogicaly the teachings of Jesus, as 
well së bie exemple, are responsible for much of the hate, tbe 
wars the crimes, the poverty and misery that make of this 
world a veritable hell today. 

That Jesus said and did many things that are worthy ot 
commendation—that is, admitting that we know what he really 
did way, and that ho ever oxleted as a real porsoo; that many 
good and wise sayings are attributed to him ls freely admitted 
by all. 

It may truthfully be added, however, that tbe good things

I an article pub 
lished ia Hearst's papers Mr. Gregory took ‘he ground that 
the only proof we bare of “immortality” ls payechologic la char- 
acter—not historie, pot "revealed." West follows la part of a 
roply by an “orthodox” clergyman, and is a fair sample, as 1 
thisk, of what the Catholic and Protestant churches teach 
today, sotwithetandiag the “march of modera science” over 
the “dragons” of medieval superstition:

“In This Sign Conquer.” 

Tha most noteworthy event transpiring since last week's Lo- 
cifer went to presa is the passing from mortal life of an Italian 
named Joachim Vinceat Rapbaci Lodovico Pecci, who for the 
past quarter of a century has been koown as “His Holiness Pope 
Leo XUL” 

That Joachim Pecci was po ordinary man wil be readily 
conceded by all, even Bis enemies My beretity be was fortunate 
His mother was “daughter of a noble Corsican family." His fath- 
^ which mwana that 


who for ages and age, by force and fraud, 
the untitled prasants and artisans of Central and Southern Ku 
rope By heredity young Pecci was a soldier, a fighter for the 
political supremacy of the Roman Church, “All about tbe youth,” 
says one of bia biographers, “were the ruins of the wars for the 
mastery of Italy.” 

With bis advantages of hereditary «sdowiment, his echolaatic 
education and high social position. he would probably have at 
talped eminence in the military profession, but, haviog been 
entrusted to the order of the "Society of Jamia,” the Jesuita 
tor bis education, be doubtiews waa influenced by them to choos 
the priestbood instead of (ho army for bis work, and yet, through 
life ho showed the qualities that give success to tbe military 
commander, and if it had been possible for aay one to vin back 
the jost States to the Church, Joachim Pee woald hare euo 
ceeded in that cherished desire. 

Bet witboot an army of men. with an empty treasury and 
with public sentiment throughout Europe drifting away from 
the Medieval policy of union of Church with State, Joachim Pecci 
was compelled to me the temporal rulership of the bead of the 
Church become a thing of the past. 

Bot while never yielding tho claim that tha Roman Pontii 
was by divine right a temporal mosarch as well as religious 
sovereign, he doubtlesa saw clearly enough, before the close of 
bis long life, that release from the cares of State in tbe little 
bareditary kingdom called the States of the Church enabled bim, 
by diplomacy and by his position as Vicar of Christ, to dape the 
policy of the various governments of the world-—advance the 
interests of the Roman Catholic Church better than was ever 
possible to do while the Pontiff claimed to be one of the tim- 
poral mosarcha of the world, open to the charge of being a politi- 
ca) echemer for the benefit of his own kingdom. 

And thes it has come to pass that concurrently with the 
decay of tbe Pope'ë authority and prestign as an earthly mon- 
arch there bas beco a tremendoos increase In bis Influence In 
sbaping tbe destinios of the nations, Kapecially is this fact no- 
ticeable in the case of Germany, tho central and most powerful 


of European monarchies, and ale) ip tho United tates by fur 
the most importat Of nations un the western continent. Ge 
many la nominally Protestant, and yet in all recent conti 
between the Vatican and the court of the Kaleer, the Vela 
bas woo. Even the “Iron Chancellor," Miemarck, the conquat 
of Napoleon the Third and of Austria, was compelled to ackaovi- 
edgo his defeat when pitted against Pope Leo XUL

ln the United States there bas been po contest betwen 
(be government and the bead of tho Papal hierarchy, simply a 
steady gala on the part of Mone over “Reason,” over the tradi 
tonal policies of the government founded by ahepticr- Wen 
ingion. Jefferson, Paine and Frankin—a steady drift (warts 
ecclesiasticism, paternalism and imperialism, and away from 
the doctrines of the Declaration of Independence ef 74 ay 
from the theory that tbe people, all the people, should be . 
governing. and that the government which governe least lo beat. 

An instance of this, among many, is the paternalistic, impe 
lallatic ruling of the Postofüce Department of eur general gor 
ernment, discriminating against such papers as Wilabiree Megs 
sine, Discontest (now The Demonstrator) and Foundaties Pris 
ciples, of Heme Washington, and Freedom. Mre. Wilmane’ papet, 
published at Sea Breeze, Florida 

The eclesiaatic mature of these postofüce rulings ls show» 
by the fact that while Mra Wilmans Poe's paper, devoted të 
Mental Healing, la denied the right to wecotd-ciass postage, ast 
while lettere—cootaininë money from ber wobeeríbers fo pay 
expenses of publicatios—are mot delivered to her but reternel 
to the bendera, marked "fraudulent" at the same timo toss of 
letters, reasonably speaking. containing large suma of meom, 
are anbually delivered to priests of the Roman faith to pay fer 
praying sosis oot of “purgatory.” 

‘The alleged fraud im Mr» Post's case la thë claim that abe 
can cure disease through correspondence, that lë, by “sissi 
treatment,” ualang “thought force” alone. Our patersal gore» 
ment aevames the right to say that this lë imposible anë pese 
sarily (raetulent, but decides that taking money for praying 
souls oct of purgatory la not fraudulent, thereby putting itself 
im the attitude of endorsing the claim that the priest can de 
what be claims to do. Mra Pom can show many testimonial: 
to prove that she really beale by seat mental treatment, but 
where are (be testimonials to show that any sos) wee ever re 
leseed from “purgatory” by tbe prayers of a priest? 

There are scores, if not hundreda, of Roman Cathelje pa 
pers in this country that teach the doctrine of purifcation et 
souls by the pains of pugatory, but where ja tbe court of justios 
that would accept testimony of a witness who ond testity të 
the existence and location of ech a reformatory prison? These 
papers are never denied postal privileges on the theory of frasd 
or for teaching dangerous doctrines, na ln the case of sociallatie 
and anarchistic journals. 

There are ale many papers poblisbed in the interest st 
"Christian Bclence," which teach substantially the same doctrios 
së that for the promelgation of which Mrs. Post la treated as à 
ner under which the wickedest of all the Koman emperors com 
malefacter and denied ber equal right to the common mall, tha 
vehicle supposed to be pal! for by an the people het sime 
"Christian Science” has tbe brand of occiestasticiom—a fore of 
the Christian religios—oor priast controlled government never 
interferes with the postal privileges of ita papers nor does it 
deny to the professors of that religious cnit the right to re 
colvo money fram their patients through tbe government mail. 

But, to return to the main subject Of this sketch, the sigis 
cance of the life and work of Joachim Preci. The fact that the 
leading governments of the world have given distinguished 
hover to the "Vicar of Christ" within the period of the postit 
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cate of this man Peci is proof to me of bis extraordinary skill 
in diplomacy —in statecraft- and proof also of the fart that tbe 
treed of al) national governmenta, including our own, le now 
towards evotralizaiion of power ia the hands of the few, that ix 
towards imperialism, and also towards an alliance, for exutcal 
defense, between political and ecclesiastice rulers 

The proof of thie fect is soon ia the attention pasë to 
the lately deceased Pontif. dë a man, sa & religious ruler sod 
also as a political diplomatist—by the various sovereigns, and es 
pectally by the leading political Journals of the world. As an 
Hiwetration in point take the following from the editorial page 
of the Chicago Tribune July 21: 

“Yesterday that long stroggíle between death and an old, 
fobie man, which has engrossed the attention of the world, 
reached the inevitable end. The unconquerable will which kept 
the Pope alive so long succambed at last, and a great asd good 
mas passed quietly from earth and la al rest.” 

The Tribune lë commonly considered the leading exponent 
ef "Republican" politics and policioa in Chicago, and perhaps in 
the great Middle West of the United States This editorial, an 
umuxcaly long one, from beginning to end la laudatory of tbe 
now departed and no doubt soon to be canonized representative 
of the most undemocratic, most theocratic and most un-American 
of all the great systema of human government now in existence 
outside the Mohammedan theocracy—which theocracy, by the 
way, like lts elder sister Christianity, le an offsboot and heir 
ot the still older theocractes, the Egyptian, the Pabylonias and 
the Hindoo, a» outlined in the "five books of Moses” (revised by 
Fara), himself the adopted son and pupil of an Egyptian dy- 


nasty of theocrate, known as the l'harsoha. 
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Prominent among the characteristic paragraphs of thle “Re 
publican” editorial i» the following: 

“Neither heresy nor organized echiem vexed the beart of the 
tate Pope, who everywbere and continually advanced tbe atandang 
of education among his clergy and people, and by precept as well 
as by example maintained the Christian role of morality, His 
sympathy for the toller» and the poor waa profound. His fear 
let the stings of poverty might induce those who felt them to 
jend a willing ear to the dangerous doctrines of socialism lod 
him to utter words of advice and warning which must have 
had a salotary effect with many, It la largely due to Pope Leo, 
practical and sympathetic knowledge of the sciences and bis 
constant (ouch with material progress that at last the vicious 
myth of a conflict between religion and science ls vanishing 
One of his ordera removed from the list of condemped works 
the writings of Galileo." 

If this editorial had been conceived and penned by a Catb- 
olie priest or loyal Catholic layman it could scarcely have been 
stronger as an endorsement of existing systema of morality and 
ot imperialistic government Christian morality, as volced by 
Mr. Pocel, means of course priestly celibacy, sacramental mar 
riage, no divorce, enslavement of mothers—"wives obey your 
busbande in aj! things.” ete It means death to heresy and to 
beretics—wherever and whenever the Church has power to 
control the civil government, as la the burning of Bruno, which 
burniag Mr. Pocci emphatically endorsed by hia conduct at tbe 
time of the unvelling of Bruno's statue, the common boast of 
the Catholle hierareby being that the Church sever changes; 
hence an a loyal churchman Pecci could not do otherwise than 
to denounce the action of the Itallan government in honoring 
Bruno. 

The universal adeption of the Copernican commogooy has 
let since compelled scholars, both Catbolic and Protestant, to 
remodel their teachings In regard to astronomy, so there was 
nothing for tbe Pope to do but accept the Inevitable and re 
move the ban against Galileo. No thanks to the Jesuit dipio- 
matist who, at this late hour in the world’s progress, oficially 


removed that bam. The pathway of modern science la strewn 
witk the wrecks of religious Jogress, së some oor has trothfully 
sald. The "vicious myth of a conflict between religion and 
science” - that jn between erthodox Christianity and modern 
scjence—la not vanisbing ass this defender of orthodox “Re 
poblicanlem"-—orthodox Toryl«m—would have us belleve. 

Let any ope read the various “eocyclicals” authoritarian 
utterances from "God's vicegereni auch as bla "Apostolic let. 
ter^ condemning communism, eeclaliam and nihilism,” also the 
letter on “marriage as a sacrament and condemning divorce," 
also the later one “condemning liberallam," also that against 
"beresy, socialism, eic," also 00 "»ociallem and tbe labor ques 
tion,” and several others enumerated by the Tribune in iu 
two-page history of the late Pope and bla influence om the world's 
politieasani the wonder will censo that for many weeks past 
the large dallkes—the advocates of the present systems of goy 
erument and of present social disorder, have been to a great 
extent filled with dally, if not hourly, reporta of the condition

duce the poverty and despondency which calla for extra stimu- 
lanta, and scolng also that there lë a matura] desire for stimu 
lanta against which it is useless to legislate, having discovered

lenais, near Tacoma When the colony failed and broke wp la 
the fall of 1596 these men found themerives stranded and baak 
rupt Allen was a graduate of Toronto University, chaza of 1 


and be secured & wool, and with the arzt month's salary, 994. 
be helped his frienda to move their household goods to Joss May, 
A beautiful and sheltered cove ou Puget Bound, some twenty 
miles from Tacoma. They bought— on time, of course— some 
uncieared land and built a house. In the spring Mr. Allen asd 
his family joined them, and, belox a carpenter, bo helped them to 
bull Welcome Cottage. They tried to devise a plan which wasii 
axo the errors of the Glennis project, and made up their mdada 
that the use of land should be the only true titio, and if eseb 
individual bad enough land to support bim, and no more, other 
things might be left to take care of themselves. To determine 
how much land each should have they took from the United Stats 
agricultural report the acres of land actually enitivatet, divided 
it by the population, and finding that under the present wastetul 
methods there was needed only about an acre and three quarters 
për capita, they decided to make the maximum holdisg la te 
colony two acres, since if ono acre carefully managed would së 
fice two acres would provide an affiuence. 

Any person can join the colony by paying the original com of 
the land and keeping up the state abd county taxes. If be falis 
in this tbe land reverts to the company. Any improvements a 
man may make are hia own, and may be sold or mortgaged. 
There are now 110 people in the colony and thirty houses have 
been built of all kinds; one of concrete, several of two stories, 
nicely painted anë superior to the average home of the plooeer cë 
the Sound. Mr. Allen, who started three years ago with only $i 
and his garden of jeas tham one acte, and has never charged 
more than 15 conta an hour for his services na A carpenter, now 
has a very comfortable house. Considering the conventional idea 
of Anarchists, it may be worth while to mention that iX contains 
A bathroom with bot and cold water, a plano, and a plentiful sup- 
ply of books, pictures and Sowers. 

There la a good school, conducted, of course, without rales er 
the ase of force, by James Morton, a Marvard man of the clam ot 
92. He helongs to the Phi Beta Kappa, and at the alumni! ber 
quet wre At the end of the procession of key holders, at the besë 
of which was bis crandfather, Rev, 8. F. Smith, the author of our 
national hymn, "America." Mr. Morton has been about two years 
with the colony, and was editor of their paper, Discontent, vatil 
this publication was suspended for lack of support. One of the 
yoong meo, Jack Adama, is by profession an electrical engineer. 

Most of the colonists are vegetarians from the belief that u 
ls wrong to kill for personal gratification of appetite 

Liberty Hall, which serves as echoolhouse and social render 
vous for the community, was bulit entirely by volantary contribe 
tions of labor and materials All share equally in lts privileges 
although they did not help equally in la erection. Hach maa 
works when and at whatever he wills, either for bimeelf or fer 
others. Literary and musical entertainments and dances are held 
frequently in Lite-ty Hall, and it is open to amy man to tack 
any doctrine. The only ask that, having beard him courteously, 
he allows anyone courteously to reply. A Lutheran minister 
visits them at Intervals, and apost)es of Spiritualtem, falth cure 
and even Koreshanity have been given a hearing. The father of 
the only Christian family in the colony is the holder of the only 
salariés position, clerk of the schools. They all, or neariy all, 
believe im mon-resistance, and when after the assassination of 
Presideot MeKioley a patriotic lesgue, incited by the name ABar 
thy, waa organized in Tacoma to "Clean out the hell bole on the 
Sound,” abd they learned that three hundred men were coming të 
destroy the place, they resolved to meet the invading party at the 
landing and invite uem to their homes, and then, if they wished 
to kili them, to «submit as calmly a» they could. One man, an od 
Confederate soldier, went ap to Tacoma, secured the car of the 
Jeague, and ja thirty minutes the league disbanded. 

They frankly acknowledged that their theory of individual 
liberty, limited only by the desire sot to injure one's neighbors 
ls not suited for general adoption unti] a higher development el 
personal morality and self-control lë attained, bot they hape to de. 
able to furnish a living example of the possibility of perfect lër. 
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erty of thought and action and the cotncident existeoce of bappl- 
mess anë prosperity 

On the whois, the colony makes à very good impression on 
tbe visitor. on account of tbe neoterss and thrift apparent in the 
homes, and thir kindness end hospitality of ita people.—Prot. E

Eliza Boardman Burnz. 


There was bora on October 31 (Hallowe'en), 1823, to John 
Boardman and his estimable wife at Rayne, County of Essex. 
Engiand, Eliza—thelr fret child. This child was delicate, and 
at thirteen years of age walled for America by physician's ad 
vice and in hope that she might live, She went to kin folk in 
Tennessee, where she swa became a country school teacber, and

The same objection holds to the terma Anarchist, Spiritualist, 
Infidel, Atbelst, and a doren other names that from time to time 
have been applied to më. While I indorse much that lë taught 
by the people calling themselves by these names | find it im 
possible Lo accept any of the creeds or doctrines so labeled 
without explanations and definitions that cannot be made every 
time soch names are applied to me. 

Az a cate ta point, I have beard Profesor Herron lecture 
many times and have read his writings sufficiently to feel mare 
that his basic principles and ultimate objects are very similar 
to my own; therefore 1 regret seeing him and hia doctrines mis 
represented to the extent that Mr, Thomas Dixon, Jr. very evi 
dently has done—unintentionally, I hope—tn Bis book, “The 
Owe Woman," 

But the book la pot wholly a mlsrepresestation of the issues 
between the old and the new ideals Treating Brother Dixon 
as | would vish to be treated 1 proceed to quote his exact 
vorde—that is, the words be puta into the mouths of his lead, 
Ing characters, which characters, we naturally lafer, represent 
his own views, else the views that he thinks are held by those 
whose doctrines ho has written a book to oppose and to dë 
stroy. 

The leading charactora of the story are: 

First, Frank Gordon, the Socialist leader, a preacher. 


Second, Ruth, "Tbe Oo» Woman," first wife of Prank Gor 
«op. 


Third, Mark Overman, tanker, friend amd college thom of 
Frank Gordon. 

Pourtb, Kate Raneom, second wife of Prank Gordon. 

Fifth, Willlam Gordon, college professor. ortbodox clergy- 
man, father of Frank. 

Helleving Lueifer's readers to be familiar with the leading 
facta in the history of Professor Herron, and agreeing with the 
reviewer In the Chicago Inter Ocean, that up to the time of 
Gordon's marriage with Kate Rantom the story la “practically 
that of Professor Herron.” or at least intended to be such. 1 
proceed to Introduce one of the chlet actors 1n the drama, Mark 
Overman, who thus gives law and gospel to his old friend 
and chum, Frank Gordon:

lover and rake under ita teachings.” 


Overman quotes a number of Socialist writers to prove 
thal thelr cult would destroy the bone lte, tbe family as we 
now have |t. Among others, this from Grant Allen: 

"No man indeed ie truly civilized tti he can way in all 
sigcerity to every woman of all the women he loves, to every 
woman of all the women who love him: ‘Give me what you can 
ef your love and yourself; but never strive for my sake to 
deny any love, to strangle any impulse that pants for breath 
within you. Olve me what you cam while you «an, without 
greüging, bat the moment you feel you love me no more, don't 
do Injustice to your own prospective children by giving them 
a fatZer whom you no longer respect, or admire, or yearn for." 
When men and women can both alike say this tbe world will be 
eivilizod. Until they can say it truly, the world will bë së now,

My plan at the cutset was to withhold my comments until 
| had fairly presented the views of the author of "The One 
Woman,” bet seeing that it will te impossible to do him justice 
withia the space allowed In one issue, | would just say here 
that to my limited comprebension Grant Allen's view ls the 
only rational ground to take in this vastly important matter To 
compel an unwilling partner of the suptial contract to continue 
this relation and bring children into the world against the 
protest of one of the parenta seems to me nothing less than a 
crime against nature, à crime agaleet the child and against the

certain degree of concentration of effort, of continuity of action.

radeavor, this same concentration, thia perpetoal repetition of 
the same or similar acts, becomes ju time deadly from ite 
monotony, itë sameness, destructive to sanity, which we under 
stand to mean health of body or of mind.

Me «ay that “te bave children le 
painful, dangerous, «expensive and troublesome to all concerned; 
almost illogical «ben we realise that ooly four oat of ten children 
reach the age of 10 years. Why nature seems Lo enjoy elaugbter- 
ing more than half and tortering the surviving minority we de 
pot comprehend.” And aguin, "For a mas who ls neither Diladly 
religious nor foolishly patriotic, breeding children. goed or bad, 
healthy or erippied, ha» no sense nor logic, and choosing fathers 
or mothers for tbe fature child la simply a phrase of hypocrisy 
and absurdity.”

The fact that there lx a definite science of human develop 
ment, noi merely mental but physical, whid classifies men and 
women pres test në plante and animale are classified, and whicb 
gives the same basis of comparison and employment, obeerva 
tiom of effects and consequent resulta, le the ose great factor 
ignored by nearly all persons who have written upos tbe sub 
ject of heredity, parentage and race improvement since my o> 
servation began, 

A half century or more ago William Byrd Powell, a phrenol- 
ogis of ability, described temperaments that would be fruitful 
and those that would be barres la sexual anions His work was 
of priceless value, bot as far as E have observed It has been gen: 
erally ignored, Tolstoy ax well ae Goodheart probably knows 
that hybrids are not good breeders, bet what attention has either 
of them given to the ability to recognise the hybrids of bur 
manity * 

To have children le not "palnful, dangerous or troublesome” 
to the man or woman who knows bow, who ls fitted for the occa: 
pation of parentage and who poes Into it for the love of it. It may 
be and la properly expensive, but that la mot an objection, We earn 
mosey to spend it and everyone should apend it according to his 
capacity to sara it and enjoy i It cost me abont $3,000 to pro 
dove my last baby according to phresological methods This 
estimate includes the preparation of the paremts, the defoction 
of energy from ordinary channels, the proridiog of tbe residence 
ot the mother during the period of gestation, the arrangement of 
conditions necessary for the determination in advance of the 
tex and temperament desired, the special education of the em- 
bryo in utero, the adornment of the mother’s apartments for 
special methetic culture, and the time devoted to ber entertain- 
ment and epecial protection.

In accord with this ideal of what a publie jourmal & 
trütb-eeeking journal whould be, Mr. Meanett allowed several 
Glergymen to be heard in his paper, bolding long discedens 
with them, giving them equal space, if 1 mistake not, with Me 
own replies. 

‘That D. M. Bennett made mistakes le admitted by hje friend 
and adpirera but that he set a noble example as founder and 
editor of a Preethought journal needs no further demonstration 
than the statement of these facta But while journals may live 
va indefinitely, their editors are mortal. Nine years after Me 
birth the fosnder and first editor of the Truth Seeker died, kar 
ing his beloved child, the child of hia mature ago, la the hands 
of ite present editor, Eugene M. Macdonald, then about 27 years 
of age, Whether the mantle of ita founder fell upon wedir 
shçaklera lë a Question for the supporters of tbe Truth Seher 
ta decide. 

That the mirror idea, the right or privilege of all to be bawd 
in their own language, has pot bees followed by Bennett's peo 
comor la auficientiy appareat to all who kave cared to read the 
discussion in regard to Robert 0. [mgerwoli's attitude towards 
workingmem, and bi» worthiness to be held up as the ideal of 
what a Freethought leader sbould be. 

That the Truth Seeker, as represented by ita editor, was net

Ko for what they are worth, I have given him the benefit of 
Lucifer'a columas, and bave weed hia utterances aa object lessons 
të show, not simply what Eugene Macdonald ix bet what the 
paper founded and honored by D. M. Bennett has become a^ 
a Freethought mirror under the management of his successor, 
Tija in the interesi of truth, of fairness and of the logie of 
Prosthoughi, to advance which principles the Truth Seeker asd 
the National Secular Uniun were founded.

Seeker has simply followed the example of the capttalietic and 
religious pres». Me has either refused absolutely to print what 
Mr. Quinn and his defenders bavo sald, and what I have said, 
lee be has printed a few lines only—in the beginning of tho 
controveray-—and then so distorted their measing, so mlsrepre- 
sealed the object of the writers, that the Truth Seeker has been

Not winhing to take up the space of Lucifer by repeating 
the proofs of these statements, I close by brlefiy noticiog one or

As 1 read his article Tak Kak did not express contempt for 
anthviviecctioni«ta, or their opinions, So far më 1 can we he 
may be an antivivisoctionist himself. When be sald, "Con 
vinced that the most dangerous animal on earth le that Insane 
animal, a morallatis man,” he stated what be doubtless believes 
to be a true generalization, but he made no personal assault on 
viviaectionivts as auch. la the same way be might have sald, 
"The mont dangerous animal on earth lë that insane animal, a 
religious man," and yet most people would admit that there la 
great truth in this generalization. All bletory above that “noth 
lak ever bated like religion,” hence the unspeakably atrocious

meatcwly less airocions; lu fact, the two are so closely linked 
together that there lë no separating (hem, Religion aod morality 
are treated as one and the same by the men who a«wume the 
right ta govern their fellow men.

Mra Post wa» known to the public a» » magazine writer 
bofore her marriage, under her malten mano of Helen Wilmans, 
amd has since retained it a» her nom de plume, and has written 
humerons books and has edited and poblisbed several jouraale 
wader tile, her maiden name. For sistees yours shë bas taught 
and practiced mental therapestirs—the healing of disease by 
mental process and without the are of drugs—belax eniversally 
recognized as the foander of the school of mental sclenoe, About 
two years ago the Postmaster General soddenty, anë without 
notice to her, issued an order that all letters addressed to Helas 
Wilmans should be marked fraudulent upon the envelope at the 
delivery ofice and returned to thelr respectivo writers. Upoa 
her romoustrance shë was gruntod a bearing before the depart- 
ment over which Mr. Tyner prosidod. (Bloce then he has beca 
convicted before the public of being è parizer in the ring of 
boodlers and compelled to resign bis office, alter which be 
indnced bin wife to steal the papers supposodly incriminativa 
himself and others.) Mr. Tyner appelnted Mr. Christlancy (also 
since forced to resign. because of Irregularities in office) to hear 
the pleadings On Mr» Vlimana' (Mrs. Posts) behalf, besides 
her hesbaed, Mr. C. C. Post, and their attorney, there appeared 
is her defense two physicians in regular standing and practico, 
who voluntarily testified to ber integrity of character and the 
scteniific principle upon which her practice la based. Some 
halfdoxes people of both sexes and of high atanding ln soctety 
and the business world also testified similarly, and in addition 
to (hese personal witnesses there were presented 200 sworn testi- 
toonlal from people she had cured of various ailments, and some 
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bini letters from patients teetifying to the beneñita they had 
received or were receiving from her treatments. Nono of these 
decamenta were even examined by Mr, Christianey or by Mr 
Tyner or by any other of the poaloflice oficiais. No witnesses 
were examined for the goverzment except. Mr. Fred. Peer, the 
inspector charged with the management of the case by the gor 
ernment; yet the department refused to remove the order re 
turning her letters marked frandnjent, bot said she coold get let 
ters addressed to her under ber married name. This amounted 
to a conviction apd » fue pretty néwrly equal to her Income from 
her business, avd that, too, withoat a hearing lu any court ree 
ogniaed by the constitation, without Judge or Jury, except that of 
as appeibtee in the Portofice Department.

Of the sistem, tuelro immediately wrote offering 
lo give evidence in tho defense of the prisoners, who had mean 
time been released om boade of $5,000 each, These indictments 
were »eesred by frightening one of Mra, Wilmans Poste clerks 
under thecats, Into eurrondering tbe books containing the bame» 
of her patients, The prosecuting attorney took these books be 
fore tbe grand jury, told (hem mental beallog was a fraud, and 
simply read tbe names of ber patients of the books, saying these 
were nome of those defrauded.

of Mr. Post, Meantime the Bapteme Court of the United States 
in the Weltmer case ruled that mental therapoutica, or bealinz 
by mental processes. la a legitimate busipers; whereupon the 
department officials refered to try the accused upon tho Indict 
Wentis still standing against them, and weot to Tampa, Fla. 
obtalced a grand Jury diawn frum a smali portion of the district, 
and not In conformity with the order of the court, In which they 
charge in essence that Mrs. Wimans Post Obid hol by mental 
recess, bot never mado any effort to heal those who paid ber 
to de so. Later a spocial grand jury was called at Jacksonville 
amd still other indictmente brought, aed co these both parties 
agreed to go to trial, tbe Judge setting the dato of trial for De 
cember, tbe accused agali giving bond for their appearasce, 

Thus two whole years have been covered, during which, iu 
addition to the pertevollon of the postoftice officials (a half-dozen 
or more of whom bare boon convicted of receiving bribes either

interfere with another's righta ho ja perfectly free—that le, de

Now, rights, so called, are always relative; that dë, (ey 
appear as rights only in social relations. Whee two or mom 
poople are related in some way, socially or otherwise, the prit 
ciple of rights appears (n their actiona toward each other. Back 
has natural rights; that la, richte belonging to the individe 
Sphere; but when people associate, ratural rights give place të 
social rights, 

To Ulustrato: [have a natural right to intercoarse with tha 
woman who plearës and inspires me, and to this my nature ie 
clipes, and of it my mind approves; bot, perchance, the womas 
does pot so Incline, anë her mind does pot approre. Theni 
kave not a right, and obviously omght not to have liberty la má 
caso, Tho woman ta tbe exercise of ber rights refuses me, arë 
thua sho reveals to me a limit to my rights. This is the mwa 
and the sphere Of social rights It fs tho richte between actors, 
and sot the rights of some to govern others. If the woman a> 
proves and responds to me jt in our matter, aed Soclety or the 
State has no rights in the case.

As a sample of hereditary character | can quote a carious 
incident regarding myved. Some thirty years ago my mother’s 
death left the oldest child ta care of rich relatives, to be edo 
cated and move all her life among rich and refined people, while 
L the youngest, was brought oot West to grow up with the coun 
try, enduring all the harablps and privations of early settlers; 
and yet after a seperation of twenty-seven years we met, strange 
ly alike in character as well as physically, and both so like the 
mother that bore us.

“The Polities of the Sex Question." 

The above beading la a quotation from George Bernard 
Shaw latest work, "Mam and Superman: A Comedy and a 
Philosophy,” i^ which Shaw attempts to arrmt the attention of 
the Koglish reading pablic, while he tells them a diverting story 
with an amazing interlude and a Lucifer moral. 1t le mot dif 
feult to we why Bernard Shaw chooses the dramatic form for 
his work--it le difficult to conceive of a medium which gives 
a writer greater freedom in handling delicate topics and of pre 
senting various shtes of a most Intricate problem. The book is 
divided ieto three parte—a lengthy dedicatory preface; à farei 
tal, uptodate play containing a fascinating Scene in Hell, with 
Don Joan abd the Devil aa principal characters in this partico 
lar scene: and a Don Juan's “Revotutionim's Handbook,” with 
à string of aphortetic matime to conclado, Shaw explains in 
the preface that his Don Juan ia a philosophical, not a vulgar 
Don Juan, one who reads Schopenhauer, Nietzsche. and Wester: 
marck, and la concerned for the future of the race Instead of for 
tbe freedom of his own instincts—an almost ascetic Don Juan, 
in fact; à modera English Don Juan im a modern English en- 
vironment 

If these descriptions of bla own bero, with which Shaw èm- 
Avene his preface, can be taken seriously, so can bis character 
ization of hia own drama as a “trumpery story of modern Lon- 
don life—a life in which the ordinary man’s mala baniposs ti 
to get money, and the ordinary woman's usines la to get mar 
tied." 

“The determination of every- man to be rich at all costs 
anë of every woman to be married at all coste must, without s 
highly seientifc social organisation, prodece a ruinous develop 
ment of poverty, celibacy, prostitution, Infant mortality, adult 
Weceneracy, and everything that wise men must dread," mys 
Shaw, and his fina! remedy for all these illa would be apparently 
A new race of supermen—ibat la to say, of men and women bred 


under conditions which will make for health and Intelligenoe, 
"aee sort of got looking phllosopberathiete, with a handsome, 
healthy woman for bia male, perhaps.” 

The philosophy af the play, apart from it» main inslstenee 
on the stirpiculturnl idea, të “lo deal with sexual attraction, 
and to deal with It im a society in which the serious business 
of asi te left hy men to women," The pretence that women do 
not take the initiative in pexual matters lu to Mr. Shaw part 
ef a sorry farce: there wre no limitë, he says, to male hypocrisy 
im thie matter. Khaw has offended mest of the critics In London 
ty ble expressions e£ contempt fòr the doctrines of progress 
education aed all other teachings which igoore the fundamental 
consideratios of mod breeding, 

Dar of his Uinetrations la particularly apt: “In the eighteen. 
seventiee an old lady, n very devout Methëdiet, moved from Col 
chester tò London, where, mistaking the Hall of Science for a 
Chapel, abe sat at the feet of Charles Bradlaugh for many yoare, 
entranced by his eloquenee, vithost questioning his orthodory 
or wonting a feather of her faith.” 


Shaw has come to the conclusion that charchrs and univerat 
tics and literary mages can do nothing: that democracy, which 
requires a whole population of Intelligent thinkers, is an Idle 
word without some aber philosophy of breeding men and 
women than se have at present. “I plank down my view for 
what it is worth,” says Shaw, and no rendor can fall to regard 
Shaw's view an one worth studying, although, fortunately, It te 
in the malo purely destructive of prevent mla and almost 
totally lacking on the constractive side. It la much more im- 
portant that the world’s attention abonld be drawn to the evils 
which resnit from giving no attention to thie aubject than that 
every writer should kove a ready-made, cast-iron net of rules for 
sahstitotinë a healthier race for the unhealthy masses of popa: 
lation now existent. "Tor golden rule la that there are no golden 
rules,” la one of Shaw's first “Maxima for Revolotloniata “ 

One of the happiest of Don Juanes criticioma of marriage ls 
in Act III. (Scene tn Hell): 

“Ano—it la all ponsense; most marriages are perfectly com- 
fartable

W. 8, Carson was "superintendent of terminala” at Kanma 
City at the time of the great flood in the Kaw river, the last of May 
and fir of June, 1903, WIth rare foresight Mr. Carson saved the 
Missouri Pacific bridge over the Kaw by weighting it down with 
more than a dosen monster locomotives, Of nearly à dozen rall 
road bridges over the Kaw at thie place, that of the Missouri 
Pacific was the ooly ope that withatood the force of tbe mighty 
food that swept down upon tbe twin cities at the junction of 
the Missouri and Kew rivers This prompt and decided action 
os the part of W. & Carson saved many thousanda of dollare 
to the owners of the Missouri Pacific, and also to the owners 
of other roada, as well as to the genera! public. It was dur, also, 
to his efforts that the approaches to the bridge bla foresight had 
saved were quickly repaired and the structure thrown open for 
the use of all raiiroade that needed it, 

Qooting a leading article in the Kansas City Journal of 
Sunday, Bept, 6: 

“Natorally, Mr. Canon received a great deal of newspaper 
praise at bome and Abroad, but the wise ones declared that he 
voolë gale nothing from the railroad company for his work 
of saving tbe bridge and that be would be fortunate if bis serv 
fone were retained by the Mimouri Paciór. They sald R was 
tbe way of corporatioos, especially railroads, to subordinate met 
of ebe abd action who, ty a single feat. sprang Into poblicity."

“ili weem equivalent to the question, "Does it pay to be one's 
seli The question eceur to me because one of the most 
charming women | have ever met remarked the other day: “I 
think the radicals pay dearly —yen, a tboosanéfold—for their tr 
tegularities 

Thoet may 904 be her exact words bot | tbiek they are 
mietantialiy what shë said, Shë la a respectable married 
woman, yet | know de holla many radicale in high esteem. 
among them Moses Harman aod hia talented daughter Lillian 
Mer husband la strictly conservativv, but is one of my dearest 
friends 

Whes | consider the cruel persecution of Mores Harman. 
Kura Heywood, Emma Goldman, George Bedborough, D. M. Ben 
nett and many other conscientious radicals whoo | might damë, 
the question whether it pays to be one's self seems pertinent, 
but I know she did mot refer to those who are persecuted and 
Imprisoned becanse of their opinions, bot rather to those women 
and men who quietly ignore society's dictum and live ideit 
own lives as they feel that they have a right to live them. 1 be 
lieve she meant that a woman must sacrifice much that ls dear 
to ber heart If shë decides that the function of motherbood i» 
her own to stetes or mot sa sho plestes, without regard to the 
consent of Church or State. And that a man alos who [s opealy 
known të advocate free unions of mes anë women must find 
himseif barred in a great degree from association with men 
and women of intelligence who look with horror on sech views 

There i» much—too moch—truth in that verdict. But the 
question remains, Does it pay to make those sacrifices? Hun 
dreds, yes thousands, of good conscientious women anë men wili 
promptiy answer, Yes, It ls, after all, merely a matter of choice 
The individual must choose for bimeelf whether he prefers tbe 
free life with it» Inconveniences or tbe fettered life, where be 
know» that be can have fuxuries that must te palë for by hypoe 
risy. 

Far be it from me to denounce the hypocrite, la the matter 
ef being a hypocrite, as in all other matters of conduct, it le 
only & question of whether it paya 1f the reward of hypocrisy 
la sufficient, then hypocrisy la Justifable And it ls Just because 
tree radicals do pot regard the reward offered by society sa 
vaficient that they refuse to be hypocrites. Yet I do mot mean 
to say that ali who conform to society's dietum are hypocrites. 
Buch a charge, | believe, would be atrociousiy false. 1 am a» 
solutely sure that the woman to whom | have referred and ber 
husband also are not hypocrites They sincerely believe in their 
own modes of life. Both of them, | am equally sore, are certain 
that society lë cruel and unjust to those who either defy it or 
who igadverteotly slip and break itë inexorable laws | know 
this fact le a matter of grief to their sympathetic hearts Hat 
Mill (bey think it la better to observe the rules which the “wisdom 
of agon” bas Jald down. These rules they possibly regard as part 
of the process of social evolation la accordance with the theory 
of the survival of the Sitest, 1, too, look on present social con 
ditions as a whole lu that light. Considering its past, | cannot 
wee how society could be different from what it sow la Mut the 
radicals also are producta of social evolution, They are the 
saving salt that will prevent the decay to which conservatiem, 
with no counterirritast, would Inevitably lead. 


But why are radicals held iu contempt or derision by the 
conservatives? In my opinion à vast amount of the censure that 
falla om persona who endeavor to lemi free lives is due to the 
fact that many persona who call tbemselves radicals are la reality 
degenerates or retrogresslonista 

Take, for instance, a man who la strongly sexed and permite 
his sexual nature to have the fellest sway Ji can without the risk 
of getting him into werioas trouble. The one phase of radicallem 
which attracts bim de the doctrine that each person should have 
the fullest Hberty to live bis or her own life so look aa be or she 
does not interfere with the freedom of otbers to do likewise 
That doctrine, when fully understood, la undoubtedly enadarive 
ta bappisoss, equity and Justice. Hut to the shortsighted and 
unthinking it le pernicioos, because It leads bim to courses of 
conduct which bring misery to others and contempt on all who 
call themectves libertarians, because be accepts only the first 
half of the doetrine. 

Admitting the hedoniatic contention that the motive for 
every voluntary action de self gratification, the fact remains that 
those whose arit gratification disregzarde ite effecta on the happi 
besë of others are antisocial in their natures and bence are de 
generates. Conservation la stagnation, but Me very reeletance to 
progress strengthens the apliftiog forces in society and makes 
progress more genuine and healthful. True radicals are bot 
those who seek means to gratify their desiree by outuritiime dali 
conservatives; en tbe contrary, the true radical presses perstat 
ently and earnestly againet the barriers which conservatism bas 
built to restrict the free and bealtbfal growth of society-1. e, 
bumanity 

Tbe false radical lë merely a tramp, a forger, a camp fol 
lower who takes no part in the battle for progress. Me la like 
the sab who la glad to take the place of a striker lo order to 
pecure the living wages which organized labor bas forced em 
ployera to grant. 

Sech persons are not radicals, The word radical comes from 
the Latin word radix, a root. A radical ts coe who gore to the 
root of evile and sechs to eradicate them. There it le again 
Eradieate—to root up; to trar out by the roots, Those whe 
bring the name of radicalism Into contempt are persoos who have 
so aim in life beyond their own immediate enjoyment, and fatter 
themecives among tbe noxious weeds thet the real radicale are 
“shine to destroy, 

Vwaides these passive perado radicals who retard rather thas 
promote the march of progress, there le another sporious product 
of civilization, born of a spirit of rebeliion--a monstrosity which 
“alla for the pity of thinking men and women and for tbe gal 
lows and electric chair for Ite usnatural parents This la the 
terrorist—the misguided and shortsighted person who imagines 
that the upas tree of injustice can be destroyed by lopping off ia 
topmest branches. Me të the king slayer, the clergy-elayer, the 
president «layer, and the slayer of millionaires. 

The motives of many of these men are exaltod sod praise 
worthy; many of them are genuine herors and monumental ex 
amples of daring to do right-—for right, after all, le merely an 
earnest conviction of the human mind, to far as the individual 
lë concerted. Every thinker knows that right and wrong are 
mere relative terms and have different meanings to diferent 
Individuale The monstrosities are those persons whose ideas 
of right are anti social 

In the family of monsters, the offepring of degenerate civil}. 
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sation, Comstock and Crolposce are legitimate brotbera Their 
methods differ—one lu a legalist: the ether a (terroriat-- tot both 
Are antisocial, and therefore menetrositiva Doth betray their 
purentage by the methods they choose [n order të destroy what 
they regard a» wrongs One uses the law së am insrwment of 
oppression anë permcstion of those whose views he condemus. 
Mis allegiance to government le Imdispotable Yet be goes far- 
ther "for righteousness’ sake" and seccares arbitrary rulings 
from government offeiale to mwasisi bim ia restricting the liber 
tiles of people. In hia superiegal condoct-- which stili la govern- 
mental, tor all governments are super legal when lu the opinion 
Of the beads of government there lë neçessity lor super-legal 
actlon—be betrnys his relationship to the terrorist. And the 
terrorist betrays his governmental parentage by bis adoption of 
super legal metbode—the sole prerogative of government—to ac 
vsopllsh reformatory purpose. Of course | do nët mean to 
en (Bat the legal regelater af public or privata morality ls a 
radical, 

Dy all means the worst obitacies to woman's emancipation 
from sexual thraldom are the rakes asd libertines whe pore as 
social radicals and advocate freedom for the wives, daugdblera 
and sisters of other men, yet would weld the chains solldly 
around their own female relatives, Every free woman has met 
men of this kind. These enemies of true womanhood arë ali 
the more dangerous because they are frequently so insidious 
ani artful in thelr methods that they “docelve tbe very elect” 
Bat most of them prove they are imposters by the fact that they 
are careful not to introduce free women to thelr own familles, 
and they forbid their daughters to form the acquaintance of 
radical men. At the mme time they will cultivate the acquaint 
anew of the young daughters of radicale—even mere children, 
marcely iu their teens and talk to them contipual of sex 
relations to the exclusion of almost every other subject, They 
even go farther and request these little giria not to tell their 
parents of their conversation. The attempt to destroy the con 
Nárutial relations that exist, or should exist, between a giri and 
her parents, ln my opinion, la one of the sare marks of an ita 
poster in the radical camp. 

Nearly related to these social vermin are the socalled radi: 
vale who seem to imagine that every woman who calla benzi? 
free is inconsistent and false to ber bellef it shë sees fit to reject

€t reject as shë chooses. Such men are more fools than impos 
tera They have not the faintest comprebension of what free 
womanbood means.

The passion of anger and the passion of sexual 
desire tooth, rach stimulating the other. Both heat the blood, 
both have to do with the primary impalees of self-preservation 
and -perpetuation, which, when undisciplined by reason and 
capacity for fellow-feeling, are thoughtless anë reckless of ali 
that |» objective. Whether in the battles of the armies of na 
Mets, the formal or the impromptu duel, In ordinary assault 
or murder, or in the violence of tbe mob, sexual feeling la alert 
and it is gratified 

Rage and salacity acting together reproduce both direct 
acd across. The man that tortures or kille gives himself erotic 
pitasure in vo doing and pases on bla mental and emotional 
agitation, his moral disorder and reversion. to impresalonable 
and approving spectators, and to bie children, both those old 
enough (o bo taught by example and the ones to come, if be 
should teget while tbe fewer effecta still are in his blood. And 
those impressionable and approving spectators pass on the co 
alesced murderjust and e dust to the absent and to thë unbora.

Joba Temple Graves of Georgia, in his 
wickening ulterances at Chautauqua; Bishop Morrison, of Ken- 
tecky, in his addres before the Methodist Cooference at Helena, 
Mont: "A Southern Woman.” in the New York Herald, and 
hundreds and thousands of other apologists for the great crime, 
unite ip depunciation of what they assume aloud and seem to 
expect ua to assume lë tbe cause of hangings and burnings and 
mutilations, Uishop Morrison says, as reported; “When negrocs 
quit ravishing we will quit lynehime, and pot before, and be 
refers to "horrible crimes which (aceriably precede a lynching.”

That was murder, Every close reader of the news knows well 
that a multitude of offense» have been followed by lynebings, 
some of the moet trivial acts among them, despite Biabop Norri- 
n assertion that “atrocious crime" “invariably” are the 
creators of the murderous mobs Aza rule, the news dispatchers 
are residents of the communities where the events which are 
told of take place and are In sympathy with their surroundings. 
There is not one chance in a hundred that these senders of dik 
patches cover ep or attempt to cover up sexual crimes, that (bey 
say a lynching wa» provoked by a murder or by artos or theft 
or imeubordination when im fact it was caused by a sexual 
amanit on à women. All the temptations would be to misstate 
in the other direction, to accume the victim of the gravest or 
most unpopular crime be could commit, just as public apolo- 
gists for hanging and barning and mstilation do tontisually 
when speaking of lynchings la the aggregate, And it must not 
te forgotten that lynchings lo this country antedate the oman 
cipation of the negro, and the further fact must be borne in 
mind that negroes are far from being the ouly sufferers. 

Referring again to tbe everheard talk about "the usual 
crime,” it well may be noted here, by way of Nlustration, that 
the negro school teacher bürbed to death at Belleville, zu. had 
shot the wuperintemdent of schools instead of committing "the 
usual crime,” and that the Kvansvil)e riots were caused by a 
street fight between à negro and a policeman, instead of by an 
amault on a woman. Hot such conspicvons contradictions of 
their pet tbeory will have po more effect upon the apologists for 
savagery than have the hundreds of possibly jese startling con 
futations that preceded these Even T, M Wakeman and Prof 
Lester F. Ward have sot been able to escape the Infection, for, 
while they are calm and humane in their discusalona of the lynch 
ing horror, they tacitly accept the opinion that there is but one

The volume of denunciation of the savagery of our New 
American Indians la large enough. but most of It e ineffective 
because ili-placed, it usnally takes the form of protesta agalnat 
the lynchere’ disregard of law, Respect for recorded social reg:

In many such cases, however, 
some or all of the chiMren will inberit tbe talinets of the grand 
babe rather than the shortness of the parents and grand 
mothers The law that “like begets like” dose mot mean that 
Children are in all cases just like their immediate parents, 

It lë the evident loteation of Mr. Addis to throw doubts 
upon the value 6f the principles of scientific breeding Perhaps 
the best answer | can give him le to quote the following passage 
from the Keacyclopadia Britannica article on “Breeds and Breed- 
im” 


"The main fact of inberitance la so obvious that it le apt 
të be forgotten. Mr. Darwin remarks: ‘It la bardly possible, 
within à moderate compass to impress on those who have not 
altended to the subject the full conviction of the force of inher- 
Itance, which is slowly acquired by roaring animals, by studying 
the various treations which have teen published on the various 
domestic animals, and by conversing with breeders.’ Certain po 
culiarities have appeared only once or twice im Wa history of 
the world, but have reappeared im children or grandchildren of 
the imdividuala sò characterized. Thos Lambert, "the porcupine 
Gen, whose «kin was covered with warty projections, which 
were periodically moelted, had all hie six children and two 
&randsons similarly affected. The most striking cases of tober- 
itance bave, as in this inëtance, been observed in man; but ihe 
very existence of the numerous breeds of domestic animals i» 
clear evidence of the posalbility of the transmission of every kind 
of pecaltarity. For instance, it is that the varieties of 
the demestie pipon amount to at least 150, and these races 
differ trom cach «ther in many ways, and all breed true to their 
kind. . The terrible strength of inheritance exhibited 
by disease la m fact which i» only too well established la the 
case of man; aod in tbe maladies of domestic animale the same 
law holds good. It appears that nearly all the dircants to which 
the horse ja subject are hereditary—for instance, contracted 
feet, curba, splints, spavin, founder and weakness of the fore 
lees; roaring, or broken and thick wind; melanota specific 
ophthalmia, and blipdness and even sech habits a4 cribbiting 
and jibbing. are ali plalnly hereditary. The fact that any, even 
tne most complex combinations of qualities, are capable of kered- 
Mary tranemiscion, ls, perbape, more foretbly bome by 
considering the monetary aspect of the art of breeding, than 
ly (he fallest collection of special instances As Mr. Herbert 
Spencer remarke: 'Exclodiag those inductiona that have been 
së fully verified us to rank with exact science, there Are mo 1n 
Auctions so trustworthy aa those which bave undergone the mer 
cantile test. When we have thousands of men whose profit or 
lia depends om the truth of the Inferetces they draw from 
simple apd perpetually ted observations; and when we Gnd 
that the lefereaces arrived at and handed down from generation 
io generation of these deeply interested observers has become 
an unshakable conviction, we may necept it without besitation 
In Weeding of animale we have such a clase led by each ex 
periences and entertaining such a comvictlom—the conviction that 
minor peculiarities are Inbertted aa well as major peculiarities. 
Hence tbe immense pald for succesefe! racers, bulla of sw

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valy are plight and gradual changes inberited, but la some cases 
sudden and weitmarked variations are strongly transmitted.

Some of the most striking examples of heredity have been 
derived from the atudy of insanity For instance, Lombroso 
telis wa, in "The Man of Genius,” that "all the descendants of 
^ Hamburg poble, whom history register» aa a great soldier, 
were struck by insanity at the axe of forty, At Connecticut 
Asylum eleven members of thë same family have arrived in sue 
(sion. 

"The coneiuwión le that all cat and dried theories of stirpt 
culture arë useless,” says Mr. Adit« On thie point Mr, Addis 
differs to e most astooishing degree from all tbe breedera, all 
the gardeters and all the biologists lo the world. No geometer 
të mrep Of tbe fact that the three angles of à triangle are equal 
te two right anglen, than all breeders, gardencra and blologiate 
are Of toe fact that there la a cut and dried theory of atirpical 
ture which potes inertimible practical and pecuniary value. 

What, then, ls this ewt and dried theory of slirpicuilure 
which ali specialist» hold? it te the theory that "like begets 
like,” and consequentiy that any quality whalsoover, physical, 
mental or moral, can be artilicially produced by simply seioctiog 
fot parentbood tboar who pomesa It in a conapicuoas degree and 
iejectinë these whe are deGclent in it, and repeatiog this proc 
ma from xeneraGon (6 ecneration. This result can, of course, 
be brougbt about most rapidly by conscious and methodical se 
fection amd rejection, but even unconacione selection will bring 
it atout, though more slowly. For example, under a state of free 
dom, any quality generally admired, like health, beauty, strength, 
generosity or vivacity, wonld be gradually diveeminated by un 
conscious selection, cawe it would give an advantage to itë 
possessor in obtaining loverw, and would consequently Increase 
his chance of leaving numerous éffspring. 1 have already poisted 
ont, however, that unconscious selection might also favor some 
qualities which are no longer good, though once immensely valu- 
able, such as the Ggbting and bunting instincta, and that to got 
rid of these conscious selection wil] probably be requires. 

in No. 988 George H. Coursen, Jr. saya: "Does. tbe theory 
of evolution, sow so generally accepted, allow free men or free 
momen 19 interfere witb natural selection, or the survival of 
the Attest. Wong mes any more than the course of the planets?" 

M dom Natural selection bas not in any way prevented the 
modification of domestic animals and plants by artificial selec- 
tion, and it would not prevent tbe modification of buman beings 
la the same way. Huxley somewhere makes tbe Gne remark 
that man has by selection changed the devourer of the Bock 
into the faithful guardian of the Cock. We only need to apply 
the sume methods to man to get equally wonderfal results 

1 am glad to say that the discoverer of natural selection was 
among those who have seen the possibilities of human improve 
ment by artificial selection, In the closing chapter of the "De 
went of Man,” Charles Darwin says: 


"Man scans with scrupulous care the character and pedigree 
of ble borës, cn ani dogs before he matches them; tut when 


he eme to bis own marriage he rardly, or never, takes any 
such cure. .

theater tickets, rides, etc, and then telling his next acqualntaset 
—wbo la, perhape, with him at the tbeater—"] spent fivy, ten 
tor such like) dollars on Mise or Mrs Bo and So, and then abe 
refused my advances” Me osgbt to learo that putting a radical 
woman under financial obligations to him doesn't necessarily 
mean that she repays him ja the way be expecta Right here 
la a good place to say a word against tbe practice of indiserim 
inste giving on tho part of men. It ls a very commendable thing 
to wish to afford another person pleasure, but it should be dose 
freely or not at all, with no expectation of reward, wxwi 3 of 
otherwise.

wentatives. Still it lë pot practicable for ote to dissociate him 
self altogether from the vile. Suppose you get out of the radical 
camp, where do you Anë yourself? You are in the conservative 
camp, where tbe company is Just sa bad; or in the orthodox, 
where It ls worse.

Even intelligent parenta, who in other matters encourage the 
cariosity which beads a child to ask questions about everythisg 
it seen, will, when confronted wita Inquiries on thie subjet, 
kivo evasive and ambiguous replies In thie way the deception 
la kept up for several years, the parents priding themselves së 
thelr children's Innocence, Yet they are fully aware that Oe 
knowledge withheld must come at no very distant period.

ployee of the Canadian Pacific Railway. The theory of Mr. Beates 
je that railway “trade” unions ace à failure, and that one “in. 
dustrial” union will be a success AN employer of the Canadian 
Pacii Rullway were urged or Invited to affiliate with the United 
Hrotherhood instead of the other railway brotherbood« The 
invitation was not accepted by tbe members of the railway trade 
unions, except that members of the trackmen. freight handiers, 
blackemiths, ete. were more or lees affected. The men employed 
as ecke, not belng organized, welcomed tho opportunity to bet- 
ter their condition 

During (be early part of Ube prraent year tbe United Brother: 
hood declared a strike on tbe Canadian Parific Railway, because 
of tbe discharge of ite members An appeal was made to other 
labor unions for asalatanos, by the enforcement of boycotta and 
sympathetic strikes, The members of the railway brotherhoods 
having contracte with the company could not and did sot render 
such avaletance, but the Wewterr Federation of Minera, and other 
labor unions affiliated with the American Labor Union, responded 
favorably. 

Because of the aympatietic strikes and boycott among voal 
miner, longshoremen. and others, the strike took on a serious 
Aspect, so far së the company was concerned. The Canadian 
Government appolated à “Royal Commission” to "Inquire Into 
and concerning the sald dispoles” and to take "evidence on oath" 
and “to report to our Minister of Lator of Canada tbe result of 
your Investigation. together with the evidence taken betore you. 
and any opinion you may sor Si to express thereon." 

The commission's report has been published, and a (ew quo 
Waliona from ti, together with comments thereon from the No 
vember beue of the Locomotive Piremes's Magazise, will be of 
interest

"Tbe day» of the Inquisition were the dark days of 
the human race A benefçial censorship ls a contradiction in 
terme Every consor ls, consciously or untonecioualy, sa enemy 
of bumanity, The paltry excuses for restriction ol free discus 
sioù sometimes fo be heard from pulpits or resë la newspaper 
columns always have their genesta in corrupt motives or in gros 
iguoraove No honest man Beede to fear the open discussion of 
any question When al! sides are given a full hearing there can 
be në fear of the defeat of the truth. Comsclous error likes to 
creep into dark holes amd shume the bright light oC day. The 
whine that the opposition should be suppressed comes from 
cowards who have no real faith in the convincing power of that 
ln which they pretend to believe. The persecutor brands himself 
in the eyes of the coming age. He may triumph for tbe moment, 
but bla memory la doomed anlesa worthler advocates succeed In 
purifying it from the stain. Cometock la the greatest enemy of 
purity ia the United States, as Philip II. of Spain was in reality 
the deadliest foe of Christianity, and as those who suppress the 
utterance of Anarchist opinions are the worst traitors to the 
government they profess to adore The crowned madman of 
Germany has done more to bring monarchy into disrepute than 
the entire radical press of Europe, and his lose majeste laws

Joy wave bis life for tbe principle of freedom of tbe press, and 
from his martyrdom was bora the grand apostieship of Weodell 
Phillips im the cause of freedom. We stand indeed on holy 
&róund when we approach the sublime company of those who, 
through (be agos, have striven to secure pot only for themselves, 
bat for al! mankind, the right of unfettered utterance on every 
theme. Well for us if we are found worthy to tread in their 
footsteps and to bear tbe most humble part fa tija greet work 
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Never was the couse Of free speech in greater need of tear- 
less championship. The people of ibe United States sem 
dragged or Mopefled on this vital issue. For thirty years Com 
mockiem, trailing ta slimy length with the immunity afforded 
by plausible but damnably fale pretences of concern for public 
parity, bas unk Ka veoomed fangs deep In tbe Sesh of men abd 
women immearnrably parer than thelr persecutora The foul 
murder of Ida C. Craddock was but an episode in the Githy 
career of thie spawn of utter vilenesa More recently tbe grow- 
ing spirit of imperialem has proceeded to almost incredible 
length& Free speech lë confessed!y strangled in Porto Rico and 
the Philippine Islands, and restrained even in Cuba, where the 
Voltet States cannot pretend to have any right to meddle. sedi 
ton laws, the enactment of which utterly destroyed the Federal 
lat party of a hundred years ago, afe today complacently re 
ved by the degeoerate jene of sires to whom liberty was 
something more than a name.

Buddhist, Jew, Mohammedan, Mormon, Theosophist, Spiritualist, 
Mental or Christian Ecientist, Dowieite, Koreshan, Atbeist or 
Agnostic in religion; Republican, Democrat, Probibitionist, Social- 
hat, Single Taxer or Anarchist in politica! alliance or social 
phllosophy—-all these and al! others are entitled to the fuil and 
tree expression of their ideas of truth and should be protected 
is it Net all of them can be right. Perhaps nose of them lë 
wholly right. But oot of the friction of their contending views 
la kindied tbe spark of truth, All true progress must come by 
the road of freedom of expression. Let us, therefore, ballë well 
for the milllona who are pressing ahead, that thelr course be not

While Soclalism was only a theory itë advocates were just 
as bigoted and unreasonable as any one else. They bad their 
various cutand-dried programmes all ready, and every one was 
to work so many bours a day for xo many days a year and for 
so many years. The ideal Socialist Stato was a groat machine, 
as smooth and stupid a» clockwork, and there wasn't a place In 
it that a genuine man with blood and bralos wouldn't be glad to 
wwap for a job in hell, 

But now the Socialist la getting bis bumps against tbe real 
thing and learning to appreciate the demands of individuality. 
The capitalista on one side and the Anarchists on the otber are 
pulverixing hia mechanical programmes and making him wee a 
big dynamic difference between human belags and bras cog 
wheels And be js rising to the situation and meeting both 
clanes of opponents by representing Socialism more and more 
as a healthy, natural development of society, which will mean 
freedom Instead of oppression and spootanelty in place of 
bureaucracy. One of the most hopeful signs of tbe times is that 
prominent Socialists are coming oot over their own signatures 
in Anarchist papers and declaring their adherence to the prin- 
elple of individual freedom. 

My own beliet in Socialism began when | saw that as the 
government became an industria) organiration it would naturally 
and necessarily cease to be a political and military organization. 
Later | bad to admit that the industria) State might maintain a 
erneler and more crushiog tyrasoy than waa ever possible under, 
military rule; and there is much in history and human nature 
to indicate that this will be attempted. Many Socialists stili be 
lieve in law and look forward to the Socialist State as the reign 
of strict law in every department of life. 

To meet this wo bave to depend on tbe growing love and 
knowledge of freedom among tbe people. In the bright light of 
publicity it la becoming clear that when the social commonwealth 
la established no ose must be compelied to joie it Al who 
choose, for any reason, good, tad or indifferent, to live and work 
and exchange independently, either singly or jn groupe, must be 
free to do so, and to bave thelr own land, tools and capital and 
the use of all public utilities, such an malls and transportation, 
st cost and without any adverse Jiscriminstion.

A son of the mountalus—the Alleghanios-—1 enjoy për fea: 
ture of my sojourn In New Mexico far more keenly, as l think, 
than would those born and bred om the level plaisa The purity 
of the atmosphere brings even distant mountain ranges to our 
very door, so to speak, while the “eternal sunshine” throws a 
splendor, a magnificence, over the landecape that must be men 
to be appreciated 

For more than two weeks 1 have enjoyed to tbe full this 
purity of the "breath of life,” those splendid panoramic views of 
the mountains and plains of New Mexico, and have meantime 
made the personal acquaintance of many of the progressive peo 
ple living in three of the more prominent towns of this territory. 
Did space permit | should bo glad to mention the names of all 
who have welcomed and who have been more or lesa helpfal to 
me during these weeks, but as thie is scarcely possible, 1 sball 
bare to content myself with saying. in a general way, that every. 
where I mest evidence that the vastness, the grandear of scale 
om which Natore does things in this part of the world, have had 
a corresponding effect oo mental development, and that nar. 
rowness, bigotry, prejudice, conventionallam, sectarianiten are 
not characteristic traite of the people of New Mexico, at least of 
those with whom it has been my good (ortume to become ac 
quainted.

States was sharply opbeld by Jade Lacombe 
dm the United States court today when be ordered the deporta- 
tion ef John Turner, the English “rel” This te the fit case 
wader the now law and highly Interesting av indicating the atti- 
tude of the government. Turner had bean ordered out of the 
country by the authorities at Washington, bot sought to evade 
the order by a vrit of habeas corpus. Peoding an appeal të the 
Supreme Coari, Turner must remain a priser on Killa lanë. 

H. ©. Pentecost, the attorory'for Turner, costended that the 
law which clarified Anarchists among tbe excluded persons was 
usconstitutiona! Anarchy, Mr. Pentecost claimed, was a re 
Melon, bot thie contention de disposel of by Jodge Lacombe, 
who said: y 

“It js difeoit to understand upon what theory the exetution 
of an alien who ls an Anarchist can be held të te a probfbition 
of the free exercios of religion." 

Judge Lacombe quoted a federal derision which declared that 
every sovereigm nation bas the power inberent in woveregnty 
and essential to self preservation to forbid the entrance of for 
eigners within Ite dominions or to admit them suder wach cos- 
ditions së it may pee Mt to prescribe, and that the constitution 
has committed the entire control of interna) relations to the na- 
tional government in peace as well as la war. 

"An to abridgement of the freedom of agaesh,” sald he, “that 
clause deals with the speech of persons in the United States and 
has no bearing upon the question what persons shall tw allowed 
to enter therein.” —Hecord Herald.

A Permanent Postoffice Scandal. 


The sovaliel frauds and sandals which have agitated the 
prese of late aro tries compared with the greater lose and waste 
which are a daily burden upon federal rovonoss. The business 
of the Postofire Department has been and la administered with 
great doefücieney, lack of economy, and with mo broad gauged 
appreciation of the increased neods of the country, while the 
postmaster general is a political appointee, and his chief assist- 
ants secure and bold their positions mot because of their knowl 
edge of the business or of their experience or Camjllarity with it, 
hut for other reasons. 

Instead of working on business principles, the pestofice ma 
chine js governed by a bulky book of laws that has grown from 
the slim book of 1794 as fast as enccenaive Congresses have cared

Censors of the Play and Press. 


The recent. discussion at the Maygoers’ Club, London. and 
the Lord Chamberlain's recent refusal to permit the performance 
ef "La Citia Morta” by Signora Duse, are remindera that even 
in this “land of the free" there ls an effective veto ou the ex- 
lirat liberty of the stage. This censorship of the Dritish stage 
dates from the time of Elizabeth, when a Master, oc. Licensor, 
of the Revels was appointed. The dramatiete’ occasions of of: 
fensa were thes, and until quite roceot times, not moral, but 
political. The kroze humor of those early playwrights was 
coontenanced, but for their satire on the Scotch la “Eastward 
Ho" Men Jonson, Marston and Chapman were committed to 
prison. This was at the oirecc command of James L, who took 
the duties of cenror loto his own banda, në also did his son and 
tuccemor, One of Masslagers plays was refused a license be 
rage lt contalsed matter which might bave displeased Spain at 
the tige negotlatione were proceeding for the marriage of Charies 
1, to thë Infanta. Under the Commonwealth tbe stage waa entirely 
suppressed, and ite revival at the Restoration was followed by 
the appolntment of tbe Lord Chamberlain as Director of the 
Drama. The profigacy of the Restoration comedies leaves no 
doobt that bie duties were not to shield morals, but to expunge 
anything that might offend the court Thus Shakespeare's "Rich 
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ard Ji.” was refumed a license because itë picture of the de 
throned mosarch recalled the recent triumph of Cromwell, Un 
der William tit, however, the censorship directed Itaslt more to 
tbe soppresalon of blasphemy and socalled ladecency. 

In War the dramatic control of the Lord Chamberlain was 
for the Gret time confirmed by Parllament, and forthwit® his hand 
became more heavy. But ita chief end was stili political, and 
satires agninat the government of the day received sharper treat 
ment than Indelicacy or alleged vice. it was In wheer welt dofonse 
against the ridicule cast upon him by Fielding that Walpole 
closed the Haymarket, The censorship as it pow stands in Eng 
land la regulated by the act of 1443, under which po play may 
be acted without a license from tbe Lord Chamberlain. There 
is no definite list of forbidden sobjects, bot the veto has now 
come to be applied to plays contravening orthodox morality, and 
against the presentation of Biblical «haractere or the caricatur- 
ing of modern political personages on the stage 

"The most recent operation of the last clause was the with 
drawal a year ago of the license granted to the play "Becreta of 
the Harem.” A melodrama dealing with Turkish life, it had for 
years enjoyed constant popularity at provincial and sabartan the 
atera Not during lis presentation at Battersea It attracted the 
Attention of the Turkish Ambarmador, and on bla protest the Lord 
Chamberlain withdrew the license as offending the feelings of 
the Porte. Turkish sensitiveness, indeed, koows no bounde. Only 
a few months ago a performance of Kuripides’ tragedy of "phi 
Kenia in Tauris” wee prohibited in Constantinople because the 
play referred to rexicide—the murder of Agamemcon by Ciytem- 
nestra! No regard wae given to it» legendary character, but 
leet any apectator should be moved to co and do likewise the 
play was vetood and all translations of the tragedy in modern 
Greek were conflacated, The play formerly called "Secrets of 
the Harem” is now being performed nightly in Kaglasd without 
Interference, the tithe having been altered to “Secreta”

In France and Germany espionage and prosecution woder 
the postal laws aro common.

«rato the thin (Comstock) end of the wedge Newspapers are 


forbidden to mention apy Information or rumor about tho im. 
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perial family, save such as comes from oficial sources; neve 
about the army, navy, and movements of troops or warships; 
Dewa about political offenes or trials, students or peasants’ dis 
turtances; news aboat domestic epldetales, or “dlaciplisary steps” 
agalom heretice To offend [n these matters la to suffer imprie 
onment, Arë these measures successful? No, net even in Row 
sia, por in Germany, Most Russian and German 

keep “a man of straw” as tbe registered editor of the journal. 
Me ie paid about one thousand dollars a year for the pole duty 
ot appearing as defendant in the event of prosecution, If the 
judgment goes against the newspaper (it generally does) the nom 
inal editor goes to priron, and the real editor looks oat for am- 
other man of straw. As for foreign journals entering Rossia, the 
"blackimg out" procese la familiar to all tbe world. If the ob 
jectionable articles are lengthy they are torn bodily out or the 
bewepaper destroyed. Short iteme are dlafigured beyond recog: 
uition by the ald of an oblong samp, which when inked and 
prese on the paper makes an oblliering network of white nes 
and buck diamonds The peculiar mottini amudge made by this 
amp ha» won for it the slang description of “Çaviare” Any 
one who has seen the black “variare” ef Russis, spread oo a 
alice of bread aod better, will appreciate the phrase. 

ln Germany the authorities de their best to rival Russian 
vensorship. Quite recently the editor of the Vorwaerts has been. 
sent to jail for telling the treth about the Emperor preparing 
for himself a fortified refuge agalnat the hour of need. 1t la only 
common Justice to say that it King award of England ever 
started fortifying Osborne or Halmoral he would probably invite 
the Press Association aad the ether news agencies with a view to 
booming himself in the newspapers. A year ago a Munich maga, 
sine poblished an artiche expounding the doctrine that great 
men are hard of apeech and not eloquent. Imprisonment for Jese 
majesto was the reward of this irritating suggestion that Kaleer 
Wilhelm was elther «low of speech or not a great man. In Ger 
many. too, schoolboys have been prosecuted for caricaturing the 
Kaiser in chalk on a bleckicard. 

In England there is one apecious argument against the alo 
litioo of the stage censorship, Some managers of theaters, while 
anxious to offer to the public plays free from unsecemarily puri- 
tanical restraints, are not at all desirous of being put to the 
trouble of Gghting la police courts and running the risk of im 
prironment as well ma law costa The fact that the censor bas 
passed any given play secures the Ueatrical managër from all 
fisk of prosecution for ohscenity or treasomable libel. It Is cer 
tainly one of the anomalies of patersal government that while a 
publisher or editor la always liable to prosecution, there la no 
literary censor to whom manuscripts cas be submitted with a 
view to a definite final decision belag passed as to thelr liability 
to prosecution. la other words, no amount of willingness to 
subailt to censorship can give the writer or publisher immunity 
from the llability of prosecution. A compulsory submission to 
censorship by no means necessarily follows from these premises 
Both wa regards stage plays and literature, a volustary State 
censor lë surely concelvable. So long as the State enforces ita 
“obscene” law», why should not the State appoint a censor armed 
with full powers lo give immunity from prosecution to such 
plays and writings an he may approve, but giving bim no power 
to compel the submission to him of plays and writings? Lat 
thoes who vish to take risks do so, and allow the censor to 
judge only for those who desire a definito decision in advance, 
My own beilef le that the Censor of Playa te England la de 
“idediy somewhat in advance of average public opinion, and 
the qreat need of the day la that writers and pablisbers should 
at ast not lag behind public opinion throaxh timidity based on 
indefinite fears and a desire to be on the “safe aide” Pioneers 
are always wanted and will never be multitudinous—tbe whole 
army of thinkers should have the satisfaction of knowing that 
where the pioneers found in their day pitfalls, mines, and armed 
enemies average manbood may now safely travel without fear.

"My position i» Just this,” says Turner decisively abd te 
tween his clenched teeth, “I am a Heltieh subject, and a» such 
dov to the mandantes of the United States Gorerament, under 
which I have not the rights of a citlaen.— Personally 1 prefer to 
return to England, but If my good American friends think there 
wa principle involved in the matter I will stay and fight it 
This la an American question, la which, a» a British subject, 1 
am not personally interested. It ls a question Involving the con- 
stitetionality of an act of the United States Congress, rather 
than my personal welbbetng." 

"You should remember” obéerves Lawyer Pentecost, “that 
itan appeal lë taken it may take atx months to get a decision, 
This will mean sik very rad and gloomy months for you in a 
cell on Kills tsianid."

*eing I can asist my American friends in their Sent for the

A curt sign fë given that no 
body eise in to be permitted to speak to Turner, and be la jed 
from the room by Captain Weldon, 

The scone la grotesquely reminiscoot of a drama of the

While walting for the boat to leave Kil» Island something 
more is Warned of Turner's treatment by thone in a position to 
Meow.

While walking be ts 
emy guarded by keepers, The general conditions of thie 
imprisonment are worse than any criminal undergoes in a state 
pesa) institution. Not a soul të permitted to talk to bim except 
his connse)—and thie exception seems to be a matter of courtesy 
98 the part of the commissioner ratber than a right defised by 
the law, Incidentally it may be observed that a prisoner's con- 
waltation with hia counsel la hardly of much valve in his defense 
when the Interview la beld la tbe presence of prosecuting gov- 
ernment officials who take fluent notes of ali that is maid, it le 
simply a hollow mockery. 

All mall, either received or dispatched by Turner, is opened 
and read by the Ellis Island offelals before delivery. 


On the little steamer, as it ploughs its way across tho sunlit 
bay to the barge office, Lawyer Pentecost is indooed to indulge 
tm à few re&ections. 

"What appeals Lo me most,” he say», "is the humor of this 
set of Congress, It le a law which, when some of ita aspects are 
considered. la enough to make an American citizen roll over on 
his back and laugh vuproartoualy, According to the law that 
very emineot American novelist, Willlam Dean Howells, would 
We sentenced to five. years’ imprisonment if he invited Count 
Tolstoy to visit this country. Tolstoy, like Turner, la a 'dinbe- 
Never in organized government,” 

Mr. Pentecom |» asked to elucidate. 

“The law," says he, "provides heavy pusishmest for those 
who aid and abet proscribed persons In reaching our shorea. Say, 
for exar pie, you had a boyhood friend in the old country whom 
you had only vaguely heard from in twenty years. Bay you de- 
“idet one day to write to him and invite him to come to this 
country and offered him your home and your friendship when be 
kot here. It might so happen that this friend of yours had once 
printed or publicly expressed a disbelief in organized government 
or had Indolged in violent Anarchistic ravings You might be en 
Urely Ignorant of this and be the most patriotic American who 
ever drew the breath of life. Yet proof of this utterance, to 
kolder with your letter of invitation to visit America, forwarded 
të Becrotary Cortelyou of the Department of Commerce and Labor, 
would be suficient evidence to make you a federal prisoner and 
subject you to the five years’ Imprisonment speciGed in the sec 
thon of the law. You seo, the net Bas some unique features.” 


Comment was made upon the copious notes made during tho 
interview with Turner. 

“The federal authorities,” observed Lawyer Pentecost, “are 
somewhat candid In admitting that they are oxtremety anxious 
to fied out who—if anybody—invited Turner to visit this coun: 
try. There's a nice term of imprisonment awalting the party it 
they get him, Then they're mighty anxious to find owt what steam. 
ship brought Turner to thie country. Thero are heavy penalties 
for a master, agent or consignee of à verre! who lands a pro 
wribed person oo our shoren” 

In discussing the legal aspects of tho casn Lawyer Pentecost 
observed: "It would fill a few pages of the New York Dally Newa 
thoroughly to show the absurdities of this law. We have, for 
example, a religious sect in thia country called the Plymouth 
Brethren. Ite members, | believe, are old-time, dyedinthevooi 
Americana. Their theology teaches them to repudiate organised 
government. To be conshtent, the United States Government 
would have to ferret them oat and ship them all back to dear 
old London on the same ship with Turner. The law, you wee, 
doesn't go after a man for what be believes in, but for what he 
distelleves Lo, with (ho accent on tbe dle” 

“Another remarkable and somewhat humorous feature of 
the law la the absolute and deapotle power it place» in the 
hands of ope man—Secretary Cortelyou. Mr. Cortelyoa has the 
power to stop any steamabip entering this port and dump the 
passengers first-class a» wel] as eteerage—on Ellis Island and 
subject them to a secret, star chamber inquiry, It doesn't matter 
M the passenger le a dake or prince—it's the cell for him If Mr 
Cortelyou agepreta him of distellef in organiced government 

"Here's another proposition: Suppose tome penceful, lovable 
humanitarian disciple of Tolstoy bad settled In the West some 
three years apo and now owned a prosperous farm. If Cortelyou 
caught him he could be Arat imprisoned and then deported back 
to Russis, although be had never opened his mouth upon the 
subject,” 

Mr. Pentecost seemed to see in the law, above all eise, a co 
vert menace to trade unionism in this country which deserved 
the attention ef every thinking man- New York Dally News 


The Turner cose lë revealing the anti-Anarchist law which 
Congress enacted last winter wa a menace to personal liberty of 
the most ëxtrsordinary character, The old “alien and sedition 
Jawa,” which have been a hissing and a by-word for a century, 
were very pearis of liberty in comparison with this so-called anti- 
Anarchist law, It i» doubtful it even in Turkey, much Jess in 
Russia, the material for a story so significant ef abeolutium could 
bo gathered, 

But the worst is not told there. Besides what is told there 
and what we described last werk, we find this law a complete re 
versal of the American theory of arreeta Except in time of war, 
or when the writ of habeas corpua |» suspended, the executiva 
Mepartment of thë geoera] goverament la supposed to have no 
power of arrest. Think of tbe anomaly of a Presidential order of 
arrest in time of peace! Orders of arrest are Judicial writs, Issued 


upon proof duly made, and subject to Judicial Investigation. But 


under this law the order of arrest le lesued by a member of the 
President's cabiset, It may be lesuod by him against any alien 
who has not lived ín thie country more than three years, The 
person arrested can be immediately taken from asy part of the 
country to Rilis Island; be there examined privately, without 
witnesses or coussel, by three men who are appointed and can 
be diamalesod by the cabinet officer issuing tbe warrant; and if 
two of them report to this cabinet officer that they belleve the 
arrested man "disbelieves in all orgamizod goveramept^ the cab- 
imet officer can send bim back to the country of his birth without 
allowing him to see friends or family or to tte his business 
affaire From this decision there is no appeal to apy coart or 
Jury. The practical result will be to put every alien who may 
take part in political or trades-union agitation against ihe policy 
of the administration at the mercy of the Secretary of the De 
partment of Commerce and Labor for three years after arrival, 
and open a door to blackmail! by federal officers. 

We have called this cabinet oficera order of arrest a “lettre 
de cachet," something the use of which helped mightily to bring 
on tbe French Revolution. lujt badly named? When the Pres! 
dent can arbitrarily arrest and deport any alien of not more than 
three youre’ residence, seising bim anywhere in the country and 
depriving him of every legal right except a habeas corpus hear 
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Ing before a Judge whose hopes of promotion depend upon the 
Presidents good will, bow long before he will be able arbitrarily 
to arrest citizens, and deport or incarcerate them at hie own 
pësasure” Since Destiny began to determine Duty in this conn- 
try, we Davo traveled far and fast toward the Gohensa of popu- 
lar liberties Each stage has made the pert one easier to reach, 
tor Gehenna lies at the bottom of a hill--The Public (Chicago).

The ardent temperament shows a high capacity for both 
physical emotion and strong love, and these are undoubtedly 
two forme of the same passion, Inherited temperament counts 
fer more than babit. but the habit of sexing without love—so 
frequent in bond marriage and im prostitetien—doew, I think, 
tend to lessen the power of the more ethereal love.

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The Exyptian Discovery. . 

The recovery of Dr. Grenfell in Egypt of papyri comprising 
A collection. of tbe sayings of Jesus le a matter of both archeo 
logical and religious importance, though the latter phase is sub 
jet to an exaggeration which may mot be warranted. While the 
authenticity of the present discovery seems beyond question, for 
the work bas leve done under the most reliable investigatore— 
that Ja, there can be apparently no question that the papyri come 
from the second century after Christ—it is unfortunately true 
that We work of establishing tbe authenticity of any new docu 
ment of that period to the degree of accepting it as Miblical, la an 
impossibility, Literary forgery was common in the period 1 
mediately following Christ. His followers increased in numbers 
for a quarter of a century before haviag any literature. Then 
Vaal wrote his episties to strengthen his adherents against tbe 
anule of others, The moat violent altercations occurred; 
epistios and gospels and revelations were manufastored and cir- 
culated by different parties, each in its ova support. and la many 
instances the names of the aposties or other persons bigh in 
Christian repote were affixed. to give greater authority. Diony- 
sins of Corinth. (170 A. D.) complaloed that bla writings were 
falsified. but comedied himself that the same Using was done with 
the “Beriptares of the Lord” Paul found It necessary to wart 
hie Themalonian followers to accept po letters as authentic to 
which his signature was not attacked, 

Apparently the papyri found at Ei-Mibeb are the sayings of 
Jema to St, Thomas, but tbe authenticity of their authorship, 
because of the conditions existing at tbe time they were placed 
In tbe necropolis, most prevent (heir consideration as Biblical 
The anonymity of thelr authorship counts as nothing against 
them, for most of the books of the Bible are anonymous. No one 
knows who wrote them and no one knows when they were writ- 
tem There are tooks in the Bible of today that were rejected 
hy some of the parlier authorities of tbe sets; there are books 
rejected la the Míble of today that were accepted by them. 
What is eanonical (that ls, han a right to a place in the Bible), 
and what la pot, has been the vubjeci of many argument» and 
occasioned any number of cogpclik The Bible a» we bave it to 
day is scarce 300 years old. The Roman 
Council of Trent (1546), and the Greek Church in the Coancil 
of Constantinople, decided once for all 
forming the Bible shoald be for their adherente, and the West 
minster Assembly (1647) adopted the list which has

Labor in New Zealand. 

“An ideal laboratory," ln what a canny Scot has called New 
Zeslani, and this small part of tbe British Kropire has truly 
proves the testing ground of many of the sociologia! experi 
ments that are agitated during the present timo It la this fact 
which makes the report of Victor 8. Clark on "Labor Conditions 
in Now Zealand" in the November balletin of the Buresu of 
Labor of unusual Interest. Comprising a population of 514,009 
white persons, of a homogeneous race (lens than 2 per cent being 
from countries other than in which the English language is the 
native tongue), it presenta a natural adaptability for experimente 
of a sociological character, for they can neither be damaged by 
being spread over too great an area or by the difference in racial 
instincte which might mark any other new country. 

Dr. Clark seems to have been a dispassionate student of the 
conditions in New Zealand. and not one who went there with the 
purpose of proving & theory and embodying in his report the 
successful resulta In this be will probably dot meet with favor 
from the small army of American experimenters, who frequently 
find that distance lende eochantment to the view, and point to 
New Zealand whenever any question as to practicability arises, 
Almost at the very outeet Dr. Clark makes very plain the dim. 
culties which confront an investigator who would compare New 
Zealand conditions with American, saying: 

“To eum up the relative labor conditions of New Zealand and 
the United Stater—and the natura! conditions tack of them are 
so differen: sa to make the comparison stem almost abeurd—the 
former country is marked by uniformity, the latter by diversity; 
the frst la socialistic, the second

Why la It read so 
mech? [tia read becanse it appears to treat of the divorce ques 
tioa. in which the pablie. both progresive and bon-progressi ve, 
are interested; still more because ji eem to combat reform 
movements which are still unpopular; and aleo because while it 
has a heavy favor of the sensational borrors which the untralned 
imagination loves for their stimulating qualities, it really pre 
sents some dramatic situations of the mory with ability. The 
most curiona feature of tbe book la that the author evidently 
balleves himself to be defending monogamy and the ideal of “the 
ome woman," yet the idea of monogamy put forth by the oniy 
philomophlser in the book, whe evidently presents Mr. Dixon» 
own vlews, lë this: “Love sa many women as you please, but 
don't desert your wife and children. Manor your wife 
with a polite lie” 

Jt seems ecarcely worth while to write à book to set forth 
a compromise with society soch a» every society mam knows 
how të make when he falle in love with “the other woman.” 
The hero of the story worka his own downfall solely because be 
can only think of love |n terme of monogamie marriage The 
moral which Mr. Dixon thus unconsciously preaches la: Don't be 
a monogaralet. 

There i» a passionate protest against "destroying the intogri- 
ty of the family," and history la vagerly referred to; but tbe 
historical veneration for marriage i» not hinted at; nor does Mr. 
Dixon tell ne whether the crushing oot of deten and the strict 
enforcement of mosogamy, actua] monogamy, or, as be prefers, 
Betjonal monogamy, woold make the American mother of our 
chiis, er of none, into his ideal woman. The real causes of nine- 
ty ae ont of a hundred divorce cases are of course sot teoched 
em in describing the unurual case in the story, 

In another point, also, Mr. Dixon seems to sacrifice truth to 
prejudice, He evidently dislikes innovation both in the phliono-

Speeches were made 
by Albert Parvone, August Spies and Samuel Fielden, all very 
moderate and pacific In tone and manner when we consider the 
terrible mature of the provocation that called out this demoostra- 
thon of protest. 

The meeting was a peaceable one—orderly in every respect. 
To show that there was no expectation of violence, it ts only 
needed to say tbat many of the leaders brought their wives and

Desplaines street police station, where a large platoon of police- 
mën were held ln reserve to enforce order it needed, and told 
Captain Bonfield to send his mem home, as they would bot be 
peded. 

But why continue the sickening recital of the disobedience

I do not know Mr. Turner; nor do I know anything of Bis 
speeches, writings or beliefs, except a^ they appear in the pro 
enge against him. They have now resulted ia the order of a 
cabinet oficer of oar republic that be be excluded by force from 
eur country for believing in a theory of human society diferent 
from that held by you and me and the great majority of Ameri 
cans and other civilized men, and in a decision of a federa! court 
that there la no jodicial power to interfere with that order. To 
my minë, tbe order of Secretary Cortelyou is thoroughly un 
American, and la dangerous to the future prosperity and dishon- 
nors the tree and useful glory of ouf repablic 

It seems to mo to be clear that the word Anarchist, as used 
in the law, did not refer to tbe philosophie and peace-loving bo: 
lief held by Mr. Turner. Ho balloves, as | understand, and as 
the judicial record fairly implies, that humanity would be better 
of without goverument dependent upon force. The statute, na 1 
concelve it abonld be interpreted, referred ratber to a disposition 
and will on the part of the foreign visitor or immigrant to use 
force or advise others to use force against organised government. 
The statute does, indeed, refer to “persoos who belleve in the 
overthrow by force or violence of the government of the United 
States or of all governments and of all forms of law, or the a» 
waeinatlon of public officlala” This part of the etatute is not 
well phrased; but the word “believe” as here used I understand 
to refer to an effective disposition and will to use forcë, and mot 
to amy philosophie ereed 

I take It we must all approve the exclusion of these who come 
here to use force themeaives or to advocate the use by others of 
force or violence to overthrow any part of oor gorerament, or 
any kind of murder, bigh or low, The decree against Mr, Turner 
la based. solely, however, upon the provision for the exclusion of 
Anarchists, a provision never Intended, | believe, to apply to 
those who hold philosophic and highmindet, even if tmpracti- 
cable, theories of human apciety, and do not threaten or urge vio 
lence, My fault-Soding. therefore, la not so much with the stat- 
ute, except that itë phraseology la not clear, as tt le with the ap- 
plication made of it by (he national executive. That application 
t regard as un-Anserican, bigh-handed, tyrannical anë stupid. 

In the brief submitted to Judge Lacombe fa behalf of the 
xovermment, no assertion, not even a hint, la made against Mr. 
Tarners character. Mo lë not accused of desiring or seeking 
violence, The whole charge la that be has called himself an 
Anarchist. The able costention of his counsel la not dispated 
that he le as Anarchiet only in (be sense of those whe believe 
that prane ahd virtue and happiness do not need the exercise of 
governmental force. 

The tole detense of the governmett la that Mr. Turner “dis 
belleves la all organited government" Bortetary Cortelyou ap 
Mwa a statute evideotly intended to ëucinde persons who threaten 
violence ot murder, to the case of a man merely holdiag lo his 
own rovecionte and mind, and whe la the freedom of hia own 
England has exprvesot, a belief that human progress aod safety 
4o not need the ald of armies or police. 1 must frenkly 
say that thë action at Secretary Cortelyou seems to me to have 
leen only of n plore with much else indicating a temper ta our 
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administration, and possibly (though 1 WA mot) fer a time 
dominant In American lite of hostility to (reedam anë favoring 
those marrow, artdtrary, obstructive, militarietic of pub 
lie ailminivtration mealnst which the very birth Of our republic 
was a protest; theories whieh all countries, ax they have grown 
more intelligent aud more prosperous, have beft bebind. 

la it uot intolerable that oar government should admit freely 
a man wbo believes in despotism, religious persecution, or who 

supports polygamy (for mero belief In polygamy doe» mot ex- 
clude), Lut that, on the other band, men shosid be excloded for 
bolting doctrines long preached and eves practiced by many of 
the Quaker and other verts greatly respected by us all—doctrines 
behi to-day by Tolstel—doctrines the very boMing of which im- 
plies a certain vobility and generosity of temper und talih” For 
me those bellefa are as yet impracticable and uosound;. but 1 am 
far from; saying or belleving that they are more impracticable 
than much of the docirine formulated in the Sermoa on the 
Mount

Huck O. Pentecost, who la vudoobtedly tbe able Free- 
thought speaker tn America, delivered an address Im Lyric Mall, 
New York City, wa Sunday, Dec. 13, on “The Bible View of 
Women,” whied should have leen beard by every woman in 
the great city.

Woman today ls more the companion of mas thas ever 
before. In former centuries it was never (be habit of man to 
regard woman së bis equal, though be sometimes pretended to 
regard her as his superior, Almost all the avesoes of life are 
now open to woman. She not only carne her living in factories 
and mille and in some places in coal mines. bot she ja also 
permitted to veter the so-called liberal professions, Many women 
pow are lawyers and doctors Literature la open to her and the 
field te largely occupied by ber. She la also instrumental ia pro- 
moting art and education. The majority of the teachers in the 
weboola, taking them all together, are women. Department stores 
employ thousands of women. and they have proved their value 
la business bee where (bey ary typewriters, »tenographers and 
private secretarión Notning bars her (rom entering any business 
unless it be ber own devire not to tako aqvantage of ber oppor 
tunition 

They are pot yet allowed to vote. She can do anything sise 
but that, Men want to spare ber tbe responsibility of govern: 
ment; not on the ground that she bas no right to vole, but be 
canse it is too beavy a duty to pet npon ber, In England women 
take » prominent part to political campalgus Here, too, they 
take part in politien, but In a lesa public voj. 

‘This emancipation of woman he» «ome aboat through I> 
stramentalities which are worth considering. All great mindeq 
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men rejoice in the emancipation of women, and the Christian 
Church has taken all the credit for it. Christianity has opposed 
every advancement of the human race in every possible way and 
hy every means; by torture, by thumbecrew and rack, by jails, 
by armies, by laws amd by social ostracism. When humas nature 
advances in spite of these obstacles, the Church takes the credit 
tor it. 

The Church glories in the fact that there is no slavery in 
this country and attributes It to the infuence of Christianity, 
having such a abort memory that It forgets how the Church took 
sides with the slaveholders and deld up the Bible la support of 
the system of slavery. Slavery was abolished in spite of all 
the power of the Chareb ta favor of slavery. 

Bo Ja all departments of human activity, Tbe working people 
have bad no greater foe than the Church, Bexinning with pope

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THE CENSOR STRIKES AT LUCIFER. 

Lucifer of Dec. 17, No. 1,000, waa printed and delivered at the 
poslofiice at the regular time. Pailing to receive bili for postage 
from the postoffüce, and being informed by subscribers that 
Lucifer had failed to reach them, an Inquiry was sent to the post. 
master, and thie vras the reply: 

"M. Harman, 500 Fulton street, Chicago, UL—Sir; Yours of 
Dec. 1$ received, The edition of Lucifer of Dec. 17 In held at 
thia offce a» unmailable, by order of the department at Wash- 
ington, which has ruled that matter in this edition is in violation 
of section 497, Postal Laws and Regulations, The matter la now 
lo the bands of the postofice inspector in charge. Respectfully, 

F. E. Corne, Postmaster,” 

This letter was received at noom on Sunday. On Sunday 
evening tbe copy for Locifer must be taken to the linotype eos 
to be set for the next week's paper, As there was no means of 
knowing whether the objectionable matter was contalned la tho 
advertising matter or in the reading columns, and aa | did not 
even know what section 497 referred to, and as, furthermore, 
the copy from tbe editor was late in making ita appearanos, | 
decided to omit the publication of Lucifer for last week. 

On consulting the statutes at the postoflice | found that sec- 
tion 497 prohibits the mailing of obscene literature, of instruo 
tions for the prevention of conception or for the procuring of 
abortion, or of matter pertaining to lotteries As it was clear 
that there was nothing concerning tbe last three subjecte In No, 
1,000, tbe charge la apparently based on alleged obscepe matter. 
We certainly have no desire or intention to priat obsceme litera 
ture, belleving as we do that the subject of the sexual relations 
through which the world ls peopled i» ome meriting tarsest 
thought and serious discusalon—a subject not to be dealt with 
Bippantly, coarsely, obecenaly. 

The inspector, in reply to the request of Clarence 5, Darrow 
to inform bim whether the offendicg matter was contained in 
advertisements or reading matter, sald that it waa in the articles, 
but did pot specify which article or articles The first three 
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pages of that issue were takwa up with reporte of the mass meet 
img In Cooper Union, New York, protesting agaluat the incarcëre 
tion and threatened deportatios of John Turner, sed comments 
ol the press thereon. The paper contained also “Notes of Travel” 
by the editor; a brief report of the "Now Thought” conventian,

Nearly ali of oor madera know that about two months age 
we were required to submit to the postal officials evidence of 
oor circulation, incladisg subscription lista, cash books, and letter: 
ordering the paper covering a year's time. We were told that ve 
had no right to send Lucifer regulariy to any bet paldiesh 
vance subscribers, or those from «bom we held letters definitely 
requesting credit; that we could print only twice a» many copie 
së we bad pald-to-advance subscribere We revised our > 
seription list iu compliance with this ruling, and cot of mary 
five hundred names, among them some of our best friends We 
also reduced thë number of coples printed, which redoction prec 
tically deprived us of the privilege of sending out sample copies. 

We beard no more in regard to the legitimacy of eur lat el 
subecribers, bot were ordered to show cause, on or before Dec. 
12, why the second class privilege should not be revoked on the 
ground that Lacifer is published primarily to advertise the per 
vate bunibosa of the publisher, We tried to learn what our rigis 
were ia regard to advertising. but could get no autboritative le 
formation. We were told by one who had been connected #10 
the Arena that, at the time this question arose in regard to Hat 
publication, the decision wae that the publisher bad a right të 
per cent of the advertising space for his own busiges, We 
obtained advertising from others, and reduced our own adver 
tising to murë leve than % per cent. Then we notified the Pot- 
one Department of the change, saying that this was our under 
standing of the matter, and saying that if we wefe la error wv 
would comply with the rules when informed what they, merr, 
About two weeks later we received. the following reply—it rep 
M can be called: 

"Publisher Lucifer the Light-Bearer, Chicago, IU: 
am directed by the department to inform you that after the bear 
Ing accorded to you on Dee 12, 1949, to show cause why iba 
authorization for the acceptance of your publication as seed 
class matter under the met of March 8. 1579, should not le re 
voked, the department determines that Locifer the Lightfearr 
la not entitled to transralesion im the malls at the second-elas 
rales of postage, because it appears from (be evidence submitud 
to the department that the publication la “designed primarti 
(chiefly) for sdvertiaing purposes —i. e., to promote another basi 
new» of the publisher—and ix therefore withig the probjhiti 
of dhe law (act of March 3, 1879, ch. 189, sec. 14, 1 Supp, p 34 
section 428, Y. I. 4 R) 

“Therefore the asthorization granted for the acceptance të 
Lucifer the Light Bearer for malling at the second-class rates el 
postage has bren revoked, and 1 am directed to require all ep 
arately addressed copies and packages of unaddressed copier 
which may hereafter be offered for mailing at this office to M 
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prepaid wuh stamps affixed at the thintclass rate of postage 
ome cen! for each two ounces or fraction thereof. Respectfully, 
F. E. Corre, Postmaster.” 

The postofüce business differs from otber business in many 
ways, but in nopo is the difference wore conapicuoualy manifest 
than in the fact that in dealing with the men who conduct any 
private business it la posible to learn, by inquiry, under what 
conditions you can transact business with theni, It would seem 
that the postal officials aro under no obligation whatever (o an- 
swer Laquiries which in private life common courtesy, to say 
nothing ot business policy, would prompt them to answer, If 
there la any invariable ruling in regard to advertising, we aboold 
have been given it om request We sce newspapers and maga- 
ziom advertising their own publications and those of others un- 
molesini, and know thet a very large proportion of subseriptions 
are pot dircontinasd at thelr expiration. it would be Interesting 
to see the rulings which have been encountered enforced la ali 
other instances, from the great magazines and dallies, which së 
vertise anything they choose, down to the smallest publication. 
If they were conditions would soon be changed.

postage, Bat now it la absolutely essential that the greatest 
number of our subscribers pay double the former amount If 
Locifer is to live. So we bave raiped tha price to $2 a year, 
and will do all we can to make the paper worth It. Aq bereto: 
fore, we will not discontings sending the paper to any one 
really wants it and who ls unable ta pay for it. From ech we 
will accept little or nothing. The extra 50 cents we receive from 
others will help to pay for such as Ubeso and for sample copies. 
We hope to bear from every ese of our subscribers, We wish 
të be informed by each who is willing to pay the extra dollar, 
and vë also want to know bow many tbere are who cannot.
